Jan.  6,  1941 
The  meeting  for  organization  of 
the  School  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston  for  the  current  munici- 
pal year  was  held  in  the  Admini- 
stration Building,  15  Beacon  Street, 
at  5:58  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  Chair- 
man presiding. 

Present:  Messrs.  Lee,  McDevitt, 
Norton,  Sullivan,  and  White. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  Mr.  Frederick  R.  Sullivan,  the 
senior  member. 

Mr.  Sullivan  stated  that  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  479  of 
the  Acts  of  1924— An  Act  Provid- 
ing for  Biennial  Elections  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  etc. — the  member- 
ship of  the  School  Committee  for 
the  year  1941  is  the  same  as  that 
for  the  year  1940;  namely,  Mr. 
Joseph  Lee,  Mr.  Daniel  J.  McDevitt. 
Mr.  Clement  A.  Norton,  Mr.  Fred- 
erick R.  Sullivan,  and  Mr.  Joseph 
C.   White. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  The  first  meet- 
ing of  the  year  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee 's  held  for  the  purpose  of 
organization  of  the  body.  I  am  pre- 
siding as  Chairman  pro  tempore, 
being  the  member  whose  original 
election  is  of  the  earliest  date.  The 
first  business  before  the  Commit- 
tee will  be  the  election  of  a  chair- 
man. 


ELECTION  OF  CHAIRMAN 

The  Committee  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  a  Chairman,  and  the 
Secretary  was  directed  to  call  the 
roll. 

Mr.  Lee:  Being  called  on  first  it 
is  my  privilege  to  make  the  open- 
ing nomination  speech. 

It  is  by  no  means  unusual  in 
the  School  Committee  to  have  the 
chairman  succeed  himself.  Some 
members  have  served  as  chairman 
for  one  term  and  some  have  served 
two  or  more  terms. 

From  having  served  with  Mr. 
White  for  a  year,  I  think  his  ad- 
ministration has  been  excellent.  He 
has  had  an  attitude  that  has 
brought  new  ideas  and  suggestions 
forward  from  any  member  of  the 
Committee,  an  attitude  that  has 
allowed  the  beet  ideas  to  come  to 
the  top. 

For  that  reason  I  would  like  to 
nominate  Mr.  White  for  reelection 
as  chairman  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee. 


On  roll  call,  the  members  respec- 
tively voted  as  follows:

The  Chair  declared  Joseph  C. 
White  elected  Chairman.  Mr.  White 
assumed  the   Chair. 


Chairman:  At  the  outset  the 
Chair  would  like  to  express  his 
deep  appreciation  of  the  action  of 
the  Committee  w^hich  has  re-elected 
him  chairman  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  1941. 

This  Committee  has  proved  itself 
in  one  year  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing and  most  progressive  that 
this  city  has  had  and  that  has 
been  due  to  the  make-up  of  the 
Committee.  Over  a  period  of  a 
year,  every  single  member  has  tried 
to  do  what  in  his  opinion  was  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  school 
children  of  Boston,  the  teachers 
and  the  administrative  officers,  in 
order  to  make  this  a  fine,  outstand- 
ing organization.  That  has  been 
recognized  not  only  among  the 
employees  generally,  by  the  teachers 
and  by  tlie  pupils  and  their  parents, 
but  by  the  press  as  well.  Only 
two  weeks  ago  an  editorial  in  the 
Boston  Sunday  Post  stated  that 
this  Committee  was  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  committees  in 
the  history  of  the  city.  That 
editorial  is  not  merely  a  recognition 
by  the  press  but,  to  my  mind, 
reflects  the  attitude  of  the  thou- 
sands of  taxpayers  and  the  parents 
of  the  school  children  of  Boston. 
I  feel  that  this  coming  year  in  its 
achievements  will  equal  what  we 
have  done  in  the  past. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  every  single  member  of  this 
organization  for  his  or  her  co- 
operation and  interest,  in  my  own 
behalf  and  in  behalf  of  every 
member  of  the  School  Committee, 
all  of  whom  feel  as  I  do. 

We  have  one  report  before  the 
Committee  that  I  would  like  to 
mention,  a  report  from  the  Board 
of  Apportionment  on  the  question 
of  an  extension  of  our  Mechanic 
Arts  High  School  or  the  building 
of  a  new  Mechanic  Arts  High 
School,  and  also  a  Trade  School. 
That  report  of  the  Board  of  Ap- 
portionment is  now  before  us  but 
this  being  the  organization  meet- 
ing, it  seemed  advisable  to  hold 
the  report  for  a  conference  to  be 
held  some  night  this  week.  At  that 
time  we  will  act  on  the  recom- 
mendations submitted.  Whatever 
action  we  take  will  be  reached 
"this  week  and  the  Legislature  will 
be  notified  if  provision  for  new 
accommodations    is    to   toe    sought.

which  would  not  only  help  their 
members  who  might  come  in,  but 
would  help  the  community  which 
is    now    without    adult    recreation

9.  ORDERED,  That  during  the 
current  fiscal  year  the  Business 
Manager  is  hereby  authorized  to 
employ  such  temorary  assistance 
as  may  be  required  in  his  office  and 
at  the  Supply  Room,  and  at  such 
compensation  as  he  may  deemi  ad- 
visable. 

10.  ORDERED,  That  during  the 
fiscal  year  1941  the  Chairman  of 
the  School  Committee  Is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  accept,  enter  into  and 
execute  on  behalf  of  the  school 
Committee,  contracts  for  equip- 
ment, supplies  and  other  items,  each 
contract  having  been  prepared  by 
the  Business  Manager  and  previous- 
ly approved  by  him  in  writing  as 
required  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  231  of   the  Acts  of  1932. 

11.  ORDERED,  That  during  the 
fiscal  year  1941  any  member  of  the 
School  Committee  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  approve  summarized  re- 
quisitions and  special  drafts  on  Lhe 
City  Auditor  prepared  by  +he  r?usi- 
ness  Manager  and  which  cover  all 
payrolls,  vouchers  and  other  docu- 
ments calling  for  the  expenditure 
of  money,  each  of  which  has  been 
previously  approved  in  writing  by 
the  Business  Manager  as  required 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  231 
of  the  Acts  of  1932. 

12.  ORDERED,  That  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  231  of  the 
Acts  of  1932,  J.  George  Herlihy, 
Assistant  Business  Manager,  shall 
act  as  Business  Manager,  during 
the  current  fiscal  year,  only  during 
the  time  that  the  Business  Manager 
is  absent  or  otherwise  unable  to 
act,  and  shall,  during  such  time, 
exercise  all  the  powers  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  said  Business 
Manager.     - 

The  communication  was  placed 
on  file  and  the  twelve  orders 
passed. 

Business  Manager:  Those  con- 
tracts are  drawn  to  cover  the  heat- 
ing season  and  they  run  from  one 
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fiscal  year  to  another.  The  School 
Committee  is  given  the  privilege  of 
extending  the  contracts. 


TRANSFERS   OF  CUSTODIANS 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian, 
under  date  of  Jan.  6,  1941,  recom- 
mending that  the  following-named 
custodians,  who  stand  at  the  head 
of  their  respective  lists,  be  appoint- 
ed as  indicated,  to  take  effect  Jan. 
12,  1941: 

Henry  J.  Mahoney,  from  the  Paul 
Revere  to  the  custodianship  of  the 
Grover  Cleveland   School-house. 

Edward  C  J.  Price,  from  the 
Beethoven  to  the  custodianship  of 
the  Joyce  Kilmer  School-house. 

Placed  on  file  and  the  appoint- 
ments approved,  to  take  effect  on 
the  date  stated. 


UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 
The  order  laid  over  at  the  meet- 
ing of  Dec.  20,  1940,  amending  Sec- 
tion 291,  paragraph  5  of  the  regu- 
lations, to  provide  a  reduction  in 
the  quota  of  pupils  in  Grades  II 
and  III,  was  taken  up  and  passed. 

WHAT    THE   HIGH   SCHOOLS 
OUGHT  TO  TEACH 

Mr.  Lee:  At  these  organization 
meetings  I  like  to  spend  a  moment 
looking  around  the  horizon  at  what 
we  have  done  and  at  what  the  fu- 
ture holds  in  front  of  us.  This 
year  there  is  a  particular  contri- 
bution which  I  should  like  to  bring 
to  the  attention  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee here  in  the  form  of  a  report 
from  the  American  Council  on  Ed- 
ucation. I  think  it  is  fortunate 
that  we  all  seem  to  be  in  step. 
That  is  to  say,  the  Boston  School 
Committee,  in  the  new  courses  in 
economics  in  the  last  five  grades, 
have  perhaps  set  a  pace  for  leader- 
ship for  other  parts  of  the  country. 
In  our  job  survey,  which  is  now 
complete,  we  have  taken  another 
forward  step  in  surveying  our  job 
panorama. 

This  report  on  What  the  High 
Schools  Ought  to  Teach,  gotten 
out  by  the  American  Council  on 
Education,  and  including  educa- 
tional councils  all  over  the  country, 
has  a  particularly  good  message 
which  1  think  would  help  focus  the 
lines   that   we  are   working  on. 

The  American  Council  on  Edu- 
cation is  composed  of  the  National 
Education  Association,  the  Cath- 
olic Education  Association  and  the 
American  Association  of  School 
Superintendents,  which  includes 
school  systems  of  over  200,000,  -as 
v/ell    as    all    state    departments    of 


education  in  the  48  states.  They 
appointed  a  sub-committee  called 
the  American  Youth  Commission, 
of  which  Mr.  Owen  D.  Young  of 
New  York  is  chairman,  and  Henry 
I.  Harriman  of  Boston  is  vice- 
chairman.  This  sub-committee  in- 
cluded, among  others,  Dr.  John 
Studetaaker,  Commissioner  of  Ed- 
ucation  in  Washington,   D.   C. 

This  report  makes  several  excel- 
lent points  along  lines  on  which 
we  have  been  working,  that  I 
would  like  to  bring  to  the  Com- 
mittee's attention  and  perhaps 
make  it  the  basis  of  a  particular 
study  by  the  Board  of  Superinten- 
dents as  it  might  apply  to  our 
system. 

This  report  by  the  American 
Youth  Commission  and  other  co- 
operating organizations,  on  What 
the  High  Schools  Ought  to  Teach, 
begins  by  paying  a  tribute  to  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  for  the 
work  in  this  state  back  in  1906 
in  creating  a  special  State  Board 
of  Education  which  was  charged 
by  the  Legislature  with  the  duty 
of  establishing  Trade  Schools  for 
the  preparation  of  skilled  workers. 
Later,  vocational  education  be- 
came a  recognized  phase  of  public 
school  programs  of  instruction  in 
other    parts    of    the   country. 

However  in  the  field  of  social 
studies  this  report,  called  Wh.at  the 
High  Schools  Ought  to  Teach,  'iays, 
"The  secondary  schools  and  col- 
leges are  attempting,  as  they  never 
did  before,  to  prepare  young  people 
for  an  understanding  of  the  prob- 
lems of  organized  society.  Since 
many  prospective  citizens  io  not 
continue  theii  education  beyond  the 
secondary  schools,  it  seems  evident 
that  instruction  regarding  io^^iety 
cannot  be  postponed  to  the  period 
of  college  attendance.  If  the  gen- 
eral populace  is  to  be  intelligent 
about  the  problems  which  confront 
communities  and  the  nation  mere 
must  be  instruction  in  the  second- 
ary schools  with  respect  to  tnose 
issues." 

Skipping  through  here  further, 
following  a  reference  to  the  fact 
that  for  some  pupils  pre-profession- 
al  courses  are  appropriate  and  for 
others,  courses  which  prepare  for 
the  highly  skilled  trades,  the  re- 
port states  that  even  for  pupils  of 
these  two  classes  it  can  be  said  that 
much  less  is  done  than  should  be 
done  by  way  of  preparing  them  for 
intelligent  citizenship  and  for  the 
duties    of   home  life. 

Referring  to  education  as  a 
whole  and  not  to  this  school  sys- 
tem: 

"The  present  curriculum  must 
be  described  as  inappropriate  be- 
cause of  its  emphasis  on  items  that 
do  not  accord  with  the  ability  or 
the  outlook  on  the  future  of  the 
majority  of  the  pupils." 
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On  the  question  of  how  the  cur- 
riculum would  be  changed.  it 
states: 

"If,  for  example,  it  is  agreed  that 
all  pupils  need  to  pursue  social 
studies  and  that  only  a  few  need 
to  take  a  shop  course  in  metal 
work,  if  it  is  agreed  that  all  pupils 
should  know  something  about 
biology  because  of  the  relation  of 
this  science  to  personal  health  and 
that  only  a  few  pupils  need  ad- 
vanced mathematical  physics,  then 
the  way  may  be  opened  to  provide 
the  advantages  of  a  secondary 
school  education  adjusted  to  *  * 
recognizing  social  studies  and 
biology  as  elements  of  general 
education,  and  shop  courses  and 
mathematical  physics  as  elements 
of     special     education." 

READING 

It  gives  quite  a  bit  of  attention 
to  the  question  of  reading  and 
stresses  the  need  of  a  continuation 
of  the  instructon  in  reading: 

"Instruction  in  reading  begins  in 
the  elementary  school  and  is  the 
most  important  single  branch  of 
elementary  education.  The  mistake 
has  long  been  made  in  secondary 
schools  of  assuming  that  pupils  are 
not  in  need  of  post-elementary  in- 
struction in  reading.     *     *     * 

"Many  pupils  are  unable  to  read 
silently  with  efficiency  because 
their  habits  of  reading  are  habits 
of  oral  reading  and  are  so  firmly 
fixed  that  they  are  slow,  clumsy 
readers.  It  frequently  happens  that 
pupils  fail  in  such  subjects  as  his- 
tory and  science,  not  because  they 
lack  ability  to  master  the  facts 
covered  in  these  subjects,  but  be- 
cause they  are  so  incompetent  in 
their  reading  that  they  cannot  keep 
up  with  the  assignments  that  are 
given  them." 

It  points  out  that  there  is  such 
a  thing  as  learning  to  read  fast 
when  you  are  looking  for  some  par- 
ticular fact  or  reference,  and  our 
history  books  hold  the  reader  down 
to  minute  attention  because  so 
much  is  condensed  into  a  single 
sentence, 

"The  book  is  a  compact  body  of 
factual  statements  which  does  not 
invite  or  permit  fluent  reading 
Every  sentence  must  be  studied 
analytically.  In  mastering  the 
contents  of  the  ordinary  textbook 
in  history,  the  pupil  cultivates  hab- 
its of  intellectual  procedure  which 
may  prevent  him  throughout  life 
from  undertaking  the  type  of 
reading  which  is  appropriate  for 
most  of  the  materials  which  he 
will  encounter  in  books  and  maga- 
zines. 

"Not  only  is  this  so,  but  in  most 
of  the  recitations  which  the  pupil 
attends  the  teachers  show  ingenuity 


in  torturing  the  subject  studied  by 
asking  all  kinds  of  questions  which 
train  the  pupil  in  the  most  deliber- 
ate and  minute  dissection  of  what 
he  has  read.  The  result  is  that 
whenever  a  pupil  takes  up  a  book 
he  begins  to  ramble  in  his  thinking, 
indulging  in  all  kinds  of  speculation 
as  to  the  possible  questions  that 
one  might  raise.  Pupils  begin  to 
think  that  it  requires  from  three 
to  six  months  to  read  through  a 
book.     '■'     * 

"The  reader  must  know  how  to 
use  the  last  part  of  a  paragraph 
to  make  intelligible  the  first  part. 
The  teacher  who  helps  pupils  learn 
to  read  properly  is  often  contribut- 
ing more  to  the  intellectual  prog- 
ress of  the  pupil  than  the  teacher 
who  insists  on  excessive  analysis 
and  complete  mastery  of  detail.  *  * 

"They  (the  pupils)  need  to  iearn 
how  to  distinguish  between  Jitfer- 
ent  types  of  reading  materials  and 
appropriate  methods  of  dealing 
with  these  different  types.  They 
need  to  know,  for  example,  now 
to  look  through  a  book  of  reference 
for  a  single  desired  fact.  They  peed 
to  know  how  to  be  critical  of  <he 
testimony  presented  by  a  biased 
writer.  They  need  to  know  what  to 
do  when  a  statement  which  is  im- 
portant, but  not  fully  unders-ood, 
must  be  supplemented  by  ^'urther 
inquiry  and  reading  of  othev 
sources    of    information.     *     *     * 

"At  the  present  time  an  enorm- 
ous amount  of  teaching  effort  is 
devoted  to  policing  learners  and 
making  sure  on  one  day  that  they 
have  read  and  analyzed  minutely 
the  assignments  that  were  =riven 
them  the  day  before.  If  pupils  once 
gained  the  idea  that  they  are  rliem- 
selves  responsible  for  their  own 
intellectual  progress  through  the 
proper  use  of  recorded  experience, 
a  great  burden  would  be  lifted  off 
the  schools.  The  whole  structure 
of  the  program  would  be  changed. 
Pupils  would  devour  with  avility 
reading  materials  that  they  r.  ow 
never  encounter  because  they  be- 
lieve that  they  have  done  their  full 
duty  if  they  slavishly  follow  the  as- 
signed  lesson   requirements.    *     *     * 

"Good  literature  fails  to  oe  ap- 
preciated and  enjoyed  because  of 
the  analytical  treatment  that  the 
best  books  receive  hi  secondary 
school  class  rooms." 
WORK 

Then  it  stresses  a  thought  some- 
what new  to  me,  that  work  should 
be  made  a  more  important  part  of 
the  school  training.  Of  course  we 
have  the  co-operative  courses.  This 
■  report  points  out  that  in  the  old 
days  the  school  systems  prescribed 
training  in  occupations  and  trairt- 
ing  in  reading: 
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"It  is  an  interesting  historical 
fact  that  the  early  educational  laws 
of  the  American  colonies  explicitly 
provided  that  parents  should  give 
their  children  training  in  some  use- 
ful occupation.  This  prescription 
was  made  on  the  double  ground 
that  work  is  advantageous  to  the 
individual  and  essential  to  the 
prosperity  of  the  community.  In 
the  same  law  which  prescribed 
training  in  occupations,  parents 
were  enjoined  to  give  instruction 
in  reading.  It  was  comparatively 
easy  to  institutionalize  the  in- 
struction in  reading.  A  teacher 
could  teach  reading  to  a  class. 
Work,  on  the  other  hand,  especially 
productive  manual  work,  was  not 
readily  conducted  in  the  class  room. 
Furthermore,  parents  were  able, 
especially  in  agricultural  occupa- 
tions and  in  many  of  the  simpler 
crafts,  to  teach  work  habits  without 
seriously  interrupting  their  own  ac- 
tivities. So  it  came  to  pass  that, 
for  a  long  time,  parents  supervised 
the  training  of  children  in  work 
while  they  left  to  teachers  the  edu- 
cation of  children  in  the  so-called 
three  R's." 

Speaking  of  Federal  Youth  Work 
Projects,  such  as  the  CCC  and 
NYA: 

"It  has  given  to  a  great  many 
young  people  the  training  that  they 
need  in  work  habits.  It  has 
cultivated  confidence  and  morale 
where  the  school  failed  to  equip 
many  of  its  pupils  to  face  the 
realities  of  practical  life.     *     * 

"The  transition  from  dependent 
childhood  into  independent,  self- 
supporting  adulthood  is  always  an 
important  and  difficult  process  for 
the  individual." 

You  get  their  enthusiasm  in 
courses  on  how  to  work,  if  that 
is  part  of  the  procedure. 

The  report  points  out  that,  "A 
great  many  young  workers  do  not 
know  that  the  ability  to  accept 
criticism  from  a  foreman  and  to 
profit  from  his  criticism  are 
essential  to  success  in  a  trade.  That 
is  a  point  that  has  long  been 
overlooked." 

TEACHING   OF  ADMINISTRATION 

Another  interesting  portion  of 
the  report  has  to  do  with  the  teach- 
ing of   administration: 

"In  the  future  the  pattern  of 
life  of  most  individuals  will  be 
complex;  it  will  be  characterized  by 
many  human  associations;  by  in- 
creasing co-operation.  Most  of  us 
have  to  work  with  and  for  people, 
to  serve  their  needs,  to  direct  them, 
or  to  be  directed  by  them.  More- 
over, general  principles  of  ad- 
ministration, whether  employed  by 
a  government,  a  large  corporation, 
a  small  farmer,  or  a  household 
manager,   are    much   the   same.     A 


knowledge  of  these  general  prin- 
ciples widely  diffused  among  the 
citizenry  would  contribute  much  to 
the  orderly  processes  of  human 
living.    *     * 

"Administration  basically  is  the 
examination  of  orders  received,  the 
infusion  of  zest  into  a  personnel, 
the  co-ordination  of  efforts,  and  the 
control  of  execution.  On  the 
proper  exercise  of  the  function  of 
administration  depends  the  success 
of  any  undertaking,  be  it  great  or 
small,  of  a  public  or  private  char- 
a'^ter." 

OURRICUiLUM  ADJUSTMENT 

On  how  to  make  changes  in  the 
existing  curriculum  to  incorporate 
these  points,  it  goes  into  the  ques- 
tion of  mathematics  and  into  the 
question  of  foreign  languages,  stat- 
ing that  many  children  stumble 
over  mathematics,  especially  in  the 
ninth  and  tenth  grades,  and  get  a 
set-back  in  school.  It  is  suggested 
that  mathematicians  may  be  able 
to  impart  the  essentials  of  mathe- 
matical reasoning  without  going 
into  too  many  technical  refine- 
ments and  precise  techniques  which 
simply   discourage   the   student. 

FO'REIGN    LANGUAGES 

On  the  subject  of  foreign  langu- 
ages  it  says: 

"Instruction  in  foreign  languages 
is  another  topic  on  which  it  is  very 
difficult  to  secure  agreement  be- 
tween specialists  in  these  langu- 
ages and  advocates  of  general 
education.  Teachers  of  foreign 
languages  make  many  claims  for 
their  subjects.  They  say  that  no 
young  person  ever  has  any  clear 
idea  of  the  structure  of  language 
until  he  has  studied  some  language 
other  than  his  vernacular.  Pupils 
need  to  understand  the  languages 
of  other  nations,  it  is  said,  in 
order  to  gain  a  sympathetic  un- 
derstanding of  strange  cultures.  If 
these  statements  and  other  claims 
of  language  teachers  are  accepted, 
and  foreign  languages  continue  to 
consume  the  time  that  has  been 
traditionally  given  to  them  in  the 
past,  it  will  be  very  difficult  to 
build  up  a  program  of  general  edu- 
cation to  include  the  new  courses 
that  have  been  recommended  as 
desirable. 

"Here  again  certain  recent  ex- 
periments seem  to  show  the  way 
out  of  the  situation.  Why  not 
serve  directly,  through  a  course  in 
general  language,  the  chief  needs 
that  are  presented  by  advocates  of 
foreign  languages,  without  at- 
tempting to  secure  that  slender 
and  doubtful  degree  of  mastery 
that  is  the  only  outcome  for  most 
pupils  of  the  present  courses  in 
these   languages." 

This  boiling  down  of  languages 
into  a  general  course  of  several 
different  languages  might  result  in

bringing  out  the  cultural  aspects 
of  them  anj  give  a  grounding  in 
them  without  taking  more  of  the 
pupil's  time  than  is  warranted  by 
the   benefit   received. 

CONCLUSION 

I  have  copies  of  that  report,  Mr. 
Chairman.  What  I  have  said  and 
read  outlines  the  main  points  or 
the  points  that  seem  to  me  the 
pressing  ones.  It  speaks  of  Eng- 
lish composition  as  being  some- 
thing like  our  English  reading,  too 
exacting  and  not  sufficiently  in 
keeping  with  the  child's  life  and 
inc-rests. 

It  _  definitely  emphasizes  social 
studies  preparing  for  citizenship, 
of  learning  to  read  so  you  can  go 
through  things  quickly  and  enjoy- 
ably  as  well  as  just  reading  a  text- 
book and  being  questioned  on  each 
sentence,  and  it  stresses  the  need 
of  getting  more  work  experience 
into  the  school  system  so  that  the 
child  can  make  more  gradually  the 
transition  from  school  into  the 
daily  world,  which  we  do  beautiful- 
ly in  our  co-operative  courses  and 
perhaps  fail  to  do  in  our  academic 
courses. 

I  would  suggest  a  definite  report 
on  this  from  the  Board  of  Supei'- 
intendents. 

Chairman:  You  mean  to  refer 
your  statements  now  to  the  Board 
of    Superintendents? 

Mr.  Lee:     Yes. 

Superintendent:  I  have  already 
referred  that  publication  to  the 
High  School  Headmasters  Associa- 
tion and  I  think  they  have  pur- 
chased copies  of  the  document  for 
study. 

Chairman:  We  will  subsequently 
be  given  a  report  on  it  by  the  Asso- 
ciation? 

Superintendent:  It  is  a  question 
whether  you  want  to  ask  them  def- 
initely to  make  a  report  to  us  and 
through  us  to  you,  or  whether  you 
want  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
to  study  this. 

Mr.  Lee:  Particularly  with  ref- 
erence to  learning  to  read,  work 
habits  and  social  studies,  the  points 
seem  so  well  taken  that  I  would 
like  to  see  a  report  come  through 
to  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 

Chairman:  We  will  refer  it  to  the 
Board   of   Superintendents. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS    OF    THE 
YEAR 

Mr.  Norton:  This  being  the  first 
meeting  of  the  new  year,  I  think 
it  is  well,  as  a  matter  of  record,  to 
make  two  or  three  observations  as 
to  what  we  have  accomplished  in 
one   year. 

Senator  Norris  tells  us  after  a 
lifetime  in  Washington,  that  he 
could    put   his   accomplishments   on 


a  small  card.  Yet  there  are  many 
students  of  the  National  Congress 
who  feel  that  Senator  Norris  is  the 
No.  1  man,  from  the  standpoint  of 
accomplishment.  With  his  30  years 
of  service  he  emphasizes  that  at 
the  end  of  a  year  the  contributions 
of  a  legislative  body  are  relatively 
small.  However,  this  Committee, 
during  the  past  year,  has  accom- 
plished some  things,  and  I  think 
those  things  should  be  enumerated 
at  this  time  as  a  matter  of  record. 

One  of  them — and  the  thing  thMt 
I  am  very  proud  of — is  the  free 
meals  for  younger  children,  due  to 
the  beneficence  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. For  the  first  time  in 
history  they  came  into  the  Boston 
schools  with  food  for  hungry  chil- 
dren. We  have  these  free  meals 
in  half  a  dozen  schools.  That  was 
one  of  the  efforts  made  by  this 
Committee  during  the  past  year. 
Eventually  we  hope  to  have  these 
free  lunches  in  every  school  where 
there   is   a   hungry   stomach. 

Before  this  Committee  for  a  long 
span  of  years  we  have  had  this 
question  of  temporary  elementary 
teachers,  and  it  has  been  a  com- 
plex question.  After  a  survey  of 
the  factors  involved,  there  have 
been  experts  who  said  that  there 
was  nothing  that  could  be  done. 
Those  men  were  honest  in  their 
opinion.  There  were  others  who  felt 
that  if  a  number  of  potentialities 
and  imponderables  were  elimi- 
nated, something  could  be  done.  Ac- 
cording to  the  teachers  themselves, 
this  Committee  has  gone  further 
and  has  perhaps  accomplished 
more  in  arriving  at  an  equitable 
conclusion  to  the  problem  of  the 
temporary  elementary  teachers, 
than  has  been  the  case  in  any 
similar  fiscal  year  since  this  prob- 
lem first  evolved  many  years  ago. 
That  is  the  second  accomplishment. 

A  third  accomplishment  is  that 
we  have  opened  our  Conferences  to 
the  public.  All  our  business  is  pub- 
lic. Every  cent  that  is  spent  oy  the 
School  Committee  belongs  to  every 
man,  woman  and  child  in  this  city. 
There  is  nothing  that  we  io  but 
what  is  public  business,  and  this 
Comimittee  has  seen  to  it  that  at 
our  Conferences,  particularly  'hose 
having  to  do  with  the  budget  and 
the  expenditure  of  money,  there  are 
representatives  of  the  parents,  the 
teachers,  the  press  and  the  tax- 
payers. They  are  all  welcome  and 
they  have  been  there  during  the 
past  fiscal  year  as  never  before. 

I  think  that  is  a  very  good  and 
healthy  sign,  and  I  think  it  is 
something  to  talk  about. 

The  last  observation  I  would  like 
to  make  about  the  accomplishments 
of  the  past  fiscal  year  relates  to  the 
appointment  of  an  acting  assistant 
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superintendent,  an  outstanding  in- 
dividual that  we  all  agreed  was 
outstanding,  and  he  was  appointed 
with  a  minimum  of  controversy  and 
discussion.  His  appointment  augur^s 
well  for  the  future  of  our  school 
system.  I  think  that  is  an  ac- 
complishment. Rather  than  drag 
it  out,  meeting  after  meeting,  and 
vote  by  vote,  we  had  an  amicable 
discussion  upstairs  lasting  about 
an  hour  and  settled  that  very  im- 
portant question  for  the  future  of 
our  schools  and  the  children  in- 
volved. 

So,  I  think,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  a', 
the  first  meeting  of  the  year  it  :& 
well  to  review  what  I  consider  the 
important  accomplishments  of  this 
Committee  during  the  past  ye^n.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  1941,  1942  and 
1943,  if  we  are  living,  I  hope  we 
will  be  able  to  point  to  as  treat 
accomplishments  as  those  tnat  w»c 
are    able   to   mention    this    ^venin^. 


INCREASED       OPPORTUNt  PIEis 
FOR    AIRPLANE    MECHANICS 

One  more  suggestion,  ani  i+  is  a 
matter  I  suggested  to  the  Superin 
tendent:  At  a  recent  meetiug  we 
had  a  former  Mayor  of  Bosccn  tell 
us  about  the  Pratt  &  Whitney 
aviation  engine  plant  at  East  Hart- 
ford, Connecticut.  It  would  5  Jem 
that  under  the  circumstance-^,  ^'e 
should  immediately  dispat-^.h  somp- 
body  from  the  Boston  School  Sys- 
tem to  that  plant,  to  find  what  if 
any  possibility  there  is  of  connect 
ing  our  boys  with  that  sys'.em  of 
instruction  and  that  employ inent. 
To  protect  ourselves  and  to  show 
that  we  are  at  least  interested, 
someone  should  go  to  that  piant  at 
East  Hartford,  the  greatest  man- 
ufacturing establishment  ii.  thr^ 
world  for  aviation  engine.3.  "^hev. 
v/ere  articles  in  the  Boston  G'obe  to 
the  effect  that  Pratt  &  W»^itney 
were  looking  for  boys  and  young 
men  to  train  for  this  important  in- 
dustry. We  may  have  a  few  boy^ 
in  Boston  who  could  qualify  there. 
If  there  is  anything  that  tbp  of- 
ficials of  the  School  Depar.mcint 
can  do  to  assist  our  boys  to  gei 
into  this  industry,  I  am  sure  wj 
should  connect  with  that  phase  of 
it  At  least  we  should  have  a  ^'-.port 
from  some  responsible  offi'^ial  jela.- 
tive  to  the  suggestion  of  the  forme 
Mayor  with  regard  to  the  Pr^.tt  & 
Whitney  aviation  engine   piaixt. 

I  think  some  suggestion  should 
be  made  to  the  national  defense 
officials  at  Washington  that  a  sur- 
vey be  made  of  the  northeastern 
section  of  this  country  with  a  view 
to  establishing  at  the  East  Boston 
Airport  a  school  for  the  training 
of  aviation  mechanics.  In  various 
sections  of  the  country  I  under- 
stand   the   Federal    Government    is 


considering  the  establishment  of 
these  schools  for  aviation  mechan- 
ics. The  establishment  of  such  a 
school  at  the  East  Boston  Airport 
would  be  a  tremendous  help,  not 
only  to  the  boys  of  Boston  but  those 
of  this  section  of  the  state. 

I  am  encouraged  to  make  that 
suggestion  after  going  to  the  Bos- 
ton Trade  School  and  looking  at  the 
eighty  young  men  studying  me- 
chanics in  the  basement,  when  8000 
would  like  to  get  in.  It  is  some- 
thing that  seems  to  be  beyond  the 
potentials  of  the  school  system  of 
Boston.  Surrounding  cities  and 
towns  are  also  interested  in  this 
type  of  instruction  and  the  Federal 
Government  is  interested.  With 
aviation  such  an  important  matter 
as  it  is,  it  seems  to  me  that  our 
East  Boston  Airport  offers  great 
possibilities  for  establishing  a 
Federal  Government  school  for  the 
training  of  aviation  mechanics. 
Somebody  connected  with  our 
School  Department  might  suggest 
that  possibility  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  or 
the  National  Defense  Commission, 
and  someone  from  our  School  De- 
partment might  visit  Washington 
with  a  view  to  contacting  the  of- 
ficials specifically  in  charge  of  that 
phase  of  the  problem  throughout 
the  country. 

Superintendent:  The  article  that 
appeared  in  one  of  the  Boston 
papers  where  specific  reference  wa,s 
made  to  Boston,  was  not  quite  ac- 
curate. I  made  it  my  business  to 
take  that  matter  up  with  the  Head 
Master  of  the  Boston  Trade  School. 
There  are  five  members  of  last 
year's  graduating  class  already 
employed  in  the  Pratt  &  Whitney 
plant  at  East  Hartford.  Twenty- 
three  young  men  graduated  from 
the  Airplane  Sei'vice  Department 
of  the  Boston  Trade  School  in 
June.  1940. 

Of  this  group,  one  graduate  is 
attending  Northeastern  University; 
five  are  employed  at  Pratt  &  Whit- 
ney Company  at  East  Hartford; 
two  are  employed  at  Vought-Sikor- 
sky  Company,  a  subsidiary  of 
Pratt  &  Whitney;  five  are  em- 
ployed at  Glenn-Martin  Aircraft 
Company  at  Baltimore;  three  are 
employed  at  Wiggins  Airport,  Nor- 
wood; three  are  employed  at  Bos- 
ton and  Maine  Airlines,  East  Bos- 
ton Airport:  and  two  are  in  the 
Air  Corps,  United  States  Navy.  Of 
former  classes,  there  are  twenty- 
three  graduates  who  are  employed 
in  the  Pratt  &  Whitney  Company 
at  the  present  time.  One  graduate 
of  the  class  of  1933  is  Engineering 
Officer  of  the  Pan-American  Clip- 
per, which  operates  between  New 
York    and    Lisbon. 

The  man  in  charge  of  the  Air- 
plane   Service    Department    at    the 
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Boston  Trade  School  has  visited 
the  East  Hartford  plant  for  the 
purpose  of  placing  our  boys,  and 
that  practice,  which  has  been  in 
effect  over  a  period  of  years,  will 
be    continued. 

The  establishment  of  a  Federal 
school  here  is  one  that  will  have 
to    be    studied    carefully. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  think  the  aviation 
instructor  at  the  Boston  Trade 
School  should  give  us  something  in 
writing  to  include  in  our  records. 
He  or  someone  connected  with  that 
work  should  be  the  liaison  officer 
between  our  School  Department  and 
organizations  such  as  the  one  at 
the  Pratt  &  Whitney  plant. 

Superintendent:  If  there  had 
been  a  conference  of  th  School 
Committee  prior  to  this  meeting  I 
should  have  read  that  report  into 
the  record.  I  did  call  the  atten- 
tion o.  the  Chairman  of  the  School 
Committee  to  that  report.  I  will 
present   it   at  the   next   Conference. 

Mr.  Lee:  We  might  set  some 
machinery  in  motion  on  that  mat- 
ter of  a  Federal  school  for  air- 
plane mechanics.  Couldn't  we  ask 
Mr  Gould  to  have  somebody  con- 
tact Mr.  Small,  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education,  and  have 
some  recommendation  for  bringing 
it  to  the  attention  of  the  officials 
at  Washington? 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Downey 
has  already  taken  that  up  with 
Mr.  Small.  When  you  have  your 
Conference  this  week  I  think  we 
will  have  something  definite. 

Mr.  Norton:  The  Federal  Gov- 
ernment is  stepping  into  these  ac- 
tivities. As  a  matter  of  fact,  they 
are  doing  so  much  that  it  is  be- 
yond our  ken  at  present. 

At  Boston  Trade  School,  where 
there  are  80  boys  studying,  the 
youngsters  who  are  not  enrolled 
in  the  course  are  so  interested 
that  they  are  peeking  in  the  win- 
dows. There  you  see  a  small  num- 
ber devoted  to  airplane  instruction, 
where  we  ought  to  have  the  whole 
building  devoted  to  this  mechani- 
cal instruction  and  forget,  for  the 
time  being,  paperhanging  and 
bricklaying.  The  tempo  of  the 
demand  has  been  so  increased  that 
it  seems  to  me  we  should  step 
along  with  it  if  we  can. 

I  understand  that  southern  Cali- 
fornia has  a  Federal  school  for 
aviation  mechanics.  It  may  be 
that  climatic  conditions  in  that 
part  of  the  country  call  for  that 
school.  It  has  been  suggested  by 
certain  war  department  officials 
that  since  Boston  is  the  northeast- 
ern headquarters  for  the  country, 
so  far  as  the  Army  is  concerned, 
and  as  we  have  that  beautiful 
airport,  there  is  a  possibility  of 
expanding  it  to  three  times  its 
size.  If  we  had  someone  at 
Washington    every    day,    preaching 


the  story  that  Boston  wants  a 
Federal  school  to  take  care  of  the 
Jroungsters  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  we  might  get  something. 
Then  again,  we  might  not.  At  the 
same  time,  we  would  not  lose 
anything. 

LOWERED  COST  OF  MILK  FOR 
SCHOOL     CHILDREN 

Just  one  more  suggestion.  There 
are  10,000  children  in  the  New 
York  public  schools  at  present 
being  serviced  with  a  one-cent 
bottle  of  milk  a  day.  The  Federal 
Government  is  doing  that.  I  want 
somebody  here  in  the  Boston  School 
Department  to  ask  if  it  is  not 
possible  for  us  to  buy  that  milk 
at  a  cent  a  bottle,  so  that  thousands 
of  hungry  youngsters  in  our  schools 
may  receive  the  benefit  of  it. 

Mr.  Lee:  As  treasurer  of  this 
milk  fund  I  have  conferred  with 
Alexander  Sullivan  and  Dr.  Kee- 
nan,  and  we  have  gotten  the  price 
of  milk  down  to  two  cents.  That 
is  100  per  cent  higher  than  in  New 
York.  We  thought  we  were  going 
to   have  to   pay  3Vt    or  3%   cents. 

Dr.  Gillis,  who  looked  into  this 
matter,  is  only  able  to  state  that 
the  Federal  Surplus  Commodity  Ad- 
ministration seems  to  be  more  len- 
ient toward  New  York  than  to  Bos- 
ton. 

Mr.  Norton:  Can  we  find  out 
first  definitely  how  many  children 
are  getting  a  bottle  of  milk  for 
one  cent  in  New  York  now?  See- 
on  .y,  with  that  information,  let 
us  memorialize  every  Congressman 
from  Greater  Boston  and  our  Unit- 
ed States  Senators  to  give  the  hun- 
gry children  of  Boston  the  benefit 
of  that  one  cent  milk.  You  would 
be  surprised  how  much  a  little  ini- 
tiative in  the  right  place  would 
start  things  going  today.  We  have 
everything  to  gain  and  nothing  to 
lose  by  a  little  activity  along  these 
lines. 

WHAT  THE  HIGH   SCHOOLS 

OUGHT    TO    TEACH. 

(Continued) 

Mr.  Lee:  I  notice  a  summarizing 
paragraph  in  this  report  on  What 
the  High  Schools  Ought  to  Teach, 
th"t  I  did  not  read. 

"Reading  and  labor,  which  are 
specifically  recommended  in  pre- 
ceding sections  for  all  young  peo- 
ple, are  units  in  a  program  of  sec- 
ondary education  which  can  be 
made  to  supplement  each  other 
very  advantageously.  The  laborer 
who  is  a  competent  reader  has  in 
his  possession  an  ability  which  will 
help  him  to  maintain  himself  as  a 
•  continually  developing  individual. 
The  reader  who  knows  how  to  work 
and    has    experienced    the   satisfac- 
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tion  which  comes  from  productive 
labor  will  have  an  outlook  on  the 
world  which  is  likely  to  save  him 
from  the  danger  of  formal  repeti- 
tions of  verbal  formulas.  He  will 
be  a  realist  at  the  same  time  that 
he  seeks  the  guidance  which  comes 
through  sharing  the  experiences  of 
the  race." 

A  final  sentence — wnich  I  skipped 
before — I  think  is  of  value.  It  is 
to  the  effect  that  "problems  of 
community  life  .  .  .  economics,  pol- 
itics," as  part  of  the  school  curric- 
ulum, have  "only  recently  been 
given  a  permanent  place." 

Superintendent:  There  is  one 
chapter  that  is  devoted  to  guidance 
and  there  is  quite  an  extensive  dis- 
cussion of  the  subject  there. 

Mr.  Lee:    Yes,  there  is. 

Superintendent:  That  should  be 
included  in  your  summary. 

Mr.  Lee:  In  dealing  with  the 
transition  from  dependent  child- 
hood into  independent  adulthood, 
this  published  report  particularly 
stresses   the  need    of    teacher-help 


toward  the  pupil.  It  does  so  also 
by  saying  that  "The  schools  ought 
to  be  prepared  to  describe  in  per- 
fectly explicit  terms  what  a  young 
person  is  capable  of  doing,  and 
ought  to  stand  by  him  with  advice 
and  assistance  until  he  finds  a 
place  in  the  adult  world.  If  this 
statement  is  accepted  as  defining 
the  relation  of  the  schools  to  their 
products  the  schools  become  at 
once  factors  in  the  social  order 
of  a  type  far  more  important  and 
influential  than  they  are  now, 
when,  for  the  most  part,  they  mere- 
ly turn  out  graduates  and  abandon 
them  to  the  hard  chances  of  mod- 
ern life.  *    ♦ 

"It  is  equally  certain  that  gen- 
eration after  generation  is  passing 
through  these  schools  and  coming 
out  grossly  unprepared  to  face  the 
demands    of   modern  life."

Mr.  Lee:  When  this  matter  was 
discussed  in  conference  my  vote 
was  no.  I  would  like  to  see  any 
money  that  we  spend  on  post-gradu- 
ate work  spent  on  graduates,  par- 
ticularly boys  who  are  dealing  in 
export  industries  which  enable  the 
city  to  live,  because  we  get  paid 
for  exports  and  can  then  import 
those  vital  things  which  Boston 
needs  but  cannot  raise. 

I  am  sorry  to  see  School  Depart- 
ment money  go  into  preparation 
for  retail  trade  which  only  derives 
revenue  from  the  local  Boston  citi- 
zen without  increasing  the  revenues 
to  the  city  as  a  whole. 


PORT    OF    BOSTON 

Mr,  Norton:  At  some  time  I 
would  like  to  see  the  School  De- 
partment officials  consider  ar- 
ranging some  sort  of  a  program 
having  to  do  with  the  port  of  Bos- 
ton, perhaps  visits  by  the  pupils  to 
the  piers  on  the  waterfront,  or  per- 
haps journeys  about  the  harbor. 
There  are  a  thousand  and  one  pos- 
sibilities. 

From  time  to  time  we  are  sub- 
ject to  criticism  for  doing  nothing 
about  the  port.  It  might  be  pos- 
sible to  protect  ourselves  by  ar- 
ranging for  some  sort  of  a  sched- 
ule. Perhaps  it  would  be  only  in 
regard  to  the  students  in  certain 
courses  in  economics.  Perhaps  it 
would  be  certain  classes  of  high 
school  students  or  possibly  it  could 
go  down  to  the  intermediate 
schools. 

In  good  weather  there  is  a  pos- 
sibility of  arranging  some  sort  of 
a  program  whereby  the  pupils 
could  be  brought  on  inspection 
trips.  I  wonder  how  many  of  our 
pupils  in  the  schools  have  seen  the 
greatest  drydock  on  the  Atlantic 
Coast,  or  have  seen  the  greatest 
fish  pier  on  this  hemisphere,  if  not 
in  the  world? 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  recommend  that 
that  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents. 

Mr.  Lee:  On  that  point,  I  believe 
there  is  a  report  coming  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  dealing 
with  what  I  term  industrial  bi- 
ographies, intended  to  vitalize  and 
personalize  the  industries  and  the 
leaders  that  we  have  had  in  Mas- 
sachusetts. I  would  not  want  to  ex- 
clude from  a  report  on  this  subject 
the  embracing  of  those  Boston  en- 
terprises which  are  centered 
around  our  port. 

Superintendent:  If  you  should 
ask  any  of  these  teachers  here 
whether  they  have  done  that  in 
geography,  you  would  learn  that 
that  nas  been  done  as  far  as  a 
study  of  the  subject  is  concerned. 
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Mr.  Norton's  proposal  went  a 
step  further.  He  wants  the  young- 
sters to  come  in  contact  with  the 
port  facilities  of  Boston.  In  recent 
years  the  pupils  in  our  schools 
have  not  done  much  visiting.  In 
the  first  place,  there  are  no  funds 
for  that  purpore  and  then  there  are 
dangers  involved  in  traveling.  Do 
not  get  the  idea  that  the  Port  of 
Boston  is  excluded  from  the  young- 
sters' study  of  geography. 

Mr.  Norton:  If  you  take  the 
South  Boston  District  first  and  try 
out  a  visit  on  that  waterfront,  it 
would  not  call  for  a  great 
expenditure. 

Superintendent:  There  is  nothing 
like  visiting  the  harbor.  In  the 
old  days  we  used  to  visit  every 
one  of  those  places. 

Mr.  Norton:  Like  many  others  in 
this  city  I  have  never  been  in  the 
Bunker  Hill  Monument.  Some  time 
I  will  go  there. 

The  State  and  the  City  in  the  past 
twenty  years  have  spent  thousands 
of  dollars  in  trying  to  save  the 
port's  business.  The  welfare  of  the 
city  depends  on  the  port.  Empty 
piers,  empty  wharves,  empty  build- 
ings and  empty  homes  mean  de- 
flated real  estate  values. 

The  problem  of  the  Port  of  Bos- 
ton is  an  interesting  one.  I  wonder 
if  it  would  be  possible  to  have  our 
economics  teachers  study  that 
problem  and  pose  it  for  our  stu- 
dents who  are  able  to  comprehend 
what  it  is?  It  is  a  problem  that 
threatens  the  existence  of  this  en- 
tire section.  Yet  I  wonder  how 
many  teachers  tonight  could  state 
what  that  problem  is,  considering 
that  Boston  has  spent  thousands  of 
dollars  in  trying  to  eliminate  what 
it  is  that  is  kilUing  the  Port  of 
Boston  here.  Should  we  be  inter- 
ested?    I  think  so. 

Chairman:  I  agree  with  you.  I 
suggest  that  your  remarks  on  this 
subject  be  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  for  report.  I 
also  suggest  that  we  do  not  inter- 
rogate the  teachers  tonight. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  thought  as  long 
as  we  had  the  teachers  here — of 
course,  I  am  referring  only  to  the 
economics  teachers.

SALARY    SCHEDULE 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  like  to  correct 
an  impression  that  I  think  has 
gone  out  to  the  public  and  the 
teaching  service  on  a  matter  im- 
portant enough  to  stand  being  cor- 
rected. 

On  January  28  a  Boston  news- 
paper carried  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"Joseph  Lee's  proposal  for  a 
revision  in  the  salary  schedule 
received  a  set-back  when  the 
Committee,  over  his  protest, 
accepted  a  report  from  the 
Board  of  Apportionment  reaf- 
firming previous  assertions 
that  Boston  teachers  were  not 
overpaid." 

I  think  there  is  nothing  factually 
wrong  in  that  statement,  but  it 
leads  to  the  impression  that  I 
favored  a  reduction  of  teachers' 
salaries.  I  think  the  School  Com- 
mittee knows  that  that  is  not  the 
case. 

I  have  continuously,  emphatical- 
ly and  consistently,  over  a  period 
of  years,  favored  increases  for 
teachers.  Among  the  many  in- 
creases which  I  have  favored,  the 
only  point  where  I  did  not  favor 
an  increase  was  where  1  agreed 
with  the  Board  of  Apportionment, 
namely,  in  regard  to  a  lower  sal- 
ary allowance  as  the  maximum  for 
high    school    men    teachers. 

I  believe  I  am  correct  that  in 
1925,  after  careful  study,  the  Board 
recommended  the  maximum  of 
$3,600.     I  agree  with  the  Beard. 

In  1928,  on  the  eve  of  the  de- 
pression, the  School  Committee, 
over  the  heads  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents, raised  this  maximum 
to  $3,888,  to  take  effect  later  when 
the  wave  of  young  men  coming  into 
our  vastly  expanded  high  schools 
attained  their  maximums. 

I  do  not  believe  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  have  taken  the 
occasion  of  a  ten-year  period  of  de- 
pression, which  has  almost  ruined 
the  country  and  the  city,  to  re- 
verse their  judgment  taken  in  the 
days   before   the   depression. 

I  want  to  point  out  that  where 
I  have  favored  a  reduction  it  has 
been  consistent  with  the  stand 
which  the  Board  of  Apportionment 
took  after  careful  study. 

I  could  point  out  much  in  sup- 
port of  that  view  which  I  argued 
before  this  Committee,  but  I  would 
like  to  take  one  or  two  instances 
from  the  School  Committee  records. 

On  June  3,  1940,  at  page  90,  the 
record  states:  "Mr.  Lee  moved  that 
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the  same  item — salaries  of  princi- 
pals, teachers,  etc. — be  increased  m 
the  sum  of  $5000  to  provide  for  an 
increase  in  the  salaries  of  kinder- 
garten teachers." 

The  motion  failed  to  pass  by  a 
four  to  one  vote. 

"Mr.  Lee  moved  that  the  same 
item — salaries  of  principals,  teach- 
ers, etc. — be  increased  in  the  sum 
of  $5000  to  provide  for  an  increase 
in  the  compensation  of  permanent 
substitutes." 

The  motion  failed  to  pass  by  a 
four  to  one  vote. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Ap- 
portionment last  week  says  that 
they  reaffirm  their  conviction  that 
Boston  teachers  are  not  now  over- 
paid. 

Again  I  quote  from  the  School 
Committee  record  of  June  3,  1940, 
where  I  say; 

"It  seems  to  me  that  this  much 
must  be  said:  If  we  pay  one  group 
of  teachers  $5  a  day  and  one  group 
more  than  $21  a  day,  one  of  two 
things  must  be  true.  Either  we  are 
grossly  exploiting  those  to  whom 
we  pay  $5  a  day  or  we  are  greatly 
overpaying  those  who  get  $21  a 
day." 

To  lump  all  school  teachers  to- 
gether, as  the  report  did,  and  say 
they  are  not  now  overpaid,  certain- 
ly as  to  those  receiving  $5  a  day, 
stands  as  an  achievement  of  under- 
statement. 

Also  on  February  7,  1940,  almost 
a  year  ago,  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  said  that 
they  favored  a  single  salary  sched- 
ule. That  statement  I  do  not  need 
to  quote  at  length  except  that  I 
brought  the  matter  up  again  on 
June  3,  with  a  quotation  from  dif- 
ferent members  of  the  Board,  one 
of  whom  said: 

"If  I  had  to  start  a  system,  I 
would  give  a  single  salary  schedule 
to  people  with  the  same  qualifica- 
tions, the  same  experience  and  the 
same   training." 

Superintendent:  If  he  was  start- 
ing a  new  school  system. 

Mr.  Lee:  That  is,  if  he  were 
starting  a  new  school  system,  and 
he  makes  that  clear  by  stating  later, 
"If  we  were  building  a  school  sys- 
tem entirely  fresh." 

And  so,  in  asking  for  a  report 
from  the  Board  of  Apportionment 
on  January  9,  1941,  I  asked  for  a 
report  from  the  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment dealing  with  those  teach- 
ers coming  freshly  into  the  school 
service. 

I  just  want  to  clarify  what  my 
stand  has  been  in  favor  of  in- 
creases and  what  the  Board  of 
Apportionment,  as  a  body,  at  dif- 
ferent times  has  favored  as  a  salary 
schedule,  and  to  bring  attention 
again  to  what  the  Board,  speaking 


individually  in  regard  to  starting 
things  afresh,  has  stated  as  their 
idea  of  a  proper  salary  schedule: 
in  that  case  a  "single  salary 
schedule." 

Superintendent:  I  do  not  get 
your  first  point  with  reference  to 
the  junior  masters.  As  I  recall  it 
— and  I  have  the  extract  from  the 
Board  of  Apportionment's  letter  to 
the  School  Committee  in  confer- 
ence. May  31,  1928— the  Board 
recommended  a  maximum  increase 
by  one  increment  from  $3600  to 
$3744. 

"In  previous  revisions  of  the 
salary  schedules  the  junior  masters 
have  received  less  favorable  treat- 
ment than  other  groups.  Their 
percentage  of  increase  over  the 
salaries  paid  in  1900  being  about 
17  per  cent,  while  the  percentage 
of  increase  of  other  groups  ranges 
from  40  per  cent  to  about  150  per 
cent  in  the  same  time.  With  a 
greatly  increased  cost  of  living  the 
economic  position  of  the  junior 
masters  has  become  very  difficult, 
and  this  group  seems  to  deserve 
relief  more  than  any  other  in  the 
school  system." 

That  is  a  quotation  from  the 
Board  of  Apportionment's  letter  to 
the  School  Committee  in  conference 
May  31, 1928. 

-  Mr.  Lee:  That  was  the  statement 
I  referred  to.  My  statement  pointed 
out  that  over  the  heads  of  the 
iBoard  of  Apportionment,  the  School 
Committe  at  that  time  gave  an  ad- 
ditional increment,  making  the 
maximum  $3,888. 

Superintendent:  That  is  a  pre- 
rogative of  the  School  Committee. 

Mr.  Lee:  1  do  not  know  what  hap- 
pened during  the  depression,  when 
the  cost  of  living  dropped,  to  make 
the  Board  of  Apportionment  change 
their  minds  in  favor  of  this  in- 
crease. 

Superintendent:  Didn't  that  re- 
port state  that  45  per  cent  of  our 
•teachers  entered  the  service  with 
Ithe  understanding  that  they  were 
to  receive  a  maximum  of  $3,888? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  think  it  stated  that. 
I  do  not  remember  the  percentage 
(examining  papers).  That  is  right, 
45  per  cent. 

Superintendent:  About  45  per 
cent  of  our  teachers  came  with  the 
understanding  that  they  were  to 
receive  $3,888  as  a  maximum.  I 
think  that  holds. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  thought  one  of  the 
most  extraordinary  aspects  of  the 
report  was,  "the  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment has  carefully  considered 
the  suggestion  that  persons  who  en- 
ter the  permanent  service  after 
September  1,  1941,  shall  be  placed 
on  a  lower  salary  schedule  than 
that  which  those  now  employed  re- 
ceived." 
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I  have  been  unable  to  find  the 
source  of  that  suggestion.  Either 
there  is  a  mystery  man  who  has 
suggested  that  teachers  be  placed 
on  a  lower  salary  or  they  are  refer- 
ring to  my  suggestion  that  certain 
salaries  be  raised  and  that  only 
one  group  return  to  the  maximum 
that  they  had  in  1928. 

If  a  report  which  was  to  em- 
brace the  entire  teaching  service 
considers  only  one  small  fraction 
of  the  teaching  service,  it  would 
appear  that  no  one  exists  in  the 
teaching  service  except  that  small 
group,  ae  nothing  is  said  about  the 
other  groups.  Nothing  is  argued 
pro  and  con  as  to  the  desirability 
or  the  effect  of  a  raise,  and  noth- 
ing is  said  pro  or  con  as  to  the  ef- 
fect of  a  change  in  the  opposite 
direction. 

My  concluding  thought  in  argu- 
ing this  matter,  which  will  be  be- 
fore us  this  month,  is  that  when 
the  world  got  away  from  the  feudal 
system  it  enabled  any  worker  or 
any  buyer  of  a  person's  labor,  by 
voluntary  agreement,  if  they  came 
to  an  agreement,  to  fix  the  terms 
of  work.  That  flexibility  which  ex- 
ists when  buyers  and  sellers  make 
agreements  with  each  other,  acts 
as  a  steering  wheel  by  which  peo- 
ple steer  the  labor  of  themselves 
and  others  into  the  channel  where 
the  world  wants  that  labor.  In  that 
way  we  dispensed  with  the  feudal 
system  and  gave  everybody  an  op- 
portunity to  bid  freely  in  the  mar- 
ket and  to  compete,  with  terms  to 


be  agreed  upon,  with  the  man  he 
was  buying  from  or  selling  to. 

The  Board  of  Apportionment's 
report  of  January  9,  1941,  concludes 
with  the  note  that  it  would  not  be 
desirable  to  change  the  scale  of 
salaries  of  people  coming  into  the 
system  because  there  would  be  in- 
vidious comparisons  with  those  al- 
ready In  the  service.  That  would 
argue  that  we  should  never  make  a 
change  in  salaries.  The  essence 
of  a  price  is  that  you  provide  the 
citizen  with  a  steering  wheel  so  as 
to  be  able  to  make  adjustments  by 
giving  an  opportunity  to  all  sellers 
to  come  into  the  field  with  their 
services  and  for  all  buyers  to  come 
into  the  field  to  use  those  services, 
a  system  which  results  in  the  rate  of 
pay  being  adjustable  and  sufficient 
to  dispose  of  the  services  or  the 
output  of  those  who  work  and  suf- 
ficient to  attract  the  commodities 
produced  for  the  consumer's  wants. 

I  think  it  is  too  bad  to  discard 
the  idea  of  using  money  and  rates 
of  pay  and  prices  as  a  steering 
wheel  by  which  we  conduct  our 
affairs.  If  you  do  not  do  that  you 
have  to  have  salaries  and  wages 
determined  by  dictators  or  you 
have  to  go  back  to  the  feudal  sys- 
tem with  a  lot  of  petty  dictators 
who  determine  the  standards  by 
which  those  under  them  should 
live. 

The  Committee  adjourned.

ANNUAL  REPORT,  BOARD  OF 
TRUSTEES  OF  THE  PERMA- 
NENT SCHOOL  PENSION  FUND 
The  thirty-third  annual  report  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Perma- 
nent School  Pension  Fund  for  the 
financial  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1940, 
was  received.

requirements  for  the  certificates 
which  qualify  for  service  as  teacher 
of  military  drill,  was  taken  up  and 
passed. 

PUBLICITY    ANALYSIS 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  like  to  bring  up 
here  for  discussion  the  question  of 
whether  we  should  undertake  to 
teach  propaganda  analysis  in  the 
schools,  having  in  mind  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
which  recommended  against  that 
idea. 

It  was,  1  think,  unfortunate  that 
the  Board,  perhaps,  was  talking  at 
cross  purposes  with  myself  on  that 
question.  Maybe  a  clearer  expres- 
sion would  be  publicity  analysis 
rather  than  propaganda  analysis. 

My  thought  was  confined  to  one 
single  form  of  publicity  analysis 
whereas  the  Board  reported  on  the 
question  in  a  much  broader  way, 
in  such  a  way  that  anybody's  state- 
ment on  a  subject  could  be  put 
down  as  propaganda  or  deceptive 
publicity,  and  nobody  would  ever 
get  to  an  agreement. 

Many  people  believe  that  we  have 
seen  our  nation  coming  nearer  to 
the  verge  of  war  by  reason  of  the 
deceptive  publicity  of  different 
warring  nations.  I  think  the  Com- 
mittee believes  that  it  would  be  a 
fine  thing  if  we  could  give  the 
youngsters  in  our  schools  some 
clues  or  some  tip-off  as  to  how  to 
detect  deceptive  publicity  from 
genuine   publicity. 

The  particular  aspect  that  I 
wanted  to  stress — and  all  that  I 
want  to  stress— is  this:  Where  a 
person  makes  a  statement  which 
is  other  than  what  it  purports  to 
be,  to  my  mind  that  is  a  fit  subject 
for  study  to  see  whether  or  not  the 
statement  is  what  it  purports  to  be. 
When  a  man  makes  a  statement 
which  is  ingenuous  and  candid, 
even  though  it  be  a  statement  with 
which  we  very  much  agree,  that 
calls  for  no  publicity  analysis.  For 
instance,  Mr  Hitler  might  make 
the  statement  that  Naziism  was  the 
hope  of  mankind  and  the  salvation 
•  of  humanity.  To  my  mind  that 
would  call  for  no  publicity  analysis 
because  the  statement  is  exactly 
what  it   purports  to  be.     You  may

disagree  with  him  but  there  is  no 
screening  or  deception  carried  m 
the  words. 

If,  for  example,  an  American  citi- 
zen made  the  statement  that  Nazi- 
ism  is  the  solution  of  all  human 
problems,  and  if  he  were  making 
that  of  his  own  accord,  that  would 
not  be  propaganda  or  deceptive 
publicity  because  again  the  state- 
ment would  be  essentially  what  it 
appears  to  say. 

If  an  American  citizen  made 
statements  claiming  all  torts  of 
blessings  from  the  Nazi  £;ystem,  and 
it  should  develop  that  that  citizen 
was  in  the  pay  of  the  Nazi  gov- 
ernment, or  it  appeared  from  his 
record,  experience  and  interest 
that  he  was  affiliated  wth  the 
Nazi  governtnent  and  was  :i0t  talk- 
ing for  the  benefit  of  the  Ameri- 
can audience  to  whom  he  pur- 
ported to  be  talking,  there  we 
would  have  a  variance  between 
what  the  statement  said  and  the 
inspiration  or  source  of  the  state- 
ment. It  is  a  question  of  what  is 
controlling  the  statement.  If  by 
coincidence  a  man  happens  to 
agree  with  Mr.  Hitler  and  it  ^s  not 
shown  that  his  actions  and  ''onduct 
are  controlled  by  Mr.  Hitler,  .here 
is  no  reason  to  analyze  the  source 
of  his  statement  because  it  is 
simply    what    it    purports    ''o    De. 

What  I  wanted  to  focus  attention 
on  was  the  detection  of  cases  where 
what  seems  to  be  an  appeal  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  American 
citizen  is  in  reality  an  appeal  by  a 
person  whose  controlling  motive 
and  whose  conduct  by  his  record, 
his  affiliations  and  his  consistent 
attitude  on  the  question,  •show  tiiat 
his  affiliation  is  to  a  government 
which  does  not  put  the  iD'-erests 
of  the  American  people  first.  I 
know  it  is  a  difficult  subject  to 
define  and  a  difficult  wedge  to 
drive  in,  but  it  seems  to  me  we 
could  do  something  to  help  the 
youngster  to  detect  false  publicity 
from  genuine  publicity  and  at  the 
same  time  keep  him  frooi  dismiss- 
ing as  propaganda  everj'-thing  he 
hears  merely  because  it  vai-ies  with 
what  he  thinks. 

The  kinds  of  cases  or  the  kinds 
of  instruction  you  can  give  on  a 
point  like  that  can  be  seen  by  tak- 
ing a  variety  of  examples.  For  ex- 
ample, in  days  gone,  let  us  say, 
certain  Boston  newspapers  never 
mentioned  tragedies  which  oc- 
curred by  reason  of  explosions  in 
oil  burners  when  oil  burners  in 
homes  were  something  new.  If  it 
appears  that  the  newspapers  that 
do  not  mention  explosions  of  oil 
burners  have  been  carrying  a  good 
deal  of  advertising  to  promote  the 
sale  of  oil  burners,  it  is  a  tip-off 
that  the  news  may  not  be  what  it 


purports  to  be;  it  may  not  be  in 
keeping  with  the  interest  and  cu- 
riosity of  the  reader;  it  may  be 
controlled  by  a  consideration  which 
is  outside  of  what  it  purports  to  be 
controlled  by. 

If  a  newspaper  is  owned  by  a 
public  utility  group  and  you  find 
it  gives  little  or  no  place  to  an  ad- 
verse report  on  public  utility  ques- 
tions, such  as  a  report  of  the  Fed- 
eral Rural  Electrification  Admin- 
istration, while  other  papers  pub- 
licize such  a  report,  there  again 
you  have  a  clue  to  the  fact  that 
you  are  probably  not  getting  gen- 
uine news  which  the  paper  pur- 
ports to  be  giving  you. 

Again,  take  a  more  customary 
case.  If  the  editorial  policy  of  a 
newspaper  leans  strongly  toward 
one  political  candidate  and  you 
know  that  candidate  gets  a  great 
deal  of  favorable  publicity  in  the 
news  columns,  after  all  there  is  an 
indication  that  perhaps  the  wishful 
thinking  of  the  editorial  staff  has 
governed  the  news  treatment. 

In  the  case  of  a  struggle  such  as 
the  present  struggle  in  Europe,  if 
one  of  the  warring  nations  always 
gets  the  big  play  when  it  has  a 
victory,  whereas  the  other  warring 
nation  always  gets  an  obscure  posi- 
tion, that  is  an  indication  to  make 
you  watchful  as  to  whether  the 
paper  is  giving  you  the  unbiased 
news  which  it  purports  to  be  giv- 
ing you. 

I  believe  we  can  do  something, 
not  to  have  the  youngster  enter 
into  controversial  questions,  but 
simply  to  have  him  detect  whether 
a  certain  body  of  publicity,  which 
might  be  an  uncontroversial  sub- 
ject, is  what  it  purports  to  be  or 
not.  I  think  we  are  suffering  be- 
cause people  who  speak  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  Lease-Lend  Bill  are 
smeared  by  many  people  or  are  put 
down  as  fifth  columnists.  If  a 
person  speaking  against  the  Lease- 
Lend  Bill  can  be  shown  on  his 
record  for  years  to  be  in  the  pay 
of,  say,  the  German  government, 
or  if  his  affiliation  and  record 
show  him  to  be  more  concerned 
with  a  foreign  government  than 
with  our  government,  then,  to  be 
sure,  there  may  be  grounds  for 
making  an  accusation  against  such 
a  man.  Just  because  a  person  ex- 
presses an  opinion  against  the 
Lease-Lend  Bill  or  some  provision 
of  it  is  no  reason  to  believe  that 
what  he  says  is  at  variance  with 
what  it  purports  to  be,  namely,  the 
statement  of  one  citizen  for  the 
benefit  and  guidance  of  other  citi- 
zens. Then  there  is  no  excuse  for 
smearing  a  person  as  being  un- 
patriotic or  as  being  a  fifth 
columnist. 

Being  a  nation  beset  as  we  are 
with    various   strains    of   publicity, 
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much  of  it  intentionally  deceptive, 
we  should  take  some  steps  to  try 
to  give  the  youngster  pointers  as 
to  what  signs  to  look  for  to  detect 
the  deceptive  publicity  from  the 
publicity  with  which  he  may  not 
agree,  but  which  nevertheless  wears 
its  heart  on  its  sleeve  and  uses 
no  screening. 

Inasmuch  as  that  is  a  different 
point  than  the  point  which  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  com- 
Tnented  on  in  their  report,  I  would 
like  to  send  the  report  back. 

Superintendent:  Do  you  refer  to 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  or 
the  Committee  of  Head  Masters? 

Mr.  Lee:  It  was  the  Head  Masters 
Association  reporting  through  the 
Board  of  Superintendents. 

Superintendent:  There  was  a 
request  by  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents to  the  Head  Masters' 
Association  for  a  report  on  this 
subject.  The  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents has  recently  submitted 
that   report. 

In  our  history  classes,  for  in- 
stance, you  will  find  that  the  dif- 
ferent points  of  view  concerning 
the  Lease-Lend  Bill  are  being  dis- 
cussed. The  pupils  themselves  dis- 
cuss these  current  questions  and 
the  viewpoints  of  the  Senate  lead- 
ers. The  students  follow  the  debate 
from  day  to  day. 

If  I  understand  you  correctly, 
you  mean  that  some  of  these  ques- 
tions shall  be  talked  over  in  the 
class?  You  do  not  mean  to  estab- 
lish an  actual  course  in  propaganda 
analysis  or  publicity  analysis? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  do  not  care  about 
the  course.  I  mean  to  include,  as 
part  of  some  course,  attention  to 
the  detection  of  spurious  publicity 
from  genuine  publicity  on  any  sub- 
ject. 

As  far  as  the  instruction  material 
is  concerned  I  do  not  refer  alone  to 
controversial  questions.  The  ma- 
terial used  could  be  material  about 
the  write-up  of  a  baseball  game, 
so  long  as  the  student  got  some 
dexterity  and  some  hint  on  what 
to  look  for  in  determining  whethei 
the  article  is  what  it  purports  to 
be.  In  his  own  life  he  may  appl>' 
that  to  a  controversial  question.  1 
do  not  think  that  only  controversial 
questions  should  be  taken  as  sub- 
jects for  propaganda  analysis  or 
publicity  analysis  in  the  classroom. 

Mr.  Norton:  Is  there  any  way 
that  we  could  enlarge  upon  that 
field  of  discussion  of  the  Lease- 
Lend  Bill,  for  instance?  That  taps 
into  the  heart  of  this  whole  busi- 
ness of  keeping  up  with  current 
events.  Have  we  somebody  who 
might  give  ten  reasons  for  the 
passage  of  the  Lease-Lend  Bill  and 
ten  reasons  against  its  passage, 
without  the  teacher  getting  into 
"rouble? 


Superintendent:  1  think  so.  J 
think  you  would  find  almost  any 
advanced  class  in  current  history 
discussing  these  vital  issues.  In 
fact,  you  could  not  teach  effective- 
ly in  a  class  room  with  these  young 
people   without   discussing  it. 

Mr.  Norton:  That  is  so  im- 
portant. 

Superintendent:  For  instance, 
every  radio  broadcast  that  the 
President  gives  is  discussed  and 
analyzed  by  the  pupils  in  our  high 
schools. 

Mr.  Norton:  Somebody  has  to 
do  a  lot  of  reading  and  a  lot  ot 
work  to  boil  those  arguments  down 
for   the   youngsters. 

Superintendent:  That  type  of 
question  does  not  cause  great  dif- 
ficulty. It  is  only  where  racial 
issues   come  up. 

_  Mr.  Norton:  Only  one  question 
m  a  hundred  causes  difficulty. 
Why  should  we  allow  that  question 
to    hold    us    up? 

Superintendent:  I  think  we  do 
not  allow  it  to  hold  us  up.  We  en- 
courage a  critical  attitude  on  the 
part  of  the  pupils  not  only  in 
current  history  but  in  literature, 
science    and    other    subjects. 

The  questions  that  involve  dif- 
ficulty are  those  involving  a 
criticism  of  racial  background. 

Mr.  Norton:  If  you  discuss  the 
good  and  bad  points  of  Hitler  you 
will  have  trouble.  We  can  discuss 
the  Lease-Lend  Bill  and  we  can 
discuss  99  out  of  100  questions,  but 
we  should  not  arouse  racial  and 
religious    feeling. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  can  explain  exactly 
what  I  mean  bj  stating  my  point 
in  reference  to  the  interchange 
that  you  just  had. 

Suppose  a  class  is  discussing  a 
subject  such  as  the  Lease-Lend 
Bill  or  something  altogether  differ- 
ent, and  some  youngster  said, 
"That  is  all  propaganda,"  as  to  the 
German  side  or  as  to  the  English 
side.  I  want  to  have  the  teacher 
say,  "Stop!  Now  we  will  find  out 
what  propaganda  means."  Then  I 
would  have  the  teacher  differenti- 
ate between  a  statement  which  is 
made  by  a  representative  of  one  of 
those  governments,  which  was  ex- 
actly what  it  purported  to  be  and 
M'hich  shows  no  indication  of 
screening  anything,  and  show  that 
what  is  meant  by  deceptive  pub- 
licity is  not  that.  Perhaps  the 
teacher  can  take  an  example  from 
the  discussion  which  the  children 
are  having,  where  the  motives  of 
the  writer  are  entirely  concealed 
and,  by  all  indications,  are  some- 
thing different  than  they  purport 
to  be  where,  for  example,  the 
man  making  an  argument  for  the 
welfare  of  America  is  known  to  be 
a  member  of  the  German  embassy 
or  a  n>ember  of  the  British  em- 
bassy,   and    it   is    well    known    that 
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his  private  interest — carefully  con- 
cealed— is  with  one  of  these  govern- 
ments and  not  at  all  with  ours.  I 
am  trying  to  have  the  child  taught 
to  detect  deceptive  publicity,  in  an 
accurate  sense,  so  that  the  child 
may  be  apprehensive  and  on  edge 
to  detect  the  spurious  from  the 
genuine. 

There  are  clues  you  can  get,  1 
think,  out  of  the  way  a  newspaper 
or  a  leaflet  is  written,  and  even  out 
of  the  way  that  a  speaker  talks, 
which  do  help  you  a  good  deal  to 
see  whether  the  speaker  is  saying 
what  he  seems  to  be  saying  or 
whether  he  is  controlled  in  what  he 
says  by  something  which  he  is 
keeping  back. 

Chairman:  Why  don't  we  ask  the 
Superintendent  to  get  the  teachers 
in  current  history  to  try  to  in- 
terpret what  is  true  and  what  is 
spurious  in  what  comes  up  in  the 
current  history  class? 

Superintendent:  The  pupils  them- 
selves bring  it  up  in  the  classes. 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  get 
the  evidence  that  Mr.  Lee  suggests 
as  to  whether  this  one  or  that  is 
in  the  pay  of  the  German  govern- 
ment. That  requires  a  good  deal  ot 
research,  and  frequently  you  have 
no  substantial  proof  of  it. 

Mr.  Lee:  Oftentimes  you  cannot 
tell  but  often  you  can  tell.  Often 
the  speaker  is  a  leader  in  some 
German  organization,  as  I  said 
the  other  day,  the  writer  of  an 
article  about  the  Boston  Latin- 
High  School  of  Commerce  football 
game  in  a  school  paper  might  be 
expected  to  have  his  account  con- 
trolled by  a  dominating  interest 
in  his  school. 

Chairman:  Why  not  refer  the 
record  of  this  discussion  to  the 
Committee  of  Head  Masters  for  re- 
view and  report? 

Mr.  Norton:  I  think  we  should 
give  more  emphasis  to  the  presen- 
tation of  these  current  subjects 
pro  and  con. 

Chairman:    We  do  a  lot  of  that. 

Superintendent:  You  couldn't  be 
a   teacher   today  without   doing  it. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  like  to  think  that 
is  so.  Yet  when  they  become  lil 
years  of  age,  where  do  we  find 
that?  How  much  of  that  has  stuck? 
Why  is  there  so  little  interest  in 
Boston  today,  in  politics  and  in 
government?  Why  will  a  tap  dancer 
draw  more  people  than  a  scholarly 
discussion  of  subjects  that  relate  to 
the  bread  and  butter  of  everyone? 
Why  is  there  so  little  interest  on 
the  part  of  these  youngsters  when 
they  get  out  of  school? 

Superintendent:  That  is  a  diffi 
cult  question  to  answer  in  a  short 
period  of  time. 

Chairman:  What  is  the  cure  for 
it? 

Mr.  Norton:  We  should  have 
more  and  more  of  this  stuff.     We 


make  progress  only  in  a  crisis. 
Only  through  hardship  and  crisis 
do  we  make  progress.  We  are 
fumbling  in  a  dark  night  of  uncer- 
tainty. I  do  not  expect  the  Super- 
intendent to  answer  that.  I  couldn't 
answer  it  myself. 

You  and  I  know  fhat  amongst 
the  rank  and  file  of  people  there 
is  no  interest  in  these  current 
problems.  There  should  ^  e  an  in- 
terest because  the  fundamental  sup- 
position of  democracy  is  that  the 
rank  and  file  of  people  vv.ll  have 
an  intelligent  interest  in  these  cur- 
rent problems  which  at  this  tiiiie 
are  threatening  the  very  life  of 
what  we  call  the  democratic  form 
of  government.  What  can  we  ic  in 
the  schools  to  impregnate  or  to 
orient  those  youngsters  with  an  in- 
terest in  these  problems  that  will 
carry  over?  Can  we  do  fay  more 
than  we  are  doing?  I  do  not  Know. 
I  would  like  to  try  to  do  as  .much 
as  we  can.  I  think  that  is  what  Mr. 
Lee   is   hitting  at. 

Superintendent:  You  want  that 
referred  back? 

Chairman:  It  is  unanimous  to 
refer    it    back. 


INSTRUCTION  IN  POLITICS 

Mr.  Lee:  On  the  matter  which 
Mr.  Norton  touched  on  I  intend  to 
be  very  brief,  because  I  believe  the 
matter  is  lett  open  for  a  further 
study  by  the  Board,  or  it  is  left 
open  for  them  to  bring  in  with  their 
new  course  on  the  Principles  of 
Democracy. 

Superintendent:      Yes. 

Mr.  Lee:  Switching  off  to  the 
subject  of  government  and  local 
political  problems,  then,  I  think  one 
reason  we  fail  to  get  sufficient  in- 
terest in  the  clafis  room  is  that  gov- 
ernment in  its  most  essential  fea- 
ture means  control.  You  say  such- 
and-such  governs  the  action  of  a 
falling  body.  You  mean  that  such- 
and-such  controls  it.  When  you 
speak  of  governing  your  family, 
you  certainly  mean  that  you  con- 
trol your  family.  In  its  most  vital 
aspects  government  means  control. 

In  teaching  politics  and  govern- 
ment we  teach  the  framework  of 
government,  how  the  city  govern- 
ment is  made  up,  the  division  of 
power  between  the  Council  and  the 
Mayor  and  the  different  depart- 
mentSj  and  the  same  for  the  State 
and  Federal  Government.  Yet  we 
do  not  teach  what  controls  those 
governments.  If  the  child  is  not 
shown  what  controls  those  govern 
ments  he  is  not  shown  the  thing 
that  governs.  I  have  tried  to  bring 
into  this  course  some  of  the  things 
that  seem  to  me  to  exercise  a  con- 
trol in  any  government. 
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I  think  the  Board  of  Superinten- 
dents and  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee  have  shied  away 
from  that  on  the  ground  that  some 
of  the  influences  that  control  gov- 
ernment are  not  too  wholesome, 
and,  therefore,  why  concern  the 
child's  mind  with  what  is  not 
wholesome  or  with  what  we  do  not 
like  to  see  there? 

If  your  instruction  is  set  up  to 
show  the  child  not  what  govern- 
ment IS  supposed  to  be,  but  what 
actually  conti-ols  it  and  what  con- 
trols him  as  far  as  he  is  controlled 
by  government,  you  are  setting  up 
socnething  along  the  lines  of  his 
own  interest,  because  he  is  inter- 
ested in  what  is  controlling  him 
and  how  much  he  can  control  his 
own  government. 

I  brought  in  certain  items  like 
the  measure  of  control  that  large 
corporations  have,  merely  because 
they  can  employ  lawyers  to  draw 
up  laws  and  they  can  finance  the 
youngster  who  is  running  for  ofice, 
and  by  little  contributions  can  win 
sympathy  for  themselves.  That 
was  one  item  of  control  which  is 
in  the  picture,  the  control  by  what 
some  people  call  the  moneyed  in- 
terests or  the   banking   interests. 

Then  there  is  the  item  of  control 
which  is  exercised  by  the  news- 
papers. Newspapers  can  sway  pub- 
lic opinion  tremendously.  They  can 
withhold  news  about  a  candidate 
or  they  can  build  him  up.  I  do 
not  say  that  necessarily  all  those 
means  are  exercised,  and  I  am  not 
saying  that  the  interests  or  the 
control  which  a  newspaper  exer- 
cises is  inconsistent  with  the  wel- 
fare of  the  people.  But  the  fi- 
nancial interests  and  the  news- 
papers are  two  bodies  that  have  a 
marked  degree  of  control  over  the 
official  who  goes  into  office  and 
who  stays  there. 

At  other  times  I  have  mentioned 
the  illicit  element  which,  because  of 
its  activities,  wants  protection  from 
government  and,  therefore,  is  con- 
cerned with  those  who  go  into 
office  and  is  willing  at  times  of 
election  to  back  a  man  who  they 
think  will  win  and  thus  gain  more 
reciprocation  from  him  than  would 
be  obtained  by  an  average  citizen. 

You  have  those  three  forces 
which  bring  a  certain  degree  of 
control  into  our  government. 

Along  with  the  popular  ballot 
which  of  course  is  the  other  item 
of  control,  I  think  we  can  seriously 
consider  to  what  extent  these 
different  groups  and  forces  bring 
control  into  government,  and  begin 
by  putting  some  of  the  mental 
levers  in  the  child's  hand  by  which 
he  sees  how  the  thing  operates  and 
is  put  in  a  better  position  of 
advantage  to  exert  his  own  control 
and  be  more  on  guard  against 
any  control  which  is  not  in  accord 


with  his  own  interest.  By  putting 
the  levers  in  his  hands  in  that 
way  we  make  him  a  more  interested 
citizen  in  a  picture  which  he 
knows  than  if  we  had  not  pictured 
to  him  some  of  the  forces  that 
controJ   government. 

Chairman:  At  what  age  would 
you   start  to    teach   such    control? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  not  start  any 
of  that  until  the  last  year  of  high 
school. 

Chairman:  You  have  a  very  fun- 
damental and  a  very  sound  sug- 
gestion. The  question  is,  at  what 
time  of  life  is  the  child  rrvature 
enough    to    absorb    that? 

Mr.  Norton:  And  how  should  it  be 
presented? 

Superintendent:  Assuming,  for 
example,  that  a  teacher  in  the 
school  sees  that  a  candidate  for 
public  office  has  the  backing  of 
one  of  our  newspapers,  v/hat  infer- 
ence is  the  teacher  to  draw  from 
that,  in  so  far  as  presencing  it  to 
the    pupils    is    concerned? 

Mr.  Norton:  There  is  no  signifi- 
cance there. 

Mr,  Lee:  I  do  not  see  now  a 
teacher  could  go  into  a  -ipecific 
case  like  that  without  ob:-tructing 
the  thing  she  is  trying  to  do  by 
creating  turmoil  in  the  cJassroorn. 
I  can  suggest  what  I  should  do. 
Doubtless  I  would  be  a  bad  teacher; 

I  would  always  put  the  olass  in 
the  position  of  starting  i  govern- 
ment, as  though  we  did  not  have 
any  government  and  suddenly  a  lot 
of  people  were  dumped  down  and 
had  to  devise  their  own  govern- 
ment. T  would  say,  "Johnnie,  we 
can  have  everybody  allowed  to  vote. 
When  it  comes  to  running  ror  of- 
fice, if  you  are  going  to  run,  would 
you  find  you  had  to  cater  inore 
to   this    group   or    to    that    rroup'"" 

I  would  then  take  up  the  dif- 
ferent groups,  like  the  newspapers, 
the  intrenched  interests  and  the 
racketeering  group,  an<i  work  it 
out  as  if  we  were  i^uilding  up 
a  fictitious  state.  I  would  show 
how  the  members  oi  that  class 
might  assemble  and  work  out  the 
kinds  of  problems  which  they 
would  inevitably  run  int--  Ir  that 
way  you  would  be  making  the 
child  imagine  Limself  aj-  one  who 
helps  formulate  the  government, 
to  imagine  himself  as  creating  a 
government.  By  aavng  him 
imagine  the  government  not  to 
exist  until  the  class  starts  the 
framework,  you  get  nlm  think- 
ing in  terms  of  this  thing  as  be- 
ing his  own  government  You 
would  get  him  so  thai  he  saw 
and  anticipated  such  >ottacles  as 
were  likely  to  come  ap  V  ou  could 
go  chrough  the  exer<'..-se,  again 
and  again  in  different  aspects,  with- 
out any  suspicion  of  \I1  will,  rancor 
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or  resentment  coward  ri.ny  group. 
It  would  be  just  a  ma'ter  of  get- 
ting a  lot  of  individuiils  doing 
complex  things,  gettint  them  to 
elect  and  operate  a  government  in 
the  most  peaceable   way 

Mr.  Norton:  What  Mr.  Lee  is 
referring  to  is  something  that  we 
all  know  is  so.  You  and  I  cannot 
walk  into  the  State  House  or  into 
the  governmental  offices  in  Wash- 
ington without  saying  to  ourselves, 
"Look  who  is  here?" — meaning  the 
lobbyists.  You  and  I  know  why 
they  are  there  but  we  cannot  go 
out  and  discuss  this  matter  before 
a   group  of  children. 

There  is  something  to  what  Joe 
is   advocating. 

The  only  way  I  can  think  to  pre- 
sent such  a  subject  to  pupils  would 
be  by  presenting  certain  chapters 
of  such  recognized  books  on  gov- 
ernment as,  say,  those  of  Professor 
Munroe  of  Harvard  or  of  Professor 
Charles  Merriam  of  the  University 
of  Chicago.  Quote  the  remarks  of 
these  scholars  upon  subjects  having 
to  do  with  entrenched  interests  in 
government  and  politics. 

Chairman:  If  you  take  out  only 
certain  things  you  would  nullify 
what  Mr.  Lee  wants  to  do. 

Mr.  Norton:  What  he  is  hinting 
at  is  this:  The  country  has  12,000 
press  agents  working  for  special 
interests;  there  are  6,000  lobbyists 
and  5,000  lawyers  in  Washington 
representing  special  interests.  At 
times  you  wonder  how  it  is  that 
Government  moves  at  all. 

And  you  do  not  find  an  ordinary 
citizen  there  at  all,  not  any  more 
than  if  you  were  to  go  into  the 
State  House  tomorrow  morning  in 
any  state  of  the  Union.  The  aver- 
age man  or  woman  never  shows  up 
in  the  halls  of  Congress  or  in  the 
State  House.  You  know  who  will 
be  found  there  and  you  know  why 
they  are  there.  You  cannot  say 
so   publicly. 

That  is  what  this  gentleman  is 
alluding  to.  He  has  something. 
How  you  are  going  to  present  it  to 
125,000  school  children  I  do  not 
know. 

I  wonder  if  any  other  city  in 
the  country  has  the  same  problem? 
I  merely  make  the  suggestion  of 
contacting  these  established  au- 
thorities and  allowing  somebody  to 
present  the  views  which  may  be 
given  to  the  youngsters  in  high 
school.  How  it  is  going  to  be 
handled  I  do   not   know. 

Chairman:  How  are  you  going  to 
successfully  handle  that  sort  of 
question  in  the  public  schools  with- 
out getting  into  a  difficult  situa- 
tion? 

You  can  digest  certain  of  the 
treatises  on  municipal  government, 
but  Mr.  Lee  is  suggesting  that  we 
leave  in,  reference  to  such  interests 
as  the  public  utility  interests.     He 


wants  to  expose  those  interests 
among  the  children. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  do  not  like  the  word 
"expose." 

Chairman:   It  is  your  own  word. 

Mr.  Norton:  This  material  al- 
ludes directly  to  that  phase  of  the 
subject.  There  is  nothing  an- 
tagonistic between  what  Mr.  Lee 
mentions  and  what  these  gentle- 
men have  written. 

I  have  often  thought  how  we 
could  discuss  the  fact  that  a  chief 
executive  Js  defeated  in  his  desire 
to  put  in  a  certain  tax  schedule  by 
the  efforts  of  certain  gambling  in- 
terests in  the  midst  of  an  emer- 
gency when  he  needs  the  money  to 
run  the  Commonwealth.  He  is  de- 
feated by  certain  well  organized 
minority  groups.  How  we  can  dis- 
cuss that  at  any  stage  in  the  cur- 
riculum I   do   not  know. 

Chairman:  Are  the  schools  the 
place   to   discuss   it? 

Mr.  Norton:  If  the  schools  are 
not  the  place  to  discuss  it,  what  is 
the   place   to   discuss   it? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  think  you  have  one 
safe  thing  that  you  can  go  in  on, 
although  I  am  probably  prejudiced 
by  a  certain  optimistic  faith  in 
democracy  in  a  republic.  I  am  not 
so  ashamed  of  our  government, 
even  as  it  is,  that  I  want  to  screen 
its  operations  from  any  high  school 
boy. 

I  think  you  can  say  to  the 
youngster  that  "Some  things  in 
government  may  not  be  to  your 
liking."  I  will  not  use  the  word 
"bad."  "Some  things  in  govern- 
ment may  not  be  the  way  we  would 
like  to  see  them.  But  what  would 
you  suggest  that  is  better?" 

Superintendent:  There  is  no  ob- 
jection to  that  at  all. 

Mr.  Lee:  In  my  estimation  I 
would  have  an  awful  job  making 
out  a  case  for  a  non-republican 
form  of  government  such  as  existed 
a  thousand  years  ago.  About  the 
only  direction  in  which  the  young- 
ster's mind  can  run  is  to  possible 
improvements  in  our  election  ma- 
chmery,  in  our  point  of  view  or  in 
our  education,  which  may  help 
to  eliminate  some  of  the  abuses 
of  government. 

Superintendent:  You  would  not 
object  to  teaching  what  wonder- 
ful progress  this  government  has 
made? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  certainly  would  teach 
that. 

Superintendent:  The  standard  of 
living  in  this  country  of  ours,  with 
all  its  faults  in  government,  is 
higher  than  that  of  any  country 
in  the  world.  Some  of  us  believe 
that  has  come  about  because  the 
individual  has  had  an  interest  in 
his    government   and    has    had    the 
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opportunity  to  express  that  interest. 
I  do  not  want  to  leave  out  that 
side  of  It. 

Mr.  Lee:  1  agree  with  you  there. 
There  has  been  a  controversy 
la  ely  about  the  influence  of  the 
report  of  the  National  Association 
of  Manufacturers.  You  have  been 
all    through    that. 

Superintendent.  I  have  heard 
both  sides  of  that  question. 

Mr.  Lee.  Someone  asked  me  to 
wri  e  a  letter  expressing  my  views 
on  the  matter.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  i  was  supposed  to  say  it 
was  outrageous  for  the  National 
Association  of  Manufacturers  to 
make  any  report  on  school  text 
books.  I  said,  "Why  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  has  not  the  National 
Association  of  Manufacturers  told 
us  how  manufacturing  works?" 

If  you  ask  people  about  the  con- 
tributions of  a  man  named  Mauds- 
ley,  or  the  significance  of  the 
name  Nasmyth,  or  the  name  Ben- 
tham,  they  do  not  know  who  they 
are.  It  is  these  men,  or  their  as- 
sociates, who  made  the  slide-rest — 
who  made  the  screw  by  which  the 
whole  world  is  pinned  together. 
Little  more  than  a  hundred  years 
ago  a  screw  was  not  an  article, 
and  only  occasionally  one  was 
made  with  prodigious  labor  by 
some  eccentric  mechanic.  Eli 
Whitney  should  not  be  known  by 
his  cotton  gin.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  he  invented  "go"  and  "no-go" 
gauges,  which  made  possible  the 
manufacture  of  interchangeable 
parts.  You  cannot  understand 
your  way  around  in  this  world  un- 
less you  understand  these  elemen- , 
tary  processes  of  our  industrial  set- 
up. 

I  am  for  stating  the  positive, 
creative,  constructive  side  of  what 
every  group  in  our  industrial  life 
has  been.  I  do  not  want  to  exclude 
from  discussion  any  of  the  ob- 
stacles that  lie  in  the  way  of  our 
government.  I  want  to  run  them 
all  through  the  mill  with  a  view 
to  letting  the  child  find  his  way 
through  the  difficulties  that  lie 
ahead  of  him. 

Superintendent:  I  am  glad  to 
hear     you    say    that.    Each     of    us 


is  what  he  is  because  of  his  ex- 
periences. You  have  the  whole 
perspective  of  what  has  happened 
in  the  history  of  nations  and  you 
can  study  the  causes  of  success 
or  failure.  A  fundainental  back- 
ground is  necessary  for  us  if  we  are 
not  to  make  the  mistakes  that 
have  been  made  by  Qinei  nations 
whose  histoi'y  we  Know  I  think 
w^e  should  put  the  major  stress  on 
the  fine  things  about  cur  govern- 
ment. 

Mr.  Norton:  And  also  to  be 
objective    in   our    outlook 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  agree  with 
this  wholly,  so  long  as  that  means 
that  included  among  the  finest 
things  in  our  form  of  government 
is  the  thought  that  the  citizens 
shall  control  it  and,  therefore, 
that  we  shall  scrutini^p  to  what 
extent  various  forces  exercise  a 
control  which  may  ji  may  not 
be  to  our  liking,  so  tnat  the  child 
knows  what  the  levers  are  in  the 
ship  of  state  and  can  have  be- 
fore him  in  the  class  room  the 
thought,  "Yes,  everytn^ng  is  not 
to  our  liking,  but  what  can  we 
suggest  that  is  better;  And  let 
us  have  all  the  ideas  by  which 
you  and  I  can  go  forward."  I 
think    we    can    include    that. 

Chairman:  If  there  is  no  objec- 
tion I  suggest  that  we  refer  a 
transcript  of  your  remarks  to  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  for  fur- 
ther study. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  think  Liie  .emarks 
of  Mr.  Lee  in  this  discussion  are 
very   provocative  of   thought. 

Superintendent:  That  will  come 
up  again  when  this  fiommittee  of 
head  masters  now  w.orking  on  the 
editing  of  the  material  on  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Democracy  makes  its  re- 
port. 

Chairman:  A  transcript  of  this 
discussion  will  be  submitted  to 
them

Mr.  Lee:  On  this  question  of  re-

Chairman:  Miss  Mary  C.  Mellyn, 
Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  retires  August  thirty-first 
of  this  year.  The  question  now 
comes  on  the  election  of  an  Assist- 
ant Superintendent  to  fill  the 
vacancy  thus  caused.  Before  nom- 
inations are  made  for  an  Assistant 
Superintendent,  I  should  like  to 
amplify  Mr.  Norton's  statement 
that  in  the  case  of  all  appointments 
that  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Superintendent,  action  has  been 
taken  by  this  Committee  on  the 
basis  of  information  and  recom- 
mendation of  the  Superintendent. 
As  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Tierney,  we 
have  approved  all  appointments  as 
submitted  by  the  Superintendent. 


The  nomination  of  an  Assistant 
Superintendent  to  succeed  Miss 
Mellyn  comes  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  School  Committee,  and 
nominations  now  are  in  order. 

Mr.  Norton:  Mr.  Chairman,  at 
this  time  I  wish  to  place  in  nomin- 
ation for  the  position  of  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Schools  to  suc- 
ceed Miss  Mary  C.  Mellyn  when  she 
retires  this  year  after  a  lifetime 
of  splendid  public  service,  the  name 
of  another  outstanding  woman 
teacher  in  the  Boston  School  Sys- 
tem, one  who  has  com_e  up  through 
the  ranks  and  has  headed  practi- 
cally every  competitive  promotional 
list,  namely,  Miss  Katharine  C. 
McDonnell,  who  at  the  present 
time  is  the  master  of  the  Patrick 
F.   Gavin   School   in   South    Boston. 

Miss  McDonnell  is  a  woman  of 
outstanding  character  and  integrity 
and  she  possesses  that  priceless 
thing,  something  that  is  far  more 
precious  than  gold,  namely  the 
good  opinion  of  the  teachers  who 
have  worked  with  her  and  for  her 
over  a  span  of  many  years. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  xew 
months  I  have  asked  many  Boston 
teachers  to  name  for  me  the  women 
who,  in  their  opinion,  are  outstand- 
ing in  the  school  system,  and  Miss 
McDonnell's  name  appeared  on 
practically  every  list  whether  the 
teacher  who  was  interrogated  was 
one  who  was  assigned  to  the  Hyde 
Park  District  or  other  section  of 
the  city,  such  as  East  Boston  or 
Charlestown. 

As  a  member  of  the  Committee  I 
was  anxious  to  see  to  it  that  the 
woman  who  succeeded  the  out- 
standing Miss  Mellyn  would  be  one 
who  had  the  confidence  of  our 
teachers.  By  promoting  Miss  Mc- 
Donnell we  encourage  every  teacher 
in  the  system,  because  by  this  ac- 
tion our  teachers  know  that  merit 
and  merit  alone  is  the  deciding 
factor  with  the  present  School  Com- 
mittee in  the  filling  of  high  places 
within   the   system. 

By  making  such  a  promotion,  we 
are  doing  what  is  best  for  the  thou- 
sands of  children  who  are  entrusted 
to  our  care  for  educational  pur- 
poses. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  1  quite  agree  with 
Mr.  Norton  that  in  replacing  Miss 
Mellyn  we  should  appoint  a  woman, 
and  we  have  many  fine  women  to 
pick   from  in  our   school   systeoi. 

I  would  like  to  place  in  nomina- 
tion the  name  of  another  woman 
who  I  believe  has  done  an  excellent 
Job  in  developing  a  rapidly  kioW' 
ing  field,  the  field  of  industrial  ed- 
ucation. With  that  thought  in  mind 
and  being  cognizant  of  the  fact 
that  our  Trade  School  for  Girls  has 
developed  amazingly  under  her 
leadership,  I  would  like  to  place  in 
nomination  the  name  of  Miss  Esther 
McNeills. 
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Chairman:  Any  further  nomina- 
tions? 

The  Secretary  will  call  the  -oji. 
Mr.  Lee:  I  want  to  get  my  ideas 
a  little  surer  on  the  way  that  duties 
are  assigned  by  the  Superintendent 
to  the  Assistant  Superintendents. 
The  assignments  are  wholly  itn'ler 
you,  Mr.  Gould? 

Superintendent:  Yes;  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  assignment  of 
duties  has  generally  been  the  Su- 
perintendent's. 

Mr.  Lee:  Miss  Mellyn  came  from 
which  branch  of  the  school  sys- 
tem? 

Superintendent:  Elementary 
schools,  at  the  start. 

Mr.  Lee:  The  elementary  branch? 
Superintendent:     Yes,  sir. 
Mr.  Lee:     She  was  concentrating 
more    on     the     elementary    schools 
during   her  term    of   office? 

Superintendent:  She  rose  through 
the  various  ranks  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools,  then  became  an  in- 
structor in  the  Normal  School, 
principal  of  an  elementary  school, 
and  finally  was  made  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Practice  and 
Training,  which  Department  she 
established.  From  the  position  of 
Director,  she  was  elected  by  the 
School  Committee  Assistant  Su- 
■perintendent. 

Mr.  Lee:  From  what  I  know 
about  the  two  nominations  that 
have  been  made,  it  does  not  seem 
to  me  that  two  better  nominations 
could  be  made.  They  are  both  very 
good.  The  work  of  Miss  McNelhs 
on  the  vocational  end  comes  nearer 
to  the  work  Mr.  Brodhead  was 
doing  when  he  was  here.  He  was 
assigned  to  that  sphere  of  work? 
Superintendent:  That  is  correct. 
Mr.  Lee:  He  still  had  the  re- 
sponsibility of  visiting  class  rooms?

Mr.  Lee:  The  majority  of  women 
teachers  are  in  the  elementary 
schools?

Mr.  Lee:    It  is  in  the  high  schools 
and    intermediate   schools   that   we 
get  the  men? 

Superintendent:  Yes.  Exclusive 
of  the  submasters  there  are  no  men 
teachers  in  the  elementary  schools. 
Mr.  Sullivan:  May  I  ask  the  Su- 
perintendent: How  many  of  the 
present  Board  of  Superintendents 
came  from  the  elementary  schools? 
Superintendent:  Mr.  Muldoon,  Mr. 
Downey  and  Miss  Mellyn  came 
from  the  elementary  schools.  Mr. 
Muldoon  was  principal  of  an  inter- 
mediate school  when  elected  assist- 
ant superintendent,  and  Mr.  Dow- 
ney was  elected  from  the  position 
of  Director  of  Evening  Schools. 

Mr.  Lee.  Does  Mr.  Downey  a'so 
visit    schools? 

Superintendent:    Yes. 


Chairman:  The  Secretary  will  call 
the  roll. 

(The  Secretary  called  the  roll 
and  the  members  responded  as  fol- 
lows) : 

Mr.  Lee:   Miss  McDonnell. 

Ml.  McDevitt:   Miss  McDonnell. 

Mr.  Norton:   Miss  McDonnell. 

Mr.  Sullivan:   Miss  McNeills. 

Mr.  White:   Miss  McDonnell. 

The  Chair  declared  Miss  Katha- 
rine C.  McDonnell  elected  to  the  of- 
fice of  Assistant  Superintendent  for 
the  five-year  period  covering  the 
unexpired  term  of  Miss  Mellyn, 
from  Sept.  1,  1941. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  would  like  to  be 
the  first  to  offer  my  congratula- 
tions to  Miss  McDonnell  and  wish 
her  good  luck. 


Mr.  Norton:  I  wish  to  place  in 
nomination  for  the  full  six-year 
term  of  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  the  name  of  the  present 
Acting  Assistant  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Dennis  C.  Haley.  Mr.  Haley, 
one  of  our  younger  head  masters, 
worked  his  way  up  through  the 
Boston  School  System  over  the 
period  of  a  lifetime.  He  has  the  re- 
spect and  confidence  of  our  teach- 
ers to  a  degree  that  few  have  had. 

Conduct  a  Gallup  poll  of  your 
own  and  ask  any  group  of  teachers 
in  the  Boston  system  to  name  the 
outstanding  masters  of  the  system 
and  the  name  of  Dennis  Haley, 
head  master  of  the  Hyde  Park 
High  School,  will  come  pretty  near 
appearing  on  every  list.  The  promo- 
tion of  such  a  teacher  encourages 
every  other  teacher,  and  what  is 
the  right  thing  to  do  is  alwavs 
the  best  politics. 

I  never  met  Mr.  Haley  -jntil  he 
came  to  Hyde  Park  as  the  head 
master  of  our  High  School,  but 
from  the  hour  that  he  came  to  us 
he  walked  right  into  the  hearts  of 
our  people.  All  Hyde  Park  re- 
.ioices  at  the  promotion  of  Dennis 
Haley  because  he  was  kind  to  our 
people  and  kind  to  their  children. 
Dennis  Haley  never  put  a  child  out 
of  school  No  child  was  too  far 
gone  for  Dennis  Haley  in  his  sym- 
pathetic way,  to  guide  him  back  to 
school.  His  weapons  are  sympathy 
and  charitable  understanding.  A 
year  ago  my  sister  said  to  me,  "The 
teachers  all  like  Dennis  Hal^y.  He 
is  good  to  them."^^That  was  enough. 
From  that  moment  on  I  was  anxious 
to  see  Dennis  Haley  promoted. 

A  few  month  ago  when  Mr.  Haley 
was  made  Acting  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent and  was  transferred  from 
the  Hyde  Park  High  School  to 
School  Committee  headquarters  on 
Beacon  Street,  there  was  a  genuine 
feeling  of  regret  at  losing  him 
among  those  who  worked  with  him 
and  for  him  for  years. 
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Ml'.  Cornelius  A.  Kenneally,  the 
popular  and  well  liked  custodian 
of  the  Hyde  Park  High  School, 
while  glad  to  see  Mr.  Haley  pro- 
moted was  actually  upset  for  a 
while  at  losing  him  and  said,  "Den- 
nis Haley  was  the  finest  boss  a 
man  could  possibly  have."  Repre- 
sentative Paul  Feeney  came  to  me 
and  said,  "Dennis  Haley  is  out- 
standing in  any  group.  I'm  glad  to 
see  merit  recognized.  Now  he  will 
give  to  every  child  in  the  Boston 
School  System  the  same  character 
of  guidance  he  gave  to  Hyde  Park 
children." 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  pleased  and 
honored  to  present  the  name  of 
Dennis  C.  Haley  for  a  full  six-year 
term  as  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  the  Boston  schools. 

Chairman:  Any  other  nomina- 
tions? 

The   Secretary  will   call  the   roll. 

[The  Secretary  called  the  roll 
and  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  answered  as  follows] : 

Mr.  Lee:     Mr.  Haley. 

Mr.  McDevitt:     Mr.   Haley. 

Mr.   Norton:      Mr.   Haley. 

Mr.  Sullivan:     Not  voting. 

I  have  the  conviction  that  four 
Assistant  Superintendents  are  suf- 
ficient. While  I  would  not  have 
this  taken  in  any  way  as  criticism 
of  Mr.  Haley,  I  do  not  believe  we 
should  add  to  the  Board  or  fill  the 
vacancy  left  unfilled  at  the  time 
of  Mr.  Gould's  promotion. 

Mr.  White:  Not  voting. 

The  Chair  declared  Dennis  C. 
Haley  elected  to  the  office  of  As- 
sistant Superintendent  for  a  six- 
year  period,  beginning  September 
1,  1941. 

Mr.  Norton:  Might  I  say  at  this 
time  that  in  ordinary  times  four 
Assistant  Superintendents  might 
well  be  enough,  but  these  are  ex- 
traordinary times,  times  that  call 
for  a  tremendous  amount  of  su- 
pervision. This  is  a  period  of  tur- 
moil when  we  have  more  young- 
sters than  ever  walking  the  streets 
of  Boston  in  need  of  direction,  edu- 
cational and  otherwise,  and  no  one 
knows  exactly  what  the  answer  is. 

In  other  words;  from  a  survey 
of  the  leading  school  systems  of 
this  country,  from  the  West  Coast 
to  the  Atlantic  Coast,  Chicago, 
Philadelphia,  New  York,  San  Fran- 
cisco, Lios  Angeles  and  St.  Louis, 
considering  the  number  of  pupils 
in  the  school  system,  I  find  we  are 
not  overloading  our  executive  posi- 
tions in  placing  five  Assistant  Su- 
perintendents on  the   job. 

This  statement  is  made  after  a 
considerable  survey  and  after  con- 
sultation with  officials  of  the  Na- 
tional    Education     Association     in 


Washington  and  the  Office  of  Ed- 
ucation in  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  in   Washington. 

There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of 
executive  work  that  must  be  ac- 
complished here  at  headquarters. 
Especially  during  the  past  year,  we 
have  had  to  delegate  to  our  As- 
sistant Superintendents  work  that 
they  were  never  before  called  upon 
to  do. 

Dr.  Gillis  at  the  present  time 
could  well  spend  his  time  doing 
nothing  but  supervising  the  new 
hot  lunch  project  that  must  take 
weeks  upon  weeks  of  his  time.  Not 
Only  that,  but  there  are  many  other 
vocational  problems  that  face  us. 
With  those  facts  in  mind  I  am  in- 
clined to  believe  that  we  need  on 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  a 
man  such  as  Mr.  Dennis  Haley. 

Might  I  also  state  at  this  time 
that  neither  Mr.  Haley,  Miss  Mc- 
Donnell nor  Mr.  Tierney  were 
called  upon  to  go  to  one  outside 
source.  They  have  been  promoted 
wholly  on  their  records  in  the 
school  system.  I  am  very  proud 
that  none  of  these  individuals  had 
to  resort  to  outside  influence.  Their 
very  names  are  names  that  arouse 
respect  among  the  teachers  and 
among  the  parents  of  our  city.  In 
promoting  such  people  we  are  doing 
the  right  thing  and  the  right  thing 
is  always  the  best  politics. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  would  like  to 
say  that  I  agree  with  Mr.  Norton 
on  the  capabilities  of  Mr.  Haley. 
I  did  not  make  the,  survey  of  other 
cities  that  Mr.  Norton  has  made, 
but  my  vote  on  this  is  an  expres- 
sion of  my  own  experience  on  the 
School  Board  here  in  Boston  over 
a  period  of  the  last  eight  years. 

Mr.  Lee:  This  discussion  may 
serve  to  bring  out  some  of  the 
problems  before  the  Committee. 
My  experience,  which  is  much 
briefer  than  Mr.  Sullivan's,  leads 
me  to  another  conclusion — that  the 
work  of  the  Committee  should  not 
be  held  back  because  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  is  limited  in 
personnel. 

Almost  exactly  a  year  ago  this 
time,  I  brought  to  this  Committee 
a  series  of  suggestions — many  of 
them  coming  from  members  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents — to  be 
studied  and  reported  on  by  our 
Board  of  Superintendents.  They 
included  the  establishment  of  fur- 
ther reading  centers,  special  class 
centers,  and  centers  for  malad- 
justed children;  and  we  set  up  a 
committee  composed  of  people  in 
and  out  of  our  system  to  deal  with 
the  question  of  maladjusted  chil- 
dren. 

Other  questions  that  I  brought 
forward  at  this  time  last  year,  be- 
sides the  things  that  are  always 
with  us,  like  Home  and  School  As- 
sociations,   were    the    question    of 
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expansion  of  our  Commercial  De- 
partment and  the  question  of  get- 
ting new  commercial  (machines.  I 
have  felt  right  along  that  the 
studies  that  would  put  those  things 
into  operation  have  been  held  back 
because  there  was  not  enough  man 
power  in  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents for  these  men  to  make 
their  rounds  of  the  schools  in  the 
morning  and  meet  with  the  Board 
of  Apportionment  in  the  afternoon, 
and  also  handle  the  personal  cases 
that  come  to  them,  and  still  have 
time  to  initiate  and  shape  up  new 
proposals  for  the  benefit  of  the 
schools.  In  times  like  the  present, 
1  feel  we  should  afford  every  op- 
portunity for  the  leadership  we 
would  like  to  see  in  shaping  the 
school  system.  I  think  it  is  bad 
economy  to  hold  back  the  effective- 
ness of  the  School  Committee  itself 
and  this  $16,000,000  department  by 
a  lack  of  adequate  personnel  on  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  to  ever- 
lastingly hunt  down,  follow  up  and 
put  into  a  performable  scheme 
these  suggestions  that  are  gener- 
ally admitted  to  be  for  the  benefit 
of  the  schools. 

Chairman:  The  Chair  wishes  to 
express  very  definitely  to  every 
member  of  this  Committee  his  ap- 
preciation for  the  selection  of  the 
type  of  Assistant  Superintendents 
elected   this    evening. 

While  we  observe  a  difference  of 
opinion  on  the  matter  of  whether 
we  should  have  four  or  more  as- 
sistant superintendents,  this  elec- 
tion of  an  Assistant  Superintend- 
ent is  a  most  important  thing  and, 
as  Mr.  Norton  said,  there  was  no 
politics  and  no  lobbying  for  the 
position.  We  discussed  every  out- 
standing name  in  the  school  sys- 
tem and  decided  on  the  two  persons 
w^ho  have  been  elected.  I  congratu- 
late the  School  Committee  on  the 
straightforward  and  outstanding 
manner  in  which  those  two  Assist- 
ant Superintendents  have  been 
considered  and  elected. 

Is   there   anything  further? 

Mr.  McDevitt:  Fortifying  Mr. 
Norton's  statement;  I  feel  that  the 
selection  of  these  two  individuals 
as  Assistant  Superintendents  to- 
night is  perhaps  the  most  impor- 
tant decision  that  I  have  had  a 
part  in  making  as  a  member  of  the 
School  Committee.  Only  after  care- 
ful study  and  investigation  did  I 
reach  the  conclusion  that  the  two 
Assistant  Superintendents  for 
whom  I  voted  tonight  were  out- 
standing in  their  field  and  well 
qualified  for  the  work  which  they 
are  to  do. 

Mr.  Lee  mentioned  the  burden  of 
the  present  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents and  the  time  we  have  had  to 
wait  for  reports.    I  think  with  Mr. 


Haley  and  Miss  McDonnell  we  are 
bringing  to  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents able  and  capable  assistants 
who  will  add  a  great  deal  to  the  ac- 
complishments of  the  Board  of 
Superintendents. 

Mr.  Norton:  The  Boston  School 
Committee  held  a  momentous  meet- 
ing tonight.  Daniel  D.  Tierney,  Jr., 
an  Assistant  Director  of  Music, 
was  promoted  to  the  position  of 
Director  of  Music.  Miss  Katha- 
rine C  McDonnell,  Master  of  the 
Patrick  F.  Gavin  School  in  South 
Boston,  was  promoted  to  the  po- 
sition of  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  Schools  to  succeed  Miss  Mellyn 
when  the  latter  retires,  and  Acting 
Assistant  Superintendent  Dennis  C. 
Haley  was  elected  to  a  full  six-year 
term  and  made  permanent  Assist- 
ant   Superintendent. 

Nothing  that  we  do  as  a  Com- 
mittee is  more  important  or  as  im- 
portant as  seeing  to  it  that  the 
proper  persons  are  promoted  in 
our  school  system.  Such  appoint- 
ments influence  the  Boston  School 
System  for  the  next  quarter  of  a 
century.  In  all  the  years  that  I 
have  been  in  the  public  service,  no 
vote  of  mine  was  more  important 
than  the  votes  I  cast  tonight.  The 
one  Issue  that  has  worried  me  was 
"Are  we  getting  the  best  peo- 
ple?" I  am  sure  that  we  are  to- 
night. I  am  sure  that  every  mem- 
ber of  this  Committee  has  been 
loyal  to  that  sacred  trust  which 
has  been  imposed  'apon  us  by  the 
people  of  Boston,  namely,  to  protect 
their  children  and  to  protect 
their  children's  welfare,  in  so  far 
as  our  schools  are  concerned.  i- 
feel  positive  that  I  can  look  any 
child  in  the  Boston  School  System 
in  the  eye  tomorrow  and  state 
honestly  that  we  have  done  our 
best  to  protect  his  interests  by 
providing  him  with  the  best  possi- 
ble school  leadership.  That  is 
what  this  whole  matter  boils 
down  to. 

Now  I  want  to  congratulate  this 
Committee.  Never  have  I  served 
with  a  group  that  was  any  fairer 
and  more  co-operative.  Never  was 
there  a  School  Committee  that^ 
went  through  a  year  with  so  few 
harsh  words,  so  few  fights.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  we  have  never  even 
had  a  cross  word  at  one  of  our 
meetings  since  this  Committee  caine 
into  office  in  January,  1940.  That 
is  some  record  for  a  group  of  young 
men  in  political  life.  When  a  storm 
brews,  we  sit  down  and  settle  the 
problem,  amicably,  sensibly,  as 
man  to  man. 

Tonight,  I  and  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  voted  to 
promote  three  individuals  to  hij.';h 
position.  Daniel  D.  Tierney,  Jr. 
was  made  Director  of  Music.  Miss 
McDonnell  was  given  the  highest 
position   that  a  woman  can  attain

in  the  Boston  service.  Dennis  Ha- 
ley was  made  a  permanent  Assist- 
ant Superintendent,  and  all  of  this 
most  important  work  was  consum- 
mated without  even  one  cross  word 
among  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee. 

I  would  not  know  Mr.  Tierney  or 
Miss  McDonnell  if  these  folks  stood 
in  front  of  me.  I  know  Mr.  Haley 
because  he  was  head  master  of  the 
Hyde  Park  High  School.  None  of 
these  three  individuals  had  to  go 
to  a  politician.  None  of  them  put 
on  a  campaign  for  the  job.  They 
did  not  have  to.  Their  records 
spoke  for  them.  The  Superintend- 
ent recommended  the  promotion  of 
Mr.  Tierney,  a  career  man,  and 
within  thirty  seconds  the  Commit- 
tee unanimously  accepted  the  rec- 
cmmendation. 

I  congratulate  Committeemen 
Joseph  White,  Sheriff  Sullivan, 
Daniel  McDevitt  and  Joseph  Lee. 
In  the  most  important  duty  they 
will  ever  have  to  perform  in  the 
public  service,   the  thought  upper- 


most in  their  minds  was,  "What  is 
best  for  the  children  entrusted  to 
our  care?"  Never  have  three  high 
appointments  gone  through  with 
such  a  lack  of  politics  and  with 
such  a  minimum  of  controversy. 

I  do  not  know  what  School  Com- 
mittee it  was  that  many  years  ago 
promoted  Miss  Mellyn  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Assistant  Superintendent, 
but  that  Committee  surely  per- 
formed a  splendid  public  service 
for  Miss  Mellyn  is  the  outstanding 
woman  teacher,  in  many  respects, 
in  our  system.  Mayor  Tobin,  who 
co-operated  with  the  Committee  so 
handsomely  said  of  her,  "Miss 
Mellyn  is  a  genius!"  That  is  the 
feeling  of  every  member  of  this 
Committee  and  we  are  sorry  indeed 
to  lose  the  services  of  Boston's 
outstanding  woman  teacher.

The  Chairman  has  stated  that  the 
lowering  of  the  pupil  numbers  has 
been  approved  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  inclusion  in  the  budget 
which  will  be  printed  and  come 
here  for  adoption.  In  other  words, 
the  Chairman  has  stated  that  what 
most  of  you  folks  are  interested  in 
now  has  been  done.  Is  that  the 
substance  of  your  remark,  Mr. 
Chairman? 

Chairman:  The  expenditure  has 
been  approved  by  the  Committee 
and  the  necessary  amount  has  been 
included  in  the  budget,  which  now 
has  been  sent  to  the  printer. 

Mr.  Norton:  Am  I  right  in  stat- 
ing that  we  have  been  successful 
in  ironing  out  this  vexing  problem 
which  has  been  up  here  for  such  a 
long  period,  and  that  something  has 


been  done  which  is  of  real  value 
to  the  junior  elementary  group  of 
teachers,  Mr.  Chairman?

RECREATIONAL,  SET-UP  FOR 
THE   CITY 

Mr.  Lee:  The  advent  of  warm 
weather  brings  to  mind  the  sub- 
ject of  recreation.  While  we  have 
recreation  always  with  us  a.s  a  prob- 
lem, nevertheless  it  is  dangling 
from  the  end  of  our  little  finger 
and  is  not  one  of  those  problems  on 
which  we  ever  have  a  grip. 

I  want  to  lay  before  the  School 
Committee  this  evening  the  possi- 
bility of  this  Committee  being  the 
first  City  department  to  start  the 
ball  rolling  for  a  different  recrea- 
tional set-up  for  the  whole  city, 
inasmuch  as  my  experience  here  on 
the  School  Committee  is  that  we 
cannot  get  recreation  functioning 
as  we  would  like  it  in  Boston  unless 
we  have  the  co-operation  of  other 
City  departments,  and  it  is  a  city- 
wide  subject. 

I  think  the  City  of  Boston  must 
face  the  fact  that  if  it  wants  to 
have  home  life  'it  has  to  have  home 
life  by  virtue  of  having  a  neighbor- 
hood environment.  You  cannot  run 
a  home  with  children  running  wild 
out  on   the  streets,  with   no   super- 
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vision,  with  no  program,  with  no 
leadership,  whether  they  are  young 
or  whether  they  are  almost  grown 
up,  and  where,  too  often,  the  par- 
ents themselves  have  no  idea  how 
to  build  up  a  community  life,  how 
to  stimulate  a  local  playground, 
how  to  supervise  or  help  with  local 
recreation  programs  or  even  how  to 
run  parties  for  the  youngsters  in 
their  neighborhood  if  they  had  the 
room,  or  the  yard,  or  the  play- 
ground. 

If  we  are  going  to  have  reason- 
able life  in  Boston  it  has  to  be 
centered  around  home  life,  and  I  do 
not  believe  home  life  amounts  to 
much  where  the  home  never  has  a 
chance  to  establish  itself  in  the 
community  by  reason  of  the  lack  of 
anything  in  the  way  of  community 
neighborhood  activities  of  a  very 
wholesome  sort  for  either  parents 
or  children. 

In  asking  that  this  Committee 
start  the  ball  rolling  toward  a  more 
unified  recreation  program,  to 
build  up  a  neighborly  spirit  for  our 
children  and  our  grown-ups  in  our 
city  sections,  I  would  like  to  point 
out  the  reason  for  that  and  to  ex- 
plain the  present  situation. 

In  1913  a  man  who  has  since 
made  an  international  reputation  in 
the  field  of  recreation,  who  has 
developed  recreation  in  one  city  to 
a  very  high  point  and  has  become 
known  all  over  this  country,  took 
a  Civil  Service  examination  to  be- 
come the  recreation  director  of  the 
the  City  of  Boston.  He  took  the 
examination  and  passed,  as  No.  1, 
under  the  regime  of  Mayor  Fitz- 
gerald, in  1913.  Then  Mayor  Cur- 
ley  came  in,  and  before  that  man 
ever  took  office  the  position  was 
abolished. 

So  that  almost  27  years  ago  Bos- 
ton gave  a  death  blow  to  any  leader- 
ship for  recreation  in  this  city,  and 
recreation  lapsed  back  into  the 
hands  of  seven  different  City  de- 
partments, all  of  which  admini.5ter 
recreation,  which  accounts  for  the 
fact  that  it  is  nobody's  business  be- 
cause it  is  everybody's  business. 

We  have  first  the  Street  Laying- 
out  Department.  They  run  the  coast- 
ing program  because  it  is  their  job 
to  set  aside  streets  for  coasting. 
Instead  of  setting  aside  streets  on 
hills,  they  set  aside  flat  streets. 
That  is  their  idea  of  good  coasting. 
Coasting  under  vital  recreational 
leadership  would  give  a  great  num- 
ber of  children  a  wholesome  out- 
door activity. 

Then  we  have  the  Public  Build- 
ings Department.  There  is  no 
recreation  division  under  the  Public 
Buildings  Department.  They  simply 
rent  out  their  buildings  to  groups 
who  want  to  hold  lectures,  rallies, 
or  meetings,  as  those  groups  come 


along.  There  is  no  effort  to  make 
the  seven  municipal  buildings  in 
Boston  real  recreational  centers  for 
the  neighborhood,  because  there  is 
no  recreational  leadership  that 
speaks  for  .*^^he  whole  city. 

Then  we  come -to  the  Traffic  De- 
partment, which  has  jurisdiction 
over  the  streets  to  be  set  aside  as 
play  streets  in  the  summer  time. 
They  are  a  fine  group  and  I  think 
they  always  do  their  best,  but  they 
are  handicapped  by  having  to  co- 
ordinate with  us  and  lay  out,  before 
summer  starts,  the  exact  schedule 
of  hours  for  every  street  that  is  to 
be  used.  This  does  not  make  for  a 
very  versatile  selection  of  streets, 
because  if  you  guess  wrong  you  can- 
not meet  again  in  the  middle  of  the 
summer  and  make  a  change  dur- 
ing the  vacation  period,  where  both 
bodies  have  to  be  assembled. 

Then  we  come  to  our  own  School 
Department,  where  we  have  our 
summer  playground  program,  our 
gymnasium  program,  and  our  ma- 
jor sports  program.  While  much 
work  is  done,  yet  we  cannot  give 
it  the  time  that  we  would  give  it 
if  we  were  a  recreation  department 
rather  than  an  educational  depart- 
ment. For  example,  we  do  not 
knov/  on  a  certain  Saturday  night 
whether  Mr.  Mullen,  in  the  Park 
Department,  is  running  short  of 
gyms  and  would  like  to  use  our 
school  gyms,  or  whether,  on  the 
contrary,  we  are  having  basketball 
games  only  two  blocks  apart  in  a 
school  gymnasium  and  also  in  a 
municipal  gymnasium. 

When  it  comes  to  constructive 
measures  to  see  whether  it  is  worth 
while  to  put  gratings  on  windows 
so  that  youngsters  can  play  ball, 
we  do  not  have  the  leadership 
working  on  that  problem.  If  we 
canvass  our  school  playgrounds  and 
school  buildings  to  see  about  the 
feasibility  of  putting  gratings  on 
windows  so  that  youngsters  may 
play  baseball  and  the  Park  Depart- 
ment has  to  make  a  similar  can- 
vass, there  is  a  duplication  of  ef- 
fort and  a  division  of  responsibil- 
ity. Then,  too,  it  must  be  true 
that  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  as  a  whole  are  giving 
their  attention  to  matters  of  voca- 
tional guidance  and  matters  of  edu- 
cating the  children  to  take  part  in 
the  life  of  the  world,  and  we  can- 
not coordinate  our  efforts  with 
other  recreation  divisions  as  we 
would  like  to. 

Last  year  we  authorized  local 
playground  committees  of  mothers 
to  help  supervise  certain  play- 
grounds, and  we  gave  the  keys  to 
the  police  to  keep  the  playgrounds 
open.  But  there,  again,  we  do  not 
have  the  city-wide  leadership  and 
the  personnel  to  assign  to  a  thing 
like  that,  to  really  get  the  mothers 
of  the   neighborhoods   interested   in 
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the  recreational  problems  of  the 
children   in    the    local    districts. 

In  the  School  Department's  rela- 
tions with  the  Park  Department, 
we  were  held  back  a  whole  year 
last  year  because  Mr.  Long  went  to 
Florida  and  we  could  not  co- 
ordinate the  use  of  his  WPA  work- 
ers with  the  opening  of  our  gym- 
nasiums in  the  afternoon. 

Until  Mr.  Mullen  was  elevated 
from  an  assistant  physical  director 
in  the  Bath  Department  to  recrea- 
tion director  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, there  was  no  Recreation  De- 
partment in  the  city.  Even  now  Mr. 
Mullen  lacks  authority  to  speak 
for  the  Park  Department  or  to 
coordinate  with  other  departments. 

Lastly,  among  the  departments 
having  to  do  with  recreation,  we 
have  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission, with  the  finest  of  our 
facilities  in  their  charge,  and  yet 
with  no  recreation  division  or  in- 
terest in  recreation,  and  they  are 
putting  constant  opposition  to  the 
development  of  skating,  boating, 
hiking  and  so  forth  on  their  reser- 
vations. 

I  think  the  crowning  irony  of 
Boston  is  that  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, of  all  the  departments  in  the 
city,  the  farthest  removed  from 
recreation,  a  department  whose 
function  it  is  to  guard  against  the 
maturer  criminals,  had  to  create 
a  recreation  department  simply  to 
meet  the  rising  cost  of  juvenile 
crime,  which  was  the  child  of  the 
negligence  of  the  six  other  City  de- 
partments. I  know  of  no  more 
eloquent  evidence  of  the  bad  state 
of  recreation  in  Boston  than  the 
fact  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
has  had  to  take  up  this  work,  and 
he  is  to  be  complimented  for  his 
leadership  in  everything  that  he 
has  tried  to  do  in  the  Police  De- 
partment as  an  emergency  condi- 
tion to  remedy  conditions  in 
Boston.  It  is  evident  that  we  are 
doing  only  a  fraction  of  the  job. 

I  propose  that  we  be  the  first 
City  department  to  say  to  the 
Mayor  that  we  need  a  Recreation 
Board  for  the  city,  a  Board  com- 
posed of  representatives  of  every 
City  department  having  to  do  with 
recreation  and  representatives  from 
organizations  like  boys'  clubs,  the 
C.  Y.  O.,  and  the  Boston  Council 
of  Social  Agencies,  and  have  those 
people  appoint  one  recreation  lead- 
er for  the  City,  who  would  be  a 
Civil  Service  selection,  and  have 
that  Board  and  that  supervisor  of 
recreation  plan  programs  of  recrea- 
tion which  will  utilize  the  resources 
of  all  the  City  departments  that 
have  anything  to  do  with  recrea- 
tion, all  of  whom  will  come  to- 
gether at  meetings  of  this  Recrea- 
tion    Board     and    will    pool    their 


resources    as    well   as   they   can   so 
as   to  get  the  best  results. 

That  does  not  mean  that  the 
schools  have  to  give  up  or  would  be 
asked  to  give  up  the  gymnasium 
work  which  goes  on  in  the  morn- 
ings among  the  girls,  or  to  give  up 
their  high  school  baseball  or  foot- 
ball teams.  It  does  mean  that  the 
planning  of  certain  activities  would 
be  done  by  this  recreation  commis- 
sion, such  as  the  summertime  use 
of  school  yards,  the  evening  occu- 
pancy of  buildings,  either  by  par- 
ents or  by  youngsters,  and  the  play- 
ing of  basketball  and  perhaps  other 
sports.  Those  things  would  be  sub- 
ject at  least  to  the  planning  of  this 
Recreation  Commission  or  Recrea- 
tion Board,  on  which  the  School 
Committee  would  have  a  repre- 
sentative. I  think  the  result  would 
be  to  begin  to  make  our  neighbor- 
hoods neighborly. 

Real  leadership  means  something 
nice  going  on  in  the  local  school 
building  or  at  the  local  school  yard, 
coasting  stieets  selected  and  pre- 
pared, skating  areas  cleared,  not  a 
physical  inaintenance  man  on  the 
playground  who  iis  there  to  keep 
the  grass  cut  and  rolled  with  a 
roller  once  in  a  while,  but  a  local 
recreation  man  who  can  organii-.e 
a  neighborhood  to  bring  their 
teams  out,  the  girls'  teams  and  the 
boys'  teams,  young  and  old  groups, 
stimulating  the  parents  to  bring 
their  children  out  on  the  play- 
ground, having  a  recreation  man 
there  rather  than  simply  having  a 
physical  maintenance  man.  Let  the 
physical  work  be  done  by  experts, 
who  know  how  to  treat  a  tennis 
court,  how  to  condition  ice,  an;i 
what  kind  of  seed  to  put  on  an 
earthy  field  that  needs  new  grass. 
With  somebody  having  a  sympa- 
thetic interest  in  charge  we  would 
begin  to  wake  up  our  neighbor- 
hoods, and  our  playgrounds  would 
be  used,  our  schools  would  be  used, 
and  our  municipal  buildings  would 
be  used.  More  use  would  be  made 
of  our  river  basin  and  proper  lea.i- 
ership  would  provide  three  or  foui 
times  as  many  skating  days  on 
skating  areas,  where  local  fields  are 
flooded. 

We  are  a  separate  department, 
not  under  the  Mayor,  but  we  are 
a  department  that  is  much  con- 
cerned with  this  question,  and  I 
think  we  would  be  doing  a  very 
fine  thing  if  we  could  be  the  first 
department  to  recommend  to  his 
Honor  the  creation  of  a  Recreation 
Board  with  a  delegate  from  each 
of  the  several  departments  of  the 
City,  whose  duty  would  be  to  se- 
lect a  Supervisor  of  Recreation  and 
try  to  make  real  neighborhoods  out 
of  our  districts  in  Boston  by  us- 
ing   the    resources     -f     all     depart- 
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ments  to  coordinate  a  really 
planned  program  with  real  recrea- 
tion  leadership. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  like  the  idea  that 
Mr.  Lee  has  expressed,  of  an  ad- 
visory board  of  recreation  with  all 
the  various  departments  repre- 
sented. When  you  come  down  to 
the  director  serving  under  that 
Board  I  see  a  lot  of  difficulty 
ahead,  in  two  ways:  One  is  that 
you  are  going  to  give  him  power 
to  crisscross  through  other  City  de- 
partments and  direct  other  City 
boards  in  their  recreational  activi- 
ties. That  might  mean  a  conflict 
in  the  use  of  buildings.  On  the 
other  hand,  he  might  be  made  a 
powerless  man  with  merely  the 
right  to  advise  the  department 
heads  as  to  what  coordinated  pro- 
gram they  would  be  expected  to 
carry   out. 

I  do  not  see  why  such  a  board  as 
Mr.  Lee  suggests  could  not  contact 
directly  with  the  department  heads 
or  the  proper  people  in  each  de- 
partment who  would  be  represented 
on  the  board,  without  any  new  job 
being  created. 

Mr  Lee:  I  can  foresee  the  diffi- 
culty that  Mr.  Sullivan  speaks  of. 
Without  a  central  office  you  would 
have  lines  of  demarcation  and 
would  not  have  a  perfect  under- 
standing between  the  several  de- 
partments whose  facilities  you  wish 
to  use. 

First,  on  this  Board  of  Recrea- 
tion would  be  the  heads  of  these 
various  departments  which  are  in 
question,  so  that  difficulties  would 
come  before  those  who  could  speak 
for  each  of  the  several  departments. 
Secondly,  there  are  certain  de- 
partments where  this  man  could 
be  given  fairly  complete  charge  as 
to  the  use  of  the  facilities.  Those 
would  be  the  departments  under 
the  Mayor, 

The  man  who  might  fill  this 
new  job  would  not  necessarily  have 
to  be  a  new  man.  He  might  be 
one  of  our  present  recreation  leaders 
advanced  to  a  new  position.  This 
man  could  head  up  the  recreational 
activities  of  the  Park  Department 
and  of  the  Public  Buildings  Depart- 
ment, and  possibly  of  the  Street 
Laying-Out  Department  and  of  the 
Traffic  Department,  because  all 
those  are  under  the  Mayor  and 
subject  to  the  Mayor's  appointment, 
so  that  such  a  Board,  with  con- 
firmation by  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council,  could  give  the  Super- 
intendent of  Recreation  power  over 
programs  in  the  City  departments 
subject  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council,  and  could  co-operate  with 
the  School  Department,  and  co- 
operate with  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission.  With  those 
two     departments     particularly     it 


would  have  to  be  on  a  voluntary 
basis  and  by  a  mutual  understand- 
ing between  them. 

Besides  the  advisory  council  I 
feel  sure  that  you  would  need  to 
have  a  permanent  full  time  man 
there,  with  an  office  and  a  secre- 
tary, so  as  to  make  it  really  func- 
tion and  so  that  the  committee 
would  meet  on  things  that  were 
really  happening. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Wouldn't  he  really, 
be  a  secretary  to  the  committee? 

Mr.  Lee:  If  he  was  a  secretary 
qualified  as  a  recreation  man  and 
selected  through  Civil  Cervice  on 
the  basis  of  his  possessing  recrea- 
tional experience,  he  could  be  a 
secretary  and  he  might  function  as 
a  secretary. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Suppose  that  you 
were  representing  the  School  Board 
on  a  body  such  as  this,  and  that 
body,  with  your  consent  and  ap- 
proval, decided  they  were  going  to 
use  one  of  our  schools  on  a  certain 
evening  for  a  recreational  activity, 
and  then  you  come  or  the  Super- 
intendent of  Recreation  comes  to 
our  department  and  says,  "We 
have  decided  to  use  this  school."  If 
is  so  happens  that  the  School  De- 
partment wants  to  use  that  school 
on  that  same  night  for  something 
else,  you  have  a  division  of 
authority. 

If  this  is  done  I  would  rather  see 
an  Advisory  Board  that  would  com- 
municate with  the  Superintendent 
or  his  representative  and  say,  "We 
would  advise  this.  Can  you  go  along 
with  us."  In  that  way  the  power 
of  ordering  the  use  oi  school  de- 
partment facilities  would  rest  with 
this  Committee  and  with  the  Super- 
intendent. 

Mr.  Lee:  As  far  as  the  School 
Committee  is  concerned  such  a 
Recreation  Board  would  have  only 
an  advisory  relationship  to  the 
School  Committee,  because  it  would 
take  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  for 
the  School  Committee  to  divest  it- 
self of  power  over  its  own  recrea- 
tional   activities. 

I  think  the  representative  from 
the  School  Committee  on  such  a 
Board  should  always  say  to  his  col- 
leagues on  the  Board,  "I  like  this 
idea  of  the  use  of  such  and  such  a 
school  property  but,  obviously,  it 
cannot  be  done  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  School  Committee."  So 
the  relationship  there  would  be  an 
advisory  relationship,  helpful  to  the 
School  Committee  in  its  efforts  to 
form  a  city-wide  program  giving 
the  maximum  benefit  to  each  dis- 
trict; but  in  every  department  un- 
der the  control  of  the  Mayor  such 
a  recreation  man  could  more  eas- 
ily coordinate  the  work,  because 
he  and  the  other  departments 
would  be  alike  subject  to  the  Mayor 
and   City  Council. 
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Mr.  Sullivan:  Would  you  have 
the  School  Committee  allocate  the 
expenditure  of  its  recreation  budget 
to   that   Board? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  think  if  a  system  of 
evening  use  of  school  gyms  were 
developed,  the  expenditure  for  such 
a  program  might  well  be  by  the 
Recreation  Board,  just  as  at  pres- 
ent the  afternoon  occupancy  of 
school  gymnasiums  for  basketball 
and  other  activities  is  under  the 
Park  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Again,  under  the  new  set-up, 
some  of  the  use  of  playgrounds, 
I  think,  would  probably  gradually 
be  taken  over.  That  is  a  case 
where  the  schools  are  doing  a 
satisfactory  job  for  the  most  part: 
and  it  would  be  a  matter  of 
relating  and  coordinating  that  work 
with  a  schedule  that  started  earlier 
in  the  spring,  for  instance,  where 
you  might  want  to  pass  some  of 
the  responsibility  over  to  the 
Recreation  Board. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  To  bring  this  to 
a  head,  and  without  making  a 
formal  recommendation  as  such,  we 
might  write  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  offer  at  least  two  suggestions, 
one,  that  such  a  Board,  with  a 
director,  be  planned,  and  the  other 
that  an  Advisory  Board,  without 
a  director,  be  planned.  Since 
nothing  of  this  sort  can  be  done 
without  the  consent  of  His  Honor 
the  Mayor,  the  smart  thing  for  us 
to  do  is  first  to  get  hie  reaction 
to  it. 

I  so  move. 

Mr.  Norton:  The  fact  that,  seven 
departments  now  handle  recreation 
in  Boston  shows  that  something  is 
wrong.  What  is  everyone's  business 
is  no  one's  business.  The  result  is 
chaos  and  no  uniformity. 

Every  member  of  this  School 
Board  realizes  the  importance  of 
organized  athletics,  and  we  feel  that 
the  splendid  equipment  we  have  in 
Boston  is  not  being  used  to  the 
maximum  amount  of  time  that  it 
ca,n  be  used.  Therefore,  I  think  this 
is  a  proper  subject  to  take  up  with 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  first,  to  sug- 
gest to  him  the  advisability  of 
placing  a  man  such  as  William 
Mullen,  whom  we  recognize  is  out- 
standing in  his  work,  in  some  kind 
of  an  executive  position  where  he 
would  have  executive  and  recom- 
mending powers  to  make  a  sui'vey 
of  the  various  recreational  facili- 
ties with  a  view  to  using  them  to 
the  maximum;  and  second,  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  consider  the  ad- 
visability of  having  a  committee 
study  this  whole  thing  and  try  to 
report  on  how  we  can  use  those 
facilities. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  The  Pangborn 
Committee  made  a  report  not  long 
ago    and    they    recommended    sub- 


stantially what  Mr.  Lee  has  recom- 
mended. When  it  was  brought  up 
before  the  Legislature  it  was  de- 
feated. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  do  not  think  the  bill 
was  pressed  or  that  it  is  being 
pressed.  I  do  not  think  anybody 
appeared   for   it. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  feel  strongly  on 
this  matter  of  recreation.  It  is 
not  a  frothy  thing.  I  think  the 
recreation  instructor  is  as  impor- 
tant as  the  instructor  of  mathe- 
matics  or   any  other  subject. 

Where  there  are  playgrounds  and 
organized  athletics  we  know  that 
the  crime  rate  is  cut  in  half.  A 
recent  study  made  in  the  Chicago 
Loop  district  showed  that  where 
children  were  brought  up  in  that 
congested  district  they  were  ar- 
rested three  times  as  many  times 
as  the  children  living  a  mile  or  two 
from  the  Loop,  where  they  had 
more  playgrounds  and  more  fresh 
air.  Where  children  play  on  dumps 
and  there  is  no  organized  athletics, 
they  are  arrested  and  in  trouble 
three  times  as  often  as  the  chil- 
dren in  Hyde  Park,  Roslindale 
and  West  Roxbury,  where  they 
have  more  sunlight  and  fresh  air. 
In  any  intown  police  station  you 
will  find  more  children  being  ar- 
rested each  day  than  you  will  find 
arrested  in  Hyde  Park  in  a  month 
or  two  months. 

We  have  sat  here  this  evening 
and  listened  to  the  son  of  the  fa- 
ther of  recreation  in  America  talk 
on  this  subject.  It  is  true,  as  Mr. 
Lee  says,  that  recreation  is  some- 
thing that  is  vital,  and  we  want  to 
help  him  on  the  coordination  nf 
recreational  facilities  in  Boston  to 
save  the  youth  of  this  city. 

If  we  can  get  this  started  we  can 
have  His  Honor  the  Mayor  come  in 
with  us  and  tell  us  where  we  can 
use  the  Park  Department  facilities 
and  the  Public  Buildings  facilities; 
how  we  can  havf  better  organizer) 
coasting,  better  play  streets  and 
more  skatng,  more  golf,  more  tennis 
and  more  of  everything.  That  is 
the  only  thing  we  can  do  to  save 
these  youngsters  who  are  being  ar- 
rested. We  know  that  only  through 
the  medium  of  organized  athletics, 
more  nlaygrounds  and  the  greater 
use  of  our  athletic  equipment  can 
we  do  something  for  these  young- 
sters who  are  getting  into  trouble. 

Chairman:  The  Chair  feels  that 
the  general  opinion  of  the  School 
Committee  is  in  favor  of  Mr.  Lee's 
suggestion. 

There  are  manj-  things  that  en- 
ter into  organized  recreation.  We 
have  found  by  experience  that  un- 
supervised recreation  is  not  suc- 
cessful. Not  only  is  'it  not  suc- 
cessful but  it  has  usually  result- 
ed in  the  destruction  of  property. 
We    recognize    that    the    only    effi- 
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cient  recreation  is  supervised  rec- 
reation all  over  the  city,  and  this 
costs  a  great  deal  of  money. 

The  School  Department  would 
like  to  be  the  center  of  recreation- 
al activity,  because  we  feel  it  is 
part  of  a  youngster's  general  edu- 
cation, but  for  the  past  eight  yeai's 
we  have  faced  very  trying  times 
in   our  city. 

We  have  tried  to  do  as  much  as 
we  were  able  to  do  with  a  limit- 
ed amount  of  money,  to  supervise 
recreational  activities  in  our 
schools  and  playgrounds.  This 
means  the  opening  up  of  play- 
grounds in  the  summer  time  and 
their  protection,  the  supervision  of 
baseball  teams,  football  teams  and 
hockey  teams,  and  in  this  work  we 
have  expended  in  the  vicinity  of 
$230,000  a  year,  which  is  an  ex- 
tremely limited  amount  of  money 
for  this  work. 

I  am  in  wholehearted  agreement 
with  the  suggestion  nriade  by  Mr. 
Norton,  Mr.  Lee  and  Mr.  Sullivan. 
I  would  like  to  see  some  respon- 
sibility for  recreation  placed  in  one 
central  board.  However,  there  is  a 
very  definite  question  that  enters 
into  the  matter,  as  to  how  much 
power  that  action  is  going  to  have 
over  the  operations  of  seven  de- 
partments that  now  have  jurisdic- 
tion over  recreation.  With  that 
number  of  departments  it  cannot 
be  efficient.  Mr.  Lee  wants  to  bring 
it  under  one  head.  We  are  all  agree- 
able to  having  it  ur.der  one  head, 
but   it   should    be   a   City   head. 

First  of  all,  we  will  have  to  know 
the  jurisdiction  and  power  of  this 
recreation  head,  so  that  we  can 
have  final  say  on  our  recreation 
budget,  because  we  have  full  re- 
sponsibility for  the  expenditure  of 
our  money.  No  matter  how  liberal 
we  try  to  be  in  any  activity, 
whether  it  be  physical  education  or 
industrial  education,  we  are  super- 
vised by  the  taxpayers,  to  whom 
we  owe  a  responsibility.  We  also 
feel  that  we .  have  a  high  degree 
of  responsibility  for  the  youngsters, 
to  give  them  every  means  of  educa- 
tion that  is  available  in  our  schools 
and  at  the  same  time  to  do  so 
with  a  reasonable  expenditure  of 
money. 

I  have  here  a  letter  which  I  am 
going  to  read,  but  before  doing  so 
I  suggest  that  we  put  to  a  vote 
the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Lee, 
Mr.  Sullivan  and  Mr.  Norton. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  My  recommenda- 
tion is  that  both  suggestions  be 
sent  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  I 
feel   there   is   no   objection   to   that. 

Mr.  Lee:  Just  one  comment,  so 
that  it  may  be  included  in  the 
record:  If  his  Honor  were  willing 
to  go  ahead  co-operatively  in  try- 
ing to  work  out  a  more  uniform 
program,  this  is  a  particularly  good 


time  for  it,  because  some  such  com- 
mittee will  have  to  be  set  up  to 
take  care  each  week-end  of  the 
20,000  soldiers  who  come  from  Camp 
Edwards  and  Fort  Devens.  The 
experience  of  the  last  war  was  that 
the  best  w^y  to  accomplish  results 
was  to  get  together  all  the  people 
concerned,  to  work  the  thing  out 
and  do  the  best  they  could.  Such  a 
conception  fits  in  with  the  present 
situation  in  our  Army  camps  and 
the  conditions  resulting  from  lar^.e 
numbers  of  soldiers  coming  to  Bos- 
ton. 

To  correct  what  Mr.  Sullivan 
said,  or  rather  t^  mention  the  con- 
ception that  is  in  my  own  mind, 
such  a  Recreation  Commission 
would  not  tell  the  School  Commit- 
tee how  to  spend  its  money;  nor 
would  it  tell  the  Park  Department 
how  to  spend  its  money.  Such  a 
Recreation  Board  would  draw  up 
its  own  budget  and  say  in  effect 
to  the  schools,  "Now  we  have  $5,000 
to  pay  in  salaries  of  recreation  di- 
rectors who  can  be  in  your  gyms 
almost  every  night  for  basketball 
programs  if  you  want  to  keep  them 
open."  Our  Recreation  Board  can 
say,  "We  have  $10,000  to  spend  in 
conditioning  the  ice  on  the  ponds  of 
the  Park  Department,  if  the  Park 
Department  has  no  objection  to  the 
Recreation  Commission  doing  that.' 
The  recreation  budget  would  be 
under  the  Recreation  Board  and 
they  would  not  be  passing  on  the 
budget  of  anybody  else. 

The  general  idea  is  to  refer  to  the 
Mayor  for  consideration  the  possi- 
bility of  a  Recreation  Board  or  a 
Recreational  Advisory  Committee, 
as  worded  in  the  text. 

Mr.  Norton:  While  on  the  subject 
of  recreation,  I  think  every  child 
in  the  Boston  School  System  should 
obtain  some  exercise,  walking  or 
athletics  of  some  kind.  I  some- 
times wonder  whether  we  are  do- 
ing as  much  as  we  can  in  that  way. 
With  30  or  40  per  cent  of  draft 
selectees  turned  down  on  account 
of  some  physicial  defect,  I  think 
it  is  something  the  schools  might 
well  look  into. 

I  wonder  if  there  is  any  group  in 
charge  of  athletics  or  recreational 
activities  in  this  country  who 
might  advise  us  on  such  a  program 
in  the  Boston  School  System.  Is 
there  any  governmental  agency  that 
might  advise  us  as  to  how  we  can 
better  prepare  our  youngsters  in 
the  school  system? 

The  idea  of  football  and  baseball 
is  great,  but  those  who  get  the  most 
exercise  are  those  who  least  need 
it.  Organized  athletics  should  take 
in  everyone  except  those  ruled  out 
by  a  physician.  Some  time  I  hope 
that  we  can  work  out  a  program  so 
that  every  child  will  have  so  many 
hours  of  organized  athletics.

Mr.  Lee:  I  agree  with  Mr.  Nor- 
ton's point  about  the  readiness  of 
Americans  to  confine  athletics  to  a 
superb  group  of  athletes  who  per- 
form before  an  admiring  throng, 
while  the  admiring  throng  ought  to 
be  taking  part  in  the  athletics.  I 
hope  we  can  see  progress  toward 
the  broadening  of  participation. 

I  do  not  know  whom  you  would 
get  to  pass  on  such  a  program  other 
than  your  present  recreational  lead- 
ers. You  can  always  confer  with 
the  Sargent  School  or  with  people 
who  train  people  for  that  purpose. 

Chairman:  It  might  be  well  to 
incorporate  the  suggestions  of  Mr. 
Norton  in  the  communication,  to 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  so  that  who- 
ever is  appointed  to  this  commis- 
sion to  study  the  matter  will  give 
us  a  report. 

Mr.  Norton:  What  we  have  to 
combat  is  the  dictator  technique 
where  everybody  turns  out  from  the 
five-year-old  child  to  the  75-year- 
old  grandmother.  The  dictators  or- 
ganize them  for  their  self  interest. 
Here  in  America  in  considering 
such  organizations  we  must  do  it  in 
a  democratic  way,  and  in  an  Ameri- 
can way.  That  may  be  included  in 
the  motion. 

The  several  recommendations  as 
set  forth  in  the  foregoing  were  ap- 
proved for  transmission  to  the 
Mayor.

Chairman:  Before  adjourning,  1 
would  like  to  read  a  letter  sent'  co 
the  Committee  by  the  Boston  Mu- 
nicipal Research  Bureau.  Before  1 
finish  you  will  recognize  that  it  is 
not  complimentary,  but  I  feel  that 
it  should  be  made  public  at  thiu 
time. 

The  following  communication  was 
read  by  the  Chairman: 
Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau 
One  Court   Street 
Boston,  Mass. 

April  21,  1941. 
To  the  Members  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee 
Gentlemen: 

On  behalf  of  the  Boston  Munici 
pal  Research  Bureau  I  am  protest- 
ing  certain    recent   steps   taken   by 
you  which  will  increase   the  school 
budget  for  1941. 

In  February  the  Boston  Munici- 
pal Research  Bureau  warned  of  a 
tax  rate  increase  of  as  much  as  a 
dollar — a  forecast  subsequently  con- 
firmed by  figures  which  the  Mayor 
sent  the  City  Council.  The  Bureau's 
estimate,  moreover,  was  based  in 
part  on  the  expectation  that  the 
School  Committee  would  cut  its 
preliminary  budget  to  the  same  ex- 
tent   it    did    last    year. 


Past  experience  demonstrates  that 
any  measurable  reduction  in  the 
preliminary  budget  cnust  come  from 
personal  savings,  particularly 
those  described  in  the  B'uslness 
Manager's  letter  of  submission  for 
1941.  Thus  far  the  School  Commit- 
tee has  taken  two  steps  which  are 
in  flat  contradiction  to  the  savings 
there    suggested. 

The  first  step  consisted  of  nu- 
merous appointments  through  the 
fall  and  winter,  notably  the  large 
group  approved  at  your  meeting  of 
December  16,  1940.  The  second  step 
w^as  the  lowering  of  the  teacher 
load  in  Grades  II  and  III  from  42 
to  35  pupils,  with  the  effect  of 
making  room  for  additional  perma- 
nent appointments  in  the  elemen- 
tary grades. 

On  top  of  these  measures  you 
recently  approved  an  upward  salary 
revis'on  for  men  intermediate 
school  teachers,  and  the  press 
states  that  salary  changes  are  be- 
ing considered  for  kindergarten 
teachers  and  schoolhouse  custo- 
dians. 

It  should  not  be  necessary  to  re- 
mind the  School  Committee  tiiat 
Boston's  $40  tax  rate  is  of  confisca- 
tory proportions.  It  has  been  in- 
strucnental  in  driving  valuations 
down  to  the  point  where  there  is 
grave  concern  over  the  City's  anility 
to  maintain  its  services. 

In  view  of  Boston's  struggle  to 
meet  the  unusual  demands  of  the 
last  decade,  there  is  every  right 
to  expect  that  retrenchment  will 
(3ome  first  and  progress  most  rap- 
idly in  departments  where  the  de- 
mand for  service  has  actually  less- 
ened. Here  the  schools  are  in  a  class 
by  themselves  for  enrollments  have 
dropped  17,000  in  eight  years. 

If  on  the  basis  of  1932  unit  costs, 
school  operating  expenses,  exclud- 
ing school  plant  had  fluctuated  with 
enrollment  changes,  costs  would 
have  declined  some  $800,000  even 
by  1939  instead  of  increasing 
$200,000— a  spread  of  $1,000,000. 
While  subsequent  figures  are  not 
yet  available,  the  spread  has 
probably  increased  further. 

It  may  be  a  satisfaction  in  official 
circles  to  consider  that  a  favorable 
school  balance  will  permit  new 
appointments  without  increasing 
the  school  levy,  but  that  satisfac- 
tion will  not  be  shared  by  local 
taxpayers.  Stationary  costs  are  no 
answer  to   Boston's  problem. 

For  these  reasons  your  com- 
mittee owes  it  to  the  city  of  Boston, 
which  labors  with  so  critical  a  tax 
rate,  to  tighten,  not  loosen  school 
expenditure  policies.

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Chairman  (continuing):  You  can 
see  from  this  letter,  of  which  the 
press  got  a  copy,  that  we  are  being 
continually  criticized  for  any  ex- 
penditures, no  matter  how  equitable 
the  School  Committee  tries  to  be. 
In  the  last  three  years  we  have 
cut  our  budget  every  single  year  to 
meet  demands  that  we  felt  were 
being  made  by  the  taxpayers.  We 
have  not  been  able  to  cut  our  ex- 
penditures as  much  as  we  felt  we 
should,  and  we  readily  recognize 
our  responsibility  to  the  group 
mentioned  in  this  letter.  On  the 
other  hand,  we  have  struggled  for 
the  last  three  or  four  years  to  find 
a  solution  of  our  elementary  prob- 
lem. This  year  we  think  we  have 
found  the  solution  and  that  we 
have  done  the  right  thing.  Regard- 
less of  this  criticism  the  Commit- 
tee feels  that  we  have   done  right. 

I  have  never  felt  that  the  inter- 
mediate school  teachers  have  been 
overpaid.  1  cannot  conceive  of  a 
school  system  that  demands  a  bach- 
elor's degree  for  a  man  appointed 
as  an  intermediate  teacher,  whose 
average  age  at  appointment  is  ap- 
proximately 27  years,  starting  such 
a  man  at  approximately  $1300  a 
year,  which  is  less  than  the  amount 
paid  to  an  unskilled  employee  of 
this  county.  Those  are  some  of  the 
things  we  have  tried  to  adjust. 

Last  year  we  gave  no  increase  to 
any  group.  The  year  before  we  gave 
no  increase  to  any  group.  This  year, 
for  the  first  time,  we  have  given 
a  small  increase  to  the  intermediate 
men  teachers,  amounting  to  ap- 
proximately $512  in  this  year's  bud- 
get. Yet  from  this  letter  one  would 
think  that  we  were  wasting  the  tax- 
payers' money. 

The  cost  of  the  items  in  our 
budget  outside  of  salaries  is  8.3 
per  cent  of  the  whole  budget,  and 
91.7   goes   for  salaries. 

Mr.  Norton:  Every  member  of 
the  School  Committee  appreciates 
the  circumstances  under  which  our 
City  labors  at  the  present  time. 
We  also  like  to  have  the  experts 
from  the  Municipal  Research 
Bureau  give  us  their  opinion  at 
any  time.  This  Board  must  have 
in  mind  at  all  times  the  welfare 
of  the  taxpayers  and  the  children 
who  are  entrusted  to  our  care 
educationally.  We  have  to  have  re- 
gard for  all  elements  in  the  com- 
munity. We  realize  there  are  a 
number  of  injustices  in  the  salary 
schedule  of  our  teachers,  injustices 
that  have  existed  for  a  great  num- 
ber of  years.  As  time  goes  on  we 
hope  to  remove  those  injustices, 
but  Rome  was  not  built   in  a  day. 

As  members  of  this  Committee 
we  have  attempted  to  mitigate 
some  of  these  injustices.  We  have 
tackled    the    complex    problem     of 


the  elementary  teachers  and  have 
done  something  for  that  group. 
We  have  also  done  something  for 
the  intermediate  men  teachers,  giv- 
ing them  two  additional  increments, 
one  of  which  they  will  receive  this 
year  in  September  and  the  other 
the  following  year,  in  the  aggregate 
amounting  to  very  little. 

We  have  tried  to  have  in  mind 
the  financial  condition  of  the  city. 
Never  before  has  the  School  Com- 
mittee been  faced  with  the  prob- 
lems that  School  Committees 
throughout  America  are  faced 
with  today,  particularly  the  tax 
problem.  Never  in  the  history  of 
the  school  system  was  the  problem 
of  finances  as  acute  as  the  finan- 
cial problem  which  faces  us  today. 
The  Municipal  Research  Bureau 
rightly   points   out  that   problem. 

Last  month  we  saw  the  Trefry 
and  Partridge  building  turned 
over  to  the  City  by  the  owners, 
who  said  "Take  it.  We  can't  pay 
the  taxes."  That  is  the  building  at 
the  corner  of  Beacon  and  Park 
Street  which  faces  the  State 
House. 

In  the  main  square  of  Charles- 
town  the  Mayor  of  Boston  swept 
his  hand  in  a  gesture  and  said,  "We 
have  Roughan   Hall  turned  back." 

There  is  a  building  downtown 
that  is  assessed  for  $350,000,  that 
the  man  who  owns  it  has  been  try- 
ing to  give  away  for  three  years  to 
someone  who  will  pay  the  taxes. 

That  is  the  situation  we  face.  I 
know  that  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee  hold  those  facts 
in  mind  in  attempting  to  spend  as 
little  as  possible  but  at  the  same 
time  attempting  to  right  some  of 
these  injustices  that  exist  in  our 
teachers'  salary  schedule. 

Mr.  Lee:  In  a  way  I  do  not 
blame  taxpayers'  groups  for  think- 
ing that  our  budget  is  going  too 
high,  although  I  think  I  voted  for 
all  or  nearly  all  of  those  increases. 
The  taxpayers  do  not  realize  what 
our  schools  are  doing,  and  I  hope 
next  week  to  go  on  with  the  ques- 
tion of  publicity  for  the  schools.  I 
hope  we  can  have  a  pictorial 
year  book  showing  every  kind  of 
course  we  have.  We  should  have  a 
public  relations  man  whose  duty 
it  would  be  to  keep  the  public 
informed  through  the  newspapers 
of  what  we  are  doing.  About  a 
third  of  our  youngsters  take  the 
commercial  course  and  about  a 
quarter  are  taking  definite  trade 
courses,  which  means  that  almost 
two-thirds  are  being  prepared,  at 
the  expense  of  the  public,  to  fill 
the  needs  of  the  business  houses 
and  industries  of  Boston,  and  it 
is  no  time  for  those  who  operate 
the  business  houses  and  the  in- 
dustries of  Boston  to  complain  of 
the  money  that  we  spend  in  train- 
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ing  youngsters  for  them,  so  that 
they  may  be  members  of  their 
working  staffs. 

I  think  such  information  should 
be  brought  out  in  pictorial  terms 
and  that  a  public  relations  man 
should  be  assigned  by  some  mem- 
ber of  our  school  system  to  prepare 
this  material. 

HOME  AND   SCHOOL 
ASSOCIATIONS 

Chairman:  At  this  time  there 
are  present  representatives  of  the 
Home  and  School  Association,  ac- 
companied by  Mrs.  Woodbury. 
Their  presence  brings  to  mind  some 
suggestions  that  are  very  close  to 
the  hearts  of  Mr.  Norton  and  Mr. 
Lee. 

We  have  had  a  meeting  with 
representatives  of  the  school  ser- 
vice, and  we  are  trying  to  find  a 
way  to  raise  funds  by  voluntary 
subscription  to  take  care  of  free 
luncheons  for  undernourished 
children  and  for  milk  which  now 
w«  can  buy  for  a  penny  a  glass.  We 
were  fortunate  last  year  in  that 
the  elementary  teachers  ran  a  play 
and  gave  us  a  check  for  $1,500.  We 
were  deeply  grateful  for  the  gift 
because  it  enabled  us  to  carry  on 
our  milk  program  to  a  great  extent. 

This  year  we  are  waiting  with 
a  great  deal  of  expectancy  and  we 
hope  that  somebody  will  help  out 
on  the  Milk  Fund.  We  suggested 
a  tag  day  but  so  far;  that  has  not 
been  acceptable.  If  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  Home  and  School 
Association  in  their  deliberations 
can  find  a  place  that  without  taxa- 
tion and  without  coercion  will  en- 
able us  to  raise  money  to  provide 
for  the  undernourished  children  we 
shall    be    very    appreciative.

DISCHARGE   OP  PUPILS   FROM 
SCHOOLS 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Norton,  the 
following  statement — made  by  him 
at  a  recent  conference  of  the  School 
Committee — was  ordered  spread  up- 
on the  records: 

I  do  not  not  want  any  boy  or  girl 
thrown  out  of  the  Boston  public 
schools  while  I  am  on  this  Commit- 
tee. At  present  no  record  is  kept 
of  the  number  of  pupils  who  leave 
school  because  of  a  grievance. 
Many  of  these  youngsters  could  be 
saved  by  a  sympathetic,  kindly  ap- 


proach to  their  problem.  Father 
Flanagan  of  Boys'  Town  is 
right.  There  are  no  bad  boys.  Noth- 
ing would  please  me  better  than  to 
be  the  counsel  of  record  for  every 
child  who  is  in  trouble  in  the  Bos- 
ton school  system.  I  don't  care 
what  they  have  done.  They  have 
not  done  half  as  much  as  I  did 
when  in  school.  Children  coming 
out  of  poor  homes  have  many  ob- 
stacles to  overcome. 

A  distressed  father  came  to  me 
with  his  son  a  few  weeks  ago. 
The  boy,  the  apple  of  the  dad's  eye, 
had  been  asked  to  leave  school.  He 
was  told  to  quit.  To  get  out.  The 
boy,  a  handsome  chap,  sixteen  years 
old,  standing  six  feet  three  inches, 
and  weighing  one  hundred  seventy- 
five  pounds  was  sorry  for  what  he 
had  done  He  had  violated  all  the 
rules,  and  was  fresh  with  his 
teachers,  and  was  down  in  most 
of  his  studies.  But,  fundamentally, 
the  boy  is  a  good  boy.  He  wants 
to  go  through  college.  To  be  tossed 
out  of  school  now  would  ruin  his 
life.  His  dad  had  not  slept,  worry- 
ing over  his  son. 

That  boy  promised  me  that  he 
would  behave  if  given  another 
chance  and  I  do  not  believe  that 
he  will  break  his  word.  I'm  going  to 
watch  his  report  card.  He  is  going 
to  be  kind  to  his  teachers  and  co- 
operate. If  he  doesn't — if  he  has  a 
chip  on  his  shoulder — then  I  will 
greatly  miss  my  guess. 

If  a  boy  cannot  get  along  in 
one  school  then  there  is  another 
to  meet  his  needs.  If  a  boy  does 
not  get  along  with  one  teacher 
then  another  teacher  will  fill  the 
bill.  The  las.*:  thing  in  the  world 
that  we  should  do — but  the  easiest 
— is  to  throw  a  boy  out  of  school. 

By  luck  I  happened  to  stumble 
onto  this  case  and  there  must  be 
many  more  similar  cases  that  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  never  hear 
about.  The  pupil  just  quits  and  that' 
is  the  end.  We  want  to  save  these 
children  and  by  so  doing,  save  the 
most  precious  asset  of  this  or  any 
other  city,  our  youth.  There  are 
no   bad   boys. 

I  would  like  an  accurate  list 
kept  of  every  child  who  leaves 
school  and  the  reasons  therefor. 
Those  children  must  be  saved.

LODGING   OF   DELINQUENT 
YOUTHS 

Mr.   Norton:     I   have   received    a 
letter  from  the   Corporation   Coun- 
sel under  date  of  Apr.  25,  1941,   in 
which   he   discusses   the   suggestion 
which    I    originally    made    relative 
to   the  matter  of   adopting  in  Bos- 
ton     the      sc-called      Jersey      City 
method     of      handling      delinquent 
youth,   so    that   instead    of   sending 
a    youngster   to    the   police   station 
he  would  be  brought  to  a  room  at 
the  City  Hospital  that  would  be  set 
aside   for  such   purpose.      In   other 
words:     In    Boston   each    year    the 
Police     Department     locks     up     a 
couple  of  hundred  youngsters  who 
are  aged  twelve  and  under.  I  claim 
the   police  station   is   not   a   proper 
place  for  those  children.     I  am  in- 
terested    because     most     of     those 
youngsters  go  to  our  public  schools. 
The      Corporation     Counsel      has 
very   kindly   submitted   a   fourteen- 
page  report  on  the  suggestion.  Un- 
der  the   law  he  is  not  required   to 
make    the     exhaustive    study    that 
he  did  for  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee    on    a    question    of    this 
character.      Nevertheless      he      has 
done    so    and   I    wish    publicly     to 
thank   him.

On  page  6  of  the  letter,  he  states: 

"No  statute  in  this  common- 
wealth provides  that  a  child  shall 
not  be  transported  in  a  patrol 
wagon  or  lodged  in  a  cell." 

Many  states  in  the  Union  refuse 
to  lock  up  a  child  in  a  cell  or  put 
him  in  a  patrol  wagon. 

"In  my  opinion,  however,  the  au- 
thority of  the  Police  Commissioner 
should  be  broad  enough  to  allow 
him  to  establish  rules  in  this 
field  similar  to  those  in  force  in 
Jersey    City." 

Mr.  Lee:  Give  me  that  last  one 
again. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  will  give  you  a 
copy  of  the  Corporation  Counsel's 
letter.  I  have  a  dozen  copies. 

"Jn  oiy  opinion,  however,  the  au- 
thority of  the  Police  Commissioner 
should  be  broad  enough  to  allow 
him  to  establish  rules  in  this  field 
similar  to  those  in  force  in  Jersey 
City:" 

What  he  is  referring  to  is  the 
speeific  question  of  lodging  the 
youngsters  in  a  room  in  the  City 
Hospital.  He  does  not  go  into  the 
other  questions. 

Now  I  am  asking  that  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  be  requested  by  the  Bos- 
ton School  Committee  to  consider 
the  (matter  of  requesting  the  Po- 
lice Commissiomr  of  Boston  to 
study  this  problem  with  a  view  lo 
seeing  if  it  is  possible  to  have  these 
delinquent  youngsters  sent  to  a 
room  at  the  City  Hospital  pending 
inquiry  into  their  cases,  instead  of 
lodging  them  in  a  police  station. 
That  is  my  first  and  only  sugges- 
tnn  this  evening. 

I  would  like  to  have  spread  upon 
the  records  this  letter  from  the 
Corporation  Counsel. 

I  therefore  offer  the  following: 
ORDERED,  That  the  Boston 
School  Committee  respectfully  re- 
quests His  Honor  the  Mayor  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  asking  the 
Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  to 
study  the  matter  and  report  to  His 
Honor  whether  in  his  opinion  such 
a  procedure  as  is  now  in  operation 
in  Jersey  City,  could  be  worked  out 
m  Boston. 
The  order  passed. 

The  communication  from  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  was  ordered 
spread  upon  the  records,  as  fol- 
lows;

In  a  letter  to  me  under  date  of 
March  8,  1941,  you  requested  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  adoption 
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in  Boston  of  the  Jersey  City  plan 
for  the  prevention  of  juvenile  de- 
linquency would  require  changes  in 
the  law  applicable  to  this  subject. 
In  this  connection,  you  later  sub- 
mitted to  me  the  following:  copies 
of  letters  written  by  Mayor  Hague 
of  Jersey  City  to  various  city  em- 
ployees; an  explanatory  Pamphlet 
"Organization  of  Bureau  of  Spe- 
cial Service,  Board  of  Education, 
Jersey  City,  N.  J.",  September,  1940; 
and  Report  of  the  New  Jersey 
Juvenile  Delinquency  Commission, 
entitled  "Justice  and  the  Child  in 
New  Jersey,"  November,  1939. 

The  letters  and  the  Pamphlet 
above-referred  to  describe  the  Jer- 
sey City  program,  under  which  a 
Special  Service  Bureau  is  set  up 
to  work  with  and  for  the  benefit 
of  delinquent  children.  The  plan 
originated  in  1931.  The  Report 
above-referred  to  is  a  state-wide 
study  of  juvenile  delinquency  in 
New  Jersey  by  a  legislative  com- 
mission. 

It  is  difficult  to  explain  in  short 
compass  the  organization  and 
functioning  of  the  Bureau  of 
Special  Service.  Perhaps  its  essen- 
tial factor  is  the  co-ordination  of 
existing  facilities  in  Jersey  City. 
The  public  schools,  police,  munici- 
pal medical  center,  the  courts,  the 
Hudson  County  Detention  House 
(Jersey  City  is  in  Hudson  County), 
and  the  County  Probation  office 
cooperate  in  carrying  out  the  plan. 
See  the  pamphlet  on  "Organization 
of  Bureau  of  Special  Service,"  p.  13. 

The  Bureau  of  Special  Service 
was  established  as  a  coordinated 
child  welfare  unit  by  the  Jersey 
City  Board  o  Education.  This 
Bureau  seems  to  be  the  central 
agency  of  the  whole  plan.  But  as 
the  Pamphlet  states  (p.  9)  and  the 
Report  confirms  (p.  206),  the  police 
are  "an  essential  element,"  and 
the  program  could  not  function 
successfully  without  the  "coordina- 
tion of  all  public  agencies"  (Pam- 
phlet, p.  13). 

A.  Before  discussing  the  relation 
of  the  Boston  Public  Schools  to  a 
program  like  the  Jersey  City  plan, 
it  is  to  be  recalled  that  the  Jersey 
City  plan  in  its  present  form  was 
created  and  given  impetus  by  the 
Mayor  of  Jersey  City  and  that  co- 
ordination of  all  agencies  has  been 
the  touchstone  of  its  achievement. 
This  coordination  has  undoubtedly 
been  rendered  more  effective  by 
the  control  that  the  Mayor  of  Jer- 
sey City  is  authorized  to  exercise 
over  the  public  schools.  The  author- 
ity of  the  Mayor  of  Boston  in  this 
field  is  quite  different.  The  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  Boston  Pub- 
lic Schools  is  vested  in  the  School 
Committee  by  a  series  of  statutes 
that  will  be   cited   below.     The   in- 


tention of  the  Legislature  in  pro- 
viding for  the  government  of  Bos- 
ton appears  to  have  been  to  keep 
the  administration  of  the  school 
system  separate  from  the  general 
administration  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. See  Acts  of  1909,  c.  486,  ss.  2, 
3,  5,  9  and  14. 

When  the  Special  Service  Bureau 
was  organized,  the  School  System 
of  Jersey  City  included  attendance 
officers  and  a  number  of  teachers 
whose  duty  it  was  to  assist  in  the 
education  of  children  suffering 
from  mental  or  physical  handicaps. 
Pamphlet,  p.  2.  The  facilities  of 
the  school  system  especially  adapt- 
ed for  those  laboring  under  such 
handicaps  have  been  extended 
since  the  establishment  of  the  plan. 
Pamphlet,  pages  3,  4. 

A  series  of  statutes  enacted  by 
the  Legislature  of  this  Common- 
wealth has  entrusted  to  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston 
the  supervision  and  direction  of 
the  City's  public  schools.  See  Acts 
of  1933,  c.  121,  Acts  of  1875,  c,  241, 
Acts  of  1877,  c  53,  Acts  of  1889,  c. 
297,  Acts  of  1905,  c.  349,  Acts  of 
1931,  c.  100,  Acts  of  1909,  c.  480, 
Acts  of  1934,  c,  227.  I  am  given  to 
understand  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee, acting  under  the  authority 
conferred  by  these  statutes,  has 
already  established  special  classes 
for  children  suffering  from  mental 
or  physical  defects.  We  have  in 
Bosto.n,  for  example,  the  Horace 
Mann  School  for  deaf  mutes,  ,>ro- 
vision  for  which  is  made  by  Acts 
of  1885,  c.  201.  See  also  Acts  of 
1928,  c.  339.  Therf  appears  to  be 
in  the  existing  statutes  ample  au- 
thority for  the  extension  of  these 
facilities,  if  the  School  Commit- 
tee should  deem  such  an  extension 
advisable.  Of  course,  as  to  whether 
any  particular  extension  of  facili- 
ties would  be  within  the  existing 
powers  of  the  School  Committee 
or  would  transcend  them  would  re- 
quire separate  consideration  based 
upon  the  exact  program  sought  to 
be    undertaken. 

Acts  of  1907,  c.  357,  authorizes 
the  School  Committee  to  appoint 
nurses  to  assist  the  medical  in- 
spectors and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  School  Committee  may 
designate.  There  would  not  seem 
to  be  any  need  for  enlargement  of 
legislative  authority  in  order  that 
children  in  the  Boston  Schools  be 
examined  so  as  to  reveal  any  phy- 
sical defects  which  hamper  their 
progress  in  their  classes  and  lead 
to  juvenile  delinquency.  It  is  prob- 
able that  an  extension  of  facili- 
tievf  within  the  School  Department 
to  embrace  the  type  of  reporting, 
analysis,  visiting  teacher  staff,  phy- 
sical and  achievement  and'  psy- 
chological-psychiatric examinations, 
and  of  special  and  additional  class- 
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es  included  within  the  Jersey  City 
program  would  lead  to  enhanced 
personnel  and  expense.  That  is, 
however,  a  matter  which  you  as  a 
member  of  the  School  Committee 
will  be  well  advised  upon  or  have 
full  opportunity  of  ascertaining 
from  the  Department  Staff. 

As  has  been  earlier  stated,  th« 
Jersey  City  plan  depends  prinaarily 
upon  the  coopei'ation  of  existing 
agencies.  I  shall  now  consider 
whether  the  similar  agencies  in 
Boston  are  authorized  to  perform 
the  functions  of  the  Jersey  City 
agencies  and  whether  the  coopera- 
tion which  is  the  essential  factor 
can  be  extended  under  existing 
law. 

Problem  children  in  a  munici- 
pality generally  come  to  the  at- 
tention of  either  the  school  or  po- 
lice authorities.  The  Jersey  City 
plan  has  a  procedure  for  the  hand- 
ling of  problem  children  who  come 
to  the  attention  of  either  the 
school  or  police  authorities. 

B.  1.  Procedure  in  Jersey  City 
for  handling  School  Cases.  Chil- 
dren suffering  from  physical,  men- 
tal, or  emotional  abnormalties  are 
reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Special 
Service.  Investigation  into  the 
background  of  such  children  is 
made  by  visiting  teachers.  All  chil- 
dren are  given  a  physical  examina- 
tion, achievement  tests,  and  psy- 
chological examinations.  If  needed, 
psychiatric  examinations  are  given. 
When  these  data  have  been  assem- 
bled on  the  problem  child,  a  recom- 
mendation is  made  by  the  Bureau 
of  Special  Service  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  regarding  the 
necessity  of  transferring  the  chil- 
dren to  various  special  classes  and 
schools.     See  Pamphlet,  pages  6,  7. 

The  authority  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston  has 
been  considered  above.  In  my  opin- 
ion, the  School  Committee  has  au- 
thority under  existing  law  to  put 
such  a  plan  into  effect,  although 
it  would,  of  course,  be  necessary 
to  pass  upon  some  exactly  detailed 
program  which  might  be  proposed 
in  order  to  be  certain  in  this  re- 
gard. 

B.  2.  Procedure  in  Jersey  City 
for  handling  police  cases. 

The  procedure  employed  in  Jer- 
sey City  in  order  to  handle  problem 
children  who  come  to  the  attention 
of  the  police  seems  to  have  been 
laid  down  by  Mayor  Frank  Hague. 
His  directions  to  the  members  of 
the  police  force  are  contained  in 
the  copies  of  his  letters  above  re- 
ferred to. 

This  procedure  is  substantially 
as  follows.  No  child  is  permitted  to 
be  taken  to  a  police  station  or 
placed  in  a  patrol  wagon.  A  child 
detected  in  an  offense  is  taken  to 
his  home  or  held  in  some  private 


place  until  a  parent  arrives.  In 
serious  cases,  the  Medical  Center 
is  used  as  a  temporary  "Detention 
House."  A  report  is  made  to  the 
inspector  of  the  police  detail  as- 
signed to  the  Bureau  of  Special 
Service.  A  conference  is  had  with 
the  parent  and  child  regarding  the 
offense.  A  complete  investigation 
is  made  into  the  circumstances  af- 
fecting the  development  of  the 
child.  Serious  cases  are  given  the 
examinatioffis  described  for  children 
reported  by  the  school  authorities. 
Officers  assigned  to  the  Bureau  of 
Special  Service  make  follow-up 
visits  to  the  home  and  school  of 
the  child  until  there  is  sufficient 
evidence  that  this  follow-up  work 
is  no  longer  needed.  Criminal 
action  is  taken  against  parents  who 
do  not  cooperate.  Only  as  a  last 
resort  are  children  sent  to  an  in- 
stitution. 

One  point  must  be  clarified 
preliminary  to  a  discussion  as 
to  whether  the  plan  briefly 
sketched  above  can  be  adopted  in 
Boston  under  existing  law.  The 
organization  and  control  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  differ 
from  that  in  many  jurisdictions — 
they  are  not  subject  to  the  Mayor 
of  Boston,  but  are  within  the  au- 
thority of  the  Police  Commissioner. 
St.  1906,  c.  291,  s.  10;  St.  1909,  c. 
221;  St.  1920,  c.  211.  The  Police 
Commissioner  is  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Governor's  Council.  St. 
1906,  c.  291,  s.  7.  The  Mayor  of 
Boston's  authority  in  regard  to  the 
Police  Department  differs  from 
that  of  Mayor  Hague  in  regard  to 
the  Jersey  City  Police. 

No  statute  in  this  Commonwealth 
provides  that  a  child  shall  not  be 
transported  in  a  patrol  wagon  or 
lodged  in  a  cell.  G.  L.  c.  119,  e.  41 
provides  that  no  person  shall  con- 
vey in  a  patrol  wagon  a  neglected 
or  destitute  child  not  accused  or 
convicted  of  any  offense.  In  my 
opinion,  however,  the  authority  of 
the  Police  Commisioner  should  be 
broad  enough  to  allow  him  to  estab- 
lish rules  in  this  field  similar  to 
those  in  force  in  Jersey  City.  More- 
over, hie  authority  is  broad  enough 
to  allow  him  to  assign  some  officers 
to  assist  in  combating  juvenile  de- 
linquency. You  are  familiar  with  the 
recent  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission questioning,  however,  the 
extent  to  which  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner may  go  in  related  fields,  such 
as  the  Junior  Police  Report,  Decem- 
ber 30,  1940,  p.  75,  ff. 

There  is  in  existence  in  this  Com- 
monwealth a  cohesive  body  of  stat- 
utes dealing  with  the  subjects  of 
neglected  and  delinquent  children. 
Neglected  children  are  dealt  with 
under  the  provision  of  G.  L.  c.  119, 
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ss.  42  to  51.  Delinquent  children 
are  dealt  with  under  the  provisions 
of  G.  L.  c.  119,  ss.  52  to  64.  Other 
pertinent  provisions  are  contained 
in  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  119,  ss.  65 
to  83. 

The  purpose  of  the  statutes  deal- 
ing with  neglected  children  has 
been  said  to  be  to  provide  for  the 
removal  of  children  from  parents 
or  guardians  who  are  unfit  to  care 
for  them.  Commonwealth  v.  Dee, 
222  Mass.  184.  Section  42  provides 
that  the  Boston  Juvenile  Court  or 
a  District  Court  other  than  the 
Municipal  Court  of  the  City  ol 
Boston  may  issue  a  precept  to 
bring  before  it  a  neglected  child 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  and  its 
parent.  The  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  must  be  notified 
if  a  precept  is  issued.  Section  43 
gives  the  court  issuing  the  precept 
authority  to  make  proper  provis- 
ions for  the  child  pending  the 
hearing.  If,  upon  hearing,  the  child 
is  adjudged  to  be  a  neglected  child, 
the  Court  is  authorized  to  commit 
the  child  to  a  suitable  person  or 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare. In  proceedings  of  this  na- 
ture the  welfare  of  the  child  is 
the  paramount  factor.  The  Court 
is  given  a  broad  discretion  to  weigh 
all  factors  and  to  dispose  of  the 
case  so  that  the  best  interests  of 
the  child  will  be  served.  Common- 
wealth v.  Ball,  259  Mass.  148. 

It  must  be  noted  that  section  42 
authorizes  any  person  to  bring  a 
complaint  and  that  section  49 
makes  it  the  duty  of  supervisorb 
of  attendance  and  members  of 
boards  of  public  welfare  to  search 
for  and  report  neglected  children. 
At  this  point  there  would  seem  to 
be  possibilities  for  an  overlapping 
of  functions  if  the  Boston  Police 
Department  should  operate  in  seek- 
ing out  potential  delinquents  in 
the  manner  prescribed  to  the  Jer- 
sey City  Police  by  Mayor  Hague. 
One  of  the  prime  desiderata  of  the 
Jersey  City  Plan  is  that  children 
be  kept  out  of  court  proc-eedings 
until  every  avenue  to  prevent  it 
has  been  explored.  As  our  law 
now  exists  in  Massachusetts,  a 
person  cannot  be  prevented  from 
bringing  complaints  under  section 
42  nor  can  the  courts  be  ousted  of 
their  jurisdiction  to  commit  ne- 
glected children.  In  this  regard,  a 
change  in  the  General  Laws  would 
really  be  necessary  in  order  fully 
to  implement  the  New  Jersey  plan. 
Perhaps  some  of  this  conflict  could 
be  resolved  without  legislation  by 
enlisting  the  cooperation  of  the 
courts.  Section  42  does  not  con- 
tain a  mandatory  direction  to  the 
courts  to  issue  precepts  to  bring 
n-eglected  children  before  them.The 
statute  seems  rather  to  be  per- 
missive.    But  when   the  precept   is 


issued  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  must  be  notified. 
I  should  think  that  legislation 
would  be  required  in  order  that 
there  be  no  overlapping  of  in- 
vestigation by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare  and  any 
agency  that  may  be  set  up  in  Bos- 
ton. 

The  statutory  rules  regarding  de- 
linquent and  wayward  children 
are  contained  in  G.  L.  c  119,  ss.  52 
to  64.  Here  again  we  find  a  co- 
hesive body  of  statutes  relative  to 
the  subject. 

Section  52  defines  the  terms  used, 
Section  53  provides  that  proceed- 
ings in  this  respect  be  deemed  not 
criminal  but  rather  that  proceed- 
ings should  be  adopted  so  that  the 
child  be  treated  not  as  a  criminal 
but  as  a  child  in  need  of  aid  and 
guidance. 

Proceedings  on  a  complaint  are 
regulated  by  section  54.  It  is  man- 
datory that  the  Court  shall  ex- 
amine the  complainant  and  any 
witnesses  produced  by  the  com- 
plainant. Section  55  provides  that 
the  parent  or  one  in  loco  parentis 
be  summoned  and  that  an  agent 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  be  present  if  the  Court  is 
of  opinion  that  the  best  interests 
of  the  child  so  require. 

Under  section  52,  it  is  required 
that  a  probation  officer  of  the 
Court  in  which  the  complaint  is 
brought  make  an  investigation  into 
the  character  of  the  child,  his 
school  record,  home  surroundings, 
and  previous  complaints.  This  sec- 
tion seems  to  assume  that  the  pro- 
bation officer  will  observe  the  child 
during  the  period  of  any  probation 
and  report  to  the  Court  regarding 
his  conduct  during  that  period. 

Section  58  provides  for  the  dis- 
position of  a  case  where  there  has 
been  an  adjudication  that  a  child 
is  wayward  or  delinquent.  If  a 
chiM  is  adjudged  to  be  a  wayward 
child,  the  Court  may  place  him  in 
the  care  of  a  probation  officer  or 
deal  with  him  as  a  neglected  child. 
The  statute  gives  the  Court  a  rather 
wide  range  of  discretion  in  dealing 
with  a  delinquent  child. 

The  other  provisions  relative  to 
delinquent  children  speak  for  them- 
selves. It  is  not  necessary  for  our 
purposes  here  that  their  purport  be 
set  out,  but  it  should  be  noted  that 
section  58A  provides  for  mental  and 
physical  examinations  of  children 
before  commitment  as  delinquents. 

It  must  be  obvious  from  the  dis- 
cussion above  that  the  adoption  in 
Boston  of  a  plan  similar  to  that  in 
operation  in  Jersey  City  would,  even 
assuming  the  cooperation  of  the 
Police  Department,  cause  a  conflict 
with  the  present  methods  and 
statutoi-y    procedure    for    handling 
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neglected,  v/ayward,  and  delinquent 
children.  As  has  been  pointed  out 
before,  one  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  the  Jersey  City  plan  is  that 
the  child  be  kept  out  of  Court  as 
long  as  possible.  Another  funda- 
mental principle  in  the  Jersey  City 
plan  is  that  the  school  be  the  cen- 
tral agency  in  watching  over  and 
guiding  the  child.  The  creation  in 
Boston  of  a  Bureau  of  Special 
Service  would  cause  a  duplication 
of  investigation  and  responsibility: 
the  Bureau  might  well  be  hampered 
in  its  efforts  to  guide  the  child  by 
Court  action  commenced  by  some 
complainant  and  probation  orders 
consequent  thereto.  With  the  full 
cooperation  of  the  Courts,  the  pro- 
bation officers,  the  State  JJepart- 
enent  of  Public  Welfare  and  the 
police,  much  of  the  conflict  might 
be  eliminated;  but  under  existing 
law  there  would  be  no  one  to  re- 
quire such  cooperation,  no  sure  im- 
position of  responsibility,  and  no 
certainty  that  investigatory  pro- 
ceedures  might  not  be  duplicated 
Or  interfere  with  each  other.  . 

G.  L.  c.  119,  ss.  65  to  72  and  73 
to  83  contain  various  provisions 
relative  to  proceedings  against  chil- 
dren. Many  of  these  provisions 
embody  the  same  ideas  that  moti- 
vate the  Jersey  City  plan.  For 
instance,  section  65  provides  that 
cases  involving  children  be  heard 
in  a  separate  juvenile  session  and 
that  the  hearings  be  private.  See 
also  ss.  66  and  67.  Section  68  pro- 
vides that  the  Court  may  receive 
information  about  a  child  from 
those  in  charge  of  the  schools.  Sec- 
tions 73  to  83  contain  other  provi- 
sions adopted  to  keep  a  juvenile 
out  of  the  usual  run  of  criminal 
proceedings.  Our  juvenile  courts 
are  generally  considered  in  the 
forefront  of  progress  in  child  delin- 
quency. It  would  almost  seem  that 
some  of  the  ground  which  New  Jer- 
sey had  covered  in  the  last  decade 
had  been  explored  and  settled  some 
time  ago  in  this  Commonwealth. 

C.  Other  phases  of  the  Jersey  City 
Plan. 

There  are  certain  other  phases 
of  the  Jersey  City  plan  that  have 
ncl  yet  been  discussed. 

One  of  these  phases  is  the  broad- 
er use  of  the  school  buildings  and 
other  school  property  so  that  the 
school  can  function  as  a  kind  of 
community  center.  Adults,  especial- 
ly those  who  are  foreign  born,  are 
assisted  in  adjusting  themselves  to 
the  problems  of  modern  civiliza- 
tion. The  school  is  used  at  night  in 
order  that  the  children  may  have 
a  I  opportunity  for  uninterrupted 
study  under  supervision.  Parents 
are  encouraged  to  take  an  interest 
in  the  education  of  their  children 
and  to  contribute  to  their  own  de- 


velopment     in      evening      courses. 
Pamphlet  pages  19-21. 

In  my  opinion  there  is,  at  pres- 
ent, sufficient  statutory  authority 
so  that  the  School  Committee  of 
the  City  of  Boston  may  allow  the 
school  property  to  be  reasonably 
used  in  such  a  program.  St.  1916, 
c.  86,  authorizes  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  make  regulations  for  the 
use  of  school  property  for  educa- 
tional, recreative,  social,  civic,  and 
philanthropic  purposes.  This 
statute,  taken  in  conjunction  with 
the  broad  general  powers  of  the 
School  Committee  over  the  public 
schools,  would  seem  sufficient  to 
warrant  the  adoption  of  a  program 
similar  to  that  in  effect  in  Jersey 
City  and  discussed  above. 

Another  phase  of  the  Jersey  City 
plan  is  the  use  of  the  City's  Medical 
Center  as  a  detention  home  for 
serious  delinquents.  Just  what 
agency  in  Boston  corresponds  to 
the  Medical  Center  in  Jersey  City 
I  am  not  certain.  There  would  be 
a  question  as  to  the  power  or  pro- 
priety of  using  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  for  all  types  of  cases  of 
juvenile  delinquency.  When  the 
exact  program  was  determined,  this 
subject  would  require  more  study. 

D.  I  have  read  with  interest  the 
papers  concerning  the  New  Jersey 
plan.  It  is  not  easy  to  grasp  it  all 
from  the  printed  page.  You  have, 
no  doubt,  considered  its  evaluation 
in  the  Report  of  the  Commission, 
rages  206-207.  There  the  Commis- 
sion says  that  its  evaluation  is  "not 
an  easy  assignment."  On  the  whole, 
the  Commission  believes  in  the  Bu- 
reau and  its  achievement  and  looks 
to  see  it  do  more.  The  Commission's 
concluding  words  ai .  significant  in 
their  application  to  your  question 
to  me — 

"One  can  only  mess  at  how  much 
of  the  bureau's  accomplishments 
are  due  to  the  pattern  of  organ!iza- 
tion  and  how  much  are  due  to  the 
i  e:  est  aroused  an''  maintained  by 
sponsors. 

"Certainly  no  one  can  see  the  bu- 
''eau  in  operation  without  realizing 
that  it  owes  much  of  its  success  to 
the  spirit  of  the  organization  rath- 
'     than  to  its  form." 

The  significance  of  this  comment 
lies  in  the  difference  between  the 
control  exerted  by  Mayor  Hague 
over  the  various  city  departments 
in  Jersey  City  which  cooperate  in 
the  Bureau  functioning  and  the  ex- 
isting statutory  diffusion  of  respon- 
sibility in  Boston  between  the 
Mayor,  the  School  Committee,  and 
the  Police  Commissioner. 
■  There  are  also  the  statutory  pro- 
visions in  Massachusetts  above  re- 
ferred to  as  to  juvenile  courts,  pro- 
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bation,  and  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare,  which  would  re- 
quire remoulding. 

Obviously,  this  letter  can  only 
touch  the  "high  spots;"  but  per- 
haps it  will  be  of  use  to  you  in 
connection  with  your  interest  in 
the  subject  matter.  At  such  time 
as  a  concrete  program  might  be 
worked  out,  this  Department  would 
be  glad  to  check  it  against  the 
various  statutes. 


I  am  returning  herewith  the  vari- 
ous papers  which  you  sent  to  me 
and  which  are  enumerated  in  the 
first   paragraph.

Proceedings  ot  School  Commitlee. 


May  12,  1941 
A  special  meeting  of  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston 
was  held  in  the  Administration 
Building,  15  Beacon  Street,  at  7:21 
o'clock  P.  M.,  the  Chairman  pre- 
siding. 

Present:    Messrs    Lee,    McDevitt, 
Norton,    Sullivan,   and    White. 


APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting  was  omitted,  the 
Committee  approving  them  as 
printed. 


APPROVAL  OF  APPOINTMENTS 

The  Chairman  stated  the  ques- 
tion was  on  approving  the  appoint- 
ments of  teachers,  as  reported  by 
the  Superintendent  and  laid  over  at 
the    previous   meeting. 

The  appointments  were  approved. 


On  motion  and  with  unanimous 
consent,  the  Committee  suspended 
the  usual  order  of  business  in  order 
to  permit  of  immediate  action  on 
the  budget  and  the  annual  appro- 
priation order  for  the  current  fi- 
nancial  year. 


STATEMENT  OF  CHAIRMAN 
REGARDING   BUDGET 

The  Chairman  made  the  follow- 
ing statement  which  was  subscribed 
to  by  the  other  four  members: 

The  appropriation  order  passed 
tonight  means  that  so  far  as  the 
maintenance  of  the  public  schools 
is  concerned  the  tax  rate  of  1941 
will  be  nearly  twenty  cents  less 
than  the  tax  rate  of  1940. 

Although  the  annual  appropria- 
tion order  was  adopted  earlier  this 
year  than  it  was  adopted  last  year, 
the  School  Committee  appreciates 
that  there  has  been  considerable 
delay  in  arriving  at  the  final  rig- 
ures.  Such  delay,  however,  has  been 
occasioned  largely  by  the  careful 
and  painstaking  scrutiny  given  to 
every  budgetary  item.  The  care 
exercised  in  examining  each  ac- 
count has  not  been  without  results. 
For  example,  a  study  of  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  first  four  months 
of  1941  as  compared  with  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  same  four  months 
of  1940  indicated  that  it  would  be 


possible  to  add  $60,000  to  the  sav- 
ings previously  agreed  upon.  This 
was  done  and  it  brought  the  total 
savings  for  1941  to  approximately 
$300,000. 

Despite  an  increase  over  last 
year's  expenditures  of  nearly  $29,- 
000  for  fuel  and  light,  and  nearly 
$100,000  for  supplies  and  equipment, 
caused  in  part  by  advance  in 
prices,  and  despite  the  necessity  of 
providing  approximately  $160,000 
additional  for  the  cost  of  annual 
step-rate  increments,  the  amount  to 
be  raised  by  taxation  for  school 
purposes  for  1941  is  approximately 
$277,000  less  than  the  amount  raised 
last  year.  A  substantial  item  in  this 
total  is  an  item  of  $45,500  transfer- 
red from  the  accumulated  income 
of  the  Permanent  Pension  Fund 
which  under  the  law  may  be  used 
to  reduce  the  tax  levy,  as  pointed 
out  by  the  City  Auditor. 

It  has  been  the  Mrish  of  the 
School  Committee  to  cooperate 
with  His  Honor,  Mayor  Tobin,  in 
keeping  the  tax  rate  as  low  as  pos- 
sible. The  School  Committee  has 
endeavored  to  adopt  every  measure 
of  economy  consistent  with  effi- 
cient conduct  of  the  schools  and 
adequate  provision  for  the  welfare 
and  progress  of  the  pupils. 

BUDGET  AND  ANNUAL  APPRO- 
PRIATION FOR  MAINTENANCE 
EXCLUSIVE  OF  "ALTERATIONS, 
REPAIRS,  FURNITURE  AND 
FIXTURES" 

The  Business  Manager  submitted, 
in  compliance  with  the  rules,  the 
budget  and  proposed  annual  ap- 
propriation order,  as  follows: 
To  the  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston: 

In  compliance  with  the  Rules  of 
the  School  Committee,  I  submit 
herewith  budget  and  annual  appro- 
priation order  for  the  fiscal  year 
1941  to  provide  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Boston  Public  Schools  cov- 
ering the  costs  of  administration, 
instruction,  supervision  of  instruc- 
tion, promotion  of  health,  custo- 
dians' services,  fuel  and  light,  sup- 
plies, portable  educational  equip- 
ment (commercial  machines,  type- 
writers, duplicating  machines,  hand 
tools,  etc.)  and  incidentals;  and  the 
cost  of  sundry  other  services  and 
expenses,  exclusive  of  "Alterations, 
repairs,   furniture   and   fixtures." 

Chapter  206  of  the  Special  Acts 
of  1919  as  amended  allowed  the 
School  Committee  a  tax  limit  ap- 
propriating power,  based  on  the 
average  valuation  for  three  years 
less  abatements,  controlling  nine 
specific  items.  Chapter  206  also 
■gave  the  ..Committee  power  to  ap- 
propriate unexpended  balances  and 
estimated  income   (refer  to  budget 
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for  the  year  1935  and  budgets  for 
years  prior  thereto). 

Chapter  284  of  the  Acts  of  1935 
eliminated  tax  limit  appropz'iations 
for  the  year  1935  only  and  allowed 
the  School  Committee  to  appro- 
priate for  that  year  $10.07  on  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  Asses- 
sors' valuation  of  taxable  property 
for  the  year  1935,  and  in  addition 
thereto,  the  unexpended  balances 
and  the  estimated  income. 

Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936 
eliminated  tax  limit  appropriating 
power  based  on  average  valuation 
for  three  years  for  all  items  except 
the  following: 

(1)  For  the  construction  and  fur- 
nishing of  new  school  buildings, 
both  temporary  and  permanent,  in- 
cluding the  taking  of  land  therefor, 
and  for  schoolyards  and  the  pre- 
paring of  schoolyards  for  use,  and 
for  rent  of  hired  school  accommo- 
dations (50  cents  per  $1,000  on  aver- 
age valuation  for  three  years  less 
abatements). 

(2)  For  the  alteration  and  repair 
of  school  buildings  and  for  furni- 
ture, fixtures  and  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire  protec- 
tion for  existing  buildings,  and  for 
improving  existing  schoolyards  (85 
cents  per  $1,000  on  average  valua- 
tion for  three  years  less  abate- 
ments). 

For  all  other  school  purposes,  ex- 
cept as  indicated  above,  chapter 
224  of  the  Acts  of  1936  provides  for 
the  following  appropriating  power: 

(1)  The  sum  of  $15,160,000. 

(2)  The  unexpended  appropria- 
tion balances. 

(3)  Estimated  income  for  the 
year  plus  the  excess  of  income  for 
the  year  immediately  preceding,  if 
any. 

The  existing  appropriating  power 
is  covered  in  sections  1,  2  and  3  of 
chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936  set 
forth  below.  The  final  paragraph 
in  section  2  of  sa'id  chapter  224 
reads  as  follows:  "Nothing  in  this 
section  shall  prevent  the  mayor,  on 
request  of  the  School  Committee, 
from  recommending  and  the  city 
council  from  passing  additional  ap- 
propriations for  school  purposes." 
Under  the  provisions  of  prior  legis- 
lation going  back  over  a  long  period 
of  years,  the  School  Committee  was 
empowered  to  appeal  directly  to  the 
Legislature  for  increased  appropri- 
ating power. 

CHAPTER  224  OF  THE  ACTS 
OF  1936 

An  act  relative  to  appropriations 
for  school  purposes  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  to  certain  statutory  tax 
and  school  appropriation  limits  for 
said  city,  and  making  applicable  to 
said  city  the  general  provisions  of 
law  relative  to  municipal  Indebted- 
ness. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Court  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Section  fifty-thriee 
of  Part  1  of  chapter  four  hundred 
and  ninety  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  nine,  as  amended,  and 
as  affected  by  section  two  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  sixty  seven  of 
the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  sixteen,  and  all  other  acts 
and  parts  of  acts  imposing  any  tax 
limit  in  said  city,  and  also  so  much 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  six  of 
the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  nineteen,  as  amended,  and 
so  much  of  any  other  act  or  acts 
as  imposes  any  limitation  upon  the 
amount  of  appropriations  that  may 
be  made  by  the  school  committee 
of  said  city,  are  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  2. — The  school  commit- 
tee of  the  city  of  Boston  may  an- 
nually, beginning  with  the  financial 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
six,  by  vote  of  four-fifths  of  all  its 
members,  taken  by  yeas  and  nays, 
make  appropriations  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  as  follows:  a.  For  the  con- 
struction and  furnishing  of  new 
school  buildings,  both  temporary 
and  permanent,  including  the  tak- 
ing of  land  therefor,  and  for  school 
yards  and  the  preparing  of  school 
yards  for  use,  and  for  rent  of  hired 
school  accommodations,  a  sum 
which  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the 
average  of  the  assessors'  valuations 
for  the  three  preceding  years,  such 
valuations  being  reduced  by  abate- 
ments granted  up  to  December  thir- 
ty-first of  the  preceding  year.  b. 
For  the  alteration  and  repair  of 
school  buildings  and  for  furniture, 
fixtures,  and  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire,  and  for  fire  protec- 
tion of  existing  buildings  and  for 
improving  existing  school  yards,  a 
sum  which  shall  not  exceed  eighty- 
five  cents  on  each  one  thousand 
dollars  of  the  average  of  the  as- 
ses.^ors'  valuations  for  the  three 
preceding  years,  such  valuations 
being  reduced  by  abatements 
granted  up  to  December  thir- 
ty-first of  the  preceding  year.  c. 
For  all  other  school  purposes,  the 
sum  of  fifteen  million  one  hundred 
and  sixty  thousand  dollars.  Unex- 
pended appropriation  balances  may 
be  reappropriated  for  their  respec- 
tive purposes;  and,  in  addition  to 
the  said  sum  of  fifteen  million  one 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars, 
an  amount  equal  to  the  money  that 
may  be  given,  and  the  income  col- 
lected, for  school  purposes,  as  esti- 
mated by  said  committee,  may  be 
appropriated  for  the  purposes  of 
paragraph  c.  Nothing  in  this  section 
shall  prevent  the  mayor,  on  request 
of  the  school  committee,  from  rec- 
ommending   and    the    city    council 
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from  passing  additional  appropria- 
tions for  school  purposes. 

Section  3.  The  votes  of  the  school 
committee  of  said  city  enalcing  ap- 
propriations as  aforesaid  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  orders 
or  votes  of  the  city  council  thereof 
appropriating  money,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  provisions  of 
law  in  respect  to  approval  by  the 
mayor,  except  that  a  vote  jf  four- 
fifths  of  all  the  members  of  the 
school  committee,  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays,  shall  be  necessary  to 
pass  such  appropriations  over  the 
veto  of  the  mayor.  All  appropria- 
tions to  be  raised  by  taxation  made 
by  the  school  committee  of  said 
city  shall  be  certified  by  said  com- 
mittee to  the  board  of  assessors 
thereof  not  later  than  May  first 
in  each  year  and  the  assessors 
shall  include  the  same  in  the  levy 
of  that  year. 

The  foregoing  three  sections  of 
chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936 
quoted  in  full  refer  to  school  ap- 
propriation limits. 

Sections  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  ;<.id  11 
of  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936 
affect  the  City  of  Boston  in  respect 
to  municipal  indebtedness  and 
cover  objects  for  which  debt  may 
be  issued,  the  term  for  which  each 
particular  debt  may  be  issued  and 
requirements  that  a  certain  frac- 
tion of  each  proposed  loan  shall 
be  included  in  the  tax  levy.  Section 
12,  the  last  section  in  said  chapter 
224,  provides  that  the  Act  shall 
'  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

It  is  not  deemed  advisable  to 
quote  these  sections  from  4  to  12, 
inclusive,  in  full.  Details  may  be 
obtained  by  reference  to  the  Act 
itself.

DETAILED  ESTIMATES 

The  detailed  estimates  show  clas- 
sification by  the  ranks  and  the 
salaries  of  all  permanent  and  tem- 
porary personnel,  separated  for 
each  school,  department  and  activ- 
ity. The  vacancies  reported  by 
the  Superinendent  of  Schools  as  of 
September  30,  1940,  are  shown  sep- 
arately. The  allowance  for  sup- 
plies for  each  school,  department, 
or  activity  is  recorded.  The  esti- 
mates afford  the  opportunity  of 
studying  school  costs  in  detail  as 
there  is  presented  a  collection  of 
facts  properly  organized  for  inspec- 
tion and  discussion. 


APPROPRIATION  ORDERS 

The  estimated  cost  of  mainte- 
nance of  the  Boston  Public  Schools 
for  the  fiscal  year  1941  is  $15,579,- 
463.86,  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  ad- 
ministi'ation,  instruction,  supervi- 
sion of  instruction,  promotion  of 
health,  services  of  custodians,  fuel 
and  light,  books,  supplies,  portable 
educational  equipment  (commercial 
machines,  typewriters,  science  .ap- 
paratus, manual  training  tools, 
equipment  for  custodians,  duplicat- 
ing machines  and  other  portable 
equipment)    and   incidentals;      and 
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the  cost  of  sundry  other  services 
and  expenses,  exclusive  of  "Altera- 
tions and  Repairs,  Furniture  and 
Fixtures,"  for  which  a  separate 
budget  is  made.  At  the  meeting  of 
April  21  the  School  Committee,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Business 
Manager,  passed  an  appropriation 
"on  account,"  totaling  $6,400,000.00, 
as  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
320  of  the  Acts  of  1889  the  School 
Committee,  pending  the  adoption  of 


its  budget  for  the  fiscal  year,  may 
make  expenditures  which  shall  not 
be  in  excess  of  one-third  of  the  total 
appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year 
immediately  preceding.  I  therefore 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying order  appropriating 
the  sum  of  $9,179,463.86  in  addition 
to  the  sum  appropriated  "on  ac- 
count" by  the  School  Committee  at 
the  meeting  of  April  21,  viz.,  $6,400,- 
000.00.

REDUCTION  OF  EXPENSES  AND 
AMOUNTS  RAISED   BY  TAXATION 

The  above  table  shows  a  decrease 
of  $83,029.90  in  the  total  appropria- 
tions for  the  year  1941  as  compared 
with  the  total  appropriations  for 
the  year  1940.  The  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  in  1941  for  main- 
tenance and  for  lands  and  buildings 
for  schools  will  be  approximately 
$277,000  less  than  the  amount  raised 
by  taxation  for  the  same  purposes 
in  1940. 

COST  OF  ANNUAL  INCREMENTS 
AND  OTHER  INFORMATION 

The  cost  of  annual  increments 
for  the  year  1941  for  teachers  and 
all  other  employees  on  sliding  scales 
will  approximate  $160,000.  This  cost 
is  computed  on  the  following  basis. 
With  few  exceptions  men  teachers 
receive  an  annual  increment  of 
$144  and  women  teachers  receive 
an  annual  increment  of  $96: 

(a)  All  teachers  who  reached 
the  maximum  of  their  respective 
ranks  during  Hie  period  February 
1  through  December  1  of  the  fiscal 
year  preceding  create  an  additional 
cost  in  the  current  fiscal  year,  for 
example:  A  teacher  who  reached 
the  maximum  February  1  of  the 
fiscal  year  immediately  preceding 
would  cost  in  the  current  fiscal 
year  1-12  of  the  annual  increment 
allowed  his  rank.  A  teacher  who 
reached  the  maximum  March  1  of 
the  fiscal  year  immediately  preced- 
ing would  cost  in  the  current  fiscal 
year  2-12  of  the  annual  increment 
allowed  his  rank.  A  teacher  who 
reached  the  maximum  September 
1  of  the  fiscal  year  immediately 
preceding  would  cost  in  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year  8-12  of  the  annual 
increment  allowed  his  rank. 

(h)  Teachers  who  did  not  reach 
the  maximum  of  their  respective 
ranks  during  the  fiscal  year  imme- 
diately preceding,  and  whether  or 


not  they  reach  such  maximum  dur- 
ing the  current  fiscal  year,  would 
cost  each  a  full  annual  increment. 

(c)  Teachers  newly  appointed 
during  the  fiscal  year  immediately 
preceding  will  cost  each  during  the 
current  fiscal  year  an  annual  in- 
crement or  fraction  thereof,  de- 
pendent on  the  dates  on  which  they 
received  permanent  appointment. 

In  considering  the  cost  of  annual 
increments  the  length  of  schedules 
must  be  taken  into  consideration — 
for  example,  teachers  of  the  elemen- 
tary grades  require  eleven  years  to 
reach  the  maximum  of  their  ranks; 
teachers  of  the  Junior  High  grades 
require  eleven  years  to  reach  the 
maximum  of  their  ranks;  men 
teachers  in  high  schools  require 
thirteen  years  to  reach  the  maxi- 
mum of  the  rank  of  Junior  Mas- 
ter; women  teachers  in  high  schools 
require  fourteen  years  to  reach 
the  maximum  of  the  rank  of  As- 
sistant. Sub-masters  in  elementary 
and  junior  high  schools  require 
thirteen  years  to  reach  the  maxi- 
mum; Master's  Assistants  in  ele- 
mentary and  intermediate  schools 
(women)  require  fourteen  years  to 
reach  the  maximum;  Assistants, 
kindergartens,  one  session,  require 
seven  years  to  reach  the  maxinium; 
Assistants,  kindergartens,  two  ses- 
sions, require  eight  years  to  reach 
the  maxiomum;  Shop  instructors  re- 
quire eleven  years  to  reach  the 
maximum;  Shop  foremen  require 
eleven  years  to  reach  the  maximum. 

In  a  school  system  as  large  as 
Boston's  there  is  usually  a  number 
of  vacancies  existing  due  to  various 
causes  at  the  time  the  basic  pay  roll 
requirements  are  estimated.  These 
vacancies  are  usually  covered  by 
temporary  teachers.  Vacancies  are 
also  created  when  certain  promo- 
tions are  made. 

Substantial  savings  in  salaries 
will  be  brought  about  during  the 
year  as  follows:  a.  The  non-place- 
ment of  teachers  who  resign,"  retire 
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or  die  during  the  budgetary  period, 
b.  Replacement  of  teachers  when 
necessary  by  the  appointment  of 
teachers  on  lower  salaries — in  most 
insliances  the  minimum  salaries  of 
the  various  ranks,  c.  The  making 
of  temporary  appointments  instead 
of  replacements  for  the  whole  or 
part  of  the  fiscal  year.  d.  De- 
ductions from  salaries  of  teachers 
on  leaves  of  absence  under  the  reg- 
ulations being  more  than  ample  to 
pay  the  cost  of  substitute  teachers. 
In  anticipation  of  these  substantial 
savings  a  reduction  of  $297,440.00 
has  been  made  from  the  estimated 
total  of  the  item  "Salaries  of  Prin- 
cipals, Teachers,  Members  of  the 
Supervising    Staff   and    Others."

The  Chairman  stated  the  ques- 
tion, i.e.,  the  acceptance  of  the  bud- 
get with  detailed  estimates,  and 
the  passage  of  the  order  making 
appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $9,179,- 
463.86,  which,  added  to  the  appro- 
priation on  account — namely,  $6,- 
400,000  made  at  the  meeting  of 
Apr.  21,  1941 — makes  the  total  ap- 
propriation for  the  current  finan- 
cial year  $15,579,463.86. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  have  some  amend- 
ments of  the  amounts  mentioned  in 
the  appropriation  order  that  I 
would  like  to  introduce. 

Chairsnan:   Mr.  Lee. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  like  to  outline 
the  several  amendments  so  that  the 
Committee,  in  voting  on  the  amend- 
ments one  by  one,  can  know  the 
scope  of  the  several  amendments 
and  perhaps  have  different  amend- 
ments in  mind  in  voting  on  the  one 
that  comes  up  first. 

Is  that  agreeable  to  the  Chairman 
and  the  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee? 

Chairman:  It  is  agreeable. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  want  to  give  an  out- 
line for  a  few  minutes  and  then 
make  some  argument  in  favor  of 
each  one. 

I  would  like  to  ask  first  whether 
we  have  a  report  on  the  titles  of 
the  members  of  our  teaching  staff? 

I  think  that  was  due  at  this  time. 
I  pointed  but  that  the  titles  were 
very    confusing. 

Superintendent:  As  yet  there  is 
no  report  on  that  available.  Mr. 
Gillis  has  given  it  some  study  but 
the  report   is   not  ready. 

Mr.  Lee:  Through  you  could  I 
ask  the  Business  Manager  how 
soon  this  budget  goes  to  press  for 
final  printing,  if  it  is  approved 
tonight? 

Chairman:  Mr.  Business  Manager. 

Business  Manager:  The  budget  is 
printed  as  an  official  school  docu- 
ment and  it  will  become  so  after  it 
is   adopted. 

Mr.  Lee:  After  it  is  printed  any 
change  in  the  budget  may  be  made 
in  pencil  or  ink.  I  can  defer  for 
another  week  the  question  of 
changing  these  titles  and  designa- 
tions? 
Chairman:   That  is  agreeable. 
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Mr.  Lee:  On  the  amendments 
that  I  have  to  offer  there  are  sev- 
eral which  would  take  off  about 
$50,000  from  the  budget  for  the  rest 
of  the  year  and,  likewise,  there  are 
amendments  to  add  an  almost  like 
amount.  Many  of  them  have  to 
do  with  salaries  and  others  have  to 
do  with  other  items. 

Mr.  Lee  then  moved  that  the  item 
"Salaries  of  'principals,  teachers, 
members  of  the  supervising  staff 
and  others"  be  reduced  by  $40,000. 

Mr.  Lee.  This  first  reduction  is  a 
matter  that  we  have  discussed  re- 
cently and  on  which  there  was  very 
close  debate.  I  believe  we  can  safe- 
ly take  off  $40,000  from  the  item  of 
"Salaries  of  principals,  teachers, 
members  of  the  supervising  staff 
and  others,"  or  from  the  reserve 
allowed  under  that  item.  We 
thought  that  last  year  we  sailed 
as  close  to  the  line  as  possible,  and 
we  came  out  with  a  balance  of 
$100,000. 

I  think  Mr.  Sullivan  is  a  man 
of  great  prudence  and  perhaps 
runs  under  shorter  sail  chan  he 
needs,  even  with  light  winds.  I 
would  feel  safe  in  taking  off  that 
amount.  I  move  that,  Mr.  Chair- 
man. 

Chairman:  I  would  like  to  make 
a  short  statement.  I  believe  the 
attitude  of  the  Committee  had  been 
that  we  were  all  agreeable  to  tak- 
ing off  $40,000,  but  we  felt,  after 
receiving  the  advice  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  Business  Mana- 
ger, that  we  might  run  into  a 
serious  situation  if  we  estimated 
the  budget  too  closely.  If  I  re- 
member correctly,  the  Business 
Manager  very  earnestly  recom- 
mended against  this  additional  re- 
duction of  $40,000. 

Business  Manager:  Correct,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

Chairman:  In  his  statement  the 
Business  Manager  said  that  if  we 
did  run  too  close  to  the  line  it 
might  prevent  our  paying  some 
of  our  teachers  around  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  the  last  ones  to  be 
paid  would  be  the  temporary  teach- 
ers, and  we  might  jeopardize  their 
receiving  their  pay.  We  cannot  ap- 
propriate in  next  year's  budget  for 
obligations  that  we  have  incurred 
this  year  if  we  have  not  appro- 
priated for  those  obligations  this 
year. 

Business  Manager:  That  is  cor- 
rect. I  pointed  out  that  in  1939 
when  the  reduction  in  the  item  of 
salaries  of  principals,  teachers, 
members  of  the  supervising  staff 
and  others,  was  increased,  we  came 
out  with  a  balance   of  about  $2000. 

The  motion  failed  to  pass  by  the 
following  vote: 

YEAS— Mr.  Lee— 1. 


NAYS — Messrs.  McDevitt,  Norton, 
Sullivan,    and    White — 4. 


Mr.  Lee  movea  that  the  item 
"Salaries  of  custodians"  be  reduced 
by  $15,000;  said  reduction  to  be  ac- 
complished by  the  discontinuance  of 
the  services  of  the  night  watchmen. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  do  not  think  that 
we  found  a  diminution  of  broken 
windows  or  a  saving  of  damage  by 
having  these  watchmen  in  our  larg- 
er  high   schools. 

This  year  we  are  fortunate  in 
that  men  in  that  caliber  can  find 
employment  in  defense  industries 
or  in  jobs  left  vacant  by  men  who 
have  gone  into  the  Army  or  into 
defense  industries.  I  do  not  think 
that  any  permanent  hardship  would 
be  worked  on  those  night  watch- 
men. We  have  voted  not  to  fill 
their  positions  if  they  find  jobs 
elsewhere,  and  I  do  not  think  we 
should  continue  the  financial  incen- 
tive to  have  them  remain  at  their 
posts. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Lee  moves  to  de- 
crease the  appropriation  by  $15,- 
000  to  provide  for  the  discontinu- 
ance of  night  watchmen. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  do  not  want  to 
vote    to   discharge    anyone. 

Mr.  Chairman:  May  I  say  for 
the  purpose  of  the  record  that  the 
School  Committee  has  agreed  to 
the  elimination  of  night  watchmen 
on  their  retirement,  or  if  for  any 
reason  they  leave  the  service.  In 
that  way,  over  a  period  of  years, 
they  will  be  eliminated. 

The  Committee  has  felt  that  they 
did  not  want  to  dismiss  employes 
who  had  given  satisfactory  service 
over  a  period  of  years.  Consequent- 
ly, I  am  going  to  vote  to  leave  this 
money   in  the  budget. 

Mr.  Norton:  When  a  public  body 
starts  discharging^  it  is  sort  of  an 
invitation  to  private  business  to 
do  the  same.  This  problem  can 
be  solved  within  the  next  few  years. 

The  motion  failed  to  pass,  by  the 
following  vote. 

YEAS— Mr.  Lee— 1. 

NAYS — Messrs.  McDevitt,  Nor- 
ton, Sullivan  and  White — 4. 


Mr.  Lee  moved  that  the  item 
"Salaries  of  principals,  teachers, 
members  of  the  supervising  staff 
and  others"  be  reduced  by  approxi- 
mately $10,000;  said  saving  to  be 
accomplished  by  reducing  the  maxi- 
mum salary  of  some  of  the  high 
school  men  teachers  to  about  $20 
per  day  or  just  under  $3600  per 
year  but  not  to  apply  to  shop  teach- 
ers and  certain  other  vocational 
teachers. 

Mr.  Lee:  It  is  a  much  smaller 
figure  than  last  year,  being  $10,000 
for  the  period  starting  in  September 
and  ending  in  December. 
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In  any  case,  I  do  not  wish  that 
to  apply  to  those  who  are  instruct- 
ing in  shop  courses  or  vocational 
courses  where  present  conditions 
give  an  obviously  brisk  demand. 
That  is,  the  $10,000  reduction  in 
this  item  would  apply  to  men  teach- 
ers in  fields  where  the  demand  is 
no  more  brisk  this  year  than  it  has 
been  in  other  years.  It  will  leave 
out  men  teaching  in  fields  that  are 
obviously  related  to  national  de- 
fense or  in  fields  where  the  modern 
trend  of  events  has  placed  highei 
salaries   on   that  type   of   work. 

In  arguing  that  I  want  to  say 
that  it  has  been  our  experience 
here  that  we  rather  accept  the 
policy  of  paying  one  group  at  the 
expense  of  another.  We  have  been 
carrying  women  teachers  in  this 
school  system  for  ten  years  or  more 
at  $5  or  $6  a  day,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  the  best  argument  for  it 
was  to  be  able  to  pay  other  teachers 
over  $21  a  day. 

It  cannot  longer  be  said  that 
these  people  to  whom  you  have  paid 
$5  or  $6  or  $7  a  day  are  temporary 
teachers.  They  have  been  teaching 
in  our  schools  ten  or  eleven  years, 
almost  half  of  a  teaching  life,  and 
it  is  my  belief  that  they  will  go  on 
until  they  retire  without  being  per- 
manently appointed,  because  the 
temporary  classification  was  set  up 
when  advancement  in  the  school 
system  was  rapid,  under  an  expand- 
ing school  population.  Now  ad- 
vancement is  not  rapid  and  in  many 
cases  it  is  not  existent.  It  seems  to 
me  that  what  we  are  doing  is  pay- 
ing one  group  very  highly,  over  $21 
a  day,  at  the  expense  of  another 
group,  who  are  by  no  means  tem- 
porary teachers,  to  whom  we  pay 
$5,  $6  or  $7  a  day. 

We  have  the  statements  of  Mr. 
Downey,  Miss  Mellyn  and  Mr.  Mul- 
doon  that  they  would  like  to  see 
a  single  salary  schedule.  I  do  not 
believe  that  the  present  salary 
schedule  is  based  on  its  merits;  nor 
dX)  1  believe  that  it  has  propett' 
regard  for  the  taxpayer  or  that  it 
takes  into  account  equitable  distri- 
bution among  the  teachers.  I  think 
we  simply  pay  one  highly  paid 
group  at  the  expense  of  a  low  paid 
group,  who  are  going  through  their 
teaching  career  at  $5  or  $6  per  day. 

It  is  because  I  have  an  amend- 
ment later  to  increase  the  salaries 
of  the  temporary  group  that  I  am 
asking  for  a  slight  reduction  in 
these  maximum  salaries. 

Chairman:  Are  you  ready  for  the 
question,  the  reduction  of  $10,000  in 
the  item  of  salaries  of  principals, 
teachers,  members  of  the  supervis- 
ing staff  and  others? 

You  have  heard  the  explanation 
of  Mr.  Lee. 

Mr.  Norton:  May  I  say,  for  the 
purpose  of  the  record,  that  Mr.  Lee 


is  the  greatest  friend  of  the  low  in- 
come group  that  I  have  run  into  in 
politics,  but  I  think,  for  men  and 
women  who  have  devoted  many 
long  years  to  the  teaching  profes- 
sion and  have  reached  their  maxi- 
mum, that  $3,888  is  not  too  much, 
and  we  are  not  going  to  help  the 
situation  by  pulling  them  down  and 
perhaps  giving  a  little  more  to  the 
underpaid  group. 

Every  member  of  this  Committee 
wants  to  do  what  he  can  for  the 
underpaid  groups,  and  we  are  doing 
our  best. 

The  motion  failed  to  pass  by  the 
following  vote: 

YEAS— Mr.   Lee— L 

NAYS— Messrs.  McDevitt,  Nor- 
ton, Sullivan,  and  White — 4. 

Mr.  Lee  moved  that  an  item  in 
the  sum  of  $5000  be  inserted  in  the 
budget  for  the  Bureau  of  Child  Ac- 
counting or  the  Department  of  Vo- 
cational Guidance  to  complete  the 
current  job  survey. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  refer  to  the  question- 
naire sent  to  those  who  left  school 
in  1932,  asking  them  about  their 
present  place  of  work,  their  pres- 
ent job  and  present  income,  and 
also  asking  for  their  comments  on 
our  school  system. 

With  $5,000  I  think  we  could  put 
a  few  specialists  on  the  trail  of  the 
replies  that  are  missing  and  get  a 
complete  job  survey.  If  we  did 
that  I  think  it  would  be  the  most 
valuable  thing  the  City  could  have. 
It  would  be  the  best  possible  cross 
section  and  map  of  how  jobs  are 
distributed  in  Boston,  because  you 
would  know  how  those  who  left 
school  eight  years  ago  landed  in 
the  industrial  and  occupational  pic- 
ture. From  the  experience  of  those 
persons,  you  have  a  map  by  which 
to  guide  the  youngsters  now  getting 
ready  to  graduate,  in  following  vo- 
cational training  which  will  pre- 
pare them  for  the  occupations 
ahead. 

Mr.  Norton:  Mr.  Lee  is  very  in- 
sistent for  this  $5,000.  Is  there  any 
way  by  which  we  can  give  it  to 
him? 

Business  Manager:  In  the  fall  it 
may  be  possible  to  find  $5,000  in  the 
supply  budget  for  the  purpose  Mr. 
Lee  has  in  mind. 

Mr.  Norton:  Will  you  try  to 
do  so? 

Business  Manager;    Yes. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  like  that  to  be 
done  now,  if  possible,  because  if 
we  had  people  at  work  in  the  sum- 
mer getting  this  information  it 
would  enable  the  youngsters  to 
start  in  the  autumn  with  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  vocational  future. 

Business  Manager:  I  .still  think 
it  may  be  possible  to  transfer  $5000, 
if  necessary,  from  the  item  of 
"Supplies"  to  the  item  of  "Salaries." 
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Mr.  Lee  withdrew  his  motion  for 
the  $5000  item  with  the  under- 
standing indicated  above. 

Mr.  Lee  moved  that  the  item 
"Salaries  of  custodians"  be  in- 
creased in  the  sum  of  $1,450  so  as 
to  provide  for  the  increase  in  the 
minimum  wage  of  custodians  from 
$35  to  $37.50  weekly,  if  such  custodi- 
ans have  been  serving  for  five 
years   or  more. 

Mr.  Lee:  Some  of  the  lower  paid 
custodians  receive  $35  a  week  for 
the  care  of  a  whole  school  building, 
year  in  and  year  out.  They  may  go 
on  at  that  amount  for  as  many 
years  as  come  along. 

I  think  their  proposition  to  go  up 
to  a  maximum  of  $37.50  a  week 
after  five  years  is  a  reasonable 
one. 

Chairman:  Let  me  interrupt  to 
say  that  has  been  provided  for  al- 
ready. The  Committee  has  agreed 
that  if  in  September  the  Business 
Manager  has  sufficient  money  in 
the  custodians'  appropriation  item, 
we  will  take  that  question  up  again. 

Mr.  Norton:  It  would  not  start 
until  September  anyway. 

Chairman:  That  is  what  we 
agreed  to  do  last  week.  However, 
if  you  desire  to  bring  up  the  ques- 
tion now  we  will  take  a  vote  on  it. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  like  the  Com- 
mittee's assurance  that  they  will 
help  me  to  look  for  the  money  in 
these  directions. 

Chairman:  That  was  the  unani- 
mous opinion  of  the  Committee  at 
the  last  meeting. 

Mr.  Lee;  In  that  case  I  cannot 
consistently  ask  the  Committee  to 
approve  this  motion,  because  I 
have  said  there  would  be  much 
more  of  a  reserve  than  the  Busi- 
ness Manager  reckons  on,  and  I 
therefore   withdraw  the   motion. 

Mr.  Lee  moved  that  an  item  in 
the  sum  of  $10,000  be  inserted  in 
the  budget  to  enable  the  Superin- 
tendent to  get  out  an  illustrated 
catalogue  which  shall  show  pictori- 
ally  what  the  schools  are  doing, 
the  different  types  of  courses,  shop- 
work,  etc. 

Mr.  Lee:  We  have  many  millions 
of  dollars'  worth  of  high  school 
buildings,  and  I  claim  the  door  to 
take  advantage  of  that  investment 
is  so  small  that  you  would  need  a 
microscope  to  find  it.  I  want  a 
big  door  to  all  the  high  schools, 
that  door  to  be  in  the  shape  of  an 
Illustrated  catalog  settting  out 
every  type  of  course  in  every  high 
school  and  special  school,  so  that 
youngsters  going  throug^h  the 
intermediate  schools  can  find  their 
way  through  a  door  to  the  course 
they  want,  and  so  that  their  pa- 
rents   can    find    that    sarve    door. 


When  we  cannot  do  that  I  think 
we  are  wasting  a  large  part  of 
our  budget. 

A  significant  result  of  this  job 
survey  was  that  many  graduates 
said  they  had  no  reason  in  choosing 
one  school  or  another,  and  there 
were  very  few  cases  where  they 
were  influenced  by  advice  from  the 
Vocational  Guidance  Department 
or  the  school  teachers.  It  was  very 
hit  or  miss.  I  think  this  would  be 
an  excellent  step  to  enable  our 
youngsters  to  find  the  proper 
course  in  the  proper  high  school, 

Mr.  Norton:  We  all  agree  that 
we  should  publicize  what  the 
schools  are  doing.  This  year  we 
will  get  more  publicity  than  ever 
as  a  result  of  having  the  N.  H].  A. 
Convention  here.  We  also  hope 
this  year,  and  in  future  years,  to 
have  some  pictures  in  the  Super- 
intendent's report,  which  is  in 
line    with   what    Mr.    Lee    suggests. 

The  motion  failed  to  pass  by  the 
following  vote: 

YEAS— Mr.  Lee— 1. 

NAYS — Messrs.  McDevitt,  Nor- 
ton, Sullivan,  and  White — 1. 

Mr.  Lee  moved  that  the  item 
"Extended  use  of  the  public 
schools"  be  increased  in  the  sum  of 
$8,000,  to  provide  further  for  the 
evening  occupancies  of  gymnasi- 
ums. 

Mr.  Lee:  This  year  I  notice — in 
the  afternoon  occupancy — in  three 
months  we  have  2,500  youngsters  in 
the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
grades — 250  teams — using  thirteen 
school  gymnasiums. 

All  I  want  to  do  is  to  open  the 
gymnasiums  at  night  for  the  older 
brothers  and  sisters,  to  be  part  of 
the  extended  use  and  carried  on  as 
part  of  the  neighborhood  commun- 
ity program.  Because  it  is  at  nighty 
money  is  required  to  pay  the  over- 
time of  custodians,  and  we  make 
our  coal  and  light  work  overtime. 

I  move  that  we  appropriate  that 
small  amount  of  money  to  bring 
about  an  excellent  program  in  the 
use  of  our  gynasiiums  at  night. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  am  100  per  cent 
with  Mr.  Lee  on  the  use  of  these 
gyms.  Again  it  is  a  question  of 
finance,  and  our  Business  Manager 
tells  us  that  he  is  going  to  try  on 
that  item  to  scrape  up  a  little  dur- 
ing the  summer.  Everyone  here 
would  like  those  gyms  open  every 
night  of  the  week. 

The  motion  failed  to  pass  by  the 
following  vote: 

YEAS— Mr.  Lee— 1. 

NAYS — Messrs.  McDevitt,  Nor- 
ton, Sullivan,  and  White — 4. 

Mr.  Lee  moved  that  the  item 
"Salaries    of    principals,     teachera. 
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members  of  the  supervising  staff 
and  others"  be  increased  in  the 
sum  of  $10,000  for  compensation  of 
tempoi'ary  teachers,  so  as  to  per- 
mit of  an  increase  for  this  branch 
of  the  service  for  teachers  who 
have  been  in  temporary  service  in 
the  Boston  public  schools  for  more 
than  three  years. 

Mr.  Lee:  This  amount  would  be 
three  times  as  big  if  it  was  for  the 
whole  year.  I  will  not  argue  that 
again  because  I  have  already  stated 
the  absurdity  of  carrying  teachers 
along  at  $5  or  $6  a  day  on  the  lure 
that  they  are  only  temporary  teach- 
ers who  may  soon  be  appointed, 
when  We  know  perfectly  well  that 
they  are  not  temporary  teachers 
and  they  are  not  soon  to  be  ap- 
pointed, in  fact  may  never  be  ap- 
pointed. And  yet  they  are  doing 
good   service. 

I  am  always  glad  to  drive  a  hard 
bargain,  but  I  do  not  want  to  drive 
a  sharp  bargain.  I  think  we  mis- 
represent the  true  situation  to  those 
teachers.  Many  of  them  will  not 
get  appointed  and  yet  we  kid  them 
along  with  the  lure  of  a  high  salary 
when  appointed. 

Mr.  Norton:  This  Committee  has 
done  more  for  the  temporary  and 
junior  elementary  teachers  than  any 
Committee  in  the  past.  We  have 
done  something  for  them.  We 
would  like  to  give  them  all  more 
money  and  we  think  they  are  un- 
derpaid. 

Chairman:  For  a  year  and  a  half 
we  have  had  before  the  Committee 
the  question  of  paying  a  salary  to 
substitutes,  and  we  have  submitted 
to  the  junior  elementaries  a  plan 
calling  for  approximately  32  ap- 
pointments, which  are  provided  for 
in  the  present  budget. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  I  am  in  accord 
with  Mr.  Lee  on  the  question  of 
temporary  teachers,  particularly 
long  term  temporary  teachers.  I 
have  brought  that  up  before.  I 
believe  at  some  point  we  should 
not  only  increase  the  temporary 
pay  but  we  should  grant  some 
f.ort  of  permanency  to  those  who 
have  been  in  our  service  a  specific 
length    of   time. 

I  am  going  to  bring  that  before 
the  Committee  again,  as  I  have  in 
the  past,  and  I  hope  we  have  some 
success    with    it. 

I  am  going  to  vote  against  Mr. 
Lee's  motion  at  this  time  because 
I  believe  we  have  sufficient  funds 
in  the  budget  as  presented  to  us 
to  take  care  of  this  problem,  and 
I  intend  in  a  short  time  to  bring 
this  before  the  Committee  and  go 
into    all   angles    of   it. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  realize  "that  the  tem- 
porary elementary  teachers  place 
their  hope  more  on  getting  an  ap- 
pointment some  day  than  on  an 
immediate  raise.     The  situation  is 


more  acute  with  the  intermediate 
and  high  school  temporary  teachers 
who  are  teaching  one  subject.  When 
that  subject  starts  to  decline  and 
pupil  numbers  as  a  whole  decline, 
the  future  of  that  particular  teach- 
er looks  particularly  black. 

The  motion  failed  to  pass  by  the 
following  vote: 

YJ^AS— Mr.  Lee— 1. 

NAYS — Messrs.  McDevitt,  Norton, 
Sullivan,  and  White — 4. 


Mr.  Lee:  I  have  only  two  more 
points. 

One  has  to  do  with  our  interme- 
diate mien  teachers. 

The  budget  which  has  been  read 
by  the  Secretary  provides  an  in- 
crease for  certain  of  those  teach- 
ers who  have  reached  the  maximum 
rating,  for  this  coming  year.  I 
think  we  are  doing  that  In  a  very 
poor  way.  I  think  there  is  an  ele- 
ment of  not  being  above  board  in 
providing  $500  or  $1,000  in  the  bud- 
get for  an  increase  in  the  maximum 
of  those  teachers  when  we  know 
that  after  a  few  years  have  gone 
by  it  will  mean  $12,000  or  $15,000  a 
year,  after  those  teachers  have 
worked  up  from  the  lower  ranks  of 
the  increment  ladder  to  their  max- 
imum. 

I  think  we  were  acting  in  an  ill- 
advised  way  in  doing  that.  I  pro- 
posed then  and  I  still  propose  that 
instead  of  giving  two  increments 
to  those  of  this  group  who  least 
need  it,  that  we  give  one  increment 
to  all  of  the  intermediate  men 
teachers. 

Chairman:  That  is  not  what  you 
proposed  before.  This  is  a  new 
proposition. 

Mr.  Lee:  We  had  several  prop- 
ositions. That  is  the  one  that  I 
think  I  put  forward  with  the  most 
emphasis,  although  we  tried  to  find 
some  common  ground. 

In  regard  to  the  women  teachers 
who  make  the  claim  that  the  men 
teachers  should  not  be  paid  more, 
it  is  not  argued  that  the  men  are 
any  better  or  that  they  work 
harder.  I  suggest  that  if  the  women 
teachers  look  around  they  will  see 
that  that  is  not  all  there  is  to  the 
story.  Salesmen  never  worked 
harder  than  during  the  depression, 
but  they  got  paid  less.  The  man 
who  digs  a  ditch  all  day  is  paid 
less  than  the  man  who  runs  the 
factory  and  likes  his  job.  Men 
have  a  great  many  opportunities 
open  to  them  in  life  in  this  me- 
chanical, engineering  and  commer- 
cial world,  and  if  you  want  men 
in  the  schools  you  have  to  pay 
more   to   get   them. 

Chairman:  I  agree  with  you.  It 
was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that 
we  should  temporarily  settle  the 
pay  of  the  intermediate  men.  The 
settlement  was  not  satisfactory  to 
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any  member  of  the  Commitee  and 
no  one  felt  that  it  was  settled  for 
all  time.  It  was  the  only  basis  on 
which  we  could  get  together  at  the 
time.  We  provided  for  two  addi- 
tional increments,  one  each  year, 
for  the  intermediate  men.  That 
can  be  taken  up  again  and  changed 
at  any  time  next  year.  Nobody  was 
satisfied  with  the  decision  on  that 
particular  matter. 

Mr.  Norton:  As  little  as  it  is,  this 
Committee  has  done  something. 

Chairman:  We  have  done  more 
than  any  other  Committee  in  the 
history  of  the  School  Department 
has  done  in  trying  times. 

Mr.  Norton:  We  are  making  an 
effort  to  help  out  that  lower  paid 
intermediate  group,  where  a  man 
with  a  master's  degree  or  a  bache- 
lor's degree  gets  less  than  the 
man   who   sweeps   the   floor. 

Mr.  Lee  moved  that  the  item 
"Salaries  of  principals,  teachers, 
members  of  the  supervising  staff 
and  others"  be  increased  by  $3000 
to  provide  for  one  additional  incre- 
ment for  all  intermediate  men 
assistants,   starting   in   September. 

The  motion  failed  to  pass  by  the 
following    vote: 

YEAS— Mr.  Lee— 1. 

NAYS — Messrs.  McDevitt,  Nor- 
ton,   Sullivan,    and    White — 4. 

Mr.  Lee:  The  last  motion  deals 
with  our  action  in  failing  to  en- 
courage or  in  part  take  over  the 
Home  and  School  Visitors. 

The  Home  and  School  Visitors 
Association  has  been  working  in 
our  schools  for  more  years  than  I 
can  remember.  The  work  was  con- 
sidered so  important  that  private 
citizens  paid  money  out  of  their 
own  pockets  to  continue  it.  Al- 
though it  would  be  human  nature 
for  school  teachers  and  heads  of 
schools  to  resent  an  outside  pri- 
vate organization  coming  into  their 
schools  to  help  out,  yet  every 
single  headmaster  who  had  the 
services  of  the  Home  and  School 
Visitors  Association  in  his  school, 
wrote  and  spoke  in  highest  praise 
of  them.  It  is  definitely  something 
which  is  appreciated  by  outside 
citizens  and  by  the  school  authori- 
ties, and  I  think  by  everyone  who 
has  ever  made  a  report  on  the 
matter. 

England  did  not  know  the  most 
important  thing  she  had.  The  most 
important  thing  she  had  was  people 
and  she  did  not  know  that  people 
were  her  most  important  asset.  I 
think  we  have  to  wake  up  to  the 
fact  that  the  most  important  thing 
We  have  in  this  country  is  people. 
We  are  trying  to  educate  those  peo- 
ple in  the  schools.  The  cry  of  the 
class    room    teacher    is,    "I    cannot 


give  the  attention  to  the  children 
that  I  should  give.  I  have  too 
many  children."  That  same  cry  is 
raised  by  the  graduates.  Again  and 
again  in  the  job  survey  they  say, 
"If  we  had  more  personal  guidance, 
a  more  human  attitude,  that  would 
have  benefitted  me  more  than  any- 
thing else  that  I  could  name."  In 
a  large  number  of  cases  they  say 
that  about  our  school  system. 

The  Home  and  School  Visitors 
Association  is  an  organization  that 
supplies  the  missing  human  link. 
When  the  classroom  teacher  does 
not  have  time  to  go  into  the  -in- 
dividual case  this  organization  has 
furnished  ex-teachers  trained  in 
psychological  problems,  in  dealing 
with  home  conditions,  who  talk 
it  over  with  the  parents  and  try  to 
get  the  situation  stz'aightened  out. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  How  much  do  you 
propose  putting  in  the  budget  for 
this? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  am  proposing  only 
$5000  to  make  a  start  in  setting  up 
that  service   in   our  school   system. 

Pending  the  decision  of  the  Com- 
mittee I  will  not  specify  ahead  of 
time  whether  that  should  be  to 
take  over  the  existing  organiza- 
tion or  through  a  Civil  Service  ex- 
amination to  set  up  a  similar 
service  ourselves. 

I  think  it  is  a  terrible  thing  to 
take  a  step  backward  in  a  case  of 
this  sort.  Take  the  case  of  a  child 
falling  down  in  his  marks  simply 
because  following  a  contagious 
disease  his  books  have  been  burned 
by  the  health  authorities  and  he 
was  afraid  to  report  that  fact.  We 
hear  the  statement  repeatedly  that 
children  are  scared  to  talk  things 
over  with  teachers  or  headmasters. 
Something  definite,  such  as  the  de- 
struction of  his  books,  has  made  the 
child  afraid  to  talk  it  over  with  the 
teacher;  his  marks  have  slumped 
and  his  problem  becomes  a  difficult 
one.  You  need  a  person  with  a 
human  touch  who  can  go  into  the 
home  as  a  friend. 

After  all  these  years  I  think  it 
would  be  bad  if  we  discontinued 
this  service. 

You  will  recall  the  reason  for  the 
discontinuance  is  that  the  Commun- 
ity Federation,  which  in  the  past 
has  supplied  the  funds,  feels  that  it 
cannot  carry  it  and  we  have  not 
appropriated  the  money  to  carry  it 
ourselves.  As  a  result,  the  Home 
and  School  Visitors  Association  is 
closing  its  doors  on  this  group.  It 
is  up  to  us  not  to  see  one  of  the 
most  important  services  that  we 
have  go  by  the  board,  but  to  ap- 
propriate a  small  amount  of  money 
to  carry  it  on. 

Mr.  Lee  moved  the  insertion  in 
the  budget  of  an  item  in  the  sum 
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of  $5000  to  make  a  start  in  setting 
Up  the  home  and  school  service  as 
a  part  of  the  school  system. 

The  motion  failed  to  pass  b-y  the 
following  vote: 

YEAS— Mr.  Lee— 1. 

NAYS— Messrs.  McDevitt,  Norton, 
Sullivan,   and   White — 4. 

The  Chairman  again  stated  the 
question:  The  acceptance  of  the 
budget  with  detailed  estimates,  and 
the  passage  of  the  order  making 
appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $9,179,- 
463.86,  which,  added  to  the  appro- 
priation on  account — namely,  $6,- 
400,000  made  at  the  meeting  of  Apr. 
21,  1941— makes  the  total  appropri- 
ation for  the  current  financial 
year   $15,579,463.86. 

The  budget  with  detailed  esti- 
mates was  accepted  by  the  follow- 
ing vote: 

YEAS— Messrs.  McDevitt,  Nor- 
ton, Sullivan,  and  White — 4. 

NAYS— Mr.    Lee— 1. 

Question  then  came  on  the  pas- 
sage of  the  order  making  appro- 
priation in  the  sum  of  $9,179,463.86, 
which,  added  to  the  appropriation 
on  a  c  c  o  u  n  t— namely,  $6,400,000 
made  at  the  meeting  of  Apr.  21, 
1941— makes  the  total  appropria- 
tion for  the  current  financial  year 
$15,579,463.86. 

The  order  passed  by  the  follow- 
ing vote: 

YEAS— Messrs.  McDevitt,  Nor- 
ton, Sullivan,  and  White — 4. 

NAYS— Mr.   Lee— 1. 

The  following  communication 
from  the  Business  Manager  to  the 
Acting  Corporation  Counsel  under 
date  of  Apr.  29,  1940,  and  Mr. 
Doyle's  reply  under  date  of  May 
15,  1940,  were  ordered  spread  upon 
the   records:

Dear    Sir: 

Last  year  in  preparing  the  school 
budget  the  sum  of  $300,000  was 
deducted  from  the  Preliminary  Es- 
timates total  for  the  appropriation 
item  covering  the  "Salaries  of 
Principals,  Teachers,  Members  of 
the  Supervising  Staff  and  Others." 
This  reduction  was  made  in  an- 
ticipation of  savings  that  might 
be  made  during  the  fiscal  year  due 
to  several  causes,  but  mainly  as 
follows: 

(a)  Deductions  from  the  salaries  of 
teachers  on  leaves  of  absence 
for  illness  and  other  causes 
where  such  deductions  exceed 
the  payments  made  to  theii 
substitutes.  This  saving  is  vari- 
able. In  some  years  it  has  been 
as  low  as  $35,000  and  in  other 


years    it    may    go    as    high    as 
$50,000. 

(b)  Deductions  through  savings 
brought  about  by  the  non- 
replacement  of  teachers  who 
resign,  retire  or  die  during  the 
year  and  whose  positions  may 
not  be  filled. 

(c)  Deductions  through  savings  due 
to  the  replacement  of  teachers 
who  resign,  retire  or  die  during 
the  year  with  salaries  at  or 
near  the  top  of  their  respective 
schedules  and  their  replacement 
by  the  appointrment  of  teachers 
On  a  lower  salary — for  instance, 
the  minimum  salary  of  the 
rank. 

(d)  Deductions  through  savings  due 
to  the  making  of  temporary 
appointments  instead  of  re- 
placements through  permanent 
appointments. 

In  trying  to  estimate  these  sav- 
ings at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year,  many  of  the  factors  entering 
into  them  are  not  definitely  known 
at  the  time  the  budget  is  being 
prepared.  For  example — the  school 
population  is  dropping  and  what 
the  actual  drop  is  going  to  be  is 
not  known  until  the  schools  reopen 
in  September.  The  element  of  un- 
certainty therefore,  as  to  what  the 
amount  of  the  reduction  should  be 
is  always  in  the  picture.  Last  year, 
as  stated,  we  took  $300,000  off  the 
total  of  salaries  of  principals, 
teachers  and  others,  making  a  net 
total  for  this  item  of  $12,375,083.11. 
The  balance  at  the  end  o;  the  year 
was  but  $2000.  If  a  deficit  occurred 
and  there  were  insufficient  su<ms  in 
other  appropriation  items  to  trans- 
fer to  offset  the  deficit,  the  ques- 
tion then  arises  as  to  whether  or 
not  there  is  any  violation  of  Section 
16  of  the  amended  City  Charter.  If 
there  is  not  any  violation  and  a 
deficit  should  occur  under  the  cir- 
cumstances outlined  in  this  com- 
munication, could  the  amount  of 
such  deficit  be  charged  to  the  ap- 
propriations of  the  following  year 
in  case  funds  are  not  available  for 
transfer  from  other  appropriation 
items  or  could  the  estimated  in- 
come for  the  following  year  be  re- 
duced by  the  size  of  such  deficit? 

A  prompt  reply  will  be  very  help- 
ful  at  this   time.

Dear  Sir: 
You  have   advised  me  that   last 

year  in  preparing  the  school  budget 
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the  sum  of  $300,000  was  deducted 
from  the  Preliminary  Estimates 
total  for  the  appropriation  item 
covering  the  "Salaries  of  Princi- 
pals, Teachers,  Members  of  the 
Supervising   Staff   and    Others." 

You  state  in  substance  that  this 
deduction  was  made  in  view  of 
certain  savings  which  it  was  antici- 
pated would  be  affected  during  the 
fiscal  year  from  sevez'al  causes,  in- 
cluding the  following  causes  specifi- 
cally set  forth  by  you: 

(a)  Deductions  from  the  salaries 
of  teachers  on  leaves  of  absence  for 
illness  and  other  causes  where  such 
deductions  exceed  the  payments 
made  to  their  substitutes. 

(b)  Deductions  through  savings 
brought  about  by  the  non-replace- 
ment of  teachers  who  resign,  retire 
or  die  during  the  year  and  whose 
positions  may  not  be  filled. 

(c)  Deductions  through  savings 
due  to  the  replacement  of  teachers 
who  resign,  retire  or  die  during  the 
year  with  salaries  at  or  near  the 
top  of  their  respective  schedules  and 
their  replacement  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  teachers  on  a  lower  salary 
— for  instance,  the  minimum  salary 
of  the  rank. 

(d)  Deductions  through  savings 
due  to  the  making  of  temporary  ap- 
pointments instead  of  replacements 
through   permanent   appointments. 

You  further  state  that  the  bal- 
ance at  the  end  of  the  year  after 
the  deduction  referred  to  was  two 
thousand  dollars.  You  have  sub- 
mitted to  me  for  my  consideration 
the  following  questions  relating  to 
the   foregoing: 

(1)  "If  a  deficit  occurred  and 
there  were  insufficient  sunis  in 
other  appropriation  iteois  to  trans- 
fer to  offset  the  deficit  the  ques- 
tion then  arises  as  to  whether  or 
not  there  is  any  violation  of  section 
16   of   the   amended   City   Charter." 

(2)  "If  there  is  not  any  x'iolation 
and  a  deficit  should  occur  .  .  . 
could  the  amount  of  such  deficit  be 
charged  to  the  appropriations  of 
the  following  year  in  case  funds 
are  not  available  for  transfer  from 
other  appropriation  items  or  could 
the  estimated  income  for  the  fol- 
lowing year  be  reduced  by  the 
size   of  such   deficit." 

The  provisions  of  section  16 
which  you  have  referred  to  are  as 
follows: 

"No  official  of  said  city,  except 
in  case  of  extreme  emergency  in- 
volving the  health  or  safety  of  the 
people  or  their  property,  shall  ex- 
pend intentionally  in  any  fiscal 
year  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  ap- 
propriations duly  made  in  accord- 
ance with  law,  nor  involve  the  city 
in  any  contract  for  the  future  pay- 
ment of  money  in  excess  of  such 
appropriation,    except    as    provided 


in  section  six  of  this  act.  Any  of- 
ficial who  shall  violate  the  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  both." 

The  School  Commitee  is  an  "of- 
ficial" of  said  City  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  foregoing  section.  In 
this  connection  see  the  following 
opinions  of  this  department  to  the 
same  effect. 

Opinion  dated  August  9,  1928  sent 
to  Alexander  M.  Sullivan,  Business 
Manager,  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Opinion  dated  June  26,  1933  sent 
to  Miss  Ellen  M.  Cronin  Secretary, 
School  Committee,  City  of  Boston. 

Under  the  qircumstances  herein- 
after set  forth  expenditures  in  ex- 
cess of  the  appropriations  duly 
made  in  accordance  with  law  for 
this  item  would  not  be  justifiable 
as  an  "extreme  emergency  involv- 
ing the  health  or  safety  of  the 
people  or  their  property"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion. (See  opinions  referred  to 
above.) 

However  this  section  relates  (a) 
to  intentional  expenditures  in  ex- 
cess of  appropriations  and  (b)  to 
the  making  of  contracts  in  excess 
of  appropriations.  It  is  clear, 
therefore,  that  in  order  to  be  a 
violation  of  said  section  there  must 
be  an  intentional  act  in  violation 
of  its  terms. 

The  preparation  of  such  an  item 
involves  the  administrative  deter- 
mination of  the  officers  involved. 
In  making  such  determination  the 
officers  may  properly  take  into  con- 
sideration circumstances  of  the  na- 
ture referred  to  herein  and  in  so  far 
as  such  determination  is  based  upon 
their  best  judgment  as  to  the  re- 
quirements of  their  department  for 
this  particular  purpose  they  may 
properly  give  consideration  to  the 
factors  outlined  by  you. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  if  this  is 
done  and  if  thereafter  the  amount 
appropriated  is  insufficient  to  meet 
the  particular  needs  contemplated 
by  the  appropriation  item  this 
would  not  result  in  such  an  in- 
tentional act  as  to  constitute  a  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

However,  if  this  item  has  been 
exhausted  and  is  not  thereafter  re- 
plenished by  transfer,  no  further 
expenditures  may  be  made  against 
it.  Such  action  would  be  a  vio- 
lation of  this  section. 

The  manifest  purpose  of  the  fore- 
going section  was  to  set  rigid  bar- 
riers against  expenditures  in  excess 
of  appropriations  and  to  confine  the 
.  payment  of  expenditures  for  each 
year  to  the  appropriations  for  said 
year. 
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Therefore,  subsequent  expendi- 
tures could  not  be  charged  to  the 
appropriations  of  the  following 
year  or  against  estimated  income 
for  the  following  year.  Such  ac- 
tion would  also  be  a  violation  of 
this  section.

Mr.  Norton:  I  want  to  congratu- 
late the  School  Committee  on  the 
expeditious  passage  of  the  budget 
with  a  minimum  of  controversy,  a 
minimum  of  time  spent,  and  a 
maximum  of  investigation  of  the 
various  items. 

I  want  to  congratulate  our  friend 
Joe  Lee.  On  many  of  these  items 
that  he  mentions  we  would  like  to 
be  with  him  if  we  had  the  money. 
We  know  that  he  is  motivated  by 
a  sincere  desire  to  help  the  lower 
paid  group  and  we  hope  to  help 
that  lower  paid  group. 

Tonight  we  had  a  hearing  on 
the  closing  of  Teachers  College. 
I  do  not  want  to  close  a  college 
any  more  than  I  want  to  close  a 
hospital  or  a  school.  For  many 
years  I  have  felt  that  Teachers 
College  should  be  a  City  College. 
With  this  depression  there  are 
thousands  of  youngsters  who  have 
prepared  for  college  and  cannot 
go  to  college. 

In  reading  the  report  of  the 
Massachusetts  Youth  Commission 
which  studied  the  question,  there 
is  brought  out  this  interesting  data, 
that  of  48  states  of  the  Union 
Massachusetts  is  46th  in  the  amount 
of  money  spent  for  higher  educa- 
tion. That  is  in  the  official  Youth 
Commission's   report  just  filed. 

There  is  also  this  interesting 
data;  that  40,000  youngsters  gradu- 
ate from  the  high  schools  of  Massa- 
chusetts each  year,  and  less  than 
10,000  go  to  college.  Although 
the  first  of  the  states  in  providing 
money  for  public  schools,  we  are 
almost  the  last  state  in  the  Union 
in  providing  State  money  for  higher 
education.     That  is  very  revealing. 

Thirdly,  they  bring  out  the  fact 
here  that  most  of  these  youngsters 
who  do  not  go  on  to  college  are 
prevented  from  doing  so  because 
of  low  finances.  In  other  words, 
most  of  these  youngsters  do  not 
continue  because  of  a  lack  of  fi- 
nances. 

President  Conant  of  Harvard,  in 
one  of  his  recent  addresses,  admon- 
ished the  college  presidents  of 
America  to  go  back  to  the  colleges 
and  find  out  how  many  young- 
sters came  from  homes  where  the 
income  was  $2000  or  less  per  year. 
He  maintains  that  our  colleges 
now  are  catering  mainly  to  the  up- 
per income  group,  that  the  young- 


sters from  the  lower  income  group 
are   not   getting    a    proper    chance. 

I  merely  cite  this  tonight  in  con- 
nection with  this  report  on  Teach- 
ers College,  to  motivate  my  point 
that  I  would  like  to  see  the  day 
come  when  we  can  open  that  col- 
lege as  a  City  College. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  like  to  point 
out  that  when  this  matter  was  pre- 
viously considered  by  the  School 
Committee  it  was  brought  out  that 
the  keeping  open  of  Teachers  Col- 
lege meant  no  diminution  or  in- 
crease in  the  budget.  It  is  Mr.  Nor- 
ton's idea  that  a  beginning  could 
be  made  with  the  existing  faculty 
who  are  on  the  payroll  of  the  school 
system. 

We  have  not  taken  any  action 
tonight  on  closing  or  keeping  open 
Teachers   College? 

Chairman:   That  is  right. 

Mr.  Norton:  This  official  report 
of  the  Massachusetts  Youth  Com- 
mission states  that  the  outstanding 
reason  for  the  inability  of  young 
people  to  continue  with  their  school- 
ing is  a  financial  one.  Education 
beyond  high  school  or  outside  of 
high  school  in  this  state  costs 
money,  and  money  is  what  these 
young  people  do  not  have.  If,  there- 
fore, schooling  beyond  the  high 
school  is  worth  anything,  and  if  the 
young  people  who  ought  to  have 
it  are  to  be  enabled  to  get  it,  the 
Youth  Commission  feels  that  some- 
thing should  be  done  to  help  them 
secure  it. 

This  is  a  conservative  report  pre- 
sented to  the  Legislature  this  year 
by  conservative  educators.

At  the  request  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, the  Board  of  Apportionment 
then  carefully  reviewed  the  esti- 
mates as  previously  submitted  and 
in  the  light  of  the  expenditures  for 
the  first  five  months  of  the  current 
financial  year  as  compared  with  the 
first  five  months  of  the  preceding 
year,  recommended  to  the  School 
Committee  a  further  reduction  in 
the  sum  of  $100,000  under  the  item 
"Salaries  of  Principals,  teachers, 
members  of  the  supervising  staff, 
and   others." 

The  Board  of  Apportionment 
further  recommended  a  reduction 
of  $30,000  in  the  item  "Supplies, 
Equipment,  and  Incidentals." 

The  following  comrnunicaiton 
was  received: 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston: 

I  submit  herewith  changes  in  the 
Budget  as  submitted  by  me  to  the 
School  Committee  at  the  meeting 
of  May  12,  1941  and  accepted  on 
that  date.

REDUCTIONS    IN    DETAILED 
ESTIMATES 

The  Estimated  Cost  of  Mainten- 
ance (reference  Page  XII  of  the 
Budget)  is  changed  as  follows:  The 
item  "Salaries  of  Principals,  Teach- 
ers, Members  of  the  Supervising 
Staff  and  Others"  is  reduced  from 
$12,167,688.54  to  $12,067,668.54.  The 
item  "Supplies,  Equipment  and  In- 
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cidentals"  is  reduced  from  $771,- 
142.51  to  $741,142.51.  The  total  for 
the  Estimated  Cost  of  Maintenance, 
$15,579,463.86;  is  reduced  to  $15,449,- 
463.86,  making  a  net  reduction  of 
$130,000  in  the  total  appropriations 
covering  expenditures  under  the 
control  of  the  School  Committee. 

The  item  of  $224,879  under  "Re- 
ductions" (reference  Page  102  of 
the  Budget)  is  increased  by  $100,000 
making  the  total  of  the  reductions 
for  savings  $397,440  instead  of 
$297,440.  The  net  total  for  "Salaries 
of  Principals,  Teachers,  Members  of 
the  Supervising  Staff  and  Others 
(Including  Supervisors  of  Instruc- 
tion)" on  Page  102,  is  therefore  $12.- 
067,668.54. 

The  sum  of  $92,534.10,  being  the 
total  for  books,  stationery  and  oth- 
er supplies  for  Latin  and  day  high 
schools,  (reference  Page  128  of  the 
Budget)  is  reduced  from  $92,534.10 
to  $88,502.40,  brought  about  as  the 
result  of  a  5  per  cent  reduction  in 
the  per  capita  allowances  for  Latin 
and  day  high  schools,  exclusive  of 
High  School  of  Practical  Arts  and 
Mechanic  Arts  High  School.  The 
sum  of  $127,458.80,  being  the  total 
for  books,  stationery  and  other  sup- 
plies for  elementary  and  intermedi- 
ate day  school  districts  (reference 
Pages  129-132  of  the  Budget)  is  re- 
duced from  $127,458.80  to  $121,085.86, 
as  the  result  of  a  5  per  cent  reduc- 
tion in  the  per  capita  allowances. 
The  sum  of  $30,000  for  reserve  for 
transfers  (reference  Page  137  of  the 
Budget)  is  reduced  from  $30,000  to 
$10,404.64,  which  is  a  reduction  of 
$19,595.36.  The  total  for  "Supplies, 
Equipment  and  Incidentals"  has 
therefore  been  reduced  from  $771,- 
142.51  to  $741,142.51— a  net  reduction 
of  $30,000. 

INCREASE    IN    INCOME 

The  Estimated  Income,  general, 
including  Smith-H  u  g  h  e  s  and 
George-Deen  Funds,  1941,  (refer- 
ence Page  V  of  the  Budget)  has 
been  changed  from  $958,103.55  to 
$980,103.55,  an  increase  of  $22,000,— 
thereby  increasing  the  total  income 
from  $979,255.86  to  $1,001,255.86. 
This  change  has  been  made  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel — that  increased  collections 
will  be  received  from  cities  and 
towns  which  have  delayed  payment 
of  tuition  for  pupils  attending  vo- 
cational schools  in  Boston.  (Refer- 
ence pages  V  and  XI). 

REDUCTION  IN  APPROPRIATIONS  AND 
AMOUNT  TO   RE   RAISED  BY  TAXATION 

Due  to  the  reductions  totaling 
$130,000  the  total  appropriations  for 
the  year  1941  will  show  a  decrease 
of  $213,029.90  as  compared  with  the 
appropriations  for  the  year  1940. 
Because  of  these  reductions  total- 
ing $130,000  and  an  increase  of 
$22,000  in  the  estimated  income, 
the  amount  to  be  raised   by  taxa- 


tion in  1941  for  maintenance  and 
for  lands  and  buildings  for  schools 
will  be  approximately  $429,000  less 
than  the  amount  raised  by  taxa- 
tion for  the  same  purposes  in  1940. 
(Reference    Page   VI). 

The  communication  was  placed 
on  file  and  the  reductions  recom- 
mended therein  weie  accepted. 

Question  then  came  on  the  pas- 
sage of  the  order  amending  two 
items  of  the  appropriation  order 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  May  12, 
1941,  i.  e.,  "Salaries  of  principals, 
teachers,  members  of  the  super- 
vising staff  and  others"  and  "Sup- 
plies,   equipment    and    incidentals." 

On  Mr.  Lee's  request,  the  ques- 
tion was  divided. 

Question  came  on  the  amendment 
of  the  item  "Salaries  of  principals, 
teachers,  members  of  the  supervis- 
ing staff  and  others"  reducing  the 
original  item  in  the  sum  of  $100,000. 

The  araendment  was  adopted  by 
the   following  vote: 

YEAS — Messrs.  Lee,  McDevitt, 
Norton,    Sullivan,    and    White — 5. 

NAYS— 0. 

Question  then  pame  on  the 
amendment  of  the  item  "Supplies, 
equipment  and  incidentals"  reduc- 
ing the   original   item   by  $30,000. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  like  to  argue 
that  point  a  little  bit,  to  try  to 
bring  the  Committee  to  my  frame 
of  mind. 

I  think  the  fact  that  our  expert 
staff,  the  Board  of  Apportioninent 
and  the  Business  Manager,  can 
come  out  with  recooimendations 
that  are  $130,000  apart  in  the  course 
of  one  week,  indicates  that  that 
procedure  is  not  as  accurate  a.s  we 
would  like  to  have  it. 

I  am  gratified  that  we  are  mak- 
ing the  reduction  that  we  have 
made  in  the  appropriation  for 
salaries  of  teachers.  You  remember, 
I  called  for  a  $40,000  redviction  and 
this  is  a  $100,000  reduction. 

I  believe  we  are  going  too  *ar  in 
reducing  our  reserve  for  supplies 
by    $30,000. 

I  think  we  should  bear  in  mind 
that  we  follow  the  Archimedes 
principle  in  the  revised  figure  on 
which  we  are  voting  today.  Here- 
tofore the  Superintendent  has  tried 
to  count  every  drop  of  blood  in  the 
body  of  our  teaching  staff,  in  other 
words,  to  count  the  actual  vacan- 
cies that  will  be  filled  or  will  not 
be  filled  with  individuals  and  he 
has  done  the  best  he  could  by  that 
method.  A  different  approach  is 
to  ^ee  how  much  the  water  level  of 
the  bath  tub  has  gone  up  or  has 
gone  down  from  year  to  year.  In 
doing  that  we  have  noticed  that 
there  was  a  trend  downward,  that 
whether  individuals  were  appointed 
or  not  appointed,  there  still  was  a 
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trend  downward  in  the  last  five 
years  in  the  amount  actually  spent. 
As  a  check  on  that,  when  we  looked 
over  the  amount  actually  spent  in 
the  first  four  months  of  this  year 
we  found  the  trend  was  downward. 
So  we  deduced  that  the  body  of 
Archimedes  weighs  less,  because 
the  water  was  lower  in  the  bath 
tub,  which  is  a  basis  that  I  think 
is  a  sound  one  to  reckon  on.  I  am 
glad  to  see  it  brought  into  use  here 
ar  ■  I  think  it  should  be  reckoned 
on  in  future  years. 

However,  I  feel  that  we  should 
not  lower  the  appropriation  for 
supplies  by  this  amount,  because 
this  is  not  a  representative  year. 
We  are  not  going  to  follow  the 
trend  as  far  as  supplies  are  con- 
cerned during  this  coming  year. 
In  fact,  we  are  going  to  see  an 
upward  swing  of  prices  owing  to 
the  war  program.  Congress  has 
appropriated  seventeen  billions, 
and  unless  everybody's  spending  is 
going  to  be  curtailed  by  a  con- 
siderable amount,  prices  are  going 
to  go  up.  I  think-  we  need  the 
$30,000  reserve  for  supplies  this 
year  in  view  of  the  uncertain  con- 
ditions and  the  trend  of  prices. 

I  further  realize  there  are  cer- 
tain expenses  for  particular  pur- 
poses which  the  Committee  would, 
like  to  carry  out  next  September, 
on  which  they  will  fall  back  on 
their  reserve  in  order  to  have  the 
money  for  carrying  them  out.  For 
that  reason  I  would  like  to  see 
a  reserve  in  the  supply  budget. 

In  view  of  the  stand  that  we 
took  two  weeks  ago  I  think  we 
could  be  a  little  more  conservative 
today  and  leave  the  $30,000  in  the 
budget  as  a  reserve  for  supplies. 

Chairman:  You  understand  we 
are  not  cutting  $30,000  out  of 
supplies.  We  are  cutting  $20,000 
of  that  $30,000  from  Reserve,  on 
the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment who  feel  today  that  a 
reserve  of  $10,000  is  sufficient.  The 
further  reduction  means  five  per 
cent  in  the  per  capita  allowance 
for   supplies   for  the   schools. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  think  it  should 
be  understood  that  there  are  no 
salary  reductions  here.  Mr.  Lee 
spoke  of  a  reduction  in  the  salary 
appropriation. 

Chairman:  No  salary  that  we 
have  agreed  on  in  conference  has 
been  curtailed  by  these  amend- 
ments. This  saving  is  taken  off 
the  bottom.  The  cushion  is  dimin- 
ished so  there  will  be  less  of  an 
unexpended  balance  than  we  an- 
ticipated. 

A  roll  call  being  ordered,  the 
amendment  was  adopted  by  the  fol- 
lowing vote:

I  wish  to 
state  for  the  purpose  of  the  record 
that  T  am  very  proud  of  the  fact 
that  in  my  term  of  service  on  this 
Committee  not  once  have  we  found 
from  any  one  who  thought  that  he 
had  a  complaint,  one  iota  of  evi- 
dence that  our  Superintendent  or 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  has 
ever  for  one  moment  violated  the 
strictest   rule    of   integrity. 

I  think,  since  this  Board  gives 
every  person  who  thinks  he  has  a 
complaint  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  and  we  have  given  a  nu 'Ti- 
ber during  the  past  year,  £  am 
rather  proud  to  be  able  to  make 
that  statement.  And  I  congratulate 
you,  Mr.  Superintendent. 

Superintendent:  Thank  you,  Mr. 
Norton. 

Chairman:  May  we  add  to  that 
by  saying,  that  after  a  thorough 
survey  of  the  whole  administration, 
not  once  have  we  found  an  appoint- 
ment being  recommended  contrary 
to  the  prescribed  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations. 

Mr.  Norton:     Yes. 

Mr.  McDevitt:  That  opinion  is 
unanimous. 

Mr.  Lee:  May  I  interpolate  that 
■I  almost  see  upon  the  forehead  of 
the  Chairman,  the  phrase — "Mens 
Aequa  in  arduis"? 
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Mr.  Norton:  I  should  like  to 
suggest  to  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents that  they  consider  this 
summer,  if  they  will,  the  advisa- 
bility of  having  more  high  school 
students  take  up  the  subject  of 
typewriting;  also  of  turning  out  of 
our  high  schools  students  who  can 
hold  a  sustained  speed  of  at  least  40 
words  a  minute  for  five  minutes, 
so  that  those  students  can  qualify 
for  typewriting  jobs  for  which  I 
understand  they  do  not  at  the  pres- 
ent time  qualify. 

If  I  had  my  way,  every  student 
in    our    high    schools    would    have 


four  years  of  typewriting,  on  the 
assumption  that  we  are  living  in 
a  mechanical  age,  and  it  matters 
not  what  occupation  that  particular 
student  is  going  to  follow  in  life, 
whether  the  career  of  laborer,  or 
professor,  or  doctor,  or  dentist.  The 
ability  to  typewrite  is  a  skill  that 
we   ail  might   use.

COURSE      IN      POPULAR      OR 
PRACTICAL  SCIENCE 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  like  to  bring  be- 
fore the  Committee  an  idea  which 
would  be  along  the  lines  of  giving  a 
further  boost  in  a  field  in  which  I 
think  the  Boston  schools  have 
pioneered,  and  that  is  in  the  field 
of  popular  science  or  practical 
science. 

While  we  have  touched  to  a  good 
extent  on  the  application  of  sci- 
ence in  our  homes  I  would  like  to 
see  a  little  more  instruction  in  tech- 
nical and  particular  points.  I  would 
like  to  see  material  included  in  the 
course  which  would  instruct  the 
youngster  as  to  the  usual  defects 
that  come  in  connection  with  gas 
burners  and  typical  makes  of  oil 
burners  as  well  as  defects  pertain- 
ing to  electric  light  switches— like 
pulling  out  the  chain  that  turns 
the  light  on  and  off  on  certain 
fixtures — how  to  repair  that  sort 
of  thing — with  points  on  the  pop- 
ular makes  of  electric  refriger- 
ators, and  the  common  things  that 
go  wrong  with  them  and  what  you 
do  about  it. 

I  would  also  include  in  such  a 
course  particular  ideas  on  how  to 
repair  a  door  hinge,  where  you  get 
the  right  kind  of  a  screw,  what  you 
do  if  the  wood  is  splintered  and 
broken  and  the  wood  will  not  hold 
together,  as  well  as  instruction  on 
types  of  locks  and  a  little  about 
what  controls  the  character  and 
behavior  of  radiators. 

Apart  from  the  technical  dexter- 
ity, which  is  of  practical  import- 
ance, I  think  a  knowledge  of  such 
things  has  an  iimportant  r)ersonal- 
ity  value,  because  nothing  makes 
one  feel  more  futile  than  to  live 
in  one's  house  and  be  floored  and 
helpless  when  the  faucet  will  ;iot 
turn  off,  or  the  refrigerator,  or  the 
oil  heater,  or  gas  heater  -stops  and, 
for  want  of  knowing  .some  little 
'point  about  it,  you  are  not  able  to 
fix  it. 

I  would  like  to  recommend  that 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  look 
into  expanding  that  particular  as- 
pect of  our  practical  &cienoe  course 
so  as  to  be  a  benefit  to  the  young- 
ster in  a  practical  way  and  also 
to  give  him  more  of  a  feeling  of 
confidence  in  dealing  with  the 
world,   most  of  which    comes   in   a 


tin  can  and  is  outside  of  his  con- 
trol. With  the  Committee's  consent, 
I  would  like  to  leave  that  sugges- 
tion with  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents. I  think  we  have  made  a  good 
beginning  and  that  we  can  Dring 
that   along   further. 


TEMPORARY  TEACHERS 

Mr.  Lee:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  bring  up  another  point  that 
keeps  coming  to  my  mind  and 
which  perhaps  will  arise  this  pres- 
ent week,  in  connection  with  our 
salary  schedule  and  more  particu- 
larly with  reference  to  the  ques- 
tion of  temporary  teachers. 

I  believe  we  should  make  a  com- 
plete readjustment  of  the  schedule 
of  temporary  teachers,  because 
they  are  no  longer  temmporary. 
Especially  in  the  high  schools,  I 
believe  they  will  go  on  until  their 
retirement  age,  still  being  called 
temporary  teachers. 

There  is  an  expedient  that  might 
facilitate  taking  care  of  a  good 
many  temporary  women  teachers. 
It  would  depend  on  the  retirement 
or  the  voluntary  resignation  of 
some  of  the  permanently  appointed 
teachers. 

If  you  were  to  ask  the  average 
person  who  comes  to  our  shores 
from  another  country  what  it 
means  to  be  an  American,  that 
person's;  answer  will  be  "To  have 
a  small  family."  That  stands  out  in 
the  minds  of  those  who  come  from 
other  countries,  and  with  it  the 
thought  of  living  in  a  little  white 
house  in  the  suburbs  and,  instead 
of  the  European  family  of  six, 
seven,  eight  or  nine,  a  family  of 
two,    or    three,    or    four    children. 

I  feel  more  and  more  disturbed 
at  being  a  party,  as  a  member  of 
this  Committee,  to  going  that  idea 
even  one  better  and  putting  up  a 
barricade — of  which  I  have  spoken 
before— against  our  3000  teachers 
marrying.  Of  course  any  teacher 
is  free  to  resign  from  our  service 
and  marry.  Nevertheless,  in  effect 
we  put  a  premium  on  remaining 
unmarried. 

One  of  the  few  outstanding 
careers  open  to  women  is  that  of 
being  a  teacher,  and  if  there  is  a 
rule  of  the  School  Committee  which 
forbids  teachers  marrying  while 
they  teach,  and  if  a  young  lady 
going  through  Teachers  College 
more  and  more  orients  her  mind  to 
a  career  that  prohibits  marriage, 
I  think  it  is  a  very  bad  emphasis. 
I  feel  as  though  I  was  sort  of 
bribing  a  good  many  admirable 
women  to  shut  their  thoughts  to 
the  possibility  of  settling  doWn  and 
having   a    home. 

'  I  think  it  is  extremely  bad  for 
the  girl  going  through  high  school. 
I    think    the    majority    of    our    girl 
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students  come  from  homes  where 
both  parents  have  worked  hard, 
where  there  are  a  goodly  number 
of  people,  where  life  is  made  up  of 
some  pretty  hard  work,  washing, 
scrubbing,  cooking,  and  caring  for 
youngsters:  and  that  girl  going 
through  high  school  looks  at  a 
woman  who  is  teaching  her,  dressed 
in  the  height  of  fashion  enhancing 
native  charm  and  graces,  with  a 
fine  education,  being  paid  more 
than  her  family  ever  saw  or  dreamt 
of.  Whether  she  thinks  it  or  not, 
that  girl  student  tends  to  get  her 
idealism  directed  along  the  line 
that  the  way  to  do  is  not  to  marry, 
but  to  get  a  good  job,  and  then 
have  a  fine  salary  and  plenty  of 
money  to  spend  on  trips  to  Europe 
in  the  summer,  and  be  able  to  eat 
in  the  best  places  and  have  the 
best  clothes. 

That  idea  radiating  down  through 
the  growing  population  in  our 
schools  is,  I  think,  a  very  bad 
example. 

When  I  brought  that  up  before, 
I  quoted  a  letter  from  the  superin- 
tendent of  a  large  city  school  sys- 
tem where  teachers  are  allowed  to 
marry  and  still  teach,  and  the  con- 
clusion of  his  report  was  that  peo- 
ple would  always  argue,  some  on 
one  side  and  some  on  the  other, 
but  as  far  as  he  could  tell,  and 
as  far  as  the  world  in  general  could 
tell,  you  get  about  as  good  a  teach- 
ing force  where  your  teachers  are 
married  as  you  do  where  married 
teachers  are  not  employed.  I  think 
that  is  where  common  sense  would 
lead.  There  are  some  advantages 
that  a  woman  has  by  having  chil- 
dren of  her  own.  There  are  obvious 
things  she  loses  by  the  fact  that 
she  takes  one  year  or  ten  years  out 
of  her  teaching  life  while  her  fam- 
ily are  still  tots. 

Bringing  this  back  to  the  ques- 
tion of  temporary  teachers,  I  think 
if  we  relaxed  that  ban  which — for 
no  educationally  sound  reason — we 
have  on  our  teachers  getting  mar- 
ried, I  think  out  of  3,000  teachers 
perhaps  one  in  six,  or  one  in  ten, 
would  get  married, — being  relieved 
of  the  anxiety  that  marriage  for- 
ever forbids  their  returning  to  a 
teaching  salary.  If  that  were  so, 
a  great  majority  of  these  married 
teachers  would  be  settling  down 
with  a  home  of  their  own  and 
would  resign  from  teaching  work. 
If  we  could  have  300  vacancies 
about  this  time  it  would  be  a  nice 
thing  for  our  women  temporary 
teachers  who  could  be  appointed 
to  the  jobs  so  left  vacant. 

Chairman:  How  are  you  work- 
ing this  out?  Where  are  the  300 
vacancies? 

Mr.  Lee:  Out  of  3,000  women 
teachers  in  our  schools,  if  it  were 
still  possible  to  teach  after  mar- 
riage, I  am  inclined  to  believe  that 


perhaps  one  out  of  ten  teachers — 
in  the  course  of  three  years — who 
otherwise  would  have  stuck  to 
their  careers,  would  find  them- 
selves a  little  more  open-minded 
to  the  possibility  of  married  life. 
Therefore,  if  you  had  300  mar- 
riages, I  think  the  great  majority 
of  those  would  soon  confine  their 
time  to  their  homes. 

Chairman:  They  would  be  back 
teaching  all  the  time. 

Mr.  Lee:  If  it  is  the  experience 
in  other  school  systems  that  a  mar- 
ried teacher  spends  perhaps  five 
years  away  from  teaching,  it  would 
mean  that  perennially,  as  time 
went  on,  you  would  always  have 
a  certain  proportion  of  your  teach- 
ing staff  who  would  be  retiring  or 
who  over  a  period  of  five  years 
would  be  absent. 

Chairman:  You  would  be  giving 
temporary  leaves  of  absence  and 
using  more  temporary  teachers  and 
you  would  not  provide  any  more 
permanent  employment. 

Mr.  Lee;  If  we  knew  that  every 
one  of  our  teachers  in  the  schools 
today  would  take  five  years  out  of 
her  teaching  career  we  would  know 
that  we  could  appoint  one-fifth 
again  as  many  teachers,  because 
you  are  immediately  taking  out  of 
actual  teaching  positions  a  certain 
fraction  of  your  teaching  force. 
Then  you  can  safely  go  ahead  and 
employ  others   to  fill  their  places. 

Furthermore,  in  certain  cases  the 
teacher  would  definitely  retire  and 
say  she  had  no  intention  of  coming 
back. 

Chairman:  The  woman  who 
wants  to  raise  a  family  retires 
when  she  decides  to  get  married. 
She  does  not  stay  in  the  school 
system  after  marriage. 

Mr.  Lee:  In  an  uncertain 
economic  age  many  a  woman  hesi- 
tates to  leave  a  secure  and  fairly 
lucrative  position  with  pension 
rights,  to  risk  matrimony  with  a 
man  who  is  not  making  too  much 
money,  with  all  the  hazards  of 
sickness  and  unemployment.  If 
teachers  did  not  have  to  make  this 
absolute  choice  between  teaching 
and  marriage,  I  think  many  a 
teacher  would  marry  and  leave 
teaching.  In  other  words,  you  set 
up  a  sort  of  a  yes  or  no  situation 
in  the  person's  mind,  where  they 
must  choose  between  marriage  and 
a  career,  whereas  if  you  do  not 
make  such  a  hard  and  fast  distinc- 
tion, many  a  teacher  would  be 
more  prone  to  marry.  I  think  it 
would  be  a  fine  thing  to  relax  the 
bars. 

It  is  bad  enough  in  a  private 
organization  but  it  is  particularly 
bad  in  a  public  body  to  provide 
that  salaries  shall  cease  tlae  mo- 
ment a  woman  gets  married.  I 
think  it  sets  up  a  whole  mechanism 
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in  the  teacher's  mind  that  if  she 
wants  security  she  must  not  get 
married. 

Chairman:  You  think  there  would 
be  a  tendency  toward  a  larger  fam- 
ily if  they  had  the  right  to  con- 
tinue  teaching   after   marriage? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  think  it  would  lead 
to  more  teachers  getting  married. 
Only  26  per  cent  of  those  who  left 
Teachers  College  ten  years  ago 
have  married,  which,  I  think,  is 
appalling. 

To  think  of  myself  as  one  of 
five  people  offering  such  an  incen- 
tive that  it  has  the  effect  of  per- 
suading people  to  stay  away  from 
making  a  home,  it  seems  to  me  is 
wrong. 

Chairman:  Do  you  think  we  pay 
them  too  much  money,  that  we 
ought  to  pay  them  a  smaller  salary? 

Mr.  Lee:  That  may  come  into 
it.  I  think  the  main  thing  is  not 
to  force  our  young  girls  to  turn 
their  thoughts  toward  a  career 
which  excludee  marriage.  In  our 
school  system  the  teacher  is  on  a 
rated  list;  she  has  to  put  other 
things  out  of  her  life.  You  condi- 
tion an  ambitious  girl  all  through 
her  years  in  Teachers  College  and 
her  years  as  a  substitute  to  con- 
centrate and  give  her  all  to  teach- 
ing. You  cannot  expect  that  young 
lady  to  be  in  the  same  frame  of 
mind  to  settle  down  to  married 
life. 

Chairman:  She  does  not  teel  such 
an  obligation  toward  the  school 
system  that  she  will  not  <?et  mar- 
ried? 

Mr.  Lee:  Nevertheless  it  sets  up 
an    artificial     barrier    and    a    bad 


barrier  and  I  do  not  think  it  is 
justified.  I  cannot  find  any  body 
of  opinion  that  can  hold  to  the 
principle  of  that  without  contradic- 
tion. It  is  about  50-50  educationally. 
Other  businesses  seldom  say  that 
their  women  employees  shall  not 
marry. 

Mr.  Norton:  What  Mr.  Lee  is  try- 
ing to  say  is  that  if  a  woman  o.iar- 
ries  she  should  have  the  alternative 
of  holding  her  position  if  she  so 
desires. 

Chairman:  That  is  the  basic  sug- 
gestion. 

Superintendent:  Is  Mr.  Lee  trying 
to  prove  that  if  we  did  not  make 
marriage  a  barrier  to  teaching  in 
the  schools,  more  teachers  would 
resign? 

Mr.  Lee:  That  teachers  would 
look  more  44ndly  toward  the  pros- 
pect of  marriage  and  would  get 
married  and  would  find  them- 
selves settling  down  and  making 
homes. 

Superintendent:  It  would  be  a 
hard  proposition  to  prove. 

Mr.  Lee:  It  is  hard  for  me  to 
believe  that  75  per  cent  of  the 
women  who  have  come  out  of 
Teachers  College  in  the  last  ten 
years,  some  of  whom  must  be  32 
years  old,  have  said  "No"  to  the 
normal  life  of  a  home  as  a  wife 
and  a  mother,  unless  there  is  a 
pretty  strong  economic  inducemen.t 
that  heads  their  thoughts  away 
from  it.

Mr.  Lee:  We  are  asked  in  effecti 
I  believe,  to  sell  this  land  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  White  Fund  with 
the  thought  of  making  a  play- 
ground. 

A  few  meetings  ago  I  urged  the 
Committee  to  call  to  the  attention 
of  his  Honor  that  recreation  facili- 
ties are  not  of  much  use  unless 
there  is  an  adequate  recreation 
staff  giving  leadership  for  the  use 
of  those  facilities,  and  the  School 
Committee  wrote  to  the  Mayor  sug- 
gesting an  inclusive  board  with 
representatives  from  different  de- 
partments and  from  lay  organi- 
zations, which  would  render  a  more 
effective  program  for  the  use  of 
these  facilities.  The  Mayor  asked 
you  to  offer  a  choice  of  delegates 
from  the  School  Committee  and  he 
was  to  reply  on  that. 

I  raise  this  point  because  we  will 
probably  be  inclined  to  sell  that 
land  to  the  White  Fund  at  less 
than  we  would  get  at  a  public 
auction  because  it  is  a  civic  im- 
provement. And  I  would  like  on 
this  occasion,  through  these  words, 
to  ask  the  Mayor  to  be  prepared  to 
frame  a  use  for  these  playgrounds 
which  would  lead  to  their  best 
use  after  we  vote  to  sell  this  land. 
In  other  words,  the  School  Sys- 
tem should  not  make  perhaps  a 
financial  sacrifice  unless  we  sug- 
gest the  wisest  use. 

In  regard  to  the  wisest  use  1 
would  like  to  suggest  that  if  his 
Honor  would  put  a  wading  pool  in 
each  of  those  yards  they  would 
attract  children.  There  is  no  need 
of  adding  to  the  300  school  yards 
which  for  a  larger  part  of  the  year 
are  padlocked  for  lack  of  super- 
vision. There  is  no  need  of  adding 
more  unused  yards  to  the  City's 
supply. 

Even  if  you  do  not  have  recrea- 
tion leadership,  a  swimming  or 
wading  pool  attracts  children.  A 
wading  pool  can  be  constructed 
with  a  smooth-finished  concVete 
surface,  so  that  it  can  be  used  for 
roller  skating  in  autumn  and 
spring,  and  could  also  be  used  as  a 
small  skating  rink  in  the  winter 
time. 

A  wading  pool  comes  nearer  to 
the  terms  of  the  White  Fund  will, 


which  specifies  works  of  utility  and 
beauty,  and  you  have  to  build 
some  kind  of  a  structure  in  any 
case. 

I  would  like  to  make  a  somewhat 
sorry  comment  on  the  fact  that  in 
1937  the  Trustees  of  the  White  Fund 
voted  to  use  the  accumulated  re- 
sources to  build  a  recreation  center 
which  would  house,  among  other 
facilities,  the  recreation  staff  of  the 
city.  After  that  was  voted  Mr. 
Tobin  called  up  the  Trustees  and 
prevailed  on  them  to  rescind  their 
vote. 

I  do  not  feel  the  confidence  in 
the  present  Mayor  and  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  use 
these  playgrounds  as  wisely  as  they 
might  be  used.  The  Mayor  has 
already  killed  one  White  Fund  proj- 
ect, after  expressing  favor  of  it  dur- 
ing his  campaign. 

It  is  regrettable  also  that  after 
a  Civil  Service  examination  had 
been  held  for  a  recreational  super- 
visor for  Boston  in  1913,  and  was 
passed  by  a  man  who  has  since 
held  a  position  of  national  impor- 
tance in  the  recreation  field,  Mr. 
Curley  abolished  the  position,  leav- 
ing the  city  without  central  recrea- 
tion leadership,  and  it  is  equally 
regrettable  that  in  1937  Mr.  Tobin 
should  follow  the  precedent  of  Mr. 
Curley. 

I  hope,  therefore,  that  the  School 
Committee  will  give  the  informal 
suggestion  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
White  Fund,  of  which  Mr.  Tobin 
is  Chairman,  that  he  combine  these 
playgrounds  which  he  is  establish- 
ing, with  a  better  leadership  pro- 
gram, and  specifically  with  wading 
pools  in  these  vacant  lots,  so  that 
they  will  really  attract  youngsters 
and  be  of  more  use  than  many  of 
the  school  yards  which  now  go  un- 
used. 

AMENDMENT  TO  RULES

ORDERED,  That  the  Regula- 
tions are  hereby  amended  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  300,  paragraph  2.  Strike 
out  the  paragraph  and  substitute 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  Teachers  of  ranks  higher 
than  that  of  assistant,  intermedi- 
ate, may  be  appointed  as  follows: 

(a)  One  submaster  in  each  dis- 
trict except  those  attended  exclu- 
sively by  girls. 

(b)  One  master's  assistant  in 
each  district.  One  additional  mas- 
ter's assistant  in  girls'  districts 
where   there   is   no    submaster. 

(c)  One  additional  submaster  or 
one  additional  master's  assistant 
in  districts  where  the  number  of 
pupils  exceeds  800.  One  additional 
submaster  and  one  additional  mas- 
ter's   assistant    in    districts    where 
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the  number  of  pupils  exceeds  900, 
except  in  those  districts  attended 
exclusively  by  girls.  Two  addition- 
al master's  assistants  in  girls'  dis- 
tricts where  the  number  of  girls 
exceeds  900.

Mr.  Lee:  May  I  aek  the  Secre- 
tary to  record  me  as  voting  "No" 
on  the  general  salary  schedule. 

Chairman:  You  mean  on  the  ac- 
ademic salary  schedule? 

Mr.  Lee:  Dn  the  academic  side. 
I  say  that  now,  rather  than  argue 
the  matter,  because  you  know  my 


views  so  well.  That  view  is  that 
we  really  do  follow  market  condi- 
tions in  employing  our  so-called 
temporary  teachers  at  $5  and  $6 
a  day,  over  periods  which  have  run 
as  high  as  twelve  years  in  some 
cases  and  in  high  schools  may  run 
over  a  teaching  lifetime.  We  es- 
tablish these  very  low  salaries  and 
dangle  the  hope  in  front  of  these 
teachers  that  they  will  be  appoint- 
ed some  day,  when  as  a  matter  of 
fact  many  of  them  will  not  be  ap- 
pointed. Instead  of  doing  that,  it 
would  be  better  to  stand  on  the 
American  system  of  following  the 
law  of  supply  and  demand  and 
have  the  whole  salary  schedule 
with  that  in  view.  To  follow  such 
a  system  would  mean  the  upward 
revision  of  some  of  the  lower  rank 
salaries  and  the  downward  revision 
of  some  of  the  top  rank  salaries.

way.  As  I  commented  before,  it 
seems  too  bad  that  there  is  no 
more  we  can  do  by  way  of  personal 
recognition  of  what  a  teacher  has 
done  who  has  passed  on.  I  don't 
suppose  there  is  a  great  deal  we 
could  do.  Men  in  other  occupations 
of  an  industrial  sort  leave  the 
monuments  of  their  life  in  tools  or 
goods  or  articles  they  have  turned 
out,  whereas  the  teacher  works  in 
a  personal  field  and  her  only  monu- 
ment can  be  in  the  lives  of  the 
people  with  whom  she  has  worked. 

I  thought  it  might  be  possible  to 
establish  the  practice  of  having  one 
page  written  by  sonie  teacher  who 
knew  the  teacher  who  has  passed 
on,  or  by  the  head  master,  recount- 
ing some  of  the  outstanding  points 
of  view  or  the  qualities  of  that 
teacher.  It  would  make  a  very  big 
volume,  but  you  would  be  adding 
perhaps  only  a  hundred  pages  a 
year.  It  might  be  a  nice  thing  for 
the  morale  of  the  school  service, 
and  it  might  be  interesting  for 
teachers  today  if  they  had  a  book 
where  they  could  read  today  of 
what  teachers  twenty  years  ago  had 
been  doing.  I  do  not  know  whether 
you  want  to  take  any  action  on 
that.  It  might  perhaps  be  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Superintendents  as 
something  possible.

ACCOMPLISHMENTS    OF 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  DURING 

PAST   YEAR 

Mr.  Lee:  We  are  meeting  here  to- 
day just  midway  between  two 
school  years,  probably  on  the  brink 
of  as  long  a  suspension  of  our 
meetings  as  we  have  enjoyed  in 
the  last  twelve  months.  I  wonder 
if  it  would  be  amiss  to  note  and 
mark  some  of  the  distinctive  con- 
ti:ibutions  which  this  Committee 
has  made  this  year.  By  distinctive 
contributions  I  do  not  mean  simply 
to  our  school  systeoi,  but  accom- 
plishments of  sufficient  signifi- 
cance to  stand  in  my  mind  a.s  con- 
tributions to  America  and  to  Amer- 
ican education. 

With  your  permission  I  would 
like  to  cite  as  those  contributions 
first,  perhaps,  our  job  survey,  which 
really  was  a  job  survey  only  in 
part.  'More  significantly,  if  was  an 
effort  to  ask  the  mature  citizen 
who  had  gone  through  our  school 
system  what  he  thought  of  it.  We 
wrote  to  those  who  were  nine  years 
out  of  school,  and — on  several  pages 
— ^asked  them  what  they  thought  was 
the  most  valuable  course  they  had 
had;  what  was  the  least  valuable 
course  they  had  had;  what  was  the 
best  feature  of  their  school  ex- 
perience; what  was  the  worst  fea- 
ture; what  courses  did  they  wish 
they  had  studied  and  what  ones  did 
they  wish  they  had  not  studied. 

I  think  having  an  educational 
system  turn  to  its  product  and  say 
to  its  product,  "How  do  you  regard 
the  work  that  the  school  system 
did  for  you?"  is  something  that  has 
not  been  done  in  other  cities.  I 
think  it  may  be  copied  in  other 
cities.  It  is  one  of  the  first  at- 
tempts to  get  an  objective  ap- 
praisal of  how  good  our  work  is, 
by  asking  those  who  have  left 
our     schools     and     have     now     at- 
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tained  early  middle  life,  what  they 
thought  of  it.  That  is  a  thing  I 
think  we  might  well  take  note  of. 

Second,  I  think  this  handbook 
which  we  approved  tonight,  on  the 
Principles  of  Democracy,  is  so 
thorough,  so  vital,  and  so  distinc- 
tive in  the  way  it  is  done  that  it 
will  be  used  in  other  school  systems 
and  prove  a  particularly  valuable 
contribution  at  a  time  when  it  is 
very  much  needed.  It  is  very  dis- 
cerning and  very  convincing.  I 
would  like  to  pause  and  note  that 
as  something  which  is  a  contribu- 
tion of  significance  even  outside  of 
our  own  immediate  school  system. 

Lastly,  perhaps,  there  was  the 
inauguration  in  the  middle  of  this 
year  of  courses  in  economics,  where 
we  have  tried  to  acquaint  the 
school  child  on  coming  into  the 
seventh  grade  and  following  all 
through  the  rest  of  his  school  work, 
with  something  of  the  fundamental 
system  under  which  we  live  in 
America,  by  earning  our  living  on 
the  basis  of  fair  opportunity  and 
fair  agreements,  which  is  distinct 
from  some  other  systems,  and  it  is 
the  very  basis  of  getting  along  to- 
day. T  think  those  courses  are 
unique,  as  far  as  I  can  tell  and  as 
far  as  the  Superintendent  can  tell, 
and  they  have  been  noted  in  other 
parts  of  the  country  as  being  a 
distinct  step  forward. 

Those  are  the  three  points  that 
I  think  might  be  significant  to  men- 
tion as  we  sum  up  our  year's  work. 

I  wonder  if  I  might  add  that  since 
summer  travel  is  somewhat  shut 
off  this  year,  at  least  in  Europe, 
and  since  travel  is  something  for 
which  we  give  credit  in  our  ratings 
for  promotion,  perhaps  the  Super- 
intendent could  make  some  provi- 
sion for  giving  similar  credit  for 
work  which  teachers  might  do  this 
summer  in  studying  employment 
and  industrial  problems. 

Superintendent:  They  get  the 
same  credit  for  such  work. 

Mr.  Lee:  When  the  February 
holidays  came  along  we  thought 
teachers  in  high  schools  might 
make  the  rounds  of  different  va- 
rieties of  occupations  and  be  in  a 
position  to  help  the  child  with 
some  of  his  life  problems.  I  think 
more  stress  could  be  placed  on 
that  during  the  summer  season. 

Superintendent:  That  is  allowed 
for  now  in  our  rating  for  promo- 
tion. The  item  is  "outside  activities 
and  travel,"  either  or  both. 

Mr.  Lee:  Speaking  of  the 
sampling  we  have  had  of  middle- 
aged  opinion  in  regard  to  the  work 
we  are  doing,  Mr.  Gould  has  al- 
ready brought  that  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  head  masters,  and 


it  seems  to  me  if  he  wants  to  go 
farther  and  print  the  findings  in 
some  form  or  to  mimeograph 
them  and  get  them  into  the  hands 
of  the  teaching  force,  he  should 
feel  full  authorization   to   do  so. 

Superintendent:  I  have  not  the 
second  report.  I  have  the  first  re- 
port on  Mr.  Ginn's  work  in  con- 
nection with  Mechanic  Arts  High 
Schofl.  Mr.  Foye  is  working  on 
English  High.  When  I  have  those 
two  reports  I  will  be  in  a  better 
position  to  print  the  findings.  If 
we  take  those  two  big  schools  we 
will  get  a  much  more  complete  re- 
port. 

MEETINGS    OF    SCHOOL    COM- 
MITTEE  DURING   SUMMER 

Chairman:  Anything  else? 

Mr.  Norton:  Are  we  going  to 
meet  again  during  the  summer? 

Chairman:  We  may  meet  later 
in    the    summer. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  wruld  like  to  ex- 
press my  opinion  regarding  the 
summer     vacation. 

Chairman:  We  can  meet  any 
time  the  Committee  designates  as 
necessary. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  think  you  and  I 
are  in  agreement.  My  point  is  that 
during  the  summer  vacation  of  our 
schools  I  would  like  to  see  as  many 
as  possible  of  the  officiale  at  head- 
quarters enjoy  a  respite  from 
work.  I  would  like  to  see  merely  a 
skeleton  force  here  at  headquar- 
ters during  the  summer  vacation. 
Labor  Day  comes  around  quickly 
and  school  is  open  a  wee'k  or  two 
after  Labor  Day,  and  our  officials 
and  executives  have  been  busy  dur- 
ing the-  school  ye.ar.  If  it  were  pos- 
sible to  postpone  meetings  until 
after  Labor  Day,  provided  there  is 
no  emergency  or  reason  for  the 
meeting,  I  think  it  might  work  out 
better.  In  other  words,  I  think  we 
should  try  to  work  toward  the  idea 
of  having  as  little  activity  as  pos- 
sible here  while  the  schools  are 
closed  during  the  summer  months, 
with  a  view  to  allowing  everyone  up 
here  as  much  time  as  may  he  avail- 
able for  research,  recreation  and 
res'.  We  have  had  quite  a  busy 
year. 

Chairman:  I  agree  w^ith  you. 

FURTHER  AIMS  OF  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 

Mr.  Norton:  Mr.  Lee  has  recapitu- 
lated some  of  the  accomplishments 
of  the  year,  which  reminds  me  that 
I  would  like  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  I  doubt  if  there  has 
ever  been  an   elected  committee   of 
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five  public  officials  who  have  co- 
operated and  gotten  along  together 
with  as  little  friction  as  has  been 
the  case  with  this  Committee.  I 
think  I  am  correct  in  saying  that 
we  have  not  had  a  cross  word  or 
a  loud  word  in  the  past  year,  and 
I  challenge  any  other  board  in  Bos- 
ton elected  by  the  people  to  better 
that  record.  I  hope  in  the  next 
school  year  we  can  go  along  as 
nicely  as  we  have  gone  during  the 
past  year,  because  political  life  at 
best  is  transitory  and  evanescent, 
and  it  is  over  with  tomorrow.  A 
few  years  hence,  if  your  picture 
happens  to  be  on  the  wall,  some- 
body will  ask,  "Who  is  that  indi- 
vidual?" 

Somebody  asked  me  the  other 
day  about  a  Mrs.  Fifield.  I  said  I 
never  heard  of  such  a  person,  I 
was  told  that  Mrs.  Fifield  was  a 
member  of  the  School  Committee, 
and  an  outstanding  member,  some 
years  ago.  That  merely  emphasizes 
in  my  mind  how  little  we  are  and 
h^w  quickly  our  shadows  disap- 
pear. 

Chairman:  I  like  to  hear  you  say 
that.  I  am  reserving  my  statement 
for  the  last  week  of  the  year. 
We  all  like  to  hear  those  things. 
Mr.  Norton:  If  I  may  put  in  a 
little  plug  for  some  of  the  things 
that  this  Committee  is  interested 
in,  particularly  hot  lunches  and 
penny  milk,  and  a  better  chance 
for  the  youngster  who  perhapa 
isn't  doing  so  well  in  school.  Nn 
one  wants  to  see  the  day  come 
when  a  child  sixteen  years  or  over 
will  be  forced  to  leave  school  with- 
out having  had  individual  attention 
in  finding  the  course  and  the  school 
for  which  he  is  fitted. 

Further,  I  wish  to  call  attentirin 
to  the  value  of  touch  typewriting 
as  part  of  the  work  in  the  high 
schools.  I  hope  we  will  be  able 
to  work  out  some  way  by  which 
more  pupils  will  gain  a  working 
knowledge  of  touch  typewriting, 
so  that  the  average  graduate  will 
be  able  to  write  thirty-five  v/ords  a 


minute  for  five  or  ten  consecutive 
minutes  and  qualify  for  a  position. 
That  is  quite  a  job.  I  am  sold  on 
the  proposition  that  a  youngster 
should  have  the  ability  to  type  ef- 
ficently  whether  he  is  going  to  be  a 
teacher  or  a  manual  worker. 

Some  time  I  hope  it  may  be  so 
worked  out  that  every  school  build- 
ing in  Boston  will  have  a  loud- 
speaker in  each  class  room,  so 
that  every  morning  for  five  min- 
utes the  pupils  may  hear  a  piece 
of  classic  music,  perhaps  half  of 
Beethoven's  Moonlight  Sonata  or 
Handel's  Largo,  and  the  second 
part  the  next  day.  By  so  doing  we 
could  give  those  children  an  ap- 
preciation of  music  that  is  broad- 
ening and  something  that  will  en- 
rich their  lives.  If  they  get  to 
know  music  and  recognize  and  ap- 
preciate good  music,  they  have  ac- 
quired a  cultural  asset  that  never 
grows  old.  That  is  possible  today 
through  the  loudspeaker  and  the 
low  cost  of  records,  and  various 
school  systems  are  adopting  that 
method  of  developing  music  appre- 
ciation. 

Furthermore,  I  would  like  to  see 
the  time  come  when  we  can  take 
the  best  teacher  of  history,  of  geog- 
raphy, of  algebra,  or  of  English, 
and  have  him  or  her  stand  at  school 
headquarters  on  a  certain  day  and 
broadcast  a  lesson  to  the  pupils  in 
that  particular  class  in  all  of  the 
schools. 

When  we  have  an  outstanding 
teacher  in  a  particular  subject  vis- 
iting Boston,  we  could  invite  that 
teacher  to  speak  to  the  students 
in  the  Boston  schools.  We  may 
not  get  that  within  a  year,  or  two 
years,  or  even  ten  years,  but  I 
think  it  is  an  objective  towards 
which    we    should  work.

I  am  not  going  to  take  the  time 
of  the  Committee  to  read  it  now, 
but  I'd  like  it  on  record  so  others 
may  read  it.  Congressman  McCor- 
mack is  a  believer  in  vocational 
education  and  in  preparing  the 
youngsters  to  do  something  in  life. 
He  wrote  under  date  of  Aug.  7th 
this  letter  which  embodies  his  ideas 
of  what  education  should  do.  I 
know  you  will  all  like  to  read  it. 
We  are  honored  at  hearing  from 
the  Congressman,  and  with  your 
permission  I  will  insert  this  letter  in 
the   record.

Dear    Clem- 

It  is  my  thought  that  education 
is  going  through  a  very  changed,  if 
not  revolutionary  period.  The  days 
of  training  young  men  and  young 
women  solely  from  the  mental  an- 
g'e,  as  I  visualize  it  are  over.  There 
must  be  additional  training  to 
those  who  desire  it,  along  trade 
lines. 

The  intense  economic  conditions 
of  today  and  tomorrow  are  such 
that  young  people  must  be 
equipped  with  some  commodity 
that  they  can  sell.  While  the  edu- 
cation of  the  mind  will  always  re- 
main as  the  primary  objective, 
nevertheless  the  education  of  the 
boy  and  girl  of  today  must  be  along 
lines  that  will  equip  them  with 
something  that  they  can  go  out  into 
the  world  to  sell.  They  must  be 
trained  for  some  particular  posi- 
tion which  they  can  fill. 

Having  this  thought  in  mind,  I 
am  passing  it  along  to  you  because 
I  know  how  thoroughly  you  delve 
into  such  matters,  and  I  know  that 
if  you  agree  with  me  you  can  use 
this  idea  to  advantage.  I  think  the 
man  in  public  life  today  who  sees 
this  change  coming  and  who  advo- 
cates it,  will  benefit  greatly  from 
such  action.  I  know  you  are  one 
man  who  could  effectively  discuss 
this  matter  and  build  up  public 
sentiment  in  favor  of  it. 
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I  think  our  school  systems  in  all 
our  cities,  particularly  the  large 
ones,  must  have  more  trade 
schools.  Oui'  colleges  should  be 
fashioned  with  the  same  purpose 
of  not  only  educating  the  mind 
along  academic  lines  but  the  minds 
and  hands  along  practical  lines,  so 
that  a  substantial  number  of  stu- 
dents have  obtained  at  least,  a 
basic  experience  in  something  that 
can  be  uti  ized  in  the  field  of  trade, 
manufacture  and  industry. 

I  have  not  given  this  thought  the 
full  consideration  I  would  like  to 
and  which  I  intend  to  give  it  but 
the  fundamental  idea  is  that  edu- 
cators of  today  must  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  practical  side 
of  life  that  confronts  a  student  as 
soon  as  school  days  are  over.  The 
purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  simply 
pasis  this  thought  along  to  you  so 
that  you  can  give  it  your  consider- 
ation and  if  you  agree,  to  develop 
it. 

We  cannot  let  the  young  mar. 
and  young  woman  today  face  the 
world  with  a  feeling  of  helpless- 
ness, but  rather  with  hopefulness, 
and  I  think  that  this  can  be  ac- 
complished to  a  great  extent  by 
a  combination  of  academic  and 
practical  training.  You  and  I  know 
that  obtaining  a  position  is  a 
matter  of  competition  and  the  one 
with  the  special  training,  additional 
qualifications  and  superior  ability 
is  the  one  who  comes  out  ahead. 

There  are  persons  in  the  educa- 
tional field  who  will  oppose  this 
idea,  and  that  is  to  be  expected. 
There  are  some  persons  who  op- 
pose any  change,  no  matter  how 
beneficial  it  might  be  to  the  pub- 
lic, particularly  when  they  are  sat- 
isfied with  their  own  status  quo. 

There  must  be  a  hopeful  outlook 
for  the  youth  of  today  and  the 
basis  of  this,  can  to  a  large  extent, 
be  established  while  the  young  per- 
son is  still  attending  school. 

Knowing,  as  I  do,  your  interest 
'n  matters  pertaining  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  public,  I  am  passin^; 
this  idea  along  to  you.  If  you  feel 
there  is  something  to  it,  I  am  firm- 
ly convinced  that  the  people  would 
quickly  grasp  its  significance.  The 
man  who  advocates  this  change, 
in  my  opinion,  and  who  is  one  of 
the  leaders  in  this  movement  wouid 
not  only  contribute  to  the  welfare 
of  the  youth  of  America  but  would 
be  recognized  by  the  people  as  a, 
leader  and  would  personally  reap 
the  political  benefits  that  would 
flow    therefrom.    I    would    like    to 


receive   your   reaction    to    this   idea, 
which  I  am  transmitting  to  you.

Mr  Lee:  Gentlemen,  I  do  not 
think  this  Com^mittee  has  been  re- 
miss in  its  workings,  and  it  has 
tried  to  avoid  the  situation  of  hav- 
ing a  mill  stone  tied  around  its 
neck  and  being  drowned. 

I  think  the  School  Committee  hag 
tried  to  draw  out  its  sympathies 
very  much  during  even  the  last 
three  months,  so  as  to  make  sure 
that  v/e  do  not  mistreat  the  lives  of 
these  youngsters  who  are  in  our 
care 

Being  a  person  myself  of  some 
ceremony,  v.'ho  likes  to  take  note 
of  our  work  at  these  periods  at  the 
beginning  of  every  year,  I'd  like  to 
take  stock  of  the  things  to  which 
we  have  dedicated  ourselves  now 
m  an  effort  to  broaden  and  deepen 
our  insight  into  the  youngsters. 

Mr.  Sullivan:  Could  that  be  read 
into  the  record? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  can  finish  in  a  very 
few  seconds.  So,  I  again  call  at- 
tention to  three  or  four  things 
which  I  think  we  can  contemplate 
in  the  next  few  months  for  the 
greatest  possible  insight  and  pro- 
tection of  the  child  in  our  schools. 
Among  those  things  are  (1)  The 
almost  double,  proposed  number  of 
vocational  guidance  officers,  who 
are  trying  to  get  a  real,  personal, 
and  close  understanding  of  the 
pupils.  (2)  The  Bureau  of  Child 
Accounting.  After  a  partial  year  of 
trial,  that  is  now  in  fuller  swing. 
(3)  We  have  Mr.  Norton's  sug- 
gestion of  the  Jersey  City  plan  for 
handling  juvenile  delinquency.  We 
have  Mr.  Donovan's  report  on  that. 
He  quotes:  "The  teachers  no  longer 
conceive  their  function  solely  in 
terms  of  instruction  in  arithmetic, 
grammar,  .  .  .  etc.  .  .  .  We  are  re- 
gardful of  their  (the  children's) 
health,  their  educational  and  voca- 
tional guidance,  their  emotional 
stability,  their  social  adjustments 
their  civic  relationships,  and  their 
character  trends.  We  are  casting 
aside  the  .  .  .  philosophy  that  schoo] 
is  a  thing  apart  from  life."  (4)  W" 
now  have  more  home  and  school 
associations,  making  a  better  link 
with  the   child's  home. 

Thus  we  are  opening  up  oppor- 
tunities better  to  make  the  schools 
not  a  thing  in  competition  with 
the.  home,  but  something  that  works 
with  the  community  and  .virh  the 
home. 
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I  think  this  year  we  will  see 
ou]'  teachers  walk  outside  the  class 
room  and  take  part  in  the  cotm- 
niunity  problems  which  con^'ront 
the  child,  and  walk  along  with  the 
child  through  the  community  i.iore 
than    ever    before. 

I  like  at  these  times  to  note 
what  the  Committee  is  doing,  with 


the    thought   of    laying    bur    course 
ahead  of  us  for  the  next  -couple  of 
months. 
I  thank  you,  gentlemen.

ber belonging  on  September  30,  1940, 
as  follows: 

The  total  number  belonging  in  the 
Boston  public  schools  on  September 
30,  1941  was  113,734,  which  is  6,713 
less  pupils  than  were  enrolled  in  the 
schools  on  September  30,  1940.  The 
Teachers  College  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shows  a  decrease  of  33 
pupils;  high  and  Latin  a  decrease 
of  2,577  pupils;  in  grades  VII,  VIII 
and  IX,  there  is  a  decrease  of  886 
pupils;  in  grades  I  to  VI  there  is 
a  decrease  of  2,214  pupils;  in  the 
kindergartens  there  is  a  decrease 
of  317  pupils;  and  in  the  special 
schools  a  decrease  of  686  pupils. 

In  the  Continuation  School  the 
membership  on  September  30,  1941 
was  13  more  than  on  September  30, 
1940.  On  September  30,  1941  it  was 
66  as  against  53  on  September  30, 
1940. 

In  the  Training  School  for  Teach- 
ers of  Mechanic  Arts  there  was  a 
membership  of  23  pupils  on  Septem- 
ber 30,  1941.

AMENDMENT  TO  SCHEDULE  OF 

COMPENSATION    FOR 

CUSTODIANS 

A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Business  Manager,  under 
date  of  Nov.  10,  1941,  reporting  that 
some  months  ago  the  custodians 
petitioned  for  an  adjustment  in 
their  minimum  compensation  as  fol- 
lows: 
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1— That  all  men  employed  for  less 
than  five  years,  and  all  new  ap- 
pointees, shall  receive  the  present 
minimum  wage  of  $35  per  week. 

2— That  all  men  five  years  or 
more  in  the  service,  shall  receive 
an  annual  increase  of  $2.00  per 
week  until  a  maximum  of  $40  per 
week  is  reached. 

The  Business  Manager  and  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian  recommend- 
ed that  this  petition  be  granted. 
While  the  School  Committee  has 
not  taken  final  action,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Business  Manager 
that  the  Committee  favors  the 
granting  of  this  petition. 

The  matter  of  increasing  the 
compensation  of  the  custodian  of 
15  Beacon  Street  was  also  dis- 
cussed for  the  purpose  of  allow- 
ing the  scrub  women  employed  by 
the  custodian  an  additional  week- 
ly compensation  of  $1.00  per  week. 
This  suggestion  was  made  by  Mr. 
Norton  and  the  School  Commit- 
tee  approved. 

The  Business  Manager,  therefore, 
recommended  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  orders  amending 
School  Document  No.  9,  1930  — 
Schedule  of  Compensation  for 
Custodians  of  School  Buildings 
for  Regular  Day  School  Service. 
These  amendments  allow  the  fore- 
going minimum  wage  schedule  and 
also  increase  the  gross  compensa- 
tion of  the  custodian  at  15  Beacon 
Street  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing four  scrub  women  employed 
by  him  from  $16  per  week  to  $17 
per  week.

ORDERED,  That  paragraph  1. 
Section  10  of  the  Schedule  of 
Compensation  for  Custodians  of 
School  Buildings  for  Regular  Day 
School  Service — School  Document 
No.  9,  1930 — is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  paragraph  and 
substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
following,  to  take  effect  Oct.  1, 
1941: 

SECTION       10— MINIMUM       COMPENSA- 
TION FOR  ONE-ROOM  BUILDINGS 

1.  Compensation  schedule  for  the  cus- 
todian service  of  a  building  or  group  of 
buildings  containing  not  less  than  four 
class  rooms,  shall  be  as  follows  for  cus- 
todians in  the  service  Oct.  1,  1941: 
Less  than  5  years  of  perma- 
nent service  $35  per  week 
At    the    end    of    5    years    or 

more  of  permanent  service, 

to  take  effect  Oct.  1,  1941  37  per  week 
At    the    end    of    6    years    or 

more  of  permanent  service, 

to  take  effect  Oct.  1,  1942  39  per  week 
At    the    end    of    7    years     or 

more  of  permanent  service, 

to  take  effect  Oct.    1,    1943     40  per  week 


Custodians  entering  the  perma- 
nent service  after  October  1,  1941 
shall  be  advanced  on  the  schedule 
on  anniversaries  of  the  dates  of 
their  original  appointments  to  the 
service. 

Custodians  five  years  or  more  in 
the  permanent  service  on  Oct.  1, 
1941  when  employed  in  buildings 
paying,  under  a  prior  schedule,  sal- 
aries in  excess  of  $37  per  week  and 
not  more  than  $40  per  week,  shall 
continue  to  receive  such  salaries 
until  the  foregoing  schedule  applies 
on   Oct.   1,  1942  or  on   Oct,  1,   1943. 

All  custodians  with  less  than  five 
years  of  percnanent  service  On  Oct. 
1,  1941  shall  be  paid  the  salaries 
allowed  them  under  a  prior  sched- 
ule. When  their  permanent  service 
reaches  five  years,  the  foregoing 
schedule  shall  apply  on  anniver- 
saries of  the  dates  of  their  original 
appointments  to  the  service. 

On  motion,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  Section  12, 
paragraph  1  of  the  Schedule  of 
Compensation  for  Custodians  of 
School  Buildings  for  Regular  Day 
School  Service — School  Document 
No.  9,  1930 — is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  section  and  all  or- 
ders of  amendment  passed  at  the 
meeting  of  May  20,  1940,  and  at 
meetings  prior  thereto,  and  sub- 
stituting in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing, to  take  effect  Oct.  1,  1941: 

SECTION  12— 
SALARY  OF  CUSTODIAN  OF 
ADMINISTRATION  BUILDING 
1.  The  compensation  of  the  cus- 
todian of  the  Administration  Build- 
ing, 15  Beacon  street,  shall  not  be 
fixed  in  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going schedule  rates,  but  shall  be 
at  the  rate  of  $333.30  per  week, 
which  amount  shall  be  for  all  serv- 
ices rendered  by  him  and  his  as- 
sistants as  required  by  the  regula- 
tions; such  compensation  not  to 
include  payments  to  the  custodian 
for  overtime  services  which  may 
be  rendered  because  of  evening 
occupancy  of  the  building. 

Mr.  Norton:  Representatives  of 
the  lower  paid  custodians  appeared 
before  this  Committee  at  a  Con- 
ference when  we  were  considering 
the  1941  budget,  and  each  and  every 
member  of  this  Committee  was  100 
per  cent  in  favor  of  helping  out  the 
low  paid  custodian  group. 

Chairman:  I  would  like  to  say 
that  it  was  stated  in  conjunction 
with  our  discussion  last  spring,  that 
if  the  money  was  available  in  unex- 
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pended  balances  this  fall,  we  would 
grant  that  increase  to  the  lower  paid 
custodians.  The  Business  Manager 
has  reported  that  there  are  suffi- 
cient unexpended  balances  to  take 
care  of  this  increase  for  the  cus- 
todians who  have  been  in  the  service 
five  years  or  more  and  are  still  on 
the  minimum. 

Mr.  Norton:  That  was  the  under- 
standing we  had  with  them  and  it 
is  nice  to  know  that  the  promise  we 
made  them  has  been  fulfilled. 


PROPOSED  INCREASE  IN  COM- 
PENSATION   FOR    CUSTODIAN 
SERVICE   IN   ADMINISTRA- 
TION   BUILDING 

Mr.  Norton:  I  spoke  this  evening 
in  the  Conference  with  reference 
to  granting  a  little  increase  in  pay 
to  the  people  who  work  under  the 
custodian  of  this  Administration 
Building.  I  also  stated  something 
that  each  and  every  member  of 
the  Committee  has  remarked  at 
different  times  as  his  belief,  that 
this  building  is  well  taken  care 
of,  that  the  attendants  on  the  ele- 
vators are  courteous,  and  that  those 
who  work  in  this  building  are  a 
fine  group  and  are  on  the  job. 
That  is  the  belief  of  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Committee 
expressed  to  me  at  different  times. 

The  question  is  whether  or  not 
v/e  can  give  to  the  Custodian  in 
charge  -,t  this  building  a  little  in- 
crease for  his  assistants.  I  have 
not  understood  just  how  to  go 
about  tais  matter.  That  little  con- 
fusion has  been  ironed  out  and  I 
would  like  at  the  next  meeting  to 
take  the  matter  up.

TRIBUTE    TO 
CARDINAL    O'CONNELL 

Mr.  Norton:  The  Boston  School 
Committee  should  officially  take 
note  of  an  event  in  the  life  of 
one  of  the  greatest  living  Amer- 
icans who  graces  our  city,  His 
Eminence,  William  Cardinal  O'Con- 
nell.  Archbishop  of  Boston,  who  on 
November  27  will  celebrate  the 
thirtieth  anniversary  of  his  eleva- 
tion to  the  Sacred  College  of 
Cardinals. 

I  therefore  offer  a  motion,  that 
the  School  Committee  recognize  the 
occasion  by  the  adoption  of  a 
suitable  set  of  resolutions,  to  be 
sent  to  Cardinal  O'Connell,  and 
that  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  in  proper  dress,  per- 
haps with  other  public  officials, 
call  on  His  Eminence  on  that  day 
and  express  to  him  our  felicita- 
tions and  best  wishes. 

The  motion  passed  by  unanimous 
vote. 


PUBLICITY   ANALYSIS 

Mr.  Lee:  (Producing  chart)  I 
have  something  here  for  the  Com- 
mittee that  ties  in  with  several  of 
the  projects  we  worked  on  last 
year,  notably  our  discussions  of 
publicity  analysis,  or  propaganda 
analysis,  and  our  very  fruitful 
work  in  connection  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  democracy  which  led  to 
the  adoption  of  the  handbook 
which  is  now  in  process  of  publica- 
tion, I  believe. 

Superintendent:  The  galley  proofs 
are    here. 

Mr.  Lee:  It  also  ties  in  with 
my  plea  for  a  better  understand- 
ing of  how  politics  and  govern- 
ment actually  work. 

This  consists  of  a  little  chart 
which  will  answer  the  questions  of 
who  is  boss  in  America,  how  we 
differ  from  a  dictatorship,  why  is 
Boston  here,  what  is  the  purpose 
of  a  democracy,  and  how  does  our 
government    work. 

It  says  at  the  top,  "Who  Runs 
America?"  and  defines  the  con- 
sumers as  the  bosses  of  America, 
the  consumers  being  all  living 
Americans. 

Under  the  consumers  I  draw  a 
chain  which  shows  the  industrial- 
ists and  the  utility  people,  to  indi- 
cate that  even  the  great  corpora- 
tions are  still  the  servants  of  the 
consumer.  The  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany and  the  Telephone  Company 
and  their  highly  paid  personnel  are 
breaking  their  backs  for  the  con- 
sumer. 

Under  the  consumers  and  the  in- 
dustrialists come  the  newspapers 
who  in  turn  are  supported  by  the 
advertisements  of  the  big  corpora- 
tions. 

Coming  down  from  the  news- 
paper we  come  to  the  politicians 
who,  you  see,  are  supported  by 
the  strength  of  the  newspapers 
coming  under  the  corporations  and 
are  supported  to  some  extent  di- 
rectly by  the  corporations  in  the 
form  of  financial  support.  They 
also  have  the  support  of  the  vot- 
ers in  the  center  and  likewise  have 
the  support  given  by  the  racketeer- 
ing element,  by  propaganda  and 
by  contributions.  In  turn  these 
groups  are  supported  by  the  con- 
sumers to  whom  they  cater  in  what- 
ever it  may  be,  horse  betting  or 
number  pools,  burlesque  houses 
and  so  forth.  Chains  coming  down 
from  the  consumer  on  top  indi- 
cate the  several  links  of  support 
that  finally  reach  to  and  hold  up 
the    government    below. 

The  point  I  want  to  keep  upper- 
most is   that  there  is   a  head  and 
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tail  to  America:  and  that  the  head 
is  the   consumer. 

Mr.  Norton  would  emphasize  that 
it  is  the  corporations  who  exercise 
the  tremendous  control.  I  have  al- 
lowed for  that  by  showing  that  thei^- 
chain  does  pull  the  Government 
over  to  their  side,  by  contributions, 
by  control  of  the  newspapers  and 
the  press.  Nevertheless  even  they 
all  tie  back  to  the  consumer. 

Boston  is  here  because  the  con- 
sumers said  it  should  be  here.  No 
king  or  president  directed  that  it 
should  be  here.  The  consumers  have 
caused  it  to  be  here:  the  young  men 
from  New  Hampshire,  Italy  else- 
where who  came  to  Boston  because 
here  they  could  make  a  living  bv 
handling  the  commerce  of  our  port, 
by  the  distribution  of  products,  and 
by  building  plants  and  factories.  In 
that  way  the  consumers  of  Boston'? 
products  and  services  have  said, 
"We  will  give  you  a  living  if  v^u 
go  to  Boston." 

It  is  significant  for  youngsters 
to  realize  that  in  a  democracy  we 
live  by  working  for  each  other; 
we  get  our  living  by  doing  some- 
thing for  the  consumer  that  is 
important  enough  for  him  to  pay 
us,  and  we  in  turn  become  con- 
sumers and  place  orders  with  the 
grocer,  with  the  taxicab  driver  or 
with  the  plumber  who  fixes  our 
faucet.  As  consumers  we  become 
the  boss,  giving  orders  to  other 
citizens. 

This  is  a  distinctly  different  set- 
up from  a  dictatorship,  where  the 
government  is  in  the  saddle  and 
the  individual  exercises  no  control. 
Here  the  individual  commands  the 
co-operation  of  other  individuals 
who  work  for  him;  and  the  Gov- 
ernment stands  as  a  referee  to  see 
that  all  parties  to  the  transaction 
are  protected,  and  channels  are 
kept  open  by  which  one  man  can 
make  a  living  by  doing  something 
for   another   man. 

In  America  the  consumer  is  en- 
throned. And  by  the  consumer  we 
mean  all   living  Americans. 

If  you  want  to  focus  it  down 
to  special  cases  of  politics  and 
government,  the  voter  ought  to 
realize  the  extent  to  which  hi« 
votes  control  and  the  extent  to 
which  his  votes  are  influenced  by 
the  newspapers  and  other  elements 
which  build  up  strength  for  a 
candidate.  Those  elements  them- 
selves have  a  subserviency  to  the 
consumer. 

Without  the  consumer  you  would 
not  have  your  big  oil  companies; 
you  would  not  have  your  railroads 


which  in  the  past,  we  know,  have 
dominated  government  in  Amer- 
ica. Even  the  little  fellow  who 
is  living  outside  the  law  and  cater- 
ing to  the  undesirable  wants  of 
people,    has   a   minor   role    to   play. 

I  think  this  graphically  gives 
a  conception,  with  some  head  and 
tail  to  it,  of  the  form  of  govern- 
ment of  this  country.  Once  Amer- 
icans see  that  consumers  run  the 
country,  they  realize  the  part  of 
the  consumer.  We  cannot  buy  un- 
less first  we  do  something  for 
somebody  else,  who  is  some  other 
citizen,  and  please  him  enough  so 
that  he  gives  us  a  week's  pay. 

In  America  our  bosses  are  all 
other  citizens,  and  not  a  dictator, 
not  any  particular  corporation  or 
set  of  corporations;  and  they  are 
not   the   politicians. 

In  America  we  have  a  purpose 
and  an  objective  that  is  as  definite 
and  crystal-clear  as  the  objectives 
of  those  countries  overseas  which 
boast  of  their  national  objectives. 
Our  national  objective  is  for  each 
citizen  to  do  something  for  every 
other  citizen. 

I  would  like  you  to  submit  that 
to  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
with  whatever  comments  this  meet- 
ing might  have.  The  Board  mem- 
bers doubtless  would  wish  to  com- 
ment on  it  and  recommend  its  pos- 
sibly being  considered  in  some  of 
our  civics  and  economics  coui^ses, 
or  used  by  the  teachers  in  connec- 
tion with  their  handbook  on  the 
Principles  of  Democracy. 

I  do  not  think  a  person  can 
understand  how  America  works 
unless  he  realizes  that  funda- 
mentally the  consumer  is  in  the 
saddle  and  runs  the  show.  Every- 
thing heads  up  to  the  consumer, 
whether  it  be  a  big  corporation  or 
the  man  in  public  office.  The  man 
in  office  heads  up  to  the  consum- 
ers in  the  first  place,  because  the 
consumers  have  the  votes.  In  the 
second  place,  the  consumer  sup- 
ports the  industrialists  which  sup- 
port the  man  running  for  office.

PROPOSED  COURSE  IN  POLI- 
TICS 

Mr.  Lee:  As  you  know,  I  have 
given  quite  a  bit  of  attention  in  the 
last  few  years  to  developing  in- 
struction in  our  schools  on  how 
American  Government  works,  that 
is,  how  politics  actually  functions, 
with  a  view  to  better  equipping  our 
citizens  to  handle  their  governmen- 
tal questions. 

I  would  like  again  to  push  that 
a  little  further,  if  it  is  possible  at 
this  time.  After  my  efforts  of  a 
few  years  ago  the  Boston  Traveler 
expressed  my  idea  better  than  I 
could  myself.  It  said  on  June  26, 
1939  (reading): 

"The  schools  have  courses  in 
the  duties  of  citizenship.  Excel- 
lent work  is  done.  But  the  pupils 
are  not  taught  how  the  smart  poli- 
ticians   rig    the    game,    and    what 
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connections  some  of  them  have 
with  gangsters  and  racketeers.  The 
pupils  are  not  told  how  cases  are 
fixed. 

"So  when  School  Committeeman 
Joe  Lee  blandly  asks  why  the 
schools  do  not  warn  pupils  against 
the  political  realities  and  the 
smooth  workings  of  rackets,  he 
gives  educators  and  parents  some- 
thing to  think  about.  He  is  not 
trying  to  teach  children  how  to  be 
crooked  politicians  and  gangsters. 
Lee  is  merely  prodding  educators 
in  general  to  look  down  from  their 
ivory  towers  at  life  as  it  is." 

I  do  not  feel  that  I  have  had 
much  effect  in  these  four  years  in 
the  direction  in  which  I  had  hoped 
our  education  would  move.  I  do 
not  know  whether  we  are  going  to 
have  marihuana  cigarettes  in  the 
mouth  of  every  child  in  the  next 
four  years  or  a  slot  machine  in 
every  classroom.  Conditions 
around  Boston  seem  less  lawful 
than  they  were  some  time  ago.  One 
thing  I  know  is  that  it  is  fatal  to 
let  the  idea  become  accepted  that 
politics  is  dirty,  for  once  a  nation 
thinks  that  government  or  politics 
is  dirty,  like  the  people  of  France, 
they  will  have  no  faith  in  their 
government. 

I  think  my  idea  to  get  children 
to  develop  that  inquisitiveness  in 
respect  to  government  w^as  some- 
what squelched.  I  think  a  great  deal 
more  can  be  done  to  give  our  young- 
sters a  vigorous  idea  of  what  their 
problems  are  in  government  and 
politics  and  how  to  combat  those 
problems. 

Last  spring  I  think  we  did  take 
a  very  forward  step  in  approving 
the  "Principles  of  Democracy," 
which  is  now  being  printed  and  is 
ready  for  the  hands  of  our  teach- 
ers. That  did  not  show  the  me- 
chanics of  government  very  well. 
While  it  described  corruption  in 
government  and  gave  a  picture  of 
the  background,  it  did  not  go  into 
the  concrete  question  of  the  me- 
chanics of  government  and  elec- 
tions by  which  we  sometimes  fail 
to  exercise  our  best  wishes  as 
voters. 

Rather  than  take  more  time  with 
the  Committee  now  I  would  like  to 
ask  leave  to  put  before  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  for  their 
perusal,  or  for  the  members  of  the 
Committee,  an  expurgated  course 
in  politics  or  an  outline  thereof, 
which  takes  the  point  of  view  of 
a  Sir  Galahad  arriving  in  Boston, 
questioning  the  people  and  sizing 
up  the  kind  of  community  in  which 
we  live  and  how,  with  a  Sir  Gala- 


had point  01  view,  they  might 
make  our  government  more  re- 
sponsive to  the  best  interests  of 
the  people.  I  had  planned  to  read 
that,  but  in  view  of  the  late  hour 
and  the  length  of  this  outline,  I 
thought  I  might  ask  permission 
to  turn  it  over  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  or  the  members 
of  the  Committee  and  ask  them  to 
report  back  and  see  if  it  is  not 
possible  to  focus  a  child's  mind  on 
the  less  fortunate  parts  of  the 
work  of  Government  and  to  do  so 
with  very  much  of  the  Sir  Galahad 
point  of  view,  which  Mr.  Gould  had 
felt  was  lost  in  my  earlier  pro- 
posals. 

Superintendent:  It  was  very  def- 
initely lost  in  the   first  proposal. 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  like  to  move 
that  this  outline  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  to  report 
back  to  us  before  the  end  of  this 
year. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Lee  moves,  and  if 
there  is  no  objection  the  motion  will 
be  declared  passed,  that  his  sugges- 
tion be  placed  before  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  for  further  study 
and  report  to  the  School  Committee. 

The  motion  passed. 

Superintendent:  You  say  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  That  is  before 
the  end  of  this  month.  How  big  a 
document  is  it? 

Mr.  Lee:  It  consists  of  fourteen 
double-spaced  typewritten  pages,  or 
about  seven  or  eight  single-spaced 
typewritten  pages. 

Superintendent:  That  is  modest 
enough. 


ADDRESS  AT  COMMENCEMENT 
EXERCISES   OF  BOYS'   TOWN 

Mr.  Norton:  I  request  permission 
to  publish  in  the  record  a  talk 
given  at  the  Commencement  Exer- 
cises of  Boys'  Town  on  June  11, 
1941,  by  Mr.  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Di- 
rector of  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Justice.

Address  of  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Di- 
rector, Federal  Bureau  of  Investi- 
gation, United  States  Department 
of  Justice,  at  the  Commencement 
Exercises  of  Boys'  Town,  Boys 
Town,  Nebraska,  2:00  p.  m.,  June 
1,   1941. 

THE    CHALLENGE   TO  YOUTH 

Meeting  with  the  citizens  of  Boys 
Town  and  their  friends  marks  the 
happy  culmination  of  a  privilege  to 
which  I  have  long  looked  forward. 
In  a  few  short  years,  under  the 
sterling  leadership  of  Father  Flan- 
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agan,  Boys  Town  has  developed 
from  a  simple  idea  to  a  national 
institution  respected  and  honored 
from  coast  to  coast,  solely  because 
its  chief  motivation  has  been  a 
fight  for  the  right. 

The  men  of  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation  have  long  observed 
the  progress  of  Boys  Town.  We 
have  come  to  visualize  Boys  Town 
as  a  beacon,  radiating  the  light  of 
new  hope  to  the  nation's  youth. 
In  this  haven  of  Christian  ideals, 
youth  is  inspired  to  achievement. 
Here  the  great  American  tradition 
of  opportunity  for  all  is  manifest 
and  exemplified. 

Both  of  our  organizations  stand 
for  good  citizenship.  You  are  learn- 
ing to  be  citizens.  You  have  a 
daily  responsibility  in  discharging 
the  civic  functions  of  your  town 
for  the  benefit  of  its  citizens.  We 
have  the  daily  responsibiity  of  pro- 
tecting citizens  throughout  the 
United  States  from  the  enemies 
of  good  citizenship — the  desperado, 
the  bank  robber,  the  kidnaper  and 
the  far  more  dangerous  foe,  the 
spy,  saboteur  and  professional  de- 
structionist  of  American  democracy. 

In  these  troublous  days  of 
world  strife  and  conflict,  there 
should  be  no  other  thought  for 
stalwart  young  men  such  as  you 
than  the  building  of  a  greater  se- 
curity for  your  United  States  of 
America.  You  can  do  this  best  by 
first  being  good  citizens  and  then 
by  enlisting  new  recruits  for  our 
national  army  of  good  and  decent 
citizenship.  Only  by  this  means 
can  we  hope  to  preserve  our  coun- 
try from  the  threats  and  influences 
of  dictator  forces  from  across  the 
seas  and  criminal  forces  within  our 
midst. 

Surrounded  by  the  peaceful  at- 
mosphere of  your  town,  it  must 
be  difficult  to  fully  realize  the  bar- 
baric happenings  in  other  lands. 
There,  for  years,  young  men  of 
your  age  have  been  trained  for  but 
one  purpose — to  wage  warfare  upon 
other  men,  and  what  is  worse,  upon 
their  families  and  innocent  children. 
But  you  are  not  immune  to  the 
effects  of  this  madness  because  a 
wide  expanse  of  water  separates 
us  from  the  Old  World. 

The  war  that  is  bringing  destruc- 
tion in  many  lands  is  more  than  a 
war  between  ruling  classes,  it  is 
a  war  for  maintenance  of  decency 
and  fair  dealing.  On  the  one  side 
are  the  democracies  which  insure 
the  right  of  life,  liberty,  and  the 
pursuit  of  happiness  to  all  people, 
with  the  privilege  of  worshipping 
God  as  they  see  fit.     On  the  other 


side  are  arrayed  the  aggressive 
forces  of  totalitarianism  and  the 
godless,  where  dictators  can  say 
when  and  where  false  gods  of  their 
own    choice   shall   be   worshiped. 

Overseas,  the  war  is  active  and 
open.  Tons  of  steel  and  shell  daily 
are  being  hurled  at  the  people  who 
live  and  think  as  we  do.  But  that 
war  has  now  reached  across  the 
seas  into  our  peace-loving  America, 
where  the  advocate."  of  alien  ways 
of  life — the  missionaries  of  the 
godless,  have  unleashed  a  barrage 
of  vilification  and  hate  against 
our    democratic    manner    of    living. 

They  have  sought  to  pollute  the 
minds  of  youth  with  the  same  kind 
of  propaganda  that  was  used  in 
winning  young  people  to  the  ban- 
ners of  Naziism  and  Communissn. 
So,  remember  that  you  too  some 
day  must  be  prepared  to  face  the 
lies  and  false  teachings  of  prophets 
of  hate  when  yon  leave  this  guard- 
ed home  which  Father  Flanagan 
has   created. 

By  living  the  lessons  which  you 
have  been  taught  here  and  never 
wavering  from  your  faith  in  God, 
you  can  become  the  instruments 
of  great  good  in  our  national  life. 
Never  before  have  young  people 
had  such  opportunities  as  they 
have  today.  In  saying  that,  I  am 
not  unmindful  that  our  country 
has  suffered  through  a  depression 
such  as  we  had  never  known  and 
that  we  face  an  even  greater  bur- 
den in  maintaining  the  machinery 
of  defense.  For  every  battleship 
that  sails  the  seas,  scores  of  Boys' 
Towns  should  be  erected  and  thou- 
sands of  boys  provided  the  train- 
ing and  homes  they  so  rightly  de- 
serve. The  need  for  moral  strength 
and  training  should  be  the  para- 
mount task  of  "11  who  are  inter- 
ested to  bring  nbout  a  better  and 
cleaner  world  in  which  to  live  in 
Christian  fellowship. 

When  I  say  opportunities  lie 
ahead  I  mean  that  at  no  time  has 
there  been  a  more  urgent  need  than 
today  for  patriotic  devotion  to  the 
land  we  love  and  a  dedication  of 
every  fibre  of  energy  to  the  life  it 
symbolizes  of  honesty,  integrity  and 
a  straightforward  devotion  to  spirit- 
ual development  and  security. 
America  is  still  a  land  of  opportu- 
nity for  the  strong  and  the   brave. 

I  can  illustrate  this  best  by  a 
reference  to  the  selection  of  the 
men  of  the  FBI.  In  the  first  place, 
they  must  be  college  trained  in  law 
or  accounting  or  in  some  foreign 
language.  Beyond  that,  they  must 
possess  characters  that  are  un- 
blemished.   Yet,    for    every    Special 
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Agent  that  is  appointed,  some  lOOO 
applicants  are  considered.  The  ap- 
plicant may  lead  his  class  in  law 
school.  He  may  excel  in  athletic 
prowess.  His  personality  may  be 
the  finest,  but  unless  he  possesses 
the  necessary  qualities  of  the  soul 
and  heart  to  commend  him  he  )S 
wanting  and  is  unworthy  of  wear- 
ing the  FBI  gold  badge  of  honor 
representing  Fidelity— Bravery— In- 
tegrity. He  must  be  willing  to  sub- 
jugate self  to  service. 

Never  before  were  good  men  in 
such  demand.  These  are  the  oppor- 
tunities that  I  have  in  mind  when 
I  say  young  people  have  a  future 
that  is  full  of  promise.  Above  all, 
the  future  holds  the  opportunity  to 
return  to  the  faith  of  our  fathers 
and  the  simple  life  of  happiness 
which  is  to  be  found  in  the  homes 
you  will  some  day  establish. 

With  all  of  our  much  vaunted 
education,  the  quality  of  leader- 
ship is  still  a  precious  thmg  to  be 
nurtured  and  developed.  In  far 
too  many  instances,  young  men 
and  women  leave  our  institutions 
of  higher  learning  with  a  vast  fund 
of  theoretical  training  but  with  a 
total  lack  of  awareness  to  the 
realities  of  life.  We  should  all  want 
to  help  one  another.  Human  beings 
are  like  that.  We  want  to  live  by 
each  other's  happiness— not  by  each 
other's  misery.  We  sometimes 
think  too  much  and  feel  too  little. 
For  the  remarks  I  have  just 
made,  a  certain  amount  of  cynical 
criticism  is  to  be  expected.  First 
of  all,  the  Communist  will  say  there 
is  no  more  opportunity— that  op- 
portunity can  come  only  out  of 
revolution.  Then,  there  will  be 
those  who  abhor  hard  work,  who 
will  raise  their  voices  in  protest 
because  good  jobs  do  not  come  to 
them  on  a  silver  platter.  They  fail 
to  realize  that  success  is  not  easy. 
It  represents  hard  work,  persever- 
ance and  toil,  coupled  with  native 
and    trained    intelligence. 

These  purveyors  of  gloom  are 
the  people  who  fail  to  consider  that 
economic  depressions  and  crime  are 
secondary  in  importance  to  the  in- 
sidious and  far  more  disastrous 
decay  of  religion,  faith  and  hope. 
They  do  not  understand  that  the 
world-wide  conflicts  brought  on  by 
power-crazed  dictators  are  the  re- 
sult of  conditions  which  permit 
the  persecution  of  religion,  free- 
dom of  thought  and  liberty.  We 
want  none  of  that  in  America. 
We  shall  not  have  these  conditions 
so  long  as  the  premium  in  life  is 
placed  on  good  character  and 
square  dealing. 


There  is  a  condition  present  in 
our  country  which  serves  as  a  very 
fertile  soil  for  the  unwholesome 
growth  of  deceit,  of  cynicism,  and 
of  the  weeds  of  all  the  godless  isms 
of  the  Nazis,  the  Communists  and 
the  Fascists.  I  refer  to  the  indif- 
ferent attitude  of  our  citizenry 
toward  belief  in  God  and  basic 
morality. 

There  are  over  sixty  million  of 
our  fellow  citizens  who  profess  no 
religion  and  many  of  these,  no  be- 
lief in  God.  What  will  happen  to 
the  moral  structure  of  our  democ- 
racy if  this  condition  continues? 

People  commit  crime  because 
they  lack  moral  responsibility.  We 
have  youth  committing  crime  be- 
cause their  spiritual  growth  has 
been  stifled.  We  have  youth  in 
crime  because  we  have  failed  to 
provide  youth  with  proper  upbring- 
ing and  outlets  for  energy.  Only 
in  the  rarest  instances  of  diseased 
minds  can  we  say  that  the  first 
offender  commits  crimes  out  of 
sheer  anti-social  sentiments.  Chil- 
dren are  driven  to  crime  because 
of  deep-laid  faults  in  society  such 
as  poverty,  degeneracy,  parental 
neglect  and  lack  of  religious  train- 
ing. 

Today,  as  you  know,  nearly  20  per 
Cent  of  our  crime  is  the  work  of 
persons  who  have  not  yet  even 
reached  the  voting  age.  This  means 
that  nearly  one-fifth  of  all  murders, 
of  arson,  thievery,  robbery  and 
other  outrages  against  our  laws  are 
committed  by  persons  of  immature 
bodies  and  immature  minds,  per- 
sons who  should  be  reaching  the 
threshold  of  useful  life.  Certainly, 
this  condition  falls  tragically  short 
or  the  ideal  of  American  citizen- 
ship. It  is  not  a  pleasant  picture.  It 
is  not  a  healthy  outlook.  It  is  not 
a  normal  condition  when  a  nation 
such  as  America  must  bow  under 
the  disgrace  of  a  set  of  circum- 
stances in  which  one-fifth  of  our 
niost  deadly  outlaws,  our  murder- 
ers, our  machine  gunning  despera- 
does, have  not  yet  reached  voting 
age  It  becomes  incumbent  upon  all 
oi  us,  therefore,  to  recognize  and 
admit  the  causes  for  such  scan- 
dalous conditions,  and,  reaching  be- 
yond, to  seek  the  means  by  which 
they  may  be  remedied. 

I  believe  that  a  prime  factor  in 
the  disregard  by  youth  for  law  lies 
in  an  equal  or  greater  disrespect 
for  law  and  order  on  the  part  of 
the  adults  of  our  generation.  I  in- 
sist that  no  youth  ever  developed 
an  heroic  ideal  that  was  not  first 
centered  about  some  adult.  When 
the  youngster  begins  to  show  dis- 
respect for  law  and  order,  you  can 
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be  sure  he  learned  something  of 
that  attitude  at  home,  or  he  was 
not  taught  to  recognize  right  from 
wrong  so  that  he  could  make  his 
own  decisions. 

We  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  In- 
vestigation are  constantly  working 
toward  not  only  the  suppression  of 
the  enemies  of  society,  but  toward 
the  building  of  a  new  viewpoint 
which  we  hope  will  result  in  fewer 
violators  of  the  law.  We  have  no 
desire  to  be  known  solely  as  hun- 
ters of  men;  we  would  much  rather 
be  looked  upon  as  preventers  of 
crime. 

Behind  the  spectacular  efforts  of 
the  Bureau  in  its  necessary  cam- 
paigns against  the  more  desperate 
of  our  outlaws  lies  the  never  fail- 
ing desire  to  further  an  under- 
standing of  the  law  and  its  observ- 
ance. We  have  no  happier  days  in 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investiga- 
tion than  when  vast  throngs  of 
boys  under  the  guidance  of  friend- 
ly Special  Agents  are  shown  how 
we  operate.  We  hope  our  young 
visitors  will  take  pride  in  honesty 
rather  than  in  "outsmarting"  the 
law.  We  hope  to  see  the  day  when 
every  law  enforcement  officer  in 
America  will  realize  that  the  best 
weapon  against  crime  is  a  feeling 
of  confidence  and  friendship  to- 
ward law  enforcement  upon  the 
part  of  every  boy  and  girl  in  his 
neighborhood 

We  are  gratified  that  our  file.3 
contain  numerous  letters  from  boys 
throughout  America  who  want  to 
be  Special  Agents  of  the  FBI  when 
they  have  completed  their  educa- 
tion. I  earnestly  hope  that  the  time 
will  come  when  every  local  law  en- 
forcement agency  in  America  can 
arouse  the  same  ambition  in  the 
boys  of  its  community. 

In  recent  years,  law  enforcement 
has  become  our  newest  profession. 
Never  before  in  the  history  of  our 
land  has  the  peace  officer  been 
more  enlightened  and  desirous  of 
being  a  true  public  servant.  There 
was  a  time  when  groups  of  boys 
had  an  inborn  fear  when  a  police 
officer  approached  them.  Fortunate- 
ly, this  is  no  longer  the  case. 

In  the  law  enforcement  officers 
of  America  you  citizens  of  Boys 
Town  have  real  friends.  When  you 
leave  here,  should  the  need  arise, 
call  upon  the  Chief  of  Police  in 
your  city  for  advice  or  assistance, 
or  if  you  are  in  a  city  where  one 
of  our  FBI  offices  is  located,  the 
Special  Agents  assigned  to  that 
office  will  be  glad  to  help  you. 
Above  all,  remember  that  we  of  law 


enforcement  are  the  friends  of 
youth  and  we  want  you  to  be  our 
friends. 

Every  citizen  of  Boys  Town  must 
of  course  have  a  goal.  Regardless 
of  your  ambitions  in  the  business, 
social  or  economic  world,  you  should 
all  aspire  to  instruct  others  in  the 
art  of  citizenship.  The  time  will 
soon  come  when  you  will  take  your 
place  in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs 
of  your  community,  state  and  na- 
tion. By  living  in  the  future  your 
lessons  at  Boys  Town,  you  can  and 
will  be  the  future  mainstay  of  your 
country. 

All  of  us,  whether  we  like  it  or 
not,  pay  levy  in  some  form  or  an- 
other to  the  vicious  influence  of 
corrupt  practices  in  politics  which 
sooner  or  later  will  stifle  America 
unless  courageous,  fighting  young 
men  and  women  enlist  themselves 
heart  and  soul  in  a  do  or  die  battle 
for  their  elimination.  There  is  your 
challenge! 

Corrupt  politicians  are  real  pub- 
lic enemies.  They  rob  the  good 
citizen  of  his  vote  on  election  day. 
They  seize  control  of  police  depart- 
ments and  other  law  enforcement 
agencies.  And  they  even  reach 
high  into  the  governmental  bodies 
of  our  states,  into  the  legislatures 
and  into  the  courts,  with  their 
slimy  hands  ever  outstretched  to 
claw  at  the  public  purse. 

The  symbol  of  Axaerica,  "The 
Stars  and  Stripes,"  represents  lib- 
erty and  justice.  "Old  Glory"  still 
waves  triumphantly  over  the  land 
of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the 
brave.  It  stands  for  everything 
that  is  good.  Americans  should  be 
prouder  than  ever  of  America  to- 
day, and  should  fJght  to  defend  her 
ideals  from  the  traitors  in  our 
midst  who  stand  for  lawlessness 
and  subversive  isms.  We  must  turn 
upon  the  scoundrels  who  would  de- 
stroy Americanism. 

Your  achievements  will  be  heart- 
ened by  a  never-ending  alliance 
with  the  things  that  are  good  and 
noble.  As  we  survey  the  future, 
we  face  a  changing  world  punc- 
tuated by  the  traditional  virtues 
that  never  change.  The  greatest 
of  these  is  strong  character.  In 
your  conquest  of  life,  if  you  would 
be  victorious,  you  must  dedicate 
your  thoughts  and  your  energies 
only  to  those  activities  which 
strengthen  character.  You  will  be 
a  better  man  if  you  love  your  home 
and  your  church. 

Keep  yourselves  physically  strong, 
mentally  pure  and  morally  straight. 
Be    loyal     to     the     confidence     of 
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Father  Flanagan  and  Boys  Town— 
they  stand  for  the  loftiest  ideals 
and  the  purest  things  in  life.  Let 
nothing  cause  you  to  forget  the 
forces  which  have  made  citizen- 
ship here  a  privilege  and  which 
have  given  you  your  opportunities. 
It  is  your  job  to  get  recruits; 
every  boy  you  teach  to  hate  crime 
is  a  victory  for  your  side;  every 
person  you  can  interest  in  a  desire 
for  clean  politics,  good  govern- 
ment, honest  administration  of  jus- 
tice, is  indeed  worthy  of  a  citation 
for  bravery  and  fidelity  in  action. 
You  can  win  this  struggle  for  the 
right  by  the  building  of  a  great 
fortress — a  national  mental  atti- 
tude which  will  instinctively  hate 
crime  and  evei'y  element  which 
fosters  it.  Remember  this,  what 
you  think  today  will  guide  our 
nation  tomorrow!  There  can  be 
no  greater  achievement  than  to 
build  for  the  happiness  and  moral 
safety  of  the   future. 


VISIT    OF    HIGH    SCHOOL 
TEACHER    TO    SICK    PUPIL 

Mr.  Norton:  I  would  like  to  put 
in  the  record  at  this  time  a  state- 
ment relative  to  John  Dunn,  of  47 
Washington  Street,  Hyde  Park,  a 
student  of  the  Hyde  Park  High 
School,  who  is  very  seriously  ill 
at  the  Boston   City  Hospital. 

One  of  the  teachers  in  that 
school,  a  department  head,  Mr. 
Martin  Olson,  went  out  of  his  way 
to  visit  the  parents  and  tell  them 
what  a  good  student  John  was  and 
how  he  and  the  other  teachers 
hoped  that  John  would  get  better, 
and  wanted  to  know  if  there  was 
any  little  thing  that  he  might  do 
to  help  out   in  the   circumstances. 

Those  hard-working  parents  were 
much  pleased  to  think  that  a  teach- 
er would  take  that  much  interest  in 
their  sick  boy,  and  the  story  got 
back  to  me  from  half  a  dozen  dif- 
ferent sources.  It  Is  little  things  like 
this  that  are  very,  very  important. 
It  is  the  little  things  of  life  that 
make  life  worth  living.  A  little 
interest,  a  little  courtesy,  an  atti- 
tude of  sympathy  when  a  student  is 
stricken,  go  a  long  way  towards 
selling  our  schools  to  our  people  and 
to  develop  a  more  wholesome  and 
co-operative  attitude  on  the  part 
of  the  parents  and  the  public  to- 
ward our  school  system  in  general. 

I  want  to  put  that  in  the  record 
to  encourage  other  teachers  under 
similar  circumstances,  when  the  op- 
portunity affords  to   do  likewise. 


USE   OF   UNOCCUPIED   SCHOOL 

LAND   FOR   PLAYGROUNDS; 

PREVENTION  OF  JUVENILE 

DELINQUENCY 

Mr.  Norton:  The  School  Commit- 
tee has  thirty-four  pieces  of  vacant 
land  at  present,  worth  over  $334,000. 
I  respectfully  request  that  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  look  into 
this  matter  to  see  if  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  fix  up  this  land  in  some 
instances  and  have  a  WPA  project 
operate  it,  and  perhaps  have  a  little 
playground  operating  on  some  of 
these  plots,  under  WPA  supervision. 

Here  we  have  over  $300,000  worth 
of  land  in  all  parts  of  the  city, 
some  of  it  splendid  property.  Let 
us  have  a  little  investigation  and 
find  if  it  is  not  possible  to  utilize 
some  of  those  parcels  as  play- 
ground areas,  and  inquire  from  the 
Federal  Government  as  to  whether 
or  not  they  will  operate  them  un- 
der  a   WPA   project. 

Every  time  we  open  up  a  play- 
ground we  decrease  crime.  Every 
time  we  open  up  a  play  area  we 
help  some  delinquent  or  possible 
delinquent  from  obtaining  y  court 
record. 

It  is  the  only  thing  we  can  da 
that  is  a  panacea  for  juvenile  de 
linquency. 

I  want  to  congratulate  the  Head 
Master  of  the  Jamaica  Plain  High 
School  for  his  action  when  some 
small  boys  of  the  neighborhood 
broke  into  the  school.  linstead  of 
giving  them  a  court  record  he  went 
to  the  police  and  arranged  to  have 
the  damage  paid  for  by  the  parents, 
thus  saving  those  youngsters  from 
a  court  record.  I  want  thar.  state- 
ment in  the  record  for  other  head 
masters  to  read. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  like  the  attitude 
that  he  took.  I  want  to  put  into 
the  record  this  statement  from  Mr. 
William  C.  Hull,  Executive  As- 
sistant to  the  United  States  Civil 
Service  Commission.  Under  date  of 
October  31,  1941,  I  wrote  Mr.  Hull 
and  asked  whether  or  not  an  appli- 
cant for  a  Civil  Service  examina- 
tion, who  had  been  summoned  into 
court  as  a  juvenile  at  the  age  of 
ten,  should  answer  in  the  affirma- 
tive the  question  concerning  arrest 
in  the  Civil  Service  Commission's 
application  form. 

Under  date  of  November  13,  Mr. 
Hull  informs  me  that  the  correct 
answer  to  the  question  in  such  a 
case  is  "Yes."  There  are  some  folks 
who  feel  that  a  youngster  brought 
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into  a  juvenile  session  has  no  court 
record.  As  far  as  I  can  ascertain, 
that  youngster  has  a  court  record. 

A  child  being  a  child  is  brought 
to  an  informal  conference,  and  if 
there  is  a  court  record,  when  that 
child  applies  for  a  civil  service  ex- 
amination at  a  later  date  he  has  to 
answer  in  the  affirmative  to  the 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  he 
has  been  summoned  in  (reading) : 

"The  Commission  refers  to  your 
letter  of  October  31,  1941,  in  which 
you  request  to  be  advised  whether 
or  not  an  applicant  for  a  Civil 
Service  examination  who  has  been 
summoned  into  court  as  a  juvenile 
at  the  age  of  ten  should  answer  the 
question  concerning  arrest  in  the 
application  form  in  the  affirmative. 

"You  are  informed  that  the  cor- 
rect answer  to  the  question  in  such 
a  case  is  'Yes'  ". 

Mr.  Lee:  In  respect  to  something 
that  Mr.  Norton  comments  about — 
the  handling  of  youngsters  who  get 
into  trouble  with  the  law — I  would 
like  to  state  for  the  record  a  point 
made  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Donovan, 
of  the  Bureau  of  Child  Accounting, 
with  reference  to  his  proposal 
along  similar  lines. 

I  think  Mr.  Norton  will  agree 
that  the  preventive  stage  is  the 
stage  at  which  you  want  to  reach 
the  child,  to  see  what  is  develop- 
ing in  the  child's  mind.  To  deter- 
mine that  and  to  develop  the  child's 
mind  sensibly,  Mr.  Donovan  sug- 
gests a  cumulative  record  card  for 
each  pupil.  "This  would  give  a  per- 
sonality picture  of  the  child,  his 
ideas,  habits,  attitudes,  goals,  in- 
terests, appreciations,  ideals,  likes 
and  dislikes,  his  attitudes  toward 
property,  institutions  and  laws,  his 
responsibility  to  himself  and  others, 
eo  far  as  those  things  come  under 
the  eyes  of  the  teachers  who  in- 
struct the  child."  The  teacher 
should  have  enough  information  so 
as  to  be  able  to  work  with  the 
child  as  a  personality,  especially 
with  those  children  who  show  a 
tendency  to  get  into  trouble  with 
the  law.  It  is  my  feeling  that  that 
would  be  the  mo.st  preventive  step 
we  could  take. 


RATIO  FOR  APPOINTMENTS  IN 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 
Mr.  Norton:  When  are  we  going 
to  consider  the  matter  of  the 
number  on  the  prior  list  versus 
the  number  on  the  examined  list 
who  may  be  appointed  from  those 
lists?  As  I  understand,  there  are 
two     taken     from     the     prior     list 


against  one  from  the  examined  list. 

SiJperintendent:  That  is  about 
the    ratio. 

Mr.  Norton:  It  used  to  be  10  or 
3   to  one. 

Chairman:  That  is  regulated  by 
the    number    on    each    list. 

Mr.  Norton:  When  are  we  to  take 
that  matter  up?  I  mean  the  ques- 
tion of  changing  that  ratio.  1  under- 
stand it  is  now  two  from  the  prior 
list  to  one  from  the  examined  list. 
When  there  is  a  position  we  take 
two  from  the  prior  list  and  one 
from   the   examined  list? 

Superintendent:  It  was  three  to 
one    last   year. 

Chairman:  It  will  be  two  to  one 
this  year.  It  depends  on  the  num- 
bers  on   each   list. 

Mr.  Norton:  When  is  this  Board 
to  consider  that? 

Chairman:  At  the  time  appoint- 
ments are  made. 

Mr.  Norton:  When  are  we  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  the  propor- 
tion being  two  to  one,  three  to 
one,   or  four  to  one? 

Chairman:  That  is  determined  by 
the  number  on  each  list.  The  ques- 
tion decides  itself  by  the  propor- 
tion that  one  list  bears  to  the 
other. 

Mr.  Norton:  There  is  a  prior  list 
and  an  examined  list.  When  there 
is  a  job  to  be  filled  we  take  two 
from  the  prior  list  and  one  from 
the    examined   list? 

Superintendent:  When  there  are 
three  appointments. 

Mr.  Norton:  The  question  I  am 
asking  about  is  the  consideration 
by  this  Board  of  taking  three  or 
four  or  five  off  the  prior  list  to 
one  off  the  examined  list.  That  is 
the  question  I  have  in  mind.  I 
want  to  consider  the  basic  ratio. 
Can  we  discuss  that  at  the  next 
meeting? 

Chairman:    Yes. 


VOCATIONAL   GUIDANCE 

Mr.  Norton:  I  see  a  number  of 
young  men  here  who  are  'interested 
in  vocational  guidance.  I  under- 
stand they  took  an  examination. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Lee  took  that  up 
in  the  conference. 

Superintendent:  Under  authori- 
zation from  the  School  Committee, 
I  assigned  teachers  in  the  high 
schools  as  vocational  counselors  for 
the  current  school  year,  without 
change  of  rank  or  salary,  unless 
the  assignment  should  be  earlier 
terminated  by  the  Superintendent 
with  the  approval  of  the  School 
Committee.     In  each  high  school  I 
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have  assigned  one  vocational  coun- 
selor for  the  remainder  of  the  cur- 
rent school  year. 

The  examination  which  was  held 
in  the  last  of  August  was  for  the 
regular  certificate  required  for  ap- 
pointment to  the  Department  of 
Vocational  Guidance. 

These  people  who  have  been  as- 
signed have  not  been  appointed  to 
the  Department  of  Vocational 
Guidance.  Their  assignments  may 
be  terminated  at  any  time  during 
the  school  year,  or  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year,  or  they  may,  if  the 
School  Committee  wishes  to  extend 
that  privilege,  be  assigned  for  addi- 
tional time  during  the  next  school 
year. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  understand  that 
about  twelve  took  the  examinations 
last    August. 

Superintendent:  I  have  not  the 
number  but  I  know  there  were 
some  who  took  the  examination. 

Mr.  Norton:  When  are  these 
young  men  to  be  advised  as  to  their 
relative   standing  on   that  list? 

Superintendent;  Of  course  there 
are  two  parts  to  the  examination. 
There  is  the  written  part  concern- 
ing which  I  assume  they  have  re- 
ceived information  from  the  Board 
of  Examiners.  Then  that  Board 
visits  the  candidates  who  took  the 
examination.  Unless  called  for 
earlier  in  the  school  year,  those  lists 
come  out  at  approximately  the  close 
of   the   current   school   year. 

Mr.  Norton:  That  would  mean  in 
June? 

Superintendent:  The  lists  are  pre- 
pared so  that  they  are  available 
at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  un- 
less there  is  some  emergency,  m 
which  case  the  School  Committee  or 
the  Superintendent  may  call  for 
earlier  returns. 

Mr.  Norton:  What  are  the 
chances  of  obtaining  a  position  for 
these  young  men  who  have  passed 
that  examination? 

Superintendent:  It  all  depends  on 
whether  the  School  Committee 
wishes  to  increase  the  personnel 
of  the  Department  of  Vocational 
Guidance. 

Mr.  Norton:  As  I  understand  it, 
you  have  taken  teachers  where 
there  are  surplus  teachers  in  the 
school,  and  put  them  on  the  job? 

Superintendent;  Yes. 

Mr.  Norton:  How  many  of  them? 

Superintendent:  One  for  each 
high  school  except  in  the  case  of 
the  Vocational  High  and  the  High 
School  of  Practical  Arts. 

Mr.  Norton:  Will  they  De  ap- 
pointed next  year? 


Superintendent:  They  may  be 
assigned. 

Mr.  Norton:  They  are  now  tem- 
porarily assigned? 

Superintendent:  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Norton:  The  question  is,  what 
are  we  going  to  do  with  these 
young  men  who  passed  that  exam- 
ination in  vocational  guid^ince? 

Superintendent:  That  examina- 
tion is  for  appointment  in  Ihe  De- 
partment of  Vocational  Guidance. 
It  does  not  mean  that  we  are  going 
to  appoint  them  as  high  school 
guidance  teachers. 

Mr.  Norton:  What  does  it  mean? 
They  took  an  examination  for  Vo- 
cational Guidance? 

Superintendent:  Right. 

Mr.  Norton:  Wasn't  it  assumed 
that  these  were  high  school  teach- 
ers? 

Superintendent:  These  assigned 
teachers  are  to  serve  as  Vocational 
Counselors  in  the  schools  in  which 
they  are  now.  The  School  Commit- 
tee authorized  me  to  assign  one 
counselor  on  full  time  in  each  high 
school  and  also  to  assign  a  part- 
time  counselor  on  the  basis  of  each 
360  pupils.  I  am  taking  one  step 
now  in  the  assignment  of  these 
teachers  to  vocational  counseling 
in  the  high  schools. 

Later  on  I  will  notify  the  School 
Committee,  in  accordance  with  the 
authorization  given  me,  if  I  think 
it  advisable  to  assign  additional 
teachers  to  carry  on  that  work.  If 
at  another  time  the  School  Com- 
mittee wishes  to  increase  the  De- 
partment of  Vocational  Guidance 
and  have  these  persons  appointed 
or  assigned  part-time  to  high 
schools,  that  is  a  proposition  which 
the  School  Committee  might  well 
consider.  The  examination  which 
these  people  took  was  for  appoint- 
ment to  the  Department  of  Voca- 
tional Guidance. 

Mr.  Norton:  They  took  an  ex- 
amination last  August,  and  I  am 
anxious  that  if  there  are  jobs  those 
who  took  the  examinations  be  given 
preference  for  the  jobs  for  which 
they  took  the  examinations. 

Superintendent:  It  all  depends  on 
whether  the  School  Committee 
wishes  to  expand  the  Department 
of   Vocational   Guidance. 

Mr.  Norton:  We  have  teachers 
who  are  temporarily  filling  those 
positions? 

Superintendent:  We  have  teachers 
who  are  assigned  for  counseling 
work  in  the  high  schools  who  have 
never  been  associated  with  the  De- 
partment of  Vocational  Guidance. 
We  have  also  people  in  the  Voca- 
tional   Guidance    Department    who 
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give  part  time  counseling  in  the 
high  schools.  The  examinations 
which  these  people  took  wag  the 
regular  vocational  guidance  exami- 
nation. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  am  one  of  those 
who  feel  that  Vocational  Guidance 
is  a  very  important  subject.  These 
young  men  qualified  for  this  par- 
ticular phase  of  the  work  and,  hav- 
ing passed  that  examination,  if 
there  are  jobs  they  should  be  given 
preference. 

I  would  like  to  discuss  this  whole 
•matter  informally  at  the  next  con- 
ference. 

Mr.  Lee:  On  this  subject,  along 
with  the  other  members,  I  voted  to 
have  the  surplus  teachers  in  high 
schools  assigned  so  as  to  coincide 
with  our  needs  and  opportunities 
for  vocational  counseling.  Rather 
than  see  men  thrown  out  of  em- 
ployment in  our  schools'  and  want- 
ing to  see  Vocational  Guidance  ex- 
tended, I  went  along  with  the  idea 
of  assigning  the  best  teachers  who 
could  be  found  to  take  these  posi- 
tions. 


I  also  want  to  extend  guidance 
even  more  than  we  now  have  by 
appointing  those  who  have  quali- 
fied by  examination.  I  am  not 
doing  anything  more  than  recom- 
mending it  to  the  Committee  because 
I  will  not  be  here  when  the  next 
budget  is  drawn  up.  I  think  we 
could  well  afford  to  spend  more 
money  on  Vocational  Guidance,  and 
if  possible  make  some  appointments 
from   this    examined    list. 

Chairman:  It  can  be  placed  on 
the  docket  for  our  next  conference.

PROPOSED     COURSE     IN 
POLITICS 

Mr.  Lee:  I  have  always  wanted 
to  S3  the  best  relationships  ce- 
mented between  the  teachers  and 
the  School  Committee  both  the 
present  School  Committee  and  any 
School  Committee  to  follow.  As  a 
personal  message  from  me  to  the 
teachers,  interpreting  recent  de- 
velopments in  the  School  Commit- 
tee in  the  light  of  the  national  ob- 
jectives of  our  Republic,  I  would 
like  leave  to  insert  in  the  record 
the  outline  of  those  recent  develop- 
ments which  we  have  had  under 
consideration   upstairs. 

I  would  like,  in  view  of  our  dis- 
cussion of  that,  not  to  use  the 
title  page  that  I  have  but  instead, 
"Sir  Galahad  Comes  to  Town." 

Chairman:  I  thought  we  accepted 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents upstairs  in  Conference, 
leaving    out   all   names. 

Mr.  Lee:  They  are  out  as  the 
basis  of  a  text  for  teaching  the 
children,  but  as  a  summary  of  our 
governcnental  life  as  a  member  of 
our  School  Committee,  this  is  a 
phase  of  our  government  which 
stands,  to  me,  as  an  epitome  of 
how  things  happen  in  the  city  and 
what  the  difficulties  and  benefits 
of  American  government  are. 

Mr.  Norton:  Will  you  take  all  the 
names  out  of  the  outline? 
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Mr.  Lee:  I  wouldn't  like  to  take 
all  the  names  out  because  I  want 
to  make  the  School  Committee  as 
well  understood  by  the  teachers  as 
possible. 

Chairman:  I  did  not  know  that 
Mr.  Sullivan  was  going  to  leave  the 
ftieeting.  .1  suggest,  Mr.  Lee,  that 
the  matter  go  over  for  considera- 
tion at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Lee:  Are  we  going  to  have 
another  meeting? 

Chairman:  We  are  going  to  have 
a  conference  on  Friday. 

Mr.  Lee:  That  is  all  right 
with  me. 


ESTABLISHMENT     OF     JUNIOR 
COLLEGE  PROPOSED 

Mr.  Albert  West:  I  should  like 
about  five  minutes.  I  have  a  peti- 
tion which  I  will  read: 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Meimbers  of 
the  Boston  School  Committee: 
Reconsideration  of  a  petition  of 
the  East  Boston  High  School  Alum- 
ni Association,  addressed  to  your 
honorable  body  and  dated  October 
17,  1936,  asking  for  the  discontinu- 
ance as  such  of  the  Boston  Teach- 
ers College  and  the  substitution 
therefor  of  a  Public  Junior  College 
open  to  the  school  children  of  Bos- 
ton under  rules  and  regulations  as 
set  forth  by  your  honorable  body, 
is  respectfully  requested. 

A  copy  of  the  said  petitiOiU  of  Oc- 
tober 17,  1936,  is  annexed  and  to  the 
reasons  listed  therein  are  added: 

That  there  is  a  present  and  a 
pressing  need  for  such  a  form  of 
education  to  prepare  candidates  for 
service  in  various  branches  of  the 
Armed  Service  of  the  United  States. 
That  this  is  the  only  manner  in 
which  many  young  men  can  qualify 
themselves  to  serve  their  country 
according  to  their  free  choice. 

That  the  best  service  comes  from 
free  choice. 

Accordingly  this  can  be  well  con- 
sidered a  matter  of  National  De- 
fense. 

That  the  present  need  for  teacher 
training  would  warrant  a  continu- 
ance of  existing  courses  on  a  some- 
what smaller  scale,  to  supply  any 
needs  that  might  arise.  I  will  not 
read   the   other   petition. 

I  want  to  say  that  I  understand 
from  Mr.  Haley  and  others  that 
the  Committee  tonight  have  en- 
larged the  scope  of  Teachers  Col- 
lege, as  I  understand  it,  to  admit 
young  men  to  take  certain  courses 
to  qualify  them  in  the  aeronautical 
field,  in  which  case  this  is  almost 
unnecessary    and    is    more    or    less 


coincidental,  except  that  its  scope 
is  a  little  wider.  I  hope  the  Com- 
mittee will  give   it  consideration. 

I  have  brought  it  in  now  because 
1  feel— and  I  think  I  can  say  it 
here— that  this  Committee  is  the 
best  School  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston  in  fifty  years.  And 
three  of  its  members  were  my  op- 
ponents in  a  recent  election.  I  feel 
that  they  have  done  the  citizens  ot 
the  City  Of  Boston  a  great  public 
service,  and  I  feel  that  this  present 
School  Committee  could  well  con- 
sider this  question  before  it  has 
disbanded,  and  I  urge  it  with  ail 
the  force  at  my  command.

ADMISSION  OF  YOUNG  MEN  TO 
THE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE , 
PREPARATION  FOR  AVIA- 
TION 

Mr  Norton:  Since  Mr.  West  has 
expressed  his  thoughts,  I  just  want 
to  express  my  own  thoughts  tor 
the  record. 

I  have  long  felt  that  Boston 
Teachers  College  should  be  turned 
into  a  junior  college,  and  I  should 
like  to  do  what  1  can  as  a  member 
of    this    Board    to    facilitate     that 

step.  .    ,  ii,   t 

Some  weeks  ago  I  suggested  that 
we  take  a  hundred  young  men  who 
are  residents  of  Boston  and  are 
qualified  for  Army  and  Navy  avia- 
tion, knowing  that  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  are  interest- 
ed in  cooperating  with  the  Federal 
Government  to  the  fullest  extent  m 
the  present  war,  and  give  those 
young  men  an  opportunity  to  do 
two  years  of  college  work  in  our 
Teachers  College. 

I  am  one  of  those  who  feel  tha. 
fifty  years  from  now  a  youngster 
will  go  through  high  school  and 
into  college  just  as  easily  as  he 
now  goes  from  the  elementary 
school  to  high  school. 

If  a  member  of  the  Boston  School 
Committee  were  to  suggest  fifty 
years  ago  that  we  would  have  such 
a  system  of  high  schools  as  we  now 
have  in  this  country,  with  over 
7,000,000  youngsters  in  them,  the 
suggestion  would  have  been 
frowned  upon.  Yet  the  greatest 
phenomenon  in  the  history  of  con- 
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temporary  education  in  America  is 
the  fact  that  in  1900  we  had  less 
than  a  million  students  in  our 
American  high  schools  and  today, 
in  1941,  we  have  over  7,000,000. 

It  was  impossible  for  the  peda- 
gogue of  fifty  years  ago  to  imagine 
that  the  day  would  come  when 
7,000,000  youngsters  would  be  in 
our   high   schools. 

Fifty  years  ago  the  boy  or  girl 
who  had  an  elementary  school  edu- 
cation was  considered  to  be  well 
educated.  Today  a  high  school 
education  is  considered  necessary, 
and  the  youngster  from  the  small- 
est income  family  plans  to  go  on 
through  high  school.  Following 
that  same  trend,  I  feel  that  fifty 
years  from  now  we  will  have  col- 
leges for  our  youth,  just  as  today 
we  have  high  schools. 

From  the  economic  standpoint, 
the  President  of  Harvard  Univer- 
sity has  indicated  that  the  colleges 
of  America  today  are  not  demo- 
cratic. He  has  shown  that  a  very 
small  percentage  of  youngsters  at- 
tending our  colleges  are  from 
families  where  the  family  income 
— not  the  individual  income — is  $40 
a  week  or  less. 

Here  in  Boston  we  prepare  from 


1200  to  1700  youngsters  for  college 
each  year  through  the  medium  of 
the  classical  course,  and  the  records 
show  that  only  about  one-third  of 
that  number  go  to  college,  and 
even  a  smaller  percentage  actually 
finish  the  college  course.  In  nine 
cases  out  of  ten  the  reason  for  that 
is  lack  of  finances. 

Therefore,  anything  that  we  can 
do  toward  sponsoring  a  junior  col- 
lege I  am  with,  and  I  believe  the 
other  members  of  the  Board  feel  the 
same  way  about  it.  There  is  some 
question  of  legality  and  there  is 
also  the  question  of  finances,  but 
the  Superintendent  has  advised  the 
School  Committee  that  we  may  put 
a  hundred  young  men  in  Teachers 
College  without  extra  expense  to 
the  City. 

This  Board  is  fully  cognizant  of 
the  City's  financial  problems. 

Another  question  is  the  selec- 
tion of  these  hundred  young  men. 
That  we  are  going  to  leave  to  the 
Board  of  Superintendents.  That 
Board  will  decide  who  should  have 
preference  in  that  training.

NAMING     OF     CHARLOTTE 
CUSHMAN  PLAYGROUND 

The  folowing  was  offered: 

ORDERED,  That  the  parcel  of 
land  on  which  stood  the  Cushman 
School,  is  hereby  set  apart  as  a 
playground  to  be  known  as  the 
Charlotte  Cushman  Playground,  in 
order  that  the  memory  of  this 
celebrat-ed  American  actress  (1816- 
1876)    may   be   perpetuated. 

Charlotte  Cushman  was  born  in 
the  house  which  stood  on  this  site, 
near  Salem  Street.  The  house  was 
demolished  with  other  dwellings  to 
make  place  for  the  school  erected 
in  1867,  and  named  the  Cushman 
School.  The  naming  of  the  school 
in  her  honor  was  most  pleasing  to 
her  for  .'■-he  was  deeply  fond  of 
children. 

Charlotte  Cushman  was  acknowl- 
edged the  most  powerful  American 
actress  of  her  time.  She  was  one  of 
the  great  American  women  of  the 
mid-nineteenth  century  and  was  so 
recognized  during  her  lifetime.  She 
was  honored  in  Europe  as  well  as 
in  America.  It  was  said  of  her  that 
"to  the  last,  she  was  the  greatest 
living  Lady  Macbeth  of  her  age." 

It  is  fitting  that  Charlotte  Cush- 
man's  name  shall  be  perpetuated  in 
the  city  of  her  birth  and  in  the  sec- 
tion which  was  her  home  during 
her  early  years.  The  naming  of  the 
Charlotte  Cushman  Playground  will 
keep  alive  for  the  children  and  the 
young  people  of  the  neighborhood 
the  memory  of  this  outstanding 
woman  who  was  acclaimed  at  home 
and  abroad  as  the  great  actress  of 
her  day. 

The  rules  were  suspended  and 
the  order  passed,  the  four  members 
present  voting  in  the  affirmative.

PROPOSED  COURSE  IN 
POLITICS 

Mr.  Lee:  Some  people  have 
rheumatism,  which  acts  up  at  the 
approach  of  bad  weather,  serving 
as  a  warning  of  things  to  come. 
I  do  not  have  that,  but  I  have 
something  in  me  that  seems  to  act 
up  when  danger  is  coming  near  to 
our  Republic.  That  took  effect  al- 
most three  years  ago,  in  February, 
1939,  at  the  time  of  the  controversy 
in  regard  to  lifting  the  embargo 
on  Spain.  While  I  did  not  win  the 
Committee  to  see  the  danger  im- 
pending, I  at  least  made  a  prophe- 
cy then  to  the  effect  that  they 
"have  helped  to  bring  the  Rome- 
Berlin  Axis  a  thousand  miles  near- 
er to  America;  have  aided  in  bot- 
tling up  the  Mediterranean  against 
England  and  in  favor  of  the  dicta- 
tors, and  have  given  the  dictators 
a  jumping-off  place  to  South 
America,  which  they  have  been 
cultivating  much  more  successfully 
than  the  United  States.  I  say  to 
the  School  Committee  and  to  the 
public  of  Boston" — that  was  in 
1939 — "that  boys  now  in  school  will 
lie  dead  on  battlefields  as  a  re- 
sult of  those  whose  thoughtless 
and  intemperate  foreign  and  do- 
mestic policies  are  manifest  in  the 
un-American  intimidation  which 
they  have  so  far  condoned  at  Rox- 
bury  Memorial  High  School.  I  call 
upon  the  School  Committee  to  turn 
back  to  the  interests  of  America." 
That  was  at  the  first  of  1939. 

The  episode  is  a  bygone  episode, 
but  at  least  as  a  prophet  my  proph- 
ecies   have    come    true.    We    read 


that  Mr.  Hitler  has  rushed  his 
troops  toward  Spain,  which  he  has 
already  conquered,  and  thousands 
of  our  boys  are  dead  on  foreign 
battlefields    today. 

Those  same  instincts  tell  me 
again,  as  they  have  through  the 
past  four  years,  that  we  have  to 
concern  ourselves  with  the  dangers 
to  the  Republic  from  within,  and, 
as  you  well  know,  I  have  advocat- 
ed a  closer  cementing  of  the  child's 
mind  with  the  problems  of  our  Gov- 
ernment, with  more  explicit 
courses  in  politics  and  in  how  our 
Government  actually  works. 

I  said  then  that  you  cannot  run 
a  country  where  people  think  of 
politics  as  dirty,  because  politics 
is  simply  government  in  action, 
and  when  people  do  not  respect 
their  government  you  will  not  have 
any  government. 

You  know  the  efforts  I  have 
made  at  different  times  to  try  to 
bring  our  instruction  closer  to  the 
political  actualities,  so  that  our 
children  will  know  better  how  to 
handle  them. 

I  realize  the  point  is  always 
made  that  we  do  teach  govern- 
mental and  civic  questions  in  our 
schools  to  a  great  extent;  but  I  am 
inclined  to  think  that  we  teach 
loyalty  to  the  status  quo  and  we 
do  not  stop  to  notice  whether  that 
status  quo  is  untrue  to  American 
ideals  or  whether  it  is  a  diversion 
of  the  plan  laid  out  for  this  coun- 
try by  the  men  who  framed  our 
Constitution. 

During  the  depression,  for  ex- 
ample, it  was  an  un-American  thing 
that  the  full  activities  of  our 
schools,  particularly  our  govern- 
ment classes,  should  not  be  di- 
rected toward  understanding  and 
mastering  depressions.  I  think  we 
should  not  teach  our  children  to  be 
loyal  to  the  newspapers  unless  we 
make  it  clear  to  those  children 
who  it  is  that  controls  the  news- 
papers and  what  they  may  expect 
from  them.  I  have  felt  that  our 
teachers  have  placed  more  stress 
on  loyalty  to  the  powers  that  be 
than  they  have  on  what  America 
ought   to  be. 

I  have  introduced  various  out- 
lines in  which  I  have  attempted 
to  bring  the  child  in  closer  contact 
with  these  problems  of  American 
democracy.  In  that  respect  I  have 
seen  very   little  progress. 

The  only  progress  has  been  the 
adoption  of  the  "Principles  of  De- 
mocracy" as  a  handbook  for  our 
teachers:  and  it  was  magnificent. 
However,  I  did  not  feel  that  it 
went  all  the  way  in  tying  up  the 
subject-matter    with    some    of    the 
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political  realities  and  some  of  the 
steps  that  one  should  be  on  guard 
about  if  he  is  to  handle  better  our 
political   problems. 

Most  recent  of  all,  I  suggested 
an  outline,  the  title  of  which  I 
changed  to  "Sir  Galahad  Comes  to 
Town."  The  Committee  felt  that 
ithat  was  not  altogether  desirable 
for  the  children.  Some  of  the 
Committee's  points,  I  think,  were 
well  taken,  because,  needlessly, 
perhaps,  I  went  into  some  of  the 
immediacies  of  the  Boston  political 
situation,  and  it  would  have  been 
as  good  and  perhaps  more  effec- 
tive if  the  treatment  had  been 
more  general  while  covering  per- 
haps  the   same  factors. 

I  would  like,  therefore,  to  sug- 
gest to  the  School  Committee  that 
that  same  outline,  with  a  different 
name,  be  adopted,  not  for  the  chil- 
dren, but  as  a  supplement  to  "Prin- 
ciples of  Democracy"  to  serve  as 
a  handbook  for  the  teachers. 

In  case  your  memory  is  not  clear 
on  that  I  should  be  glad  to  read  it 
through;  otherwise  I  would  ask 
that  it  be  spread  upon  the  records. 
If  you  are  familiar  with  that  out- 
line, would  that  be  acceptable  to 
you? 

Chairman:  I  have  no  objection. 
Has  the  Committee  any  objections'' 
(No  response.) 

No  objections. 

Superintendent:  May  I  ask  if 
that  is  the  same  material  that  was 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents for  report  back  to  the 
School  Committee? 

Mr.  Lee:  It  is  exactly  the  same, 
with  a  different  title  page. 

Superintendent:  I  would  suggest, 
as  I  did  before,  when  you  proposed 
your  course  in  politics,  that  you  in- 
clude the  reply  which  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  made. 

Mr.  Lee:  That  is  perfectly  ac- 
ceptat)le  as  far  as  I  am  concerned. 
In  coming  to  a  definite  motion  on 
that  I  should  be  glad  to  follow  the 
suggestion  that  at  least  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  made,  that 
actual  names  be  left  out  and  in 
their  place  we  put  "a  certain  man" 
or  "a  recent  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee" or  "a  recent  seeker  of  pub- 
lic office,"  or  some  phrase  that  does 
not  designate  a  definite  person.  I 
make  this  amendment  to  it,  be- 
cause I  think  some  members  of  the 
Board  felt  that  mentioning  specific 
names  served  no  useful  purpose  in 
many  cases. 

My  motion  is  that  we  adopt  this 
outline  entitled  "Sir  Galahad  Comes 
to  Town"  as  a  supplement  to  be 
printed  under  a  separate  cover  but 
to    be   distributed   with   "Principles 


of  Democracy"  as  a  handbook  for 
the  members  of  our  teaching 
staff. 

Chairnian:  Is  that  in  the  form  of 
a   motion? 

Mr.   Lee:    Yes. 

Superintendent:  If  that  is  to  be 
considered  as  a  handbook  for  the 
use  of  teachers,  I  suggest  th<»t  it 
go  through  the  same  procedure  as 
all  other  educational  material,  that 
it  be  referred  back  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  for  consideration 
and  be  reported  to  a  subsequent 
School  Committee. 

Chairman:  As  I  understand,  this 
has  already  been  referred  to  the 
Board  and  the  Board  has  rejected 
it,  and  Mr.  Lee  brings  it  to  this 
Committee. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Lee  asks 
that  that  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  school  teachers  of  Boston  as 
educational  material.  My  point  is 
that  it  .should  be  treated  as  any 
other  educational  material  and 
should  be  referred  to  the  Board  ot 
Superintendents  and  reported  back 
to  the  School  CCTumittoe. 

Chairman:  I  have  no  objection, 
Mr.  Superintendent,  to  that  pro- 
cedure. I  believe  this  had  been 
already  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  for  that  purpose 
and  was  rejected  by  the  Board. 

Superintendent:  It  was  sub- 
niitted  as  a  course  of  study.  A 
course  of  study  is  a  course  of 
study  for  the  children  in  the 
schools.  Now  Mr.  Lee  asks  that 
it  be  made  a  supplement  to  the 
"Principles  of  Democracy,"  which 
is  to  be  given  to  the  teachers  as 
educational  material.  So  I  suggest 
that  the  same  procedure  be  fol- 
lowed with  reference  to  this  as 
is  followed  with  all  educational 
material. 

Mr.  Lee:  In  other  words,  the  dis- 
tinction that  Mr.  Gould  makes  is 
that  first  I  submitted  it  as  a  course 
of  study  for  the  students  and  now 
it  is  submitted  as  a  handbook  for 
the    teachers. 

Chairman:  Do  you  wish  to  with- 
draw your  motion? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  restate  my  motion 
that  it  be  used  as  a  handbook  for 
teachers. 

Chairman:  Do  you  wish  to  amend 
your  motion,  that  it  be  referred  to 
the  Board  of  Superintendents? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  shall  be  glad  to  have 
a  vote  on  it.  If  the  consensus  of 
the  Committee  favors  the  other 
procedure  I  would  not  make  any 
objection.  If  you  would  rather  vote 
now  and  dispose  of  it,  or  if  you 
would  rather  that  it  be  submitted 
to  the  Board,  that  would  incur  no 
objection. 
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Mr.  Norton:  I  niove  that  it  be 
resubmitted   to   the   Board. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Norton  moves 
that  it  be  resubmitted  to  the  Board 
of  Superintendents. 

The   motion  passed   unanimously. 

The  following  is  the  pamphlet 
referred  to: 

SIR    GALAHAD    COMES    TO    TOWN 

Sir  Galahad  bade  farewell  to  the 
king,  and  started  out  upon  his 
quest. 

As  the  new  concrete  of  the  Con- 
cord Turnpike  clattered  nicely 
against  the  hooves  of  ills  horse, 
many  a  graceful  lady,  high  in  a 
second  tstory  window,  tossed  down 
flowers  and  garlands  for  his  notice, 
and  others,  seeiag  him  afar  off- 
played  music  delicately  on  dulci- 
mers and  instruments  with  strings. 

Eftsoon  he  has  come  upon  the 
fine  city  of  Cambridge,  and  in  iess 
time  than  it  takes  to  relate  this 
chronicle,  the  hooves  of  his  horse 
are  on  Lhe  pavement  of  Harvard 
Bridge.  Grandly  the  city  of  Boston 
.iuts  its  spires  up  into  the  morning 
sky,  and  waiting  for  any  suicide 
that  m.ay  be  handy,  the  Charles 
River  lies  arms  open  along  the 
under  side  of  the  bridge. 

"Gadzooks,"  quoth  Sir  Galahad. 
"Be  it  manned  by  50  halberdiers, 
yet  will  I  span  this  m^oat  that  cir- 
cles in  the  castled  city  and  leap 
the  drawbridge  that  yawns  across 
my  path." 

But  now,  forsooth,  as  he  ap- 
proaches the  center  of  the  bridge, 
girded  to  leap  the  dangerous  span, 
he  finds  the  drawbridge  neatly 
closed  awaiting  the  ready  passage 
of  his  horse's  hooves. 

"Most  amazing,"  quoth  Sir  Gala- 
had, "By  my  halidom,  this  thing 
has  me  buffaloed:  I  thought  the 
burg  would  be  a  corny  joint.  But 
it   looks    O.    K.   so    far." 

Gallantly  Sir  Galahad  consumeth 
the  remaining  distance  to  the  Bos- 
ton Shore  and  arriveth  in  a  traffic 
jam  at  the  corner  of  Massachu- 
setts Avenue  and  Beacon  Street. 

"Pardie,"  quoth  the  knight,  "1 
have  never  seen  so  many  moving 
vehicles   standing   still." 

Now  the  sundry  damsels  wno  live 
in  garrets,  seven  stories  up,  under 
roofs  of  copper  sheathing,  which 
the  hand  of  time  turns  green,  had 
gotten  themselves  '  down  on  the 
sidewalk  and,  gaily  caparisoned, 
were  pattering  with  nicely  chis- 
eled heels  upon  the  pavement,  like 
the  tiny  fingers  of  children  mak- 
ing mud   pies   on   hard   sand. 


Watch  out.  Sir  Galahad,  old  boy: 
Will  you  find  the  town  of  Boston 
a  town  of  mud — or  won't  you? 

We  must  now  suspend  the  read- 
er's attention  for  a  moment  and 
imagine  that  Sir  Galahad  has  been 
in  town  all  morning,  trotting  about 
like  the  cowboy  who  advertises  the 
Silver  Dollar  Bar.  Sir  Galahad  is 
bursting  to  ask  a  lot  of  questions, 
and  finally  his  curiosity,  which  be- 
comes no  knight,  gets  the  better 
of  him.  and  he  begins  popping 
questions  at  peoplf^  on  Beacon 
Street,  between  the  School  Com- 
miittee  building  and  Hammett's 
Book  Store,  sharp  around  the  cor- 
ner from  the  man  who  sells  Old 
English   Lavender   on   Park   Street, 

"Good  Sir,"  quoth  Sir  Galahad 
to  one  of  the  people  near  the  Athe- 
naeum, "prithee  tell  me  what 
maketh    the    city    tick?" 

"Aha,  aha,"  replieth  the  yokel, 
"aha,  aha!" — tinkling  some  metal 
peces   in  his   pocket. 

"Base  son  of  Mahound,"  replieth 
Sir  Galahad,  "answer  me  like  a 
man  or  I  will  cleave  thee  from 
crest  to  cuisses." 

"Relax,  old  top,  relax,"  replieth 
the  street  man.  "I  have  these 
coins" — producing  some  quarters, 
half-dollars,    and    dimes. 

"Marry,  a  pretty  sight,"  quoth 
Sir  Galahad.  "And  what  may  they 
be?" 

"Magnets,   my   boy,    magnets." 

"Did  you  say  magnets  or  mag- 
gots?"  resumeth  Sir  Galahad. 

,  "I  said  magnets,"  respondeth 
the  spokesman,  "and  I  wish  you 
would  not  keep  asking  such  foolish 
questions." 

"And  how  are  these  magnets 
used,  and  how  do  they  make  a 
city  operate?"  asketh  Sir  Galahad. 

"Why,"  sayeth  the  citizen,  "I  just 
step  over  to  that  lunch  counter  in 
the  corner  of  Houghton  &  Dut- 
ton's — and,  in  case  you  don't  know 
it,  it  is  quite  a  problem  to  us  what 
to  do  with  Houghton  &  Dutton's— 
I  just  step  over  there  and  lay  th^s 
quarter  on  the  counter;  and  zippee, 
a  can  of  Heinz  Vegetable  Soup 
jumps  into  my  dish  with  vege- 
tables from  distant  gardens,  spiced 
with  seasonings  from  the  far 
islands  of  the  sea,  and  thickened 
with  meat  oils  from  the  animals 
of   many  plains." 

"And  your  miserable  little  quar- 
ter does  all  that?"  quoth  Sir 
Galahad. 

"All  that  and  more,"  quoth  the 
citizen.  "I  could  even  bring  to 
hand   the   hole   of  a   doughnut." 
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"Thou  art  a  tall  fellow  of  thy 
tongue,  forsooth,"  quoth  Sir  Gala- 
had. "You  mean  to  say  that  little 
quarter  does  so  much?" 

"  'Tis  a  fact,''  quoth  the  citizen. 
"I  tell  you  that  money  is  magnetic 
and  draws  to  us  things  from  the 
far  joints  of  the  earth.  We  park 
ourselves  here  in  Boston,  and  lo, 
by  waving  this  wand  of  silver  or 
its  paper  quadruplicate,  nicknamed 
a  dollar  bill,  we  attract  to  us 
gasolines  from  the  very  bowels  of 
the  earth  which  make  our  auto- 
mobiles go." 

"It  looks  to  me  as  though  your 
automobiles  mostly  stopped,"  re- 
plieth  Sir  Galahad.  "But  tut,  tut. 
proceed  " 

"As  I  was  about  to  say,  before  1 
was  so  rudely  interrupted,"  con- 
tinueth  the  wise  guy,  "I  have  men 
toiling  in  mines  for  me  under  the 
surface  of  Pennsylvania  to  give  me 
fuel  to  heat  my  home.  I  have  fish- 
ermen far  out  on  George's  Bank — 
where  it  breaks  white  in  northeast 
violence — to  bring  me  catches  of 
fish  to  fill  my  stcmach.  I  have 
swarthy  laborers  cutting  rubber 
trees  in  southern  climates  to  make 
the  casings  of  my  cushioned  driv- 
ing wheels." 

"Dog  of  an  infidel,  knave,  thrall, 
what  master  sei'vest  thou,  with 
all   thy    churlish   linsey-woolsey?" 

"Why  none,  you  nut;  we  serve  no 
master.  Slavery  went  out  of  fash- 
ion long  ago,  and  serfdom  went  by 
the  board  with  antiques  like  you." 

"Zounds,  thO'U  art  a  scurvy 
wretch.  Dost  thou  mean  to  say  that 
thou  sittest  here  in  Boston,  and,  as 
the  hand  gathereth  eggs  from  the 
nest  that  is  forsaken,  thou  gath- 
erest  all  the  riches  of  the  earth, 
thou    lazy   bloke?" 

"Don't  get  me  wrong,  stranger. 
This  is  a  democracy.  Whenever  the 
magnet  of  a  dollar  bill  pulls  freight 
trains  across  the  continent  to  our 
doors  and  attracts  steamers  to 
dump  their  merchandise  in  our  lap, 
we  then  yield  ove.^  our  dollar  bill 
to  him  who  shipped  us  the  goods. 
The  magnet  is  in  his  hand,  then, 
to  draw  from  us." 

"Draw   what?" 

"Our  goods  and  labor." 

"What  labor?" 

"What  labor?  Why,  these  tall 
buildings  here,  in  which  electric 
trains  run  up  and  down — called  ele- 
vators— are  filled  with  Boston  citi- 
zens doing  something  for  somebody 
else.  We  meet  the  magnetism 
that  hangs  in  Boston's  world  mar- 
kets. We  assemble;  we  ply;  we 
convert;  we  distribute  the  prod- 
ucts of  a  thousand  Boston  hands  to 


those  whose  patronage  draws  forth 
our  efforts.  In  Boston  here  our 
ships  traverse  the  seas,  our  rail- 
roads go  forth  to  carry  our  mer- 
chandise across  the  continent, 
leaping  to  the  magnet  of  Boston's 
customers." 

"  'Tis  passing  wonderful,"  quoth 
Sir  Galahad.  "I  have  done  thee 
wrong,  stranger,  speaking  so 
sharply.  You  had  me  down — with 
all  this  wonderment.  It  is  a  thing 
told  only  in  song.  It  is  a  fable  told 
by  a  seer.  It  is  a  tale  told  when 
men  gathered  around  the  fireside 
to  hear  great  legends  of  prepos- 
terous things  to  happen.  Your 
spired  sky  gazers,  your  rushing 
trains  under  ground,  your  whirling 
wheels,  your  automatic  screw  ma- 
chines, your  glass  transparencies, 
your  patent  hair  lotions,  your 
Stillson  wrenches,  your  triple-ought 
sandpaper,  all  spell  a  magic  which 
puts  Alexander  to  shame  and 
makes  Caesar  look  like  a  two-spot." 

"I  think  it's  pretty  nice  myself," 
replieth  the  citizen. 

"But  how  doth  the  thing  keep 
itself  in  line?"  asketh  Sir  Galahad. 

"Oh,  when  a  lot  of  people  want 
a  thing  and  apply  the  magnet  of 
their  money  to  it,  a  lot  of  men 
spring  into  action  to  produce  it. 
But  if  we  don't  want  a  thing  sore- 
ly, and  do  not  offer  the  magnet  of 
our  money  for  it  in  any  degree,  it 
tells  workers  gently  not  to  waste 
their  time  producing  it.  It  leaves 
the  citizen  always  boss,  except 
when  bossed  by  other  citizens.  We 
spend  our  time  meeting  the  needs 
of  each  other.  It  is  what  we  call 
the  Christian  principle.  Everybody 
doing  something  for  somebody  else, 
important  enough  to  the  other  per- 
son for  him  to  actually  pay  us 
for   it." 

"It  is  passing  wonderful,"  quoth 
Sir  Galahad.  "I  trow  it  so.  — But 
what  makes  the  laws  that  keeps 
this  system  and  protects  the  citizen 
in  his  right  to  assemble  tools  and 
materials,  and  bui'd  and  trade,  and 
have?" 

''Oh,  we  elect  politicians  to  of- 
fice to  do  that,"  sayeth  the  citizen. 

"How  comely,"  quoth  Sir  Gala- 
had: "by  the  rood,  thou  art  a 
goodly   fellow." 

"Me  and  a  million  more  beside 
who  live  around  here,"  quoth  the 
citizen. 

"Yes,  yes,  go  on,"  exclaimeth  Sir 
Galahad.  "Thou  hast  me  by  the 
breath.  How  does  your  Govern- 
ment  work?" 

"It  doesn't  have  to  work  very 
niuch,"  quoth  the  citizen.  "That's 
the  beauty  of  it.  We  don't  have  a 
dictatorship    here.    You've    got    us 
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mixed  up  with  Mr.  Hitler  and  Mr. 
Stalin.  The  citizens  here  work  for 
each  other.  The  Government  just 
sits  on  the  sidelines  and  makes 
sure  they  have  a  chance." 

"I've  heard  of  those  babies,  Hit- 
ler and  Stalin,"  sayeth  Sir  Galahad. 
"But  does  your  Government  work 
well?" 

"It  doesn't  have  to  work  very 
well.  The  citizens  here  work  for 
each  other.  They  place  orders  di- 
rectly with  each  other  for  their 
wants  through  the  magnet  of  mon- 
ey. That's  the  point  of  democracy." 

"Yes,  I  know:  but  now  will  you 
answer    the    question?" 

"Yes,  certainly,"  replieth  the  citi- 
zen, with  one  eye  at  the  School 
Committee  Building  and  one  eye 
turned  sideways  around  the  corner 
towards  City  Hall.  "Our  Govern- 
ment works  fair  to  middling  well." 

"You  don't  seem  too  light-hearted 
about  it,"   quoth  Sir  Galahad. 

"Nor  too  downhearted,"  replieth 
the  citizen.  "You  see  there  are  an 
awful  lot  of  us.  And  it  is  pretty 
hard  for  all  of  us  to  make  the  ac- 
quaintance of  the  man  running  for 
office  to  know  what  he  is  like.  The 
candidate  has  to  make  a  lot  of  con- 
tacts to  get  himself  elected." 

"Nothing  wrong  with  that,  as  far 
as  I  can  see,"  rejoineth  Sir 
Galahad. 

"No;  but  your  candidate  has  to 
work  through  other  followers  to 
make  his  contacts  go  around,"  re- 
spondeth  the  citizen.  "And  it  is 
hard  to  get  these  contact-men  to 
give  up  their  time  to  make  those 
contacts  for  him.  Often  the  people 
who  are  most  willing  to  do  that 
are  the  chiselers,  who  want  special 
favors  from  Government  in  return, 
so  that  they  can  have  the  edge  on 
the  other  fellow  in  getting  licenses 
to  do  business  or  privileges  for 
certain  types  of  trade." 

"A  human  situation,"  intersper- 
seth  Sir  Galahad. 

"Moreover,"  continueth  the  citi- 
zen, ignoring  the  interruption  of 
the  knight,  "moreover,  it  takes 
money  for  some  kinds  of  campaign- 
ing. One  must  draw  men  by 
money  to  erect  billboards  to  catch 
the  eye  of  diminutives.  Who  but 
men  with  special  benefits  to  be 
filled  by  subsequent  Governmental 
favors  want— as  a  rule— to  con- 
tribute money  to  campaigning?" 

"Thou  hast  a  swinish  disposition 
to  put  so  fine  a  point  on  it,"  quoth 
Sir  Galahad. 

"Swine  don't  put  fine  points  on 
things,"  came  back  the  citizen. 
"The  men  who  come  into  office  are 
likely  to  be  those  who  are  commit- 


ted to  do  special  favors  for  those 
who  backed  them  anticipating  spe- 
cial favors  in  return — prejudicial  to 
the  rights  of  all.  —It's  a  little  bit 
screwy.'' 

"Alack  the  day,"  exclaimeth  Sir 
Galahad.      "Alackaday." 

"Don't  be  down-hearted,  old  war- 
rior," respondeth  the  citizen.  "It's 
just  a  little  bit  screwy.  —For  ex- 
ample, we  have  just  elected  a  man 
to  the  School  Committee,  who  has 
done  a  lot  of  special  favors.  For 
instance,  his  Government  badge, 
most  graciously  bestowed,  wa.s 
found  on  a  slain  chiseler  at  a  night 
club — itself  an  organization  that 
exists  by  special  license  from  the 
Government.  He  also  registered 
two  or  three  thousand  fictitious 
voters  to  vote  for  him  for  years 
ago.  He  even  did  favors  for  ghosts. 
— But  that  isn't  so  tough " 

"Pardon  the  interruption,''  speak- 
eth  Sir  Galahad,  "but  are  you  con- 
doning this  sort  of  thing?  I  was 
reading  by  the  newspapers — before 
I  trotted  through  Cambridge  this 
morning — that  a  retiring  member 
of  the  iSchool  Committee,  wlio  re- 
cently ran  for  another  office,  was 
pasted  all  over  the  map  on  the 
radio  for  condoning  this  kind  of 
chiseling." 

"But  that  member  is  a  great  guy 
for  condoning.  He  likes  to  be  nice 
to  everybody.  He  wants  to  leave 
a  nice  seat  for  the  new  member." 

"But  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,"  quoth  Sir  Galahad,  "did 
not  put  up  with  any  condoning  of 
chiseling.  He  wouldn't  put  up  with 
the  idea  of  frank  and  unindignant 
discussion  for  senior  high  school 
students  of  factors  and  influences 
responsible  for  this  reciprocity  of 
chiseling  by  those  who  give  and 
receive  favors  from  Government." 

"But  there  are  different  kinds  of 
condoning,"  quoth  the  citizen.  "It 
may  be  better  to  condone  getting 
your  hands  dirty,  and  putting  in 
new  gaskets  and  some  new  spark 
plugs  and  making  the  car^  go,  than 
it  is  to  keep  your  hands  clean,  and 
maybe  not  getting  the  car  going. 
One  of  our  troubles  around  here  is 
that  we  are  too  dainty  about  g^et- 
ting  our  Sunday  suit  dirty,  instead 
of  getting  into  our  political  mech- 
anism and  putting  it  to  rights.  The 
member  you  speak  of  condones 
children  getting  their  hands  dirty 
so  long  as  they  learn  how  to  make 
their  government   go." 

"Gadzooks,  I  fear  I  interrupted 
thy  pretty  speech  a  moment  since," 
exclaimeth  Sir  Galahad. 

"Tut,  tut,  I  was  merely  about  to 
say    that     the    really    tough     part 
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about  it  is  that  the  iman  in  public 
office  is  so  busy  doing  special 
favors,  and  he  comes  into  office  so 
committed  to  those  who  have  re- 
ciprocated in  advance  his  expected 
indulgences  that  he  hasn't  time  to 
keep  his  eye  on  the  ball." 

"On  the  what?"  exclaimeth  Sir 
Galahad. 

"On  the  ball,"  replieth  the  citi- 
zen. "Merely  a  rough  diamond 
phrase.  The  man  in  public  office 
ought  to  keep  his  eye  on  the  job 
of  keeping  this  money  system  run- 
ning. He  ought  to  protect  all  citi- 
zens in  their  right  to  draw  each 
other's  services  to  each  other's 
needs  by  exchange  of  money.  Old 
Hickory  smashed  the  Second  Na- 
tional Bank  of  his  day,  and  said 
thereof  thereafter  to  the  people  in 
his  Farewell  Address  on  March  4, 
1837,  'If  you  had  not  conquered, 
the  Government  would  have  passed 
from  the  hands  of  the  many  to  the 
hands  of  the  few,  and  this  organ- 
ized money  power  (which  openly 
claimed  for  itself  the  power  of 
regulating  the  currency  throughout 
the  United  States  and  asserted  the 
power  to  make  money  scarce  or 
plenty  at  its  pleasure)  from  its 
secret  conclave  would  have  dic- 
tated the  choice  of  your  highest 
officers  and  compelled  you  to  make 
peace  or  war  as  best  suited  their 
own  wishes.'  The  present  bank- 
ing system  is  even  more  vicious 
than  that  which  Andrew  Jackson 
put  out  of  business.  In  the  last 
ten  years  it  made  money  so  scarce 
that  it  broke  down  the  American 
system  and  did  not  allow  the 
American  people  to  work  for  each 
other  nor  respond  to  the  magnet- 
ism of  each  other's  needs.  Now, 
at  its  pleasure,  it  is  bringing  about 
a  temporary  iboom.  Even  the 
President  is  going  slightly  haywire 
now  and  putting  'priorities'  on 
commodities,  so  that  people  can't 
use  the  magnet  of  money  freely  any 
more  to  draw  merchandise  to  them. 
The  pity  of  it  is  that  even  men 
thus  in  high  places  do  not  know 
that  democracy  is  a  money  system 
in  which  the  magnet  of  money  in 
the  hands  of  the  citizens  draws  the 
services  of  other  citizens  to  him, 
and  all  work  for  each  in  a  mutual 
benefit  society  —  unhampered  by 
Government  kibosh — on  a  truly 
Christian  basis.  Washington  now 
wants  the  Government  to  step  in, 
as  the  dictators  do  overseas,  and 
demagnetize  the  citizens'  money. 
Roosevelt  does  not  seem  to  know 
that  democracies  win  wars.  He 
thinks  that  dictators  are  likely  to 
win  wars.  He  does  not  know  that 
all   the   democracies    won    the    last 


war,  America,  England  and  France; 
and  that  all  the  dictatorships  lost, 
Germany,  Austria-Hungary,  Russia 
and  Turkey.  Dictatorships  are 
lousy  in  war.  If  citizens  through- 
out the  world  were  free  to  exercise 
the  magnetism  of  money,  one  with 
another,  without  Governmental  fa- 
voritisms,  and  place  orders  with 
one  another,  without  military  inter- 
ference or  banking  raids  on  cur- 
rencies, there  would  not  be  any 
international  trade  barriers  or  any 
need  of  wars." 

"But  prithee  tell  me,  why  don't 
men  in  high  public  office  know 
how  the  citizens'  system  works?" 

"I  have  told  you  already,"  re- 
plieth the  citizen,  "that  men  are  so 
busy  doing  special  favors  to  get  the 
backing  for  high  office  that  they 
don't  have  time  to  look  forward  on 
the  main  issue.  And  I  tell  you, 
second,  that  the  newspapers  are 
the  main  conduit  of  communica- 
tion between  man  and  man.  And 
they  are  supported  by  being  paid 
for  the  advertisements  which  they 
carry  for  big  businesses,  which  are 
dependent  on  the  banks  and  are 
only  one  element  in  the  population. 
Therefore,  if  you  touch  on  vital 
issues  which  consider  the  welfare 
of  all,  the  Press  blackens  your 
character.  For  instance,  this  re- 
tiring member  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee whom  I  spoke  about  once 
read  to  the  School  Committee  part 
of  the  Encyclical  of  Pope  Pius  XI 
dealing  with  these  economic  prob- 
lems that  concern  all  the  people: — 
and  at  least  it  had  the  effect  of 
launching  courses  in  economics  for 
all  students  in  our  Boston  schools, 
with  the  help  of  an  honest-minded 
superintendent.  And  yet  one  of 
the  Boston  newspapers  came  out 
with  a  headline  across  the  top  of 
the  first  page  the  next  day  saying, 
'He  favors  Reds'." 

"But  I  thought  the  Pope  and  the 
Reds  were  supposed  to  be  quite 
different  people,"  quoth  Sir  Gala- 
had. 

"They  are,  except  to  the  Press. 
If  the  Press  were  to  eavesdrop  on 
us  here,  they  would  say  that  we 
were  either  Reds  or  Fascists — it 
wouldn't  make  much  difference 
which  tag  they  used  —  even 
though  we  have  been  discussing  the 
benefits  of  democracy  and  the 
blessings  of  being  free  to  work  for 
each  other,  drawn  by  the  magnet 
of  money — ungrounded  by  bankers' 
panics  nor  iballooned  by  bankers' 
puffings." 

"But  your  system  is  such  a  cork- 
er," expostulated  Sir  Galahad, 
"that  I  don't  see  how  any  one  can 
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miss  the  beauty  of  it,  even  though 
Government  has  leaned  a  little  bit 
toward  chiselers  and,  by  allowing 
financial  breakdowns,  has  not 
perfectly  protected  opportunities 
for  everybody  to  earn  freely  by 
finding  a  way  to  work  for  some- 
body else." 

"If  the  Press  would  give  those 
who  keep  their  eye  on  the  ball  and 
want  to  serve  the  public  evenly  a 
chance  to  get  to  the  top,  it  would  be 
all  right." 

"But,"  quoth  Sir  Galahad,  "even 
it  the  Press  keeps  on  the  way  it  is 
going,  it  may  not  be  too  bad.  You 
can't  expect  th3  Press  to  go  back 
on  the  advertisers  who  support  it. 
And  your  ,  big  business  still  must 
see  that  the  public  is  the  goose. 
It  is  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden 
egg.  Big  business  can't  kill  the 
public  without  killing  itself  along 
with  it.  That  is  the  fundamental 
protection  of  your  democracy — so 
long  as  your  politicians  have 
enough  sense  to  keep  the  banks  in 
line,  which  stand  to  crack  down  on 
the  employer  just  as  much  as  on 
the  employee.  The  world  need  not 
belong  to  the  fraudulent.  If  the 
public  were  wisened  up  to  it,  they 
could  make  allowance  for  the 
Press,  and  see  their  way  to  meet- 
ing their  own  problems  and  pre- 
serving their  own  system  of  every- 
body working  for  everybody  else 
under  the  good  hard  magnet  of 
money  in  each  citizen's  hand." 

"You  said  a  mouthful.  Big  Shot," 
replieth  the  citizen.  "You  said  the 
same  mouthful  that  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  and  the  School 
Committee  said  about  this  exact 
situation  last  spring.  'Surely  one  cor- 
rective is  publicity,'  they  declared. 
And  they  underlined  the  word 
'publicity.'  That  was  the  high  point 
of  their  recommendations  concern- 
ing dangers  to  democracy,  in  their 
new  publication,  'Principles  of 
Democracy.'  They  wrote  and  adopt- 
ed that  book  last  spring  to  be  put 
in  the  hands  of  every  teacher.  Pub- 
licity; information;  understanding 
it." 

"I  don't  see  why  that  wouldn't 
be  a  pretty  good  idea,"  sayeth  Sir 
Galahad,  flicking  the  ash  off  a  cig- 
arette which  he  has  just  enjoyed 
for  the  first  time.  "Acquaint  the 
student  with  what  it  is  all  about, 
and  what  to  look  for,  and  not  to 
be  swayed  by  the  Press  nor  too 
much  taken  in  by  politicians  who 
do  too  many  special  favors  to 
special  interests  to  keep  their  eyes 
ahead   on  all." 

"It  is  not  too  bad  a  prospect," 
declareth  the  citizen. 


"Well,  I'm  supposed  to  be  pretty 
idealistic,"  quoth  Sir  Galahad.  "But 
I  think  your  system  is  all  right, 
and  the  telling  of  it  fairly  and 
frankly  even  better.  It  does  not 
discourage  me.  And  let  me  let 
you  in  on  a  secret.  Every  boy  is 
a  Sir  Galahad  in  his  heart.  That 
is  something  which  some  radio 
broadcasters  and  School  Committee 
members  don't  know.  Kids  are 
pretty  tough.  They  love  to  read 
about  a  nice  dish  of  stewed  young- 
sters, and  witches  eating  up  giants, 
just  before  they  go  to  bed.  We 
Sir  Galahads  have  never  been  too 
much  worried  by  dragons.  Of 
course,  you  get  a  little  bit  of  blood 
and  gore  on  your  hands — the  same 
way  you  get  grease  on  your  hands 
when  you  fix  a  car — but  it  all 
comes  out  in  the  wash.  I  think  we 
can  run  our  classi'ooms  smack  into 
the  influences  and  factors  that  lead 
to  tie-ups  between  government  and 
chiselers  and  can  run  them  smack 
into  the  obstructions  of  curtain- 
cloa.king  newspapers  and  of  unwise 
concentrations  of  wealth — which 
the  Pope  and  Andrew  Jackson  alike 
decried — and  come  out  all  the  bet- 
ter able  to  make  America  work. 
I'm  fresh  from  King  Arthur's 
Court,  and  I'm  not  disillusioned. 
Why  should  you  be?" 


SALUTE    TO    THE    FLAG 

Mr.  Lee.  We  have  a  standard 
pledge   or   salute  to   the   flag? 

Superintendent:   Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Lee:  The  cadence,  I  think, 
is  excellent  and  the  pledge  covers 
a  good  deal  of  ground.  I  have  been 
working  in  my  own  mind  on  a 
pledge  which  would  not  be  regu- 
larly used  to  displace  in  any  way 
the  present  wording,  which,  as  I 
have  said,  has  a  very  lovely  cadence ; 
but  it  might  be  used,  especially  in 
the  high  schools,  optionally,  as  a 
pledge  which  is  a  little  more  im- 
mediate to  our  American  problems. 
Except  for  the  word  "Republic," 
the  pledge  that  we  now  use  could 
be  used  by  any  other  country.  That 
is  not  any  aspersion.  I  hope  the 
citizens  of  any  country  have  a  feel- 
ing of  loyalty  toward  their  coun- 
try. But  I  have  hoped  that  \ye 
might  get  something  which  incor- 
porated a  little  more  the  peculiar 
and  special  virtue  of  American 
democracy,  for  the  older  minds  of 
our  high  school  children — to  a 
greater  extent,  perhaps,  than  the 
present  salute  to  the  flag  —  al- 
thOiUgh  I  should  not  want  it  to  dis- 
place that,  but  to  be  used  once  in 
a   while: 
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PROPOSED  PLEDGE 

"I  promise  to  do  things  for  other 
people  important  enough  for 
them  to  pay  me  for  my  service, 
so  that  I  can  then  pay  others  to 
do  things  for  me,  -without  either 
toeing  the  slave  or  serf  of  the 
other, 

"Never  using  the  Government  to 
boss, 

"But  to  make  laws  and  to  supply 
our  population  with  money,  so 
that  we  may  go  on  with  these 
agreements  to  work  for  one  an- 
other." 

Mr.  Lee:  I  move  that  that  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  iSuperin- 
tendents. 

The  motion  passed. 


PROPOSED  USE  OF  AGRICUL- 
TURE STUDENTS  BY  GOV- 
ERNMENT 

Mr.  Norton:  I  would  like  to 
suggest  to  the  Superintendent  and 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  that 
as  we  have  youngsters  in  the 
school  system  who  have  an  apti- 
tude for  agriculture,  in  the  coming 
semester,  up  to  June,  it  may  be 
possible  that  some  of  those  in  the 
splendid  agricultural  course,  which 
is  given  at  the  Jamaica  Plain  High 
School,  can  be  used  by  the  Gov- 
ernment in  some  line  of  agricul- 
tural work. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Downey  is 
doing  something  on   that. 


PROPOSED   STUDY  OF  AN 
ORIENTAL  LANGUAGE 

Mr.  Norton:  The  suggestion  has 
come  to  me  through  a  Government 
official,  that  in  the  years  to 
come  there  may  be  the  neces- 
sity for  more  ipeople  with  the 
knowledge  of  an  Oriental  lanugage. 
It  is  believed  that  out  of  every 
cass  in  languages  there  are  a  few 
outstanding  students.  I  wonder  if 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  would 
consider  looking  into  this  particu- 
lar subject  to  see  if  it  is  possible 
to  start  some  of  our  youngsters 
toward  the  study  of  an  Oriental 
language? 

Mr.  Lee:  I  would  heartily  sec- 
ond  it. 

Chairman:  I  move  that  it  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Superinten- 
dents  for   review. 

Mr.  Lee:  Would  you  mean  to 
specify   one   language? 


Mr.  Norton:  I  have  in  mind  the 
need    for   Japanese. 

At  the  present  time  Washington 
is  considering  getting  youngsters 
who  are  in  thv,  first  two  years  of 
secondary  school,  because  it  takes 
a  long  period  of  time  as  well  as  an 
aptitude,  to  master  that  particular 
language. 

Mr.  Lee;  I  would  rather  see  that 
taught  than  some  of  our  older  lan- 
guages. 

Mr.  Norton's  suggestion  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Superinten- 
dents for  consideration  and  report. 


COMMENDATION  OF  A 
TEACHER 

Mr.  Norton:  May  I  put  in  the 
record  a  letter  coming  to  me  from 
a  parent,  in  regard  to  a  teacher 
who  was  kind  enough  to  point  out 
a  certain  defect  which  no  one  had 
noticed  in  a  little  child's  neck,  as 
the  result  of  which  the  child  is 
assured  of  a  lifetime  of  health,  so 
far  as  her   neck  is  concerned. 

As  a  result  of  three  operations 
the  neck  has  been  corrected.  It 
was  a  teacher  who  noticed  that 
condition.  It  is  a  great  satisfac- 
tion to  know  that  we  have  teachers 
who  are  doing  these  marvelous 
things.  I  would  like  to  place  on 
record  this  letter  from  the  father 
of  the  child. 

The  following  is  the  letter  re- 
ferred to:

Dear  Clem: 

Pursuant  to  our  conversation  of 
yesterday  relative  to  my  daughter's 
recent  illness,  I  submit  herewith, 
the  facts  of  the  case. 

My  daughter,  Claire  Louise  Mar- 
tin, age  nine  years,  attends  the 
James  J.  Chittick  School,  Mattapan, 
Massachusetts.  Her  physical  cul- 
ture teacher  is  a  Miss  Eunice. 

On  March  12,  1941,  during  physi- 
cal culture  class.  Miss  Ennice 
noticed  the  difficulty  which  Claire 
had  in  performing  the  exercises 
and  in  standing  erect.  She  called 
Mrs.  Martin  and  informed  her  of 
this  difficulty  and  suggested  medi- 
cal attention.  On  March  15th,  we 
took  Claire  to  the  Children's  Hos- 
pital and  the  doctors  diagnosed  her 
condition  as  a  muscle  injury  which 
was  deforming  her  whole  right 
side.  They  advised  an  immediate 
operation,  and  hospitalization. 
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Claire  was  operated  on  three 
times  since  her  entry  on  March  15, 
and  required  constant  medical  care. 
This  deformity  is  now  practically 
cured  and  Claire  is  able  to  perform 
her  exercises  like  the  other  pupils. 

We  are  grateful  to  Miss  Ennice 
for  her  vigilance  in  noticing  this 
condition  and  bringing  it  to  our 
attention.  We  feel  that  she  is  not 
only  deserving  of  praise  from  us 
but  also  should  be  commended  by 
her   superiors.

There  is  another  group  here  who 
are  interested  in  the  appointment 
of  Mrs.  Rose  Cooper  as  an  attend- 
ance supervisor.  I  would  like  to 
say  to  them  in  the  presence  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  that  the 
four  members  of  the  School  Com- 
naittee  who  were  present  tonight 
agreed  to  ask  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  approve  the  trans- 
fer of  Mrs.  Cooper  from  the  Wel- 
fare Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  the  Attendance  Depart- 
ment  of  the   Boston  Schools. 


PENNY  MILK  AND  HOT 
LUNCHEONS 

Mr.  Norton:  If  I  am  not  out  of 
order  I  would  like  to  present  again 
the  request  that  the  School  Com- 
inittee  go  on  record  in  asking  Con- 
gress to  co-operate  with  us  in  con- 
tinuing our  penny  milk  and  hot 
lunches.  There  has  been  some  talk 
of  cutting  WPA  funds  that  would 
have  to  do  with  penny  milk  and 
hot  lunches,  and  I  propose  a  mo- 
tion that  this  Board  ask  the  Con- 
gress of  the  Jnited  States  not  to 
cut  those    items. 

The   motion   passed   unanimously. 


RETIREMENT     OF     CHAIRMAN 
FROM  OFFICE 

Mr.  Norton:  Mr.  Chairman,  dur- 
ing your  two  years  as  Chairman, 
we  have  gone  without  a  rumor  and 
without  a  scandal  in  the  Boston 
School  Department,  and  I  hope  the 
next  year  will  be  the  same.  I  want 
to  congratulate  you,  Mr.  Chairman, 
on  your  eminent  fairness.  I  hope 
that  whoever  is  Chairman  of  this 
Board  in  the  years  to  come  will  be 
as   fair   as   you   have   been. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  public 
board  or  Committee  of  this  Com- 
monwealth or  of  this  nation  that 
could  have  co-operated  better  than 
this  Committee  has  done  during 
the  past  two  years.  I  think  it  is 
a  wonderful  thing.  It  shows  a 
breadth  of  judgment  and  an  under- 
standing on  the  part  of  the  indi- 
vidual members  of  the  Committee 
that,  to  say  the  least,  is  rather  un- 
usual. 

I  have  never  served  on  a  bodj'^ 
that  individually  and  collectively 
was  more  co-operative  and  showed 
a  greater  understanding  than  this 
particular  body. 

I  am  sorry  to  see  two  of  our  emi- 
nent members.  Sheriff  Sullivan  and 
Joseph  Lee,  leave  this  Board.  I 
know  the  other  members  as  well 
as  myself  are  sorry  to  see  these 
gentlemen  go.  They  are  only  start- 
ing out  in  their  political  career 
and  there  are  other  niches  for  them 
in  the  political  set-up  of  this  city. 

Mr.  Lee:  Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  Sul- 
livan, who  is  not  here  tonight,  has 
expressed  to  me  several  times  in 
the  last  two  months  the  regret 
which  we  both  feel  in  leaving  the 
Committee.  I  would  also  like  to 
express  to  the  Chairman  what  each 
member  of  the  Committee  has  said 
to  me  privately  more  than  once, 
that  you  have  been  the  fairest 
chairman  they  have  every  served 
under.  You  have  always  been  most 
open  toward  any  suggestion  which 
would  be  of  interest  to  the  schools. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  and  a 
great  source  of  confidence  to  me 
to  have  worked  with  a  Superinten- 
dent who  has  an  earnestness  ap- 
proaching greatness. 

Superintendent:  Thank  you,  Mr. 
Lee. 

STATEMENT    OF    CHAIRMAN 

Mr.  White:  On  assuming  the  of- 
fice of  Chairman  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee  January  3,  1940, 
I  pledged  my  best  efforts  to  fulfil 
the  obligations  of  my  office  faith- 
fully   and   in    such   wise    as    would 
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reflect  credit  upon  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  School  Department 
-which  I  have  toeen  privileged  to 
serve. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  express 
my  grateful  appreciation  for  the 
cordial  co-operation  and  generous 
assistance  I  have  received  from 
my  colleagues  on  the  School  Board, 
from  the  officers  of  the  Board, 
and  from  the  school  service  gen- 
erally. To  the  retiring  members 
of  the  School  Committee — Messrs. 
Lee  and  Sullivan — I  wish  to  ex- 
press publicly  my  deep  sense  of 
gratitude  for  their  unfailing  courte- 
sy and  kindness,  and  to  extend  my 
best  wishes  for  their  future  suc- 
cess   and   happiness. 

I  am  reminded  in  this  connection 
that  the  School  Department  has 
suffered  the  loss  by  retirement  this 
year  of  Assistant  S'aperintendent 
Mary  C.  Mellyn,  who  had  given 
more  than  fifty  years  of  devoted 
service  to  the  school  children  of 
Boston.  Certainly  a  word  of  appre- 
ciation of  her  matchless  contribu- 
tion to  the  advancement  of  Bos- 
ton's schools  is  not  inappropriate. 

Assistant  Superintendent  John  C. 
Brodhead  and  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent William  B.  Snow,  retired, 
have  volunteered  their  services — 
without  compensation  —  in  any 
capacity  in  which  they  might  be  of 
assistance.  Mr.  Brodhead  now  is 
engaged  in  conducting  a  survey  of 
the  machine  shop  equipment  of 
the  Boston  public  schools  with  a 
view  to  recommending  whatever 
improvements  xnay  be  desirable  in 
this  hour  of  all-out  national  de- 
fense. His  generous  service  at  the 
sacrifice  of  a  well-earned  vacation 
is  likewise  worthy  of  a  word  of 
public  commendation. 

This  occasion  would  hardly 
justify  an  extended  review  of  the 
noteworthy  achievenaents  of  the 
school  system  through  the  last  two 
years.  Mention  might  be  made, 
however,  of  som.e  outstanding 
achievements. 

The  program  to  provide  milk  to 
needy  children  at  the  cost  of  one 
cent  a  half  pint  ha.?  been  success- 
fully undertaken.  A  new  survey  of 
the  schools  not  now  served  witih 
penny  milk  is  under  way  and  it  is 
expected  that  with  governmental 
approval,  so-called  penny  milk  will 
be  available  to  every  needy  child 
in   the  Boston  schools. 

The  establishment  of  the  Bureau 
of  Child  Accounting — comprising 
the  Department  of  Attendance,  the 
Department  of  Educational  Inves- 
tigation and  Measurement,  the  De- 
partment  of   Vocational    Guidance, 


the  Division  of  Employment,  and 
the  Division  of  Statistics  and  Pub- 
licity— has  been  a  distinct  forward 
step  in  school  administration. 
Housing  under  one  roof  in  the 
School  Administration  Annex  at  45 
Myrtle  Street  some  of  the  agencies 
directly  concerned  with  guidance, 
employment,  prevention  of  delin- 
quency and  mal-adjustment,  is  an 
attempt  by  the  public  school  au- 
thorities to  solve  some  of  the  prob- 
lems for  which  the  schools  are 
held  responsible. 

Under  the  Bureau  an  expanded 
program  of  vocational  guidance  has 
been  instituted  by  assigning — with- 
out additional  cost  to  the  city — at 
least  one  full-time  teacher  in  each 
high  school  for  guidance  and  coun- 
selling and  by  arranging  for  a 
comprehensive  course  of  lectures 
for   teachers   thus   assigned. 

There  is  nothing  more  gratifying 
to  a  School  Committee  member 
than  the  assurance  that  the  schools 
are  doing  their  full  share  in  the 
present  national  emergency.  At  the 
first  meeting  of  the  reorganized 
Committee  on  Public  Safety,  on 
which  I  have  the  privilege  of  serv- 
ins  as  the  representative  of  the 
public  schools.  His  Honor,  Mayor 
Tobin,  was  most  enthusiastic  in 
his  commendation  of  the  efforts  of 
the  schools  and  their  generous  co- 
operation in  the  civilian  defense 
program. 

It  is  gratifying  also  to  know  that 
since  July  1,  1940,  the  Boston 
schools  have  co-operated  whole- 
heartedly with  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  a  defense  training  pro- 
gram. Schools  equipped  with  ma- 
chine shops  have  been  operating 
on  a  twenty-four-hour  basis.  What 
is  practically  a  new  system  of 
schools  has  been  conducted.  More 
than  five  thousand  trainees  have 
been  in  attendance  and  the  work 
is   continuously   expanding. 

Retiring  from  my  office  as  Chair- 
man, I  shall  continue  to  serve  as  a 
Committee  member  more  deeply 
impressed  than  ever  with  the  con- 
sciousness that  school  administra- 
tion is  a  serious  responsibility,  a 
public  trust  of  the  highest  order, 
and  that  the  welfare  of  our  chil- 
dren is  of  paramount  importance. 

In  the  midst  of  an  unpredictable 
world  crisis,  those  entrusted  with 
the  conduct  of  the  schools  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  education  of  the 
next  generation  and  through  it  of 
subsequent  generations.  At  this 
time  especially,  we  should  heed  the 
admonition  of  President  Roosevelt: 

"Later  we  shall  need  men  and 
women  of  broad  understanding  and 
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special  aptitudes  to  serve  as  leadei's 
of  the  generation  which  must  man- 
age the  post-war  world." 

Continuing,  the  Chairman  said:  1 
wish  especially  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation of  the  cooperation  and 
fine  service  of  the  two  new  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents Avho  ihave  already  proven  the 
focesight  and  good  judgment  of 
this  Committee  in  making  these 
selections. 

The  Superintendent,  in  my  opin- 
ion, is  one  of  the  finest  executives 
and  the  most  outstanding  educator 
it  has  been  my  privilege  to  work 
with  in  the  sixteen  years  that  1 
have  held  public  office.  I  wish  to 
extend  to  the  Secretary  my  deepest 
appreciation  for  her  cooperation, 
and  also  to  Mr.  Alexander  M. 
Sullivan,  whose  honorable  and  effi- 
cient management  of  his  depart' 
ment  has  enhanced  the  reputation 
of  this  Committee. 

I  also  wish  to  comment  on  the 
cooperation  we  have  had  from  Mr. 
Nagle,  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian, 
who  has  worked  tirelessly,  especial- 


ly in  the  past  three  trying  months, 
to  make  available  every  facility  for 
national  defense. 

The  kindness  and  cooperation  of 
the  press  has  been  greatly  appre- 
ciated by  me.  In  the  past  two 
years  the  press  has  sat  in  regularly 
at  School  Committee  conferences 
and  has  been  most  cooperative  in 
every  way. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  I 
have  enjoyed  greatly  my  associa- 
tions as  Chairman  of  this  School 
Committee.  The  experience  has 
been  second  to  none  that  I  have  had 
in  my  public   career.
